2 GROWTH OF THE ORDER. 


The year 1894 was the year of the greatest business depression this 
country has known during the history of our order. The absolute pros- 
tration of business throughout almost the entire country made me fearful 


_, that our order would share the fate of sister fraternities, namely, net loss 
in membership. I am gratified, however, to say that such was not the 


case. A number of grand domains show a loss, but the net increase of 


3 the membership of the order during the year was more than 13,000. This 


alone demonstrates beyond all question the hold our order has upon the 
young, active men connected with it. Their zeal and their enthusiasm 


of the order. 


carry it over every obstacle, and the most serious business depressions 
can not stop its growth and progress. The first months of the present 
year bring excellent reports from almost every grand domain, and the year 
1895, I am quite sure, will show a marked increase in the membership 


In this connection, much may be accomplished by lodges in the selection 


of the master of finance. It is astounding to note the number of members 
“dropped on account of nonpayment of dues. This unfortunate condition 
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of affairs is, in almost every instance, the result of carelessness in the lodge 
in the selection of this officer. It should be an ever-present question with 
every lodge as to who will best fill the position of master of finance. 
When a good man is found, he should be kept in the place, cost what it 
may. It isa business office, and if universally so regarded, would save the 
order thousands of members each year. I feel that I can not too strongly 
place this question before the order universal. 


CHARACTER OF THE MEMBERSHIP. 


In the early days of our order, it too often grew as most other new 
organizations grow. Lodges were organized without the highest care in 
the selection of the charter list, and the desire to increase the roster 
resulted in the admission of many men who did not prove of credit to the 
order. It is gratifying to note the almost universal change for the better 
in this particular. As men learn and knowthe order, its principles and its 
effect upon the lives oi others, greater care is being taken in the admission 
of members. There is but one safe rule, a rule I trust will soon become 
universal, namely—to admit no one whose character is such that you would 
be ashamed to introduce him to any of your loved ones. Every man 
engaged in the effort to earn an honest livelihood is entitled to considera- 
tion, but he should be a man in every sense of the word, from the crown 
of his head to the sole of his feet. Then, and then only, should he be 
entitled to receive the ranks of Pythian knighthood. 


RITUALS. 


In the visitation of the grand lodges, I have found, in a few instances, 
where the rule of the subordinate lodges is the use of the ritual in the con- 
ferring of the ranks. And in no grand domain where this rule is observed 
will it be found that there has been an increase inmembership. The grand 
domains that show progress and growth are those in which the rule is to 
confer the ranks without the use of the ritual. I am glad, however, to say 
that, in the grand domains where there has been the greatest slovenliness 
in this particular, teams are being organized by many subordinate lodges— 
work is now being done without the use of the ritual, and the good results 
of this course will be seen in the growth which future reports will show 
from these grand domains. 


WORKING PROPERTIES. 


In nothing has our order shown more development and progress than 
is found in the character of the working properties of the subordinate 
lodges. The improvement in this particular within the last eight or ten 
years has been wonderful. The Knights of Pythias realize that for the 
proper rendition of the beautiful work there must be appropriate accesso- 
ries, and a large percentage, especially through the central states, owning 
fine paraphernalia, see the wisdom of their expenditure in the largely 
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increased membership of the best character of men. To you, one and all, 
I beg to say, see to it that your lodge has as fine working properties as your 
exchequer will afford; money thus SANs, expended will return to 
you many fold. 


CASTLE HALLS. 


A few years ago, the rule was that a Knights of Pythias lodge, in the 
poverty of its youth and weakness of its membership, was willing to meet 
in any kind of room, and too frequently in the cast-off rooms of other 
societies, but today, throughout the entire Supreme jurisdiction, Pythian 
castles are being erected’and Pythian money is building them—elegant 
monuments to the progress, prosperity and prominence of the order. 
Lodges are renting elegant quarters and furnishing them in the most 
sumptuous manner, making the castle halls what they should be—Pythian 
homes, where, once a week, the membership gather as members of one 
family, and where the principles of our order are with elegant surround- 
ings impressed upon those who come to share the good fellowship which 
our order brings to all. 


SUPREME LODGE. 


In my judgment, points of legislation at the recent session of the 
Supreme Lodgein Washington, which I here note, will prove of permanent 
benefit to the order. Notably, the legislation as to the qualifications for 
membership. There may be individual instances where this legislation 
may work a hardship; but the great good which will come to the order by 
reason of this legislation will overbalance and outweigh it, and it gives the 
order an impetus, a standing and a place which it could not otherwise have 
attained. 

As to what was, in my judgment, improperly called “the German ques- 
tion,” it is a matter of great gratification that so large a majority of the for- 
eign speaking lodges have, without a murmur, conformed to the laws of the 
Supreme Lodge. Thisconduct shows appreciation of just what the Supreme 
Lodge meant in its legislation. Wherever found, the true Knight of Pythias 
is loyal to his country and the laws of the land. Every one recognizes that 
the highest type of citizenship can only exist with some knowledge of the 
language of the country in which he lives. The order of Knights of 
Pythias, standing for country, for law and for good citizenship, simply asks 
that its membership familiarize themselves with the language of the coun- 
try where they reside. It is no war upon foreigners, it is no reflection upon 
foreign lands or the tongues of foreign countries, for, to cast such reflection, 
would be a reflection upon the ancestors of all of us, for no one can go back 
many generations without finding his ancestors resident of some one of the 
lands beyond the sea. 

The attempt by certain papers printed in a foreign tongue to engender 
ill feeling and prejudice, while apparently successful for a while, is latterly 
falling to the ground. They may, by appealing to passion and prejudice, 
warp the judgment of some for a while, but, resting as it does upon a false 
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basis, will eventually fall to the ground, and the order of Knights of 
Pythias will go on with greater strength than ever before. It appeals to 
the patriotism of its members and it is loyal to the country where existing, 
which is more potent than any appeal to passion or prejudice. The con- 
duct of some of those who would destroy the order is at variance with 
their obligations, and their attempt to appropriate and use for an organ- 
ization of their own formation the ritual of the order is more self condem- . 
natory than any words of mine possibly could be. Our order will live, will 
prosper and grow even as does the land which gave it birth, and when it 
goes to foreign shores it will there be found loyal to the country where 
located, advancing its welfare, and in the language of that country doing 
its share in upholding the institutions which its citizens should revere and 
cherish. 
UNIFORM RANK. 


For some years there has been a demand upon the part of many of the 
membership of the Uniform Rank for a more direct control of the affairs 
of that body. This seems to me right and proper. While we have nearly 
half a million members of the order, I do not believe we would have had | 
over two hundred thousand had it not been for the work and beneficial influ- 
ence of the Uniform Rank. It seems right that the knights who haye spent 
their time and money in the purchase of uniforms and travelling about 
with the result of being active and beneficial advertisements of the order, 
should be more nearly in connection with the legislation in their behalf. 
The result of the agitation of the friends of the Uniform Rank came in the 
provisions for a Supreme Council, composed of the Major General, Briga- 
dier Generals and the Supreme Chancellor, the first meeting of which was 
set for April 30, in the city of Indianapolis. This is a radical change from 
the old system; it gives the Uniform Rank the benefit of all moneys 
expended in its behalf and places the legislation in the hands of men who 
are supposed to best know the wants and necessities of the Uniform Rank. 
I have no doubt that this department will be the beginning of a new 
era for this important branch of the order, and I expect the next yeara 
showing of wonderful growth in divisions and membership. 


ENDOWMENT RANK. 


It affords me pleasure to be able to say that, keeping pace with the 
onward progress of all things Pythian, the Endowment Rank has more 
than prospered during the past twelve months. Notwithstanding the 
widespread depression in business affairs throughout the country, the last 
report of the Board of Control of the Insurance Branch shows that the year 
ending March 81, 1895, marked an era of prosperity in this department of 
the order unparalleled in its history. 

When the membership of the order realize that it has been but eighteen 
years since one of my distinguished predecessors recommended to the 
Supreme Lodge the organization of a voluntary insurance system connected 
with the order, and that practically for more than ten years this feature 
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received but little direct support or encouragement from the Supreme 
Lodge, it will surprise many who have failed to give this subject considera- 
tion or thought, when they learn that the membership of the Endowment 
Rank now reaches thirty-eight thousand, with an insurance of seventy- 
eight millions; that during the past fiscal year the Board of Control has 
paid out to beneficiaries of déceased members of the order one million of 
dollars, and that since the inception of the Rank there has been paid out 
for the same purpose the immense sum of nine and one-quarter millions. 

As it may be interesting to the general membership of the order to 
know just what has been done in connection with the Endowment Rank 
during the past year, I may say that during that period there have been 
organized new sections to the number of 452, as against 280 during the pre- 
ceding year. During the same period there have been added to the mem- 
bership of the rank 7404 applicants, and $12,738,000 of new endowment 
issued. There have been many causes which have militated in the direc- 
tion of this marked increase of membership. Especially during the last 
year has the Board of Control of the Endcwment Rank pursued the policy 
of entering the Pythian field with vigor and energy, appointing active can- 
vassers in domains where hitherto but little progress had been made in con- 
nection with this department, and taking such other steps as resulted in 
bringing the Endowment Rank into general notice. In addition to this, 
with that loyalty for which it has at all times been proverbial, the Pythian 
press everywhere has given the most hearty and enthusiastic support to 
the insurance branch of the order; the value and importance of this 
auxiliary can not be too highly estimated, especially in view of the clear 
and intelligent way in which the Pythian scribes have been pleased to 
place this subject before the order at large. 

‘As Supreme Chancellor, I feel that I can not too highly commend this 
very important department of Pythian knighthood to every member of the 
order, and if in the past it has not received the support that it should, let 
me venture to hope that, now that the question is becoming more clearly 
understood and more thoroughly appreciated throughout the Supreme 
Domain, the membership everywhere, loyal to this as they always have 
been to every department of Pythian effort, will give to the Endow- 
ment Rank that patronage and support which it so eminently deserves, so 
that when, at the end of my term, I make the report of my stewardship, I 
may be able to tell of the insurance branch than not less than fifty thousand 
of the general membership have joined its ranks and taken advantage of 
the benefits which it affords. 


CONCLUSION. 


My time and strength are being given in the discharge of the duties of 
my office. I am under great obligations to my associates, officers of the 
Supreme Lodge, Supreme Representatives, grand officers, for their assist- 
ance in the performance of the arduous duties connected with the office of 
Supreme Chancellor. And not least, by any manner of means, are the 
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kind offices tendered me by many of the rank and file throughout the 
Supreme Domain. I ask of all a continuation of the spirit heretofore so 
generously extended, and I promise all that to the extent of my ability I 
shall ever be found doing my utmost to uphold the laws and maintain the 
dignity of the order which has been of the greatest possible service to 
mankind, of benefit to society wherever situated, and a security and a hope 
to the government of the country where existing.

From the appended tables it will be seen that the total number of sub- 
ordinate lodges, December 31, 1894, was 6291, while the total membership 
was, on the same date, 456,994— being a net gain, during the he 1894, of 
283 lodges and 13,379 members.

Report of the Supreme Chancellor. 





OFFICE OF THE SUPREME CHANCELLOR, 
Lima, Ouro, August, 1896, Pp. Pp. XxX XIII. 
Members of the Supreme Lodge: 

In the perusal of this report I trust it may be considered as the produc- 
tion of one who most highly appreciates the honorable position of Supreme 
Chancellor. There has never been a moment since my induction into the 
office that I have not felt the great responsibilities incident thereto. There 
has not been a moment when I have not remembered that it is one of the 
greatest distinctions that can be bestowed upon acitizen of the greatest 
country on earth. To be the chief executive of an army of nearly one- 
half million of the youngest, brightest and brainiest men of America is an 
honor of which any one might feel proud. 

The student of the history of our order must necessarily be impressed 
by its growth and its development. During his life, it was a matter of sur- 
prise to the Founder. Proud of it, he was overwhelmed with its develop- 
ment and its growth, and, probably more than any other member of the 
order, was impressed with the change that had taken place during its brief 
lifetime. If the student will go back to the original ritual and will con- 
sider the original properties and the original methods, he will come to the 


conclusion that our order has been one of progress, of growth and of 


development. It has kept pace with everything in this country, with 
everything that has come to it and to the use of its people. Since its birth 
have come the electric cars, moving without seen power. The same period 
has brought the bicycle and the telephone. The electric light did not 
illuminate the room in which our order had its birth. Surely it has gath- 
ered from the world about it the spirit of enterprise and development. It 


_has broadened and widened from a single organization for the purpose of 


edifying the members of a glee club in the city of Washington, until it has 
filled our great land. It has made men better citizens, it has been a ben- 
efit to us all. And as we enter upon the discharge of our duties at the 
coming convention of the Supreme Lodge, let each of us ask the questions, 
““ What has the order done for me? What has it been tome? What has 
it done in my community, in my state? What has it done for humanity?” 
There may be false impressions, there may be mistakes—but no institution 
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in modern times has done more to unite the best men of the northern part 
of the western hemisphere than has our order. Do not hold it cheaply, 
but give to it the credit that to it is due. 

In the discharge of the duties of my office, I have given it my best 
energy, my most careful consideration; and, in addition to all this, I have 
sought and received the advice of my associate officers upon all matters of 
vital importance. The last ‘two years have been a new era in Pythian 
knighthood. The legislation at Washington sharply and distinctly defined 
the high and noble purposes of our great fraternity. The adoption of the 
Supreme Constitution and Statutes was a radical change in the organic law 
of our order. This change brought to your chief executive a great increase 
in the labors of the office. Enquiries came from every corner of the Su- 
preme Domain. Individual lodges and individual members seemed to 
consider the office of Supreme Chancellor as the only source from which 
information could be obtained in regard to the new Constitution and Stat- 
utes. Not until near the close of the year 1895, after they had been pro- 
mulgated and published more than a year, was there any perceptible dimi- 
nution in the correspondence relative to this matter. To all I have given 
courteous and prompt consideration, feeling that in this great fraternity of 
ours the humblest member of the order was entitled to the ear and the 
pen of its chief executive. 

The different subjects which I deemed should be set down for. consider- 
ation will be found under their respective heads. And in the convention 
of the Supreme Lodge I have no doubt but that every officer and repre- 
sentative will bring to the work the same love for the order, the same 
devotion to its best interests, the same pride and appreciation of it and of 
the work that it is doing, that is felt by your executive. 


I.—STATE OF THE ORDER. 


The financial depression referred to by my predecessor in his report, 
and which began during his term, has continued with increasing power up 
to the close of my term. I feel that, in the light of the business stagna- 
tion, which has been general throughout the world, the showing made by 
our order is most remarkable. The number of members initiated is proof 
conclusive that the subordinate lodges of the country are active and 
earnest. 

We have lost some membership by reason of the legislation on the 
German question, but it is a pleasure to say that the loss thus accrued has 
not been from the better class of Germans—they have been loyal and true: 

The Catholic question has in some of the domains materially affected 
us, but this is a personal question which is considered elsewhere in this 
report. We have lost some for another reason. Ina great many of the 
domains the lodges have set about the weeding-out process, and are per- 
mitting members who have proven undesirable to quietly drop out. In 
addition to this, it may be said in many grand domains the provision of 
the old constitution as to arrearages working a suspension was disregarded, 
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but the mandatory provision of section 262 of the Supreme Statutes has 
resulted in the lodges complying therewith, and has very materially added 
to the suspensions, as there were many members whose names had been 
simply left on the books for years after being in arrears. 

The enterprise in the erection of castle halls, in securing elegant work- 
ing properties, in the higher regard for the membership, have all proven 
of untold benefit; and I can safely say that the order was never upon so 
safe a basis as now. . 

I submit a few figures to show the business that is being transacted 
throughout the Supreme Domain:

In order to form an idea of what the order was doing in the first six 
months of tlie year 1896, I requested each Grand Keeper of Records and 
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Seal to furnish me the data well along in July; and these reports show a 
net increase from December 31, 1895, to June 30, 1896, of more than 9,000. 

As evidence that the subordinate lodges are at work, the number of 
initiates during the years 1894 and 1895 was 103,192. 

This would indicate what the growth of the order should be if it were 
not for that more serious question of suspensions for non-payment of 
dues—the suspensions during the years 1894 and 1895 being 82,444. A 
remedy for this evil is considered under the subject ‘‘Payment of Dues,” 
in this report. 

That the finances are in most satisfactory condition, I call your atten- 
tion to the following: Receipts for the year ending March 31, 1895, during 
which time all moneys pertaining to the Uniform Rank were received by 
the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, amounted to the sum of $75,- 
531.76. For the year ending March 31, 1896, during which period no moneys 
whatever were received on account of the Uniform Rank, the receipts of 
the Supreme Lodge amounted to $79,009.45.

II.—SUPREME CONSTITUTION AND STATUTES. 


The best days of one whose memory will always be dear to his friends 
were given to the preparation of the present Constitution and Statutes. 
It was a worthy production by a most able commission, but I am quite 
sure it is unkind to none to say that it originated in the brain of George B. 
Shaw, and he was the guiding star throughout its preparation. In my 
judgment there is no fraternity that has so complete a code of laws and 
system of jurisprudence as is here found. 

Many of the changes were radical departures from the old and beaten 
tracks. There was necessarily some criticism. But, as the members of the 
order became familiar with it, the criticism faded to doubt, and then turned 
to favor, and finally has resulted, I feel, in almost universal approbation 
upon the part of our membership. In a work so vast and covering sub- 
jects so various, it is possible that inaccuracies may have crept in, there 
may be omissions, there may be mistaken legislation, but as a whole I con- 
sider it the greatest work ever given to our order. 

For a long time after the present executive came into office, there were 
many disputations as to its effect and purport in many instances, owing to 
the membership considering a particular section in the abstract; but as 
the membership became familiar with the Constitution and Statutes asa 
whole, tle cause for these disputations, in a great measure, passed away, 
and for the six months last past I have heard no unkind words for the Con- 
stitution and Statutes as a whole, but on the other hand the greatest admi- | 
ration and warmest approval. 
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III.—SUPREME TRIBUNAL. 


Article ix of the Constitution provided for the establishment of the 
Supreme Tribunal—a court of last resort, and a court, in some cases, of 
original jurisdiction. The creation of the Tribunal was productive of 
more controversy than any other portion of the work. It seemed harder 
for the membership to understand the scope and authority of the Tribunal 
as well as the rules of practice, than any other portion of the Supreme 
Constitution, notwithstanding the fact that the Supreme Tribunal formu- 
lated and promulgated their rules. The very fact that it was a tribunal or 
court caused it to be held in awe by a considerable portion of the mem- 
bership. It even has been said by some that the amount of litigation, 
that the number of cases presented to the Supreme Tribunal, seemed dis- 
proportionate with the importance attached to it. It will be found that 
the litigation will increase as the membership becomes familiar with the 
rules of practice and the scope of the jurisdiction. It furnishes speedy 
settlement of disputes, and its future will proclaim it one of the most bene- 
ficial branches of our government. 

Any one who is desirous of informing himself will find that the methods 
of procedure are adjusted to meet the wants of the individual parties. 
Causes may be presented and carried to final judgment without a dollar of 
expense to the litigant. There is no necessity for hiring a lawyer. The 
Tribunal has so prepared its rules that it can adjust itself to any case where 
the facts are before it. It will not be found dealing in technicalities, and 
in fact by its rules it especially provides that technicalities shall not be 
permitted to prevail, it being the purpose of the Tribunal to furnish to any 
member of the order an opportunity to have every right preserved and 
every wrong adjusted. 


IV.—THE EXECUTIVE. 


‘The legislation of the Supreme Lodge in taking away all judicial func- 
tions from the Supreme Chancellor is to my mind most wise. It has not 
proven a boon to me, but it will to my successors. It is surprising to note 
the number of letters received from individual members of the order who 
feel that the Supreme Chancellor should settle all disputes. Even with 
the knowledge of the fact that he is not a judicial officer, they desire to 
get an expression of some kind from him. They ignore their lodge deputy, 
their district deputy and their Grand Chancellor, and go to the (as they 
suppose) fountain head. I note in the Jast few months of my administra- 
tion a gradual falling off in this respect. I have,in most cases, courteously 
informed the brethren where they should apply for their information, and 
at the same time forwarded their communication to the proper authority. 
In a few instances where Grand Chancellors have written me, I have given 
them my best individual judgment. The benefits to come to the order by 
the executive not being called upon to pass judgment will prove most 
beneficial. 
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V.—THE RED COLLAR. 


It was supposed that the red collar, long since ordered to the rear, 
would not be heard from. But soon after the commencement of my term, 
I found that the red collar was used by a number of lodges. I then caused 
to be prepared the following circular:

, Grand Chancellor of the Grand Domain of 


DeEAR SiR AND BrotHEeR—I am surprised to find that in many instances 
lodges are still using the red collar. I desire to call your attention to sec- 
tion 117 of the Supreme Statutes, from which I quote: 


“During conventions of a subordinate lodge, each page shall wear a 
blue collar, each esquire shall wear a yellow collar, and every other per- 
son, not occupying an Official station, shall wear the jewel of the highest 
rank or honor which he has attained, or of some lower rank or honor; 
except that a Deputy Supreme Chancellor, or a Deputy Grand Chancellor, 
when making an Official visit, may wear the jewel pertaining to that 
position.” 


Each subordinate lodge must procure sufficient, jewels for its members 
of the rank of Knight, as the red collar is no longer part of the Pythian regalia, 
and must not under any circumstances be worn in a lodge room. It is your duty 
to see that the law is complied with in your grand domain in this partic- 
ular, and I trust you will immediately communicate to your subordinate 
lodges the requirement upon this subject, so that there may be uniformity 
and observance of law in all lodges. 

You will please acknowledge receipt of this circular, and advise me as 
to what steps you are taking in regard thereto in your Grand Domain.

This was complied with by the Grand Chancellors of the various 
domains. 

It was a matter of surprise to me to be informed of the number of 
lodges that were in absolute ignorance of the law upon the subject, and 
thought that the use of the jewel was a mere matter of choice. In one 
domain alone, the issuance of the circular resulted in the sale of over four 
thousand jewels to subordinate lodges therein. 

The circular awakened the subordinate lodges to infractions of the law 
in other particulars. It is remarkable in how many instances the law is 
disregarded simply through lack of knowledge of its requirements, and 
this teaches us that we should not take anything for granted, but that 
those who have been honored in their respective grand lodges should 
ever be on the watch-tower to see that the law is carried out in every par- 
ticular.

VI.—SUSPENSION OF WARRANTS. 


In conformity with section 344 of the Supreme Statutes, on June 23, 
1896, the warrant of Ivy Lodge, No. 6, of Hawaiian Islands, was suspended, 
after abundant time had been given to enable this lodge to conform to the 
law. 

On the same date, the warrant of Valle de Mexico Lodge, No. 2, of 
Mexico, was suspended. This warrant, however, has since been restored. 


VII.—_THE ORDER IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


Years ago, it was my hope that some time during my Pythian career I 
should have the pleasure of establishing our order in some of the lands 
beyond the sea. I had especially counted on this if ever honored by being 
Supreme Chancellor. No doubt this same sentiment has found place in 
the breasts of many of our members. After two years of experience as 
chief executive, I am compelled to say that there is none of this senti- 
ment left. 

Our order is American throughout—it is of today—its principles are in 
accord with American life, American habits, American hearts—it does not 
tell of titles nor is it veiled in the mysteries of the ages. It teaches that 
which Americans practise—it is warm, quick and responsive. It has little 
to do with antiquity, and everything to do with the present and the future. 

I have given much thought to the proposition of missionary work. I 
feel we have abundance to do at home and in a fertile field, with men who 
are in sympathy with everything American and who do not measure suc- 
cess as necessarily found in the products of the old world. The habits, 
the customs, the fixedness upon old and long-established lines, so prevalent 
in other lands, would not be conducive to the growth and development of 
this institution. I may even say that the selfishness, the exclusiveness of 
the people of other lands would not tend to promote the growth of this 
American order of ours. We are great enough, with enough to do at 
home. 

I trust I may be pardoned if I speak plainly as to a few of the things 
that have led to this. I have had many applications for the establishment 
of the order in distant lands, even as far away as Australia, in England, in 
Germany, in the Bermudas, in Guatemala and in the West Indies; but 
upon investigation I have found these applications were simply a passing 
thought, and in every instance it was for the citizens of the United States 
then stopping in such foreign lands. Full investigation developed the fact 
that these people were largely not of the permanent residents abroad, but 
were nomadic, moving from place to place. We would be submitting our 
order, with its secrets, with its rituals, to the arbitrary rules of foreign cus- 
tom houses, and possibly in many instances an institution of this kind 
would be looked upon with alarm and suspicion, only ofttimes to find that by 
the time we were ready to organize a lodge that the applicants had moved 
to some other part of the country, or some other country, or had returned 
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to their original home. One instance notably: Two members of the order 
in a distant country, each desirous of becoming Deputy Supreme Chancel- 
lor. The battle waxed warm, and the enthusiasm promised that there 
would be a wonderful growth of the order within a very short space of 
time. Yet within two months from that date each of these men had 
returned to his respective state, and no more has been heard of the order 
in that country since. 

I find where the order exists in lands where the tongue is largely for- 
eign, we are having trouble. I do not wish to speak disparagingly, but I 
speak the very truth when I say it would be better for our order if in cer- 
tain countries where lodges now exist, outside of the grand domains, no 
lodge was in existence today. My experience, I am sure, has led to results 
fully concurred in by our Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal. It were 
better, it would seem, to make it all it should be in this country rather 
than to carry it abroad. 


VIIL—DAUGHTERS OF THE FOUNDER. 


No appropriation. upon the part of the Supreme Lodge is made to a more 
worthy cause than the allowance made to the daughters of the Founder of 
our order. Its development and growth was a surprise to him, and I am 
not quite sure that its rapid strides were by him fully understood. He 
located the foundation for a building that will stand through all the ages, 
and it is but a small compliment to his memory for the Supreme Lodge to 
protect his children. No Knight of Pythias begrudges the small allow- 
ance which has been made, and which I trust the Supreme Lodge at the 
coming convention will decree for the next two years. 


IX.—CATHOLIC QUESTION. 


For a month or two after the propaganda to the effect that the sacra- 
ment should be refused by the Catholic church to all who retained mem- 
bership in this and certain other orders, there was much agitation. I 
received many enquiries from members of the order who were also con- 
nected with that church, as to what they should do. I considered it a 
question in which the individual in each case should act for himself, and 
finally submitted to the following public interview, which was published 
generally throughout the land: 


Upon this matter I have refused to be interviewed, but as I am quite 
frequently interrogated as to the duties of Catholics who are members of 
the order and of the Catholic church, I do not object to giving my indi- 
vidual opinion. If there be such decree as I see reported in the press, it is 
a matter of conscience with each individual who is a member of the Cath- 
olic church and of the order, and I can assure you that any one who feels 
it his duty to stand by his church will not be censured by any true Knight 
of Pythias. It isa matter of conscience with each member, to be by him 
treated as he sees fit. 

In this connection, however, it is proper that I should say that the 
foundation of the order of Knights of Pythias is broad and deep. It accords 
to all perfect freedom of conscience. It is an American institution, and 
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stands for higher intelligence, for civilization, for liberty and for American 
progress. This is true of the order in America, and it will be so of the 
order in whatever country it may be established. It stands for good citi- 
zenship, it makes war upon no one, and nowhere in its ritual, its teachings 
or its practice does it interfere in the slightest particular with the political 
or religious liberty of its members. No decree of any man or set of men 
can check its onward march. The principal effect of such a decree, if 
made, while probably not affecting the church, would be to strengthen and 
foster those institutions that deny the membership of a certain church the 
rights and honors which should be accorded to every American citizen 
without regard to creed. | 


It is a question that does not need discussion upon our part. Our posi- 
tion is well defined, and it is a matter to be disposed of entirely by the 
individual members who belong to the Catholic church. The result of 
this, no doubt, has been a considerable loss of membership. I have found 
in a number of the states where the Catholic membership was large, that 
we have been visibly affected by reason of it. Of this I do not complain. 
No member of the order should be censured for following the dictates of 
his conscience, but he should stand upon one foot or the other. Under 
this edict it is impossible, in good faith, for him to stand upon both. 

Subsequent to this, however, certain members of the order, desirous of 
obtaining a modification of this edict, applied to me to lend my influence 
as Supreme Chancellor by application to Cardinal Satolli in that behalf. I 
felt compelled to send the following reply: 


Lima, Ou10, December 31, 1895. 
A, E. Mulligan, New Brighton, N. Y.: 


Dear Sirk AND BrotHer—Your favor of the 26th is before me. The 
Catholic question is one to be dealt with by the individual conscience of 
each member of the order. I do not propose to dignify an edict which 
simply manifests ignorance of the subject upon the part of those who 
issued it, by placing stress upon the same. I leave the question just where 
it belongs—an individual question, to be answered by each and every mem- 
ber of the order who may belong to that particular church.

That I was not only right upon principle, but preserved the dignity of 
the order, is evidenced by the fact that subsequent thereto the Cardinal 
absolutely refused to take up the consideration of the question. So the 
matter rests, and I believe will rest. It is important simply in its effect in 
controlling the individual actions of the members of the order, considered 
in the abstract. The ignorance of the subject upon the part of those 
leaders of the church attempting to deal with it renders further discussion 
unnecessary. 


X.—SUNDAY OBSERVANCE. 


Section 424 of the Supreme Statutes has proven most beneficial, and 
was a step in the right direction upon the part of our order. In the great 
cities, where so large a per cent of the population is foreign, some of the 
members of the order who have come to us from foreign countries do not 
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lay the stress on Sunday observance that is commonly required in accord 
with the high principles of our order. While our order does not attempt 
to abridge individual liberty, yet as an order it does stand for the obsery- 
ance of the day called ‘“‘Sunday.”’ The provisions of section 424 can be 
understood by our entire membership. 

There may have been infractions, but my attention has been called to 
but one. On Friday morning, June 26, of this year, I received a circular, 


of which the following is a copy: ‘ 
Cuicago, June 20, 1896. 


GENTLEMEN—Lincoln Lodge Pleasure Club, which is composed of mem- 
bers of Lincoln Lodge, No. 108, K. of P. only, will have an excursion to 
Milwaukee on the great Goodrich steamer “ Virginia,” Sunday, June 28, 
the boat leaving Goodrich Dock, at the foot of Michigan Avenue, at 9.30 
A. M., arriving in Milwaukee at 2 p. M.; will leave Milwaukee at 5 Pp. Mm. and 
arrive in Chicago at 10 p.m. Tickets are $1.00 for the round trip, and can 
be procured from members of Lincoln Lodge Pleasure Club. We will also 
have a ticket seller bearing our badge stationed at the dock near the boat. 

The “ Virginia” being the finest and most comfortable passenger steamer 
afloat on the lakes, we hope that as many of your members as possible 
will avail themselves of the opportunity. THe CoMMITTER. 


I immediately wired Grand Chancellor John J. Brown as follows: 


Lima, Onto, June 26, 1896. 
John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor, Vandalia, Illinois : 


I am in receipt of circular which indicates that Lincoln Lodge, No. 108, 
under the guise of the Lincoln Lodge Pleasure Club, propose to have an 
excursion on the steamer “‘ Virginia’ on next Sunday. This is in violation 
of law, and I call upon you as Grand Chancellor to see that the law is 
observed and this is prevented. Watter B. Ricuie,

To which I received the following reply:

I have telegraphed to the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, forbidding 
Lincoln Lodge to go on an excursion on Sunday under the name of the 
lodge, also telegraphed the keeper of records and seal.

Fearing from the wording of his telegram that he had not fully grasped 
the scope of my first message, I at once sent him the following telegram: 


Lima, Ouro, June 26, 1896. 
John J. Brown, Grand Chancelior, Vandalia, Illinois: 


Your telegram indicates restriction to the lodge under the name of the 
lodge only. Re-reading of my telegram of this morning calls upon you to 
see that the law is upheld and that the members of the lodge do not have 
a picnic under the name of the Lincoln Lodge Pleasure Club. Jt is time 
that some of the lodges in Chicago be called upon to regard the law, and I 
rely upon you in the first instance to see that this is done. This sort of 
violation of law must be prevented if there is power anywhere to do it.

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I also took the additional precaution to see that notice was served per- 
sonally upon the chancellor commander of the lodge, which notice was 


as follows:

Dear Sir AND BrotHEeR—I am in receipt of Shanty of which the fol- 
lowing is acopy. [See copy above. ] 

I have this day wired the Grand Chancellor to see to it that this excur- 
sion does not take place, and I have no doubt but that he will do his duty, 
but in addition to that I want to say to you as Supreme Chancellor that 
this is a violation of the law that will not be tolerated, and I call upon you 
as chancellor commander of your lodge to see that this excursion does 
not occur. I take this precaution to be additionally sure that you have 
notice that as Supreme Chancellor I do not propose to tolerate such disre- 
gard of the laws of our order.

This, I felt, was not an invasion of the province of the Grand Chan- 
cellor of Illinois, but an additional safeguard to see that the law was 
upheld. Suffice it to say, that the following communication, forwarded by 
Henry P. Caldwell, Grand Keeper of Records and Seal of Illinois, is itself 
explicit:

Walter B. Richie telegraphs me that Lincoln Lodge will go on an excursion on steamer 
*‘Virginia’”’ Sunday. You will notify them they can not go asa lodge on Sunday excur- 
sions. It is against Pythian law, and asa lodge they must and can not do it.

You will notice that Lincoln Lodge has attempted to evade the strict 
letter of the law by putting this excursion under the name of “Lincoln 
Lodge Pleasure Club,” but they have in their circular used the name of 
the order, when they say this club is composed of members of Lincoln 
Lodge, No. 108, Knights of Pythias, only. 

The members of Lincoln Lodge are using the name of the order fora 
Sunday excursion contrary to this statute. 

You will please convey to them the orders of the Grand Chancellor, and 
forbid Lincoln Lodge, No. 108, from taking any Sunday excursions, for if 
they persist in doing so they will have to take the consequences.

In answer will say that Brother Schellie, 
chancellor commander of Lincoln Lodge, No. 108, called on me between 7 
and 8 o’clock and showed me a letter sent by you, and asked what to do in 
the case. I told him as chancellor commander to see the committee of the 
pleasure club, instruct them to go to the steamboat company and cancel 
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the contract for said excursion, also any tickets if any sold, thereby pre- 
venting any trouble for the members and Lincoln Lodge. 

This he promised to do, and he left me to go out and find the committee, 
or some thereof.

I feel that this is possibly the last time that a Supreme Chancellor will 
have to deal with this question of Sunday observance. The members of 
the order are surely aware by this time that violations such as have 
occurred in the past will be no longer tolerated. 


XI.—PYTHIAN UNIVERSITY. 


At the convention of the Supreme Lodge, in 1894, the question of a 
Pythian University, to be located at Gallatin, Tenn., was taken up and 
considered. It resulted in the adoption of the report of the special com- 
mittee, which report, with amendments, is found on pages 6865, 6866, 6867 
and 6916 of the Record of Proceedings of the Supreme Lodge, as follows: 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 


Your committee, to whom was referred document 68, in reference to 
the Pythian University located at Gallatin, Tenn.; its status in relation to 
our order; its prospects for becoming a suitable institution for effecting 
the fraternal educational aims of our great brotherhood, and what steps, if 
any, this Supreme body should take to aid in developing and effecting its 
usefulness, beg leave to report that they have investigated the subject in 
all its bearings. In this investigation your committee has had the benefit of 
the personal knowledge of the Supreme Representatives from the state of 
Tennessee, one or more Supreme Representatives from other grand 
domains, as well as that of other Pythians here authorized to speak for 
the enterprise and its corporate educational powers and purposes. 

1. The university is incorporated under the laws of Tennessee; the 
legal title to its securities, moneys, etc., is in an executive committee of 
five, composed of three members appointed by Rowena Lodge, located in 
Gallatin, Tenn., and two appointed by the Grand Lodge of Tennessee. Its 
charter already provides for representatives from this Supreme body ona 
board of visitors. The Supreme Representatives from Tennessee, and 
other gentlemen here representing the interests of the institution, assure 
your committee that there are no legal obstacles in the way, under the 
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laws of Tennessee, in turning over the institution, with its properties, etc., 
to this Supreme body for educational purposes. 

Its properties, consisting of real estate and moneys donated to it, 
amount to $45,000 or $50,000. This body donated $1,000 at its session held 
in Milwaukee; the Grand Lodge of Tennessee has donated $5,000; Rowena 
Lodge, of Gallatin, has given $1,000; subordinate lodges in Tennessee, 
individual Pythians of Gallatin and vicinity, and the citizens of Tennessee, 
have given the remainder. 

Its real estate consists of twenty-five acres, well adapted and located 
for university purposes, and eight acres in addition, not far from the 
twenty-five acres, in the suburbs of Gallatin. On this eight acres is a 
school building, formerly a handsome private residence, in which a 
Pythian school for boys has been taught for the last four years. In addi- 
tion to the real estate above mentioned, the university authorities have an 
option on twenty-two acres adjoining the twenty-five acres, and can obtain 
the same at a reasonable price. These grounds would answer all the needs 
of the university for a quarter of a century, but if more should be required 
it is contiguous, and all, as to location and in its topographical aspects, well 
suited for university ends. We are assured by members of this body who 
have seen these grounds that no finer or better could be selected for the 
site of a great university. 

2. Gallatin, Sumner county, Tenn., where it is proposed to erect this 
institution, is in latitude 36.30° N. and longitude 86.40° W. Gallatin isa 
pretty and thriving little inland city of 3,000 inhabitants, on the main line 
of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. It is accessible from all points 
north and south, east and west. The author of creation, it is believed, 
never made a fairer or better country than that surrounding it. It is 
about midway between the North and the South. Heat and cold are never 
excessive. Its climate and atmospheric conditions are as tine as can be 
found in the Union; blue grass and flowers spring naturally from its soil, 
and the glad music of health is heard in its bubbling streams and on its 
happy breezes. Its people are moral and tolerant, refined and cultivated. 
Churches representing all denominations of religious thought abound. 
The people are thoroughly permeated with Pythianism and its aims, and 
they look with loving and hoping eye to this Supreme body to take this 
institution—the first of this character projected by the order—and develop 
it into a great university, so that one of the highest, brightest and holiest 
of Pythian ideals may soon become a practicable and consummated fact. 

3. To this end those in control of the university, as a corporate body, 
tender it and its properties of every description, on condition of its use for 
educational ends, to this Supreme body, as the head of the order, and the 
fountain source of its legal powers and aims. This committee heartily 
endorses this educational conception and enterprise. We believe that we 
have arrived at a period in our fraternal life and in our growth as an order 
when we can take hold of it and make it an undying monument of Pythian 
greatness, usefulness and benevolence. We therefore recommend that the 
tender of the Pythian University, located at Gallatin, Tennessee, with its 
properties, moneys and franchises, be accepted by this body, upon the 
condition that the title thereto be legally vested in this body for the 
order, or in some appropriate committees or trustees for the uses and 
educational ends thereof. We recommend that the Supreme Chancellor 
be authorized to appoint a board of regents of six, selected from this body, 
the Supreme Chancellor being ex officio president thereof, in whom 
shall be vested, under the general control and direction of the Supreme 
Lodge, the power to make all contracts and regulations necessary to put 
the university on foot and keep it in active operation for the attainment 
of the educational end involved in its creation. This board of regents 
should be required to make detailed report to the Supreme Lodge at every 
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biennial convention of the same, and as often as may be required to its 
proper financial committee. 

The Supreme Lodge should fix the tenure of service of the board of 
regents, and have the power to increase the members thereof, to meet 
future contingencies and developments. For the purpose of putting the 
university in operation, we recommend that a contribution of ten cents 
be required of each member of the order, payable within the next two 
years. This contribution should be directly collected by this Supreme 
Lodge, through its Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, and by him be 
turned over to the board of regents to be by them expended in attaining 
the ends embraced in the creation of the institution. This committee is 
thoroughly imbued with the belief that if what is herein recommended 
be adopted by the Supreme Lodge, the university will be an accomplished 
fact within the next two years, and that in six years it will be the brightest 
and most precious jewel in the crown of Pythian accomplishments. We 
feel assured that, if this step be taken, the university will plant itself firmly 
in the heart of the order, and thence on its growth and usefulness will be 
healthful and unimpeded, and that it will greatly redound to the glory of 


our brotherhood.

On motion of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, the word 
‘‘required’’ was taken out of the fifth line of the last paragraph, and the 
word “requested”? was substituted therefor, and on motion of Supreme 
Representative Sadler, the word ‘‘ten”’ was stricken out of the fourth line 
of the same paragraph, and the word “twenty-five” substituted therefor. 
(See page 6916.) 

It also resulted in the adoption of the resolutions offered by Supreme 
Representative Sadler, which are as follows: 


Resolved, 1. That the Pythian University, located at Gallatin, Tennessee, 
with its properties, moneys, rights and franchises, be accepted by this 
Supreme Lodge for educational purposes upon the condition expressed in 
the report of the special committee in document 143, when under the report 
of the committee a sum equivalent to the gift of the university authorities 
is realized under said report, and upon the further condition that the title 
thereto be legally vested in the board of regents provided for in the report 
of said special committee, for the educational use and purposes of the 
Supreme Lodge and their successors, in such form and manner as may be 
approved by its committee on law and the university authorities and its 
corporate officers. 

2. That the board of regents of six, to be selected by the Supreme Chan- 
cellor from this body, be selected to constitute the first board as follows: 
Two to serve for two years, two to serve for four years, and two to serve for 
six years; and that hereafter, at each biennial convention of this Supreme 
Lodge, two regents be appointed, with the approval of this body, to serve 
for six years. The Supreme Chancellor shall be ex officio a member of 
said board and the president thereof, and he shall have power to fill all 
vacancies in the board, to serve until such vacancies be filled as herein 
provided. 

3. That the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal call for one-half of 
the contribution specified in the report of the special committee in aid of 
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the university within four months after the adjournment of this body, and 
the other half within sixteen months after the adjournment of this body. 
He will call for these contributions on forms and blanks prepared by him 
and sent by him to the proper subordinate lodge officials through the proper 
grand lodge channel. He will pay over bi-monthly, to the board of 
regents or its secretary or treasurer, all sums received by him under the 
calls herein provided for, taking receipts for the same. He will report his 
action hereunder to the next convention of this body. He willalso report, 
at any time he may be called upon to do so, to the finance committee of 
this body. 

4. The board of regents herein provided for shall have the power, and 
it is made their duty, to make all necessary contracts for the erection of 
buildings needed for the ends of the university, and for this purpose employ 
agents and contractors; to employ teachers; to establish a curriculum of 
studies; establish and found scholarships; to employ an agent or agents to 
solicit subscriptions to the funds of the university; and do and perform all 
other acts adapted to inaugurate the university and enable it to develop 
and forward the educational aims embraced in its creation. The board will 
elect or select one of its members to act as secretary and treasurer, upon 
whose check or draft all moneys will be paid out, but he will not pay out 
any moneys except for purposes and objects approved by the board. The 
board will also establish or regulate terms for admission to the university, 
and direct the time and the manner of the payment of the same. The 
board will also report in detail to every biennial convention of this body 
the financial condition of the institution. They will also report the educa- 
tional status and progress of the university. 

5. This Supreme Lodge reserves the right and power to enlarge the 
board of regents or diminish the same; to change the tenure of service, 
and to enlarge or diminish or change their powers and duties, or to abolish 
their office and establish some other method of conducting the affairs of the 
university. 


In compliance with the action of the Supreme Lodge, I appointed the 
following regents: For six years—W. W. Blackwell, Past Supreme Chan- 
cellor; W. G. Sadler, Tennessee. For four years—Albert Steinhart, Ala- 
bama; J. H. Shepherd, Louisiana. For two years—Philip T. Colgrove, 
Michigan; S. F. Wilson, Tennessee. Upon call the following regents met 
at Gallatin, Tennessee, with the Supreme Chancellor: W.G. Sadler, Albert 

Steinhart, J. H. Shepherd and S. F. Wilson. An examination of the 
property disclosed the fact that the value of the real estate, moneys and 
all assets amounted to probably less than one-third of the amount set forth 
in the report of the committee. It will be noted that the resolutions of 
Supreme Representative Sadler were based upon the statement set forth in 
the report of the special committee, and the regents did not feel authorized, 
under resolution No. 1 offered by Supreme Representative Sadler, to accept 
the property of the university, as we deemed it apparent that the Supreme 
Lodge at the time of its action thought it was acquiring real estate and 
moneys to the value of $45,000 or $50,000. So that there was nothing done 
by the board of regents, and the matter was left in abeyance to enable the 
Pythian University to raise a sum to make the assets equivalent to that set 
forth in the report of the committee. I do not feel that we were authorized 
upon the’ part of the Supreme Lodge to act in the premises. As I am 
informed, nothing has been done looking to the securing of this amount. 
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In my judgment great care should be taken before an enterprise of this 
kind is attempted by the Supreme Lodge, and that the matter should be 
referred to you for such action as it is deemed wise. 


XII—THE PYTHIAN PRESS. 


One of the first steps taken by the Supreme Lodge after its formation 
was a recognition of the great advantages of the press. The Supreme 
Lodge Journal of 1870, at page 221, says: 


Supreme Representative A. G. Levy, of New York, offered the fol- 
lowing: 


Resolved, That the public journal termed the Sprig of Myrtle be considered an organ 
of the order. 


Adopted. 


From then until now it has been the pleasure of each Supreme Chan- 
cellor to testify to the great benefits to be derived from a healthy, earnest 
and patriotic Pythian press. How many Supreme Chancellors have had 
their burdens lightened, their cares relieved and their energy renewed 
and revived by the kind words and steadfast devotion of those who have 
wielded the pen in the cause of Pythian Knighthood. One paper then— 
over fifty now. 

No more potent agency for the advancement of our order will ever be 
discovered than that of a bright and breezy, pure and patriotic, knightly 
and chivalric Pythian press. It furnishes the channel through which the 
subordinate lodge member, in the interval between the conventions of his 
grand lodge, acquires accurate information as to what is going on in the 
Pythian world. It is the province of the press to furnish information— 
within its power to create enthusiasm—open wide the doors of ambition— 
encourage zealous devotion, and by its example and high character to 
bring the individual membership of the order to a better appreciation of 
Pythian friendship, Pythian charity, Pythian benevolence, Pythian man- 
hood. 

All hail to the many worthy editors who never lift the pen but to 
instruct in the lessons of our order, to teach devotion to principle, devotion 
to right, devotion to law, devotion to constituted authority, whether as. 
citizen or Pythian. Much has been accomplished, the strides have been 
rapid, and would it were possible that each individual knight could be so 
impressed with the importance of this agency as to extend to it that sup- 
port which is essential to permanency and success. 


XIII.—HISTORY OF THE ORDER. 


At different periods the attention of the Supreme Lodge has been called 
to the importance of some steps being taken with a view to the obtaining 
and compiling of the facts pertaining to the history of the founding of the 
order—its growth and progress up to the organization of the Supreme 
Lodge—its introduction into the several states and territories and proy- 
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inces, followed by the establishment of the respective Grand Lodges, and 
items of interest pertaining to the growth and progress since such formation. 

In each instance the question has been practically ignored, and as a 
result the attainment of the object sought has at each succeeding year 
become more difficult. My attention has been especially called to the 
necessity of such history during my term of office. Our order having 
become an established fact, and having a place in the history of this coun- 
try, is one of its great institutions. The desire for information in detail 
as to its formation, development and growth has become quite general. 
There is a dearth of literature to supply the demand. The journals of the 
Supreme Lodge have been confined to the business of the respective con- 
ventions. There is little insight into the individual character and the 
individual incidents which have entered into and made its great success. 
‘The same may be said of the journals of the respective Grand Lodges. If 
-a complete history of the order is to be written, it must be done soon, while 
some of the ‘“‘old guard” are still alive. That the record of the original 
membership of the order is incomplete has been demonstrated very forci- 
bly during my term by the sworn testimony of one who was present at the 
institution of Washington Lodge, No. 1, he being one of two brothers there 
present, neither of whose names appear in connection with the record of 
that organization. 

It is to be hoped that the preparation of such history will be taken in 
hand by those thoroughly equipped for the performance of the work. If 
this is not done, the possibilities of an accurate history will soon have 
passed away, and many things pertaining to the early history of the order 
will have become tradition. I desire it, however, to be understood in this 
matter that I do not recommend that the Supreme Lodge assume any 
responsibility whatever, but I simply recommend that it take such course 
as will result in the respective Grand Lodges being requested to take such 
action as will secure the required information as to the history of the order 
in each domain. 


XIV.—RELATION OF DUES TO BENEFITS. 


Possibly no question is more considered by the subordinate lodges and 
less considered by the Supreme Lodge than the matter of benefits. In 
certain portions of the country, the matter of benefits is considered of 
prime importance. There seems to be a rivalry between societies to see 
which can pay the largest benefits. To imagine that a lodge charging four 
dollars a year dues can, with the increasing age of its members, continue 
to pay benefits at the rate of five or six dollars a week, is simply the exer- 
cise of poor business judgment. It is a difficult question to handle, but 
must be met sooner or later. Based upon statistics, the lodges should be 
furnished with some data by which they can ascertain approximately what 
this relation should be. I consider the legislation of the last Supreme 
Lodge wise in the adoption of section xv, article 10, of the Constitution, 
which is as follows: 
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Each Grand Lodge may provide by law that the subordinate lodges 
within its domain shall, or shall not, pay weekly benefits, or that the ques- 
tion of the payment of such benefits may be determined by each subordi- 
nate lodge for itself. 


The only improvement that could have been made upon it possibly 
would have been to give each subordinate lodge the authority to regulate 
this question, as there are many lodges the membership of which would 
prefer to abolish the sick benefit question entirely, but are held to it by 
the Grand Lodge and do not like to have a record of simply paying the 
minimum of one dollar per week. The conditions are ofttimes different in 
different portions of the same state. It surely would be of great benefit 
to the order if some action was taken whereby information could be fur- 
nished the subordinate lodges so that they may be advised of the relation 
the one question sustains to the other, in order that the financial condition 
of the lodge may not be impaired. I do not believe the Supreme Lodge 
could render the subordinate lodges a greater service than by furnishing 
this information, and its result in the suggestion of business methods to 
the lodge in this particular would be found of benefit to others. Nothing 
is more discouraging to a lodge than to find the money in its exchequer 
gradually passing out and its credit forced to be upheld by the making of 
special assessments, a thing ever to be avoided if at all possible. 


XV.—PAYMENT OF DUES. 


The fact is that, during the two years ending December 31, 1895, the 
suspensions, practically all being for the non-payment of dues, amounted 
to 82,444. These figures are startling, and there should come from the 
Supreme Lodge some suggestion or recommendation which might be of 
benefit to the subordinate lodges. The duties of the master of finance are 
arduous. The matter of the collecting of dues is a business proposition, 
and it is remarkable how large a per cent of our membership expect to 
have their attention called to the amount owing the lodge as well as all 
other indebtedness. In order that the best results may be attained, there 
must be work outside of the lodge room. The mere payment of the 
master of finance for his attendance at lodge does not bring the desired 
result. So far as the compensation is concerned, it simply calls his atten- 
tion to the necessity of attending the conventions of his lodge. In my 
judgment, the suggestion of the payment of the master of finance a per 
cent upon dues, fines and assessments collected would be beneficial. If 
care is taken in the selection of the master of finance, the additional 
amount collected by that officer will be many times the sum paid him as 
per cent. } 

The enthusiasm of the young men in the early days of the order, which 
resulted in attending lodge regularly and paying their dues promptly, has 
of necessity waned. With many of these the advancing years, with the 
cares and responsibilities of life, are coming with added weight, with less 
time for attention to the conventions of the subordinate lodge, demand 
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that something should be done in this line. Had the above suggestion 
been enforced during the two years named, I am quite well satisfied that 
the loss by suspensions would not have been one-half the number as 
shown. The per cent of the officer: will make him diligent in keeping 
track of the member and ascertaining his residence, and will result in his 
being kept in good standing and not being permitted to fall back quarter 
by quarter until the payment of dues becomes a burden. The payment 
of dues in advance is most beneficial. We note the quite general tendency 
of humanity is to avoid creditors. The very feeling of being in debt is 
uncomfortable, and applies with equal force to the lodge. The member 
realizes that he is in arrears, probably upon the evening of the lodge con- 
vention, and has not the money to pay his dues and does not go to the 
lodge, and so it goes on from time to time until he is suspended. Witha 
master of finance who would have a financial interest in the payment of 
the dues, the presentation of the matter to the member would, as a rule, 
result in his dues being paid and the removal of the feeling which is ever 
present with a member who is indebted to his lodge, and the saving to our 
order each year of many thousands of members. 


XVI.—PRIVATE SECRETARY. 


W. A. Radcliffe had been the secretary of Supreme Chancellors Shaw 
and Blackwell, and was secured by me in that capacity for my term. He 
left the Washington convention for Henderson, to pack and ship the 
effects of the Supreme Chancellor to Lima. Illness prevented his prompt 
compliance therewith, but he finally secured friends to pack and ship the 
effects of the office, he taking ill at Henderson, trusting from week to week 
that he would be sufficiently recovered to come to Lima. His illness was 
of a serious character, and his salary commenced from the day I was 
installed as chief executive. Time wore on, still hoping against hope that 
he would be able tocome. The situation was embarrassing. I was com- 
pelled to take help from my law office to attend to the business of the 
Supreme Lodge. Brother Radcliffe being in the employ of the Supreme 
Chancellor, I did not feel that the order could afford to have me desert 
him, as he was in need of surgical attendance, care and attention. 
Finally, upon the advice of physicians, he entered the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital at Chicago, in February, 1895. It was then thought that he soon 
would be able to attend to the duties of the office, and so it has gone on 
from month to month, each month hoping that the next would see him at 
his desk. Operation followed operation. His illness was of a character 
in which there might be a recovery in a short space of time. So it went 
on until June of this year, when another operation, requiring rare surgical 
skill, was made, and so now I am compelled to realize that I shall not have 
the benefit of his services at all during my term. I have paid him each 
month the allowance made, $125 per month. Ihave done this, not because 
I felt there was any legal obligation resting upon me to do it, but I did it 
for the order and in the cause of humanity. He was the recognized pri- 
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vate secretary of the Supreme Chancellor, and being such I felt I could 
not as an officer or man desert him during his long and painful illness.. 
That this has caused me additional work, that it has required assistance: 
from those who have looked to me personally for compensation, is also. 
true. I believe I have done what is right, what my conscience commends,. 
and have acted as I believe you, as representatives of this great organiza- 
tion, would act under similar circumstances. 


XVII—CHANGE OF PLACE OF HOLDING THE CONVENTION 
OF THE SUPREME LODGE. 


The consideration of the change of place of holding the biennial con-. 
vention of the Supreme Lodge, by reason of misunderstanding and false: 
impressions which haye been created in regard thereto, demands a com- 
plete history of the entire matter. I ask a careful perusal of the entire 
correspondence, showing just what was written as well as reference to what. 
was said at the various meetings, and what was done by the Supreme Offi- 
cers in council. 

I am advised that, immediately following the Washington convention. 
General Carnahan took under consideration, with the local committee at. 
Minneapolis, the question of the encampment of the Uniform Rank and 
the matter of rates. As I was advised from time to time, he visited Min- 
neapolis a number of times and presented the situation in ho uncertain 
terms. His visitations I consider eminently proper upon the part of the 
Major General of the Uniform Rank, the branch of the order most directly 
affected by the question of rates. I have no doubt but that General Car- 
nahan will have something to say to the Supreme Lodge on this subject. 

On November 15, 1895, General Carnahan wrote me with reference to. 
the situation, and I quote from his letter: 


I believe that we ought to attend to this matter without delay. The 
Commander in Chief of the Grand Army will go to St. l'aul on the first 
day of December, and I think we had better come to some understanding 
before he goes to St. Paul. Can you meet me in Chicago some day next 
week, to look after this railroad business? I think we had better both act. 
together and together go to Chicago and consult about it. Let me know 
by return mail or wire, so that I may know what day we are to go to Chi- 
cago. If you can not. go next week, fix a date, and I will arrange matters. 
to meet you in Chicago whatever day you may name. 

Yours fraternally, ) JAMES R. CARNAHAN, 
Major General U. R. K, P. 


In response to this letter I arranged a date, and met General Carnahan 
in Chicago on November 22d. Upon investigation, we found that the 
Western Passenger Association had rules by which certain rates had been 
fixed, and that the objection of one vote would prevent any deviation from 
these rates. We were further informed that from the indications it looked 
as if the Knights of Pythias would pay a one-fare rate from Chicago to 
Minneapolis or would walk; that for the Grand Army, for the week follow- 
ing our meeting, a one-cent rate to St. Paul had been granted was also 
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admitted. Thereupon General Carnahan addressed a letter to the chairman 
of the Western Passenger Association, which will, no doubt, be found in 
his report. 

General Carnahan was much exercised upon the subject of rates on 
account of the great distance to be travelled by the great body of the uni- 
formed Pythians. It would amount to much in the aggregate, and would 
result, according to his judgment, in the failure of the Minneapolis encamp- 
ment. In thisI fully concurred. It was intimated to us upon the part of 
the railroad men in Chicago that the Minneapolis citizens were not doing 
all they might toward securing this rate. By reason of their enormous 
shipments they would not want to see the sister city of St. Paul placed in 
so much more favorable light. 

At the urgent request of General Carnahan, I, on my return from 
Chicago, wrote Brother Fred E. Wheaton, Secretary of the Citizens’ Execu- 
tive Committee of Minneapolis, a letter, of which the following is a copy: 


Lima, Outro, November 25, 1895. 
Fred E. Wheaton, Secretary Citizens’ Executive Committee, Minneapolis, Minn. : 


Dear Sir AND BrotHeR—I have noted the efforts of your committee 
looking to the K. P. encampment next August. I have watched with more 
or less impatience to see the action of the railroads with reference to the 
rate. It seems up to date that nothing has been done. 

Friday, General Carnahan and I met in Chicago to take up this question. 
We called upon one general passenger agent, who expressed it as his 
judgment that, if the Knights of Pythias went to Minneapolis next August, 
they would either pay a one-fare rate or walk. I am thoroughly conversant 
with the terms of the Western Association pool and with the fact that a 
negative vote from one of the members will confine the pool to the stipula- 
tions. 

I write this letter as expressive not only of my own views, but of General 
Carnahan’s as well. A one-fare rate from Chicago to Minneapolis over the 
lines of the Western Association would result in the Minneapolis meeting 
being a failure. Right here let me say that, so far as Iam concerned and 
so far as General Carnahan is concerned, we are exceedingly anxious to 
have the meeting held at Minneapolis, but at the same time we can neither 
of us afford to see a meeting which will be a failure. We can neither of us 
afford to submit to an injustice to the boys of the Uniform Rank—boys, 
as you know, largely poor, salaried with incomes not sufficient to warrant 
an extravagant outlay, and if this rate is to prevail, we want to know it, 
and know it soon. At my instance, General Carnahan addressed a letter 
to this Western Association on yesterday. I am well satisfied that the 
result will be a refusal to give us a one-cent rate. They have agreed to 
give the Grand Army a one-cent rate to your sister city, St. Paul. As you 
know, our boys will not stand discrimination, however much the railroads 
may profess to be governed by sentiment. I have been unable to ascertain 
that tne substantial business men and shippers of Minneapolis have at all 
entered a protest against this mark of special favor for your sister city. 

I believe it is within the power of your people to control the situation 
and control it at once. In all seriousness I submit this, for I want the 
encampment a success, and if it can not be made such it should be either 
taken somewhere where it could be, or absolutely called off. 

With the kindliest impressions of your city and the highest appreciation 
of the enterprise and enthusiasm of the knights who rather accepted some- 
thing thrust upon them than made serious efforts to secure the same, I do 
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not feel that it is justice to you or to your people to make a show of holding 
an encampment at the mercy of the railroads upon a one-fare rate, because 
to do so, Iam quite sure, would be far from satisfactory in the point of 
membership. 

My feeling is that if yoursubstantial people and shippers in Minneapolis 
do not feel sufficient interest in the coming Pythian encampment to secure 
a rate the same as granted to another fraternity, that it should be called off, 
and that speedily. ‘Two weeks is enough time to enable that to be accom- 
plished. There is no necessity of delay. The mere claim of delay would 
invite failure for the coming meeting of the Uniform Rank. 

My letter may seem earnest. It is earnest; and I feel, with the light 
there is upon the subject, if the railroads insist upon the one-fare rate, like 
either moving the meeting of the Supreme Lodge or calling off the encamp- 
ment. I write this early and immediately upon finding that your people 
have not taken up this railroad question, because either must be permitted 
to govern, if not upon the part of your people, upon the part of the officers 
of the Supreme Lodge. And, to be perfectly plain about it, my views and 
my vote shall be against going to Minneapolis with the Uniform Rank if 
the railroads propose to insist upon the one-fare rate, and I propose that 
there shall not be any delay in this matter, so faras [am concerned. Others 
may assume responsibility, but I most certainly shall stand by the boys of 
the Uniform Rank, and shall not consent that they be discriminated against 
for one moment. Fraternally yours,

It will be noticed in this letter that I write plainly, and that in its closing, 
express myself as proposing to stand by the boys of the Uniform Rank, 
and against any discrimination in favor of any other society. That this 
letter met with the unqualified approval of Brother Wheaton is shown by 
his reply to me, under date of November 26, a copy of which here follows: 


MINNEAPOLIS, November 26, 1895. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor Knights of Pythias, Lima, Ohio: 


DEAR Sir AND BrorHEeR—I am just in receipt of your letter of the 
25th inst., and note every word that you say. It is an admirable docu- 
ment, and I want to commend your vigorous style in presenting the 
‘“‘situation,’”? and wish to assure you that I propose, and the committee 
propose, to use it in the determination or adjustment of this question of 
rates, and especially the ‘‘ one-cent”’ proposition. 

In one sense I desire to correct you in the statement that the business 
men of this city do not seem to be interested in this matter—they are very 
much interested, and the day you and General Carnahan were in Chicago, 
our railroad committee, of which Senator Wm. D. Washburn is chairman, 
sent to all the general passenger agents a strong letter, urging them to 
‘“‘nersonally”’ attend the meeting to be held in this city, Wednesday, 
December 4th. This letter, in each case, was signed by an army of busi- 
ness men, heavy shippers—all the wholesale houses, in fact by all the best 
men in the city-—that is, all that we had time to see, before sending the 
communication on to the general passenger agents. Our plan wasand is, 
to see if it is possible to get a free and open discussion of this matter, and 
an open agreement by all the lines that the ‘‘onecent”’ rate will be granted, 
and then, if we are not successful, we will pursue the always detestable 
method, and the one the G. A. R. have worked—sneak under the tent and 
get some one line to compromise itself in favor of a rate lower than the 
octopus association would grant. This is exactly the situation, and I want 
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you to understand, Brother Richie, that our people are interested in this 
matter and we wiil fight this thing to the bitter end—have no fear of that. 

As a matter of fact, the one-cent rate has only been announced as hav- 
ing been extended by the Chicago Great Western, but there is probably 
no doubt about all the other lines giving the same rate. 

Let me suggest to you, what I have always said, that the general pass- 
enger agents are in themselves but hirelings in the business, and are 
always controlled by the “‘higher power” behind them. 

General Washburn just read your letter, and said to me, ‘‘ Who is this 
man. Heafford? I never heard of him.’”’ Mr. Washburn has just written 
to Roswell Miller, and others, men who are as far above the G. P. A. as it 
is possible to be in railroad business. Don’t you believe for a moment 
that this town proposes to see such discrimination as you suggest in your 
letter. Let me here say that the Soo line will give the one-cent rate, and 
also the St. Paul & Duluth, to bring people from the East and by the lakes. 
Also the president of the Minneapolis & St. Louis told Chairman Eustis, a 
few days ago, that his line would give the one-cent rate from Chicago, and 
I will wager a new hat that the Wisconsin Central will do the same thing. 

It seems to me that yourself and General Carnahan are under the 
impression that there is but one road to whom you can talk, and these 
fellows fill you up with such stuff as they think best. We know all about 
this Association business, and the negative vote that knocks our reduced 
rate propositions. The fur will fly, and don’t you forget it. Let me add, 
by way of significance, that if the Sir Knights come here next summer, 
even if they paid a one-fare rate, they have absolutely no other expense to 
pay—we furnish them all a free bed and three meals per day, without 
money and without price. In my experience I have never known any 
other town to do one-half as well. I merely quote this that you may fully 
understand what our people intend to do. 

Our appropriations have been most liberal in every single instance—for 
example, $1,500 for the convention hall for the Supreme Lodge—did you 
get that in Washington, Kansas City, Milwaukee or Cincinnati? If so I 
never heard of it. Weappreciate that the Uniform Rank boys are entitled 
to everything they can get, and I preach it to the committee every day in 
the week—that is why we intend to merely ask the ‘‘boys” to buy their 
tickets to Minneapolis—we will do the rest. 

I want to say, however, in conclusion, that I have repeatedly told the 
committee, the press and the railroads that if we did not get a one-cent 
rate, the encampment would not come here. And further, we do not 
intend that you shall “ call it off”? either—we will send you word that we do 
not want the encampment, and will do nothing in regard to it, unless the roads 
will do their part to make the thing a success.

I desire to call your attention to the last paragraph of the above letter, 
which is as follows: 


“T want to say, however, in conclusion, that I have repeatedly told the com- 
mittee, the press and the railroads that if we did not get a one-cent rate, the 
encampment would not come here. And, further, we do not intend that you shall 
‘call it off,’ either—we will send you word that WE DO NOT WANT THE ENCAMP- 
MENT, and will do nothing i regard to it, UNLESS THE ROADS WILL DO THEIR 
PART TO MAKE THE THING A SUCCESS.”” 

From this it will be seen that the Minneapolis people were in full 
accord with General Carnahan and myself upon the one-cent rate. This 
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letter also indicates that the Minneapolis committee felt perfectly confi- 
dent of securing the necessary concessions from the railroads, and the 
matter was permitted to drift, track of it being kept from the daily papers, 
until, on the twelfth of January, Brother Wheaton wrote me the following 


letter: 
MINNEAPOLIS, January 12, 1896. 


Hon, Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, Lima, Ohio: 


Dear Sir anD BrotHer—Supplementing my telegram of last evening, 
I wish to advise you, that while it is true that the Western Passen- 
ger Association granted the one-cent rate to the G. A. R. and the one-fare 
rate to the K. P., that the same has by no means been accepted as 
satisfactory to the people of this city. It is true that the G. A. R. 
rate only applies for a seven-days’ limit, the K. P. rate is on the 
basis of a five-weeks’ limit, and both rates only apply outside a radius 
of two hundred and fifty miles. The illustration has been made by 
the railroads that the K. P. rate is far better than the G. A. R., inas- 
much as it is only a small difference between such points as St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Omaha; but even with this argument, we are by no 
means satisfied or contented, and have been plugging right and left to 
secure the one-cent concession. As a matter of fact, we secured the one- 
cent rate yesterday from the Soo Line, which line, in conjunction with the 
Canadian Pacific, will tap the entire East, and, by lake route, will even 
corall the Ohio and Pennsylvania business. This rate is at present under 
cover, and will probably be announced not later than Tuesday or Wednes- 
day, and this very thing will bust the Chicago lines in their opposition. 
As a matter of fact, it will bring them to time in short order, and the way 
the thing is going now it is almost reasonable to conclude that rates will 
go all to smash for this K. P. business. 

At our executive committee meeting last evening (Saturday ), an account 
of which I enclose herein, you will see what the feeling is among the mem- 
bers of the committee. Like yourself, we will do nothing to insure the 
success of the encampment unless the rate (one-cent) is made, but that 
rate will come just as sure as the sun will rise in Ohio. Wire me, or write 
me a good strong line or two that we can use in connection with the battle. 
Our people are red-hot.

Again I desire to call your attention to the last paragraph of this letter. 
In this paragraph, it will be noted, he says: “ Like yourself, we we will do 
nothing to insure the success of the encampment, unless the rate (one-cent) 
is made, but that will come just as sure as the sun will rise in Ohio.” 

I then waited until advised that the railroads refused to make this rate, 
whereupon, on January 20, 1896, at the suggestion of Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal White, and Supreme Representatives Burns and Butter- 
field, and in accord with my own judgment, I sent to the Supreme Officers 
the following: 


Railroads leading to Minneapolis have refused satisfactory rates. Please 


be at Grand hotel, Cincinnati, Saturday morning, January 25, to consider 
what should be done. 


On the same day I wrote Brother Wheaton the following letter: 
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Lima, Onto, January 20, 1896. 
Fred E. Wheaton, Minneapolis, Minn.: 


Dear Sir AND BrotHER—Upon my return from the East I find your 
favor. Not having heard anything more from you, I presume nothing has 
been done. I have sent to the officers of the Supreme Lodge a communi- 
cation, of which the following is a copy: ‘‘ Railroads leading to Minneapolis 
have refused satisfactory rates. Please be at Grand hotel, Cincinnati, Sat- 
urday morning, January 25, to consider what should be done.” 

I should be glad to have you come to Cincinnati at that time. I will be 
in Chicago on Thursday and Friday. I want to be fair, but I note that 
your feeling is the same as my own upon the subject. As ever,

On Saturday, January 25, 1896, the following officers were present at 
the Grand hotel, Cincinnati:

There were also present Robert Stratton, chairman, and Fred E. 
Wheaton, secretary, of the Minneapolis Citizens’ Executive Committee. 
Upon being called upon, these brethren stated, in the presence of the 
Supreme Officers in council, that they had failed to secure the rate, and 
expressed themselves as being in absolute sympathy with the proposition 
to remove the convention of the Supreme Lodge unless the one-cent rate 
could be secured. They then went so far as to say that they did not want 
the convention and the encampment unless they secured the one-cent rate; 
that they realized it could not be a success, and that the Uniform Rank 
boys would not stand the discrimination in favor of the Grand Army, 
but desired that a reasonable time be given to enable them to secure this 
rate. In order to give them every opportunity, and for the purpose of 
aiding them in their work, the resolutions contained in the minutes of 
the meeting which follow herewith, were adopted: 


GranD Hore, Cincinnati, Onto, January 25, 1896. 


The officers of the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias assembled in 
council, as above, pursuant to the call of the Supreme Chancellor. The 
roll was called, and the following officers of the Supreme Lodge answered 
to their names: 


Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor. 

Philip T. Colgrove, Supreme Vice Chancellor. 

Albert Steinhart, Supreme Prelate. 

Rk. L. C. White, Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal. 
Thomas G. Sample, Supreme Master of Exchequer. 
A. B. Gardenier, Supreme Master at Arms, 

John A. Hinsey, President of the Board of Control. 
J. R. Carnahan, Major General of the Uniform Rank. 
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Messrs. Robert Stratton, chairman, and F. E. Wheaton, secretary, of the 
Minneapolis Citizens’ Executive Committee, were present by invitation, 
and made statements as to the railroad situation and prospects, after which 
a general discussion was had. 

The visitors then retired, and the assembly went into secret session, 
After a free and full interchange of views, and a thorough consideration of 
the situation in all its aspects, the following resolutions, offered by the 
Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, were unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, Thatitis the unanimous sense of this assembly that no encamp- 
ment of the Uniform Rank should be held during the year 1896, unless a 
guaranteed rate of one cent per mile, by the shortest practicable route, with 
a time limit of ten days, can be secured. 

Resolved, That unless such guarantee, to the absolute satisfaction of the 
Supreme Chancellor, be in his hands on or before the fifteenth day of 
February, he shall immediately notify by wire the members of this assem- 
bly of that fact; whereupon the assembly shall convene in the city of Cin- 
cinnati, on the twenty-second day of February, for the purpose of changing 
the place of the convention of the Supreme Lodge. 

At the request and for the accommodation of the Supreme Master at 
Arms, the hour of meeting on the 22d proximo, in case a meeting should be 
called, was fixed for 12 o’clock ncon. The assembly then adjourned.

The brethren from Minneapolis expressed themselves as being per- 
fectly satisfied with this situation, and it was deemed by all present that. 
the naming of the 15th of February as the limit might be of assistance 
in aiding these brethren in securing the one-cent rate. 

Three days after the meeting of the Supreme Officers in council, the 
Western Passenger Association held a meeting in Chicago, and being called 
upon to consider the question of the one-cent rate for the Knights of 
Pythias to Minneapolis, it passed a resolution reaffirming the former action 
and specifically refused the one-cent rate to the Knights of Pythias, and 
announced that the rate would be one fare for them, which would be $11.00 
from Chicago, and in the same circular they also announced that the rate 
for the Grand Army would be $8.00. 


Following this, on the 3lst of January, I received the following letter 
from Brother Wheaton: 
MINNEAPOLIS, January 31, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, Lima, Ohio: 


My Dear Watter—Presuming, of course, that you are well advised of 
the action taken last Tuesday by the Western Passenger Association, I 
desire to ask in what manner the same has impressed you? I sent you 
clippings vesterday or the day before from local papers in connection with 
the matter, and presume that you have carefully read them. To my mind 
the Western Passenger Association, as an organization, will not make any 
better rate than they have done, in the way of separate business, and this 
being the case, it is suggested that we take advantage of the best we have 
and work out the salvation on these lines. The roads are more than 
anxious that we should use the penny rate at the same time that the G. A. 
R. use it, and by concessions all around we can avail ourselves of this to 
the advantage of all. The roads will extend the G. A. R. limit to fifteen 
days, and all G. A. R. people who desire to remain in this section longer 
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than that limit will be given opportunity to do so by paying the K. P. rate 
for the privilege. 

What has been proposed, and what I have personally advocated here, 
is that since the idea has been advanced to change our date of the encamp- 
ment to the G. A. R. week, that we do not make a change from the last 
week in August, the time when the convention of the Supreme Lodge is 
scheduled to take place, but that we merely switch the encampment from 
the first to the second week. The Supreme Lodge can assemble the last 
week in August, as originally intended, and instead of having our affair 
start out in a blaze of glory, as heretofore, let itend up that way. This 
encampment will in no way affect the Supreme Lodge, and by adopting 
this plan we subserve and make use of the one-fare rate already given, with 
its long time limit. You can readily see that a very large number of those 
who desire to attend both these encampments, will much prefer to travel 
when they can do so comfortably and avoid the great crowd that will come 
in floods during the two days that the penny rate prevails. Wecan then 
have “our boys” of the Uniform Rank come on the penny rate the second 
week. This is a concession that is desired as is agreeable to our people 
here and also to the G. A. R. people, since they are willing to use our rate 
to return on, providing they all wish to remain over the limit. It is true 
both encampments would be ‘‘on” exactly the same week, but you know 
as well as I do that outside of the parade there is no demonstration in the 
G. A. R. gathering, while we have it all the time. This attraction, so close 
together, would prove the greatest kind of a drawing card, and would give 
eminent satisfaction to all. We must learn to give and take in these mat- 
ters, and concessions must be made by all people when they get warped 
into strained relations. 

Another point let me emphasize just a little. The Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation, which virtually controls the smaller associations, has given it out 
flat-footed that no better than the one-fare rate will be made for the K. P. 
convention and encampment, no matter where the same may be held. If 
this is true, it is clearly impossible to hold an encampment of the Uniform 
Rank anywhere, on the one-cent basis—an encampment that could be dig- 
nified as being ‘‘national.” Such being the case, we can, by adopting the 
plan above outlined, hold the encampment on the one-cent rate and thus 
subserve the best interests of the boys everywhere. Not a few of the 
officers and sir knights would come here the first week of the Supreme 
Lodge convention in order to make the necessary preparation for their 
commands when they arrived the following week. 

This isa long story, and I would like to meet you and General Carnahan 
in Chicago at some early day and go over the ground thoroughly with you. 
In the meantime let me just say in conclusion that the Soo Line, which 
will surely control the New England business, will maintain its one-cent 
rate during the entire time our convention is ‘‘on,” and this, of itself, 
insures the low tariff to a portion of the members of the Supreme Lodge, 
and a largenumber of their friends who would much prefer to come a week 
or a few days earlier than the date of the great military demonstration. 

Let me say personally that I am thoroughly in sympathy with this 
matter of disposing of what has become a serious wrangle and controversy, 
and I sincerely trust that you will see this thing in the light in which I 
have endeavored to explain it. 

If this argument does not meet with your views, I would be pleased 
indeed if you would furnish me with suggestions which we can take up to 
abetter advantage in determining this question. 

Also advise me if within a few days it would be your pleasure to meet 
me in Chicago and further converse upon this matter.

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It will be seen from this that the Western Passenger Association refused’ 
the concession, and Brother Wheaton advised the taking advantage of the 
penny rate at the same time of the G. A. R.—in other words, changing the 
time for the encampment so that the Uniform Rank could “crawl in under 
the tents” of the G. A. R., and secure their rates. This letter reached my 
office during my absence, and onthe 10th of February Brother Wheaton 
addressed me the following letter: 

MINNEAPOLIS, February 10, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, Lima, Ohio: 


My Dear Sir anp BrotHEeR—I wrote you over a week ago at length on 
the railroad situation, detailing the suggestion that we hold the K. P. 
encampment at the same time as the G. A. R. encampment, and thus give 
the Uniform Rank the full benefit of the one-cent rate—the rate that will 
apply allover the country, and has already been agreed to, not only by the 
association, but by all connecting associations. 

It is idle for me to attempt to interest you as to what we hear, or what. 
this or that railroad man has said, but the fact remains that nearly every 
road believes the K. P. will get the rate they have been contending for, 
yet none of them will come out and make such a rate for a separate busi- 
ness. Please give me your views on this suggestion to double up the 
encampments. 

Also, tell me what the advantage would be to the Uniform Rank to 
attempt to holdan encampment at any other place, when the other associa- 
tions have gone on record with the emphatic statement that they will not 
make any better rate, and, perhaps, not as good, for any other section ? 
Would not a change of location at this time leave the chosen city in exactly 
the same position as we are in? Would it not then be necessary to get. 
some individual lines to break away from their own association? 

The success of this encampment, from any point of view, very largely 
depends upon the early settlement of this matter; you can not work up. 
enthusiasm and make preparations in a single day. When it is considered 
what this city will do for the Uniform Rank, coupled with the fact that the 
encampment can be held on the penny rate, and further, that the Soo Line, 
with its connections, has already assured New England and Eastern Pyth- 
ians that they can have the one-cent rate, is it not wise and prudent to 
“fix” this thing firmly for this city, where the same was located, stop this 
delay and uncertainty, and give the people a chance to commence their 
preparations to come, and give us here the encouragement to work harder 
than ever? Can I meet you in Chicage before final action is taken?

Upon the same day I wrote Brother Wheaton as follows: 


Lima, Onto, February 10, 1896. 


Fred E. Wheaton, Secretary Executive Committee K. P. Encampment, Minne- 
apolis, Minn. : 

My Dear WuHEAtTON—Upon my return from the East I find your favor 
of the 31st, and I have carefully gone over the same and note what you 
say. Sofaras lam concerned IJ do not feel like being made a tail to the 
G. A. R. kite. It would result in endless confusion, the roads would be 
overtaxed and the convention anything but a success. It may be that. 
there will be no encampment anywhere. But I do feel that with the 
treatment we have received from the western roads, that to accept the G. 
A. R. rate would be an absolute surrender—such a one as the order could 
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not afford. I will simply state for myself, after giving the matter careful 
consideration, that I will be opposed to it. I feel very much put out on 
your account, as you have done an immense amount of work, but after all 
it would bea kindness to you not to undertake to have the encampment 
under the existing railroad conditions. I am, with the highest regards,

In response to this, he wrote me under date of February 12 as follows: 


MINNEAPOLIS, February 12, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, Lima, Ohio. 


W ALTER— W ALTER—W ALTER—I am just in receipt of your letter of the 
10th inst., and have read the same very carefully two, and even three, 
times. Your opinion and conclusion regarding the ‘‘double up” of the 
two encampments meets my honest conviction, and if you will refer to my 
letter I think you will find that this compromise was merely quoted as a 
“‘suggestion.”’ It is true that I elaborated upon it at considerable extent, 
merely from the fact that the suggestion was and is deserving of some con- 
sideration, and further, that as a drowning man will cling to a straw, so I 
would give ear to almost any proposition that will bring to a close this 
long-continued war of rates. 

Now, Walter, I want you to pardon me if I again take up this subject 
at some length, because I very much desire that you should clearly under- 
stand how deeply in earnest I am in this matter, and that it is but natural 
that I should combat anything and everything that would take from this 
city the convention and encampment. 

With your letter this morning came about a dozen others from the 
brigade commanders of as many brigades, and in every instance these 
officers, and they are deeply interested in the encampment, earnestly and 
solemnly protest against calling off the encampment or changing it to any 
other city in this country. One, however, did say that the encampment 
should be called off if the one-cent rate was not granted, but even he was 
opposed to a change of location. This thing must be handled and consid- 
ered dispassionately, and that which will inure to the best interests of the 
largest number should maintain at all times, even against the opinion of a 
few. One brigade commander says that he is desirous that the encamp- 
ment be taken away from the Supreme Lodge and go with the Supreme 
Council at its next assembly in the city of Louisville. 

It will, therefore, be seen that the idea of calling off entirely the encamp- 
ment is not a popular idea among those who, more than any others, are 
deeply interested, and if such a thing were seriously contemplated, what 
would be the effect on the Uniform Rank? This is a serious matter that 
demands serious attention. You know as well, and even far better than I 
do, that the Uniform Rank, as a whole, is not in the very best possible con- 
dition; that there is a spirit of uncertainty pervading throughout the 
entire organization; that the rank is almost everywhere a camparatively 
inactive organization, and that only here and there, like the spots ona 
leopard, is there anything like honest, genuine enthusiasm and unity of 
action. The present organization and management of the rank is merely a 
problem that must be solved, and it will be extremely damaging to the best 
interests of the rank, as a whole, to do anything that will tend to produce 
additional dissatisfaction among the members. These matters carf not be 
spoken of publicly, but they are known and felt by all who are students of 
the cause and situation within the ranks. Consider then, that at present, 
one of the most vital agencies to attract interest and draw the members 
together, is to encourage interest in the encampment feature; they have 
been educated to talk and think of this encampment as a ‘‘something”’ to 
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look forward to, and to set the whole thing back by declaring the encamp- 
ment off would, in my honest judgment, so upset things generally and dis- 
courage interests nationally, that the rank would not recover from the 
effects of this move for at least ten years. An old member of the Supreme 
Lodge told me, only last week, that such a thing would be the end of all 
national encampments, and the beginning of the end of the Uniform Rank. 
While I am not so ‘‘shaky” on this point as he, his opinion is neverthe- 
less an ‘‘opinion,” and as such, is worthy of consideration. 

The rank has improved wonderfully during the last year; many new 
divisions bave been organized, and in almost every instance this improve- 
ment and added strength has been brought about by and because of the 
interests, advertising and excitement incident to the convention and 
encampment to be held this summer. To dampen this thing now is to 
dampen the whole thing for years to come. This order has attained a 
wonderful prestige through its national reunions; this thing has attracted 
more attention than all the acts of friendship and charity combined; it is 
the one great demonstration which the order makes; it is the one thing 
which the order needs to maintain its prestige. Who would not spend a 
dollar to help along the cause of knighthood? You would doit; so would I. 
Anywhere and at any time the dollar would be forthcoming, and when 
this spirit prevails there is no power on earth that can stem the tide of the 
order’s prosperity. The Washington encampment, located at the extreme 
end of the country, was hampered by the boorishness of the railroads, 
but for all that it was a success in some respects, and did the order a won- 
derful amount of good. 

Therefore, I earnestly and solemnly protest against calling off the 
national encampment, and just as earnestly and just as solemnly I protest 
against any change in location for this year. 

Let us view this rate question again. What is most needed at present 
to insure the success of this great gathering? First of all, it is to fix this 
thing for Minneapolis and stop this bickering and bantering about rates. 
The railroad situation is such today that no power on this continent can 
prevent a smashing of rates for next summer. We have bantered long 
enough with this matter. We have an association rate of one fare with a 
long-time limit that will prevail all over the country, and if let alone this 
railroad end of the business will work out its own salvation, and work it 
out to the advantage of the Knights of Pythias. Let us go ahead about. 
our business, and the fur will fly on rates long before we are ready to take 
advantage of it. Outside of the Western Passenger Association, a one-fare 
rate is almost as good as a penny-a-mile rate, and between Chicago and 
this city the difference is so nominal that I would blush to think any 
Pythian would deny himself of the honor and privilege to attend merely 
because about three dollars stood in the way. These roads will hop off 
like crows from a fence when they can get away from the Association influ- 
ence; they are fairly hungry for the business, and God knows they need it. 
Then again, we have the one road entering this city that has given us the 
one-cent rate, which is far better than any road has ever heretofore given 
the Knights of Pythias as a direct proposition seven months in advance of 
the business. The Soo Line some may think can not possibly cut much of 
a figure in this business, but, just as sure as God made little apples, it will 
handle all the New England business, and can swing the New York and 
even your own state (especially the northern part) at the one-cent rate, 
and give you a far more delightful trip. Suppose it does take a few hours 
longer on the road; the fare will be the same as it would be at a penny a 
mile by the most direct rail line. Don’t you suppose that the Western 
Passenger Association lines would break their necks to get this business 
rather than to see this northern line gobble it all up? Of course they 
would; past experience has demonstrated this. Then again, they have 
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already made arrangements to go even into Chicago and pull people from 
that city out by boats, give them an excellent sail, and bring them by rail 
into this city at the same rate as the penny-a-mile rate would be from Chi- 
cago. Of course this way of travelling, especially from this point, would 
not be feasible, but as a lever to bring the direct lines to time, it will work 
like a charm. 

Another point—shout it aloud: This city will do more for the Uniform 
Rank than has ever been done for them before in the way of entertain- 
ment. The proposition to sleep and feed the sir knights is, to my mind, 
the greatest thing ever thought of or dreamed of in the nature of entertain- 
ment, and if the boys want anything better than that they will have to go 
to heaven for it; they will hardly get it in any other of the large and more 
centrally located cities. 

The Supreme Lodge will fare almost equally as well, and without doubt 
will experience and enjoy one of the most pleasant and successful conven- 
tions ever held in the history of the order. All these things we have con- 
sidered, and when the heart is right there you will find generosity of 
thought and action. The Supreme Lodge, by vote, located itself in 1896 to 
this city, and upon the same dignity and exalted manhood which I admire 
in Supreme Chancellor Richie, let me say that here this convention and 
encampment having, by vote and proper consideration of the subject, been 
located, here it should be held. I am one in this order willing at all 
times to maintain dignity of position, and therefore, in justice to the dig- 
nity of the Supreme Lodge and the reputation of this order, from the fact 
that no “ public calamity” threatens us, this convention and encampment 
should be held in Minneapolis. Do not warp any expression of mine into 
any other meaning; I am sincere, more than earnest in my position. En- 
closed please find clipping from the Journal of this city. I sent you the 
paper, but thought you might not have seen this article. This is a very 
fair treatise of the situation. 

Do I see you before the 22d? Do you desire that I meet you in Cincin- 
nati? .I do not feel like being there if not wanted.

It will be seen from the first paragraph of this letter that again Brother 
Wheaton concurs in my opinion, and in the conclusion regarding the 
double up of the two encampments says that it meets his honest convic- 
tions. In response to this communication I sent him the following letter: 


Lima, Ouro, February 14, 1896. 
Fred E. Wheaton, Minneapolis, Minn. : 


Dear Sir AND BrotHER—I am, indeed, surprised at the tone of your 
letter just received. There are some things about it I can not understand. 
At all times up to this date you have insisted that if we could not get 
arrangements made for the one-cent rate that the encampment should go 
elsewhere and that you did not want it. I believe you meant this. The 
Supreme Officers, relying upon this, have acted. Now I find that you have 
completely changed your position. And after taking action, based upon 
your own suggestions of what you would want, even going so far as at one 
time to insist that if the rate could not be secured that you have the privi- 
lege of declaring it off, and then find your present attitude, it is, indeed, a 
surprise to me, and it looks very much as if the Supreme Officers would be 
placed in an embarrassing position, when we have been acting in conform- 
ity with your express wishes and your suggestions. 
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As I measure your recent letter, I can not understand why there has 
been any attempt whatever upon your part to secure a one-cent rate, because 
it being one of the sure things, it has been, indeed, with all of us, a waste 
of time and energy to attempt to get something which was bound to come. 
I note what you say, and all you say, and can only account for your change 
of position upon the basis of your zeal and pride for your home city, feel- 
ings most commendable. I assure you, as in my last letter, I appreciate 
what you have done, but I am very much embarrassed at the change of 
position upon your part. Your letter indicates that there will be no state- 
ment by tomorrow, so a meeting will be held on the 22d, when I have no 
doubt but that the coolest judgment will be exercised by the members of 
the board, and for my part, I can but say that my action shall lie along the 
lines of duty as I see it, regardless of the criticism which it seems is being 
prepared forme. As an officer of that board I can not depart from the 
lines of duty, as my own judgment, after the most mature deliberation, 
points out the way, either to win favor or avoid criticism. With great

And in response thereto I received a communication as follows: 


MINNEAPOLIS, February 16, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, K. P.: 


Dear Sir AND BrotHER—I am just in receipt of your favor of the 14th, 
and note all that you say in reference to your surprise at my position. You 
are perfectly right in saying that I insisted that if we could not get the one- 
cent rate that the encampment should be taken away from this city, but, 
my dear Walter, time works many wondrous changes, and in the battle in 
which we have been engaged developments have come thick and fast, and 
nearly every day sees a change of situation, in some minor particular, made 
in connection with the rate matter, and also with other features leading up 
to and looking toward the success of the convention and encampment. 
You must understand that what would apply under certain conditions 
would not apply at all times when the conditions change. The same is 
true as regards a statement made at one time, and that it would not exactly 
apply at some later date. Iwas perfectly honest and sincere, I assure you, 
when it was given out by myself that unless the penny rate was secured 
we did not want the encampment, and I would say exactly the same thing 
now, if it were not practically a foregone conclusion that the rate will be 
made, and will apply to the Knights of Pythias for the encampment. 

I fully appeciate your position in this matter, but there isno harm done; 
the agitation on this rate matter has been all for the best, and you did 
exactly the proper thing to call a meeting of the board and take the stand 
that you did. No one can blame you for that, but in the light of what we - 
know and feel to be certain, it would be a most unnatural thing for the 
board to do at this time, to change the location of the convention and 
encampment, or to call off the encampment. As a sample of letters 
received at these headquarters, I ask you to read the following, just received 
this morning from Brigadier General Abbott of Masachusetts: 


FALL RIVER, Mass., February 13, 1896. 
Col. Fred E. Wheaton, Secretary Executive Committee, K. P. 


DEAR SIR AND BROTHER—I am not in favor of taking the encampment to any other city 
than Minneapolis, knowing as I do the time and labor already spent by your committee 
and the ready response received by your committee from the brothers of the order and 
citizens of Minneapolis to furnish the required amount of money to insure the success of 
theencampment. Jam sure that I can make arrangements to take the Massachusetls brigade to 
Minneapolis at the *‘ one-cent’’ a mile rate, and that, too, via Chicago, if itis preferable to go that 
way. I believe other brigades can do the same by hustling. Iam opposed to any dicker- 
ing with other organizations in the matter of rates and tickets. J can assure your committee 
that the Massachusetts brigade will carry more people to Minneapolis than they would to any city 
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East of Chicago. Many divisions of the Massachusetts brigade are giving entertainments, 
balls, theatre parties, etc., to raise funds to help them to go to Minneapolis, and I think 
the Massachusetts brigade will carry as many people to Minneapolis as they did to Kansas 
City, which, including friends, was (as per K. P. tickets sold in Boston) 610 peonies I have 
written General Carnahan my preference in theencampment matter. Wishing your com- 
mittee every success in your laborious undertaking, and that the order may reap the 
desired good from the meeting, I am, Fraternally,

This letter from General Abbott so fully explains itself that it would 
be presumptuous in me to attempt to elaborate upon it. This rate matter 
is bound to right itself; now what we want to do is to take up the work of 
preparation to make this the grandest success possible. Rest assured we 
will do our part. 

Every interest in this city and throughout this section is in line with 
the popular movement to make this thing the greatest demonstration that 
the order has ever known, and it is idle, in the face of what we know and 
believe, and when we receive such letters as that one from General Abbott, 
to talk about changing date, place or any thing else. It is all right to call 
the board together; get them together by all means, but from that assembly 
should go out to the world the electric information that things have been 
“fixed ’’ and that the Knights of Pythias will swarm into Minneapolis as 
announced. This will have a telling effect all along the line, and every- 
body can then commence preparations in dear earnest. 

lf not forcing myself upon the presence of the board, I would be pleased 
to meet with them in Cincinnati next Saturday. As ever,

I call your attention to the second sentence of the foregoing letter, in 
which it will be seen he admits the truth of the statements hereinbefore 
made, that the Minneapolis committee had all along insisted that there 
should be a one-cent rate, or the encampment should be taken away from 
Minneapolis, as follows: 


“You are perfectly right in saying that I insisted that if we could not 
get the one-cent rate that the encampment should be taken away from this 
city,”’ etc. 


Regarding his request to be at Cincinnati, I, on February 19, sent Brother 
Wheaton the following letter: 
February 19, 1896. 
Fred E. Wheaton, Minneapolis, Minn.: 


Dear Sir AND BrotrHER—There surely would be no objection to your 
presence at Cincinnati on the 22d. Fraternally yours,

Thus it will be seen that my insistence upon the one-cent rate in the letter 
of November 25 met the hearty approval and support of Brother Wheaton. 
At no time was there any deviation or change from this position, either 
upon the part of the executive board or of the citizens’ executive committee, 
but the action of the Supreme Chancellor, the Major General and the 
Supreme Officers in council was not only acquiesced in but encouraged by the 
officers of the citizens’ executive committee of Minneapolis. It was only 
when acting in accord with the expressions of the citizens’ executive com- 
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mittee of Minneapolis, and upon their express statements, that they wanted 
no encampment and no convention unless the rate was securedy that the 
Supreme Officers in council passed the resolutions I refer to at the meeting 
on January 25, 1896. Then, when after working in harmony with the Min- 
neapolis committee in that meeting, and after the adoption of the resolu- 
tions referred to, with which they expressed themselves to the council to be 
perfectly satisfied and considered the action would be of aid and assistance 
to them in securing the rate, it was only after all this was done that there 
was any suggestion that Minneapolis desired the encampment on any other 
terms. The council acted upon the statements of the Minneapolis com- 
mittee in the passage of the resolution providing for the holding of no 
encampment of the Uniform Rank during the present year unless the rate 
of one cent per mile should be guaranteed. 

Subsequent to this, and when the efforts of the Supreme Officers had 
proven futile in the hands of the Minneapolis brethren in securing the 
desired rate, then, and not until then, did the Minneapolis brethren 
express a desire to have the encampment upon any other lines. In other 
words, having made a record which was in conformity with the judgment 
of the Minneapolis brethren, we were requested to squarely back down for 
the purpose of holding an encampment, which, prior thereto, had been 
considered one which would necessarily result in failure by reason of the 
railroad rates. - 

No rate having been secured by the Minneapolis brethren, on February 
16, as provided in said resolutions, I notified the Supreme Officers by the 
following telegram: 


In conformity with former resolutions, you are requested to meet at the 
Grand hotel, Cincinnati, Saturday morning, February 22.

Brother Fred Wheaton and Brother Grier M. Orr were present at this 
meeting, but had nothing new to offer, the situation having remained 
unchanged except as to additional refusal upon the part ot the railroads to 
consider the rate. After the meeting of January 25, when all were inter- 
ested in seeing Minneapolis secure the rate, the time of Brother Wheaton 
seemed to be devoted to creating sentiment among the brigade commanders 
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in favor of Minneapolis. To that end he wrote each of the brigade com- 
manders and had at this meeting letters from a great number of the brig- 
adier generals, These letters were shown to the Supreme Officers by 
Brother Wheaton and were by them carefully read. Whilst they were all 
in favor of Minneapolis except one, they all stipulated their opposition to 
it unless the one-cent rate was secured. The result of that meeting is shown 
by the minutes, which are as follows:

The records of the assembly of January 25 were read and approved. 

Messrs. F. E. Wheaton, Secretary of the Minneapolis Citizens’ Executive 
Committe, and Grier M. Orr, P. G. C., beingin the hotel, on motion of the 
Major General they were invited to appear before the assembly and make 
such statements as they desired to present. The gentlemen appeared in 
response to the invitation, and submitted the reasons for their opinion that 
the encampment of the Uniform Rank should be held at Minneapolis. 

The council then took a recess until 2 P.M. 

The council convened pursuant to adjournment, officers being present 
as at the morning session. 


The Supreme Prelate offered the following: 


“WuHerEAS, The Supreme Chancellor has reported to this assembly that 
the guarantee required by the resolutions adopted at its meeting of January 
25 has not been received by him; theretfore, 

“* Resolved, That we recommend to the Commander in Chief and the 
Major General of the Uniform Rank, in accordance with the spirit of said 
resolutions, that the encampment of the Uniform Rank be not held at 
Minneapolis. 

‘“* Resolved, 2. That, in accordance with the constitutional prerogative of 
this assembly, we hereby declare that the next biennial convention of the 
Supreme Lodge shall be held at Cleveland, Ohio, on the fourth Tuesday of 
August, 1896.” ; 


The ayes and noes being called on the adoption of the preamble and the 
first resolution, they were adopted by the following vote: 

Ayes—Richie, Colgrove, Steinhart, White, Sample, Gardenier, Hinsey, 
Carnahan—8. 

Noes—0. . 

The second resolution being under consideration, the Supreme Master 
of Exchequer moved to strike out the werds, ‘‘ Cleveland, Ohio,” and insert 
the words, ‘ Buffalo, N. Y.””. The amendment was lost, and the resolution, 
as offered, was adopted by the following vote: : 

Ayes—Richie, Colgrove, Steinhart, White, Sample, Gardenier, Hinsey, 
Carnahan—8, 

Noes—0. 
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The Supreme Chancellor, the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal and 
the Major General were instructed to prepare and issue an address to the 
order, setting forth the reasons for the action taken today. 

The council then adjourned.

The reasons for such action are fairly set out in the circular of that date, 


which is as follows: 
: SuPREME LopDGE KNIGHTS oF PYTHIAS, 
CINCINNATI, Onto, February 22, 1896, 
To the Order Universal: P,P. xXXX1e 


Notwithstanding the fact that Pythian law confers upon the officers of 
the Supreme Lodge the unquestioned prerogative of changing the place 
selected for the biennial convention of that body, and empowers the Com- 
mander in Chief and the Major General of the Uniform Rank to determine 
whether or not general encampments of the military branch of the order 
shall be held, we believe it to be due to Knights of Pythias everywhere 
that we make known to them the reasons which compel the action we have 
taken today. 

That action has not been had without careful, continued and thoughtful 
consideration, resulting in the inevitable and unanimous conclusion that a 
proper regard for the dignity and the importance of the order of Knights of 
Pythias forbids that it should voluntarily continue to be in the future, as it 
has been in the past, the object of unjust and causeless discrimination on 
the part of arrogant corporations. We are confronted, this year, by the 
same situation which has met us whenever we have begun to make prepara- 
tions for a general encampment of the Uniform Rank—a situation which 
our sense of self-respect will no longer permit us tamely toendure. Wesee 
the railroads leading to the proposed place of encampment insisting upon a 
cent and a half per mile for carrying Knights of Pythias, while they volun- 
tarily proffer to earry the members of another organization for one cent; 
and when we respectfully protest against such unjust discrimnation, we are 
told that if we do not choose to pay the rate demanded by the Western 
Passenger Association, it is our privilege to walk. We believe that the 
controversy in which we are engaged involves something more than a mere 
question of dollars and cents, although we are aware that, in many cases, 
that of itself is an important consideration to those for whom we are prin- 
cipally and primarily making this fight—the rank and file of the military 
branch, ‘‘the boys”? who, when they attend an encampment, have to pay 
their own way out of their own pockets. We feel that, in the forceful 
language of the commander of the Wisconsin brigade, ‘‘there is a principle 
involved: the question whether or not the Knights of Pythias shall be 
discriminated against ought to be settled, and settled now, and a precedent 
should be established that our order shall receive every concession at the 
hands of the railroads accorded to any organization which holds national 
conventions.” 

Four weeks ago we assembled in this city for the purpose of giving this 
matter the consideration which we believed its importance demanded. We 
were met, at that time, by authorized representatives of the city of Minne- 
apolis, who pleaded for delay, assuring us of their belief that, if a few 
weeks’ time were granted them, they would be able to secure the desired 
one-cent-a-mile rate, and stating that, unless they could do so, they did not 
think that the proposed encampment would be a success, and that conse- 
quently they would not care to have it at Minneapolis. The delay asked 
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for was granted; but we discover, on assembling today, that it has been of 
no avail, and that the Western Passenger Association positively refuses to 
recede from the arbitrary position which it originally assumed. No 
recourse is left us, therefore, except to declare, as we hereby do, that no 
general encampment of the Uniform Rank will be held at Minneapolis 
during the year 1896. . 

We believe that the members of the Uniform Rank will readily recog- 
nize the fact that, for the reasons stated, the course which we have unani- 
mously agreed upon was inevitable; and we are confident that it will 
receive from the rank and file the same cordial and emphatic approval 
which it has already met from the brigade commanders, who, with scarcely 
an exception, have agreed that, unless the one-cent-a-mile rate could be 
secured, a general encampment was altogether impracticable. 

The resultant disappointment to the Knights of Pythias of Minnesota 
and to the people of Minneapolis is naturally acute, and they have our 
sincere sympathy. They have the satisfaction of knowing, however, that 
it is in no sense their fault that it has been found impossible to secure such 
reasonable rates of transportation as they believed to be essential to the 
success of the encampment—they are the innocent victims of the rapacity 
of their railroads. 

In selecting Cleveland as the place for the convention of the Supreme 
Lodge, we have been actuated by two considerations, both of which we 
believe to be met by that city. It is central and easy of access, and its 
temperature during August and September is all that could be desired; and 
in the second place, there is at least a possibility that such a reasonable 
railroad rate may yet be secured as to permit the holding of an encamp- 
ment of the Uniform Rank there.

Having, in the effort to aid Minneapolis and, with the approval of the 
officers of their committee, placed the Supreme Officers on record, it would 
have been a sacrifice of self-respect on their part to have receded from that 
position. It may be said by some (yet I doubt it) that, notwithstanding 
the calling off of the encampment, the Supreme Lodge should have held 
its convention in Minneapolis. A moment’s reflection will satisfy any one 
that after the calling off of the encampment at Minneapolis, that city 
would not be a favorable place for the holding of the convention of the 
Supreme Lodge. It has been hinted by those over zealous that the 
Supreme Officers were quite too solicitous for the Uniform Rank. For my 
part I do not believe that any officer of the Supreme Lodge can be too 
solicitous in behalf of that great branch of our order. It is true that the 
Supreme Lodge can be held almost anywhere, but I do not believe that 
any one who has studied the situation and fully comprehends the import- 
ance of the military branch to the order—what it has accomplished for the 
order in the past, will for one moment censure the officers of the Supreme 
Lodge for doing everything in their power in behalf of that great organiza- 
tion. The Uniform Rank boys do not get mileage and per diem—they are 
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not the richest men of the order; in fact, my observation teaches me that 
this great army of citizen soldiery is made up of men from the shops, from 
the farm and from the counting room very largely—boys who are willing 
to pay their own expenses, march through the mud, in the rain and under 
the sun, for the purpose of making a great display for our order and adver- 
tising it to the world. And for my part, whilst I have the keenest appre- 
ciation and consideration for any other fraternity, and especially for that 
fraternity meeting in St. Paul at a later date, yet with the railroads 
it isa matter of business. If they can afford to carry the one for a one- 
cent rate, they can afford to carry the other. In the case of the Grand 
Army, but a small percentage of those who attend those conventions are 
soldiers of the late war. If it isso, why not carry them free? The truth 
is that the great bulk of the crowd is made up of people who take advan- 
tage of the rates for the purpose of sight-seeing, just as is the case in all 
great gatherings; and in this view of it I did not feel justified in seeing the 
members of the Uniform Rank and the members of the order and their 
friends and associates discriminated against by the railroads under the 
sham pretence of the sentiment surrounding the situation. The fight was 
one of principle, and upon these lines we went hand in hand with the 
Minneapolis people and fought, and only when placed in such a position 
that we could not recede, did our Minneapolis friends desert us to indulge 
in recrimination, and, to say the least, very uncalled for statements, as in 
the following, which was found in an article in the Pythian Advocate, from 
the pen of the editor, Fred E. Wheaton, under date of February, 1896: 


It would be hard, indeed, to conceive of a more rank injustice than 
that perpetrated by the high and mighty officers of the Supreme Lodge in 
throttling the expressed wishes of the Supreme Representatives, trampling 
upon the honor and dignity of the Order of Knights of Pythias, and vir- 
tually insulting the citizens of this municipality and commonwealth. 
Granted that the railroads were deserving of a rebuke equally severe, the 
Pythians and the citizens were in no sense responsible, because the rail- 
roads refused to do the handsome thing. 


Or this: 

Willful stubbornness in this particular instance has made countless 
thousands blush with shame, and has fastened upon the grand and enno- 
bling Pythian Order the stigma of violating the most sacred confidence 
reposed and respected by and among people. 

Or this: 

They have taken the convention to Cleveland, violated every principle 
of honor and decency, and insulted the Pythians and citizens of Minne- 
apolis. Shades of Damon! is this modern knighthood ? 

Or this: 

Aimed directly at the heart, the execution of the order’s hopes could 
not have been more deadly; the good name of the order is prostituted. 


Attention is simply called to the above for the reason that these people 
sought to create an impression among the members of the order and the 
members of the Supreme Lodge that was not in accord with previous state- 
ments and was wholly unjustified by the facts. 
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Iam quite sure that no member of the council felt unkindly toward 
Minneapolis, but the situation grew until the change became necessary. 
The intimation that selfish motives located the convention at Cleveland is 
‘simply evidence of the base heart that made the suggestion. Cleveland 
was proposed by a member of the council not a resident of Ohio, nor was 
the place suggested, either directly or indirectly, by any member of the 
order in this state, nor had any communication whatever been held 
between the Cleveland knights and any member of the council as far as I 
am advised. The first intimation that the membership in Cleveland had 
that Cleveland would be selected was the information that it had been 
done. The statement that was published in certain Minneapolis papers 
and sent out from the headquarters of the citizens’ executive committee 
to the effect that the Supreme Chancellor was the attorney for three roads 
leading into Cleveland, is absolutely false. I am not, and never have been, 
the attorney for any road leading into or near Cleveland, and the sugges- 
tion that a matter of that kind, even if true, would influence me does not 
need a denial from the membership of the order who know me. 

Following the meeting on February 22, 1896, Colonel Wheaton, on 
behalf of the Minnesota brigade, applied to General Carnahan and myself 
for the privilege to hold a Minnesota encampment. In response to that 
General Carnahan forwarded to Colonel Wheaton the following telegram: 


Ricumonp, Inpv., March 12, 1896. 
Colonel Fred E. Wheaton, Great Northern Hotel, Chicago, IIl.: 


The Supreme Chancellor ‘and myself grant your request for Minnesota 
encampment. JAMES R. CARNAHAN. 


It will be noted that this telegram refers to a Minnesota encampment. 
‘On the 20th of March there was issued by the officers of the Grand Lodge 
-of Minnesota a circular in regard to this encampment, in which the fol- 
lowing is found: 


Realizing the peculiar situation in which we were placed, it was deemed 
best to request of the Supreme Chancellor and Major General of the 
Uniform Rank their sanction and support in this movement, and thus 
prevent any misunderstanding that might afterwards occur. The Supreme 
Officers have given this consent and expressed the hope that Minnesota 
and sister domains will unite energetically in the movement. 


Calling attention to the last sentence in the Minnesota Grand Lodge 
circular, it is intimated that the Supreme Officers had expressed the hope 
that sister domains would unite. energetically in the encampment, thus 
leaving an impression that the Supreme Chancellor was urging sister 
domains to assist Minnesota in thisencampment. It is fair to the Supreme 
Chancellor to say that there was no communication whatever upon his 
part to any officer of the Grand Lodge of Minnessota, or officers of the 
Uniform Rank, upon this subject. The sole and only communication of 
which I had any knowledge was the telegram of General Carnahan, last 
above referred to. And this statement in the circular was wholly unau- 
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thorized and unwarranted. Upon receipt of the circular, which did not: 
arrive for a period of ten days, I at once wrote Grand Chancellor Milham 
and called his attention to the error, and it is due to Brother Milham to 
say that he claims, and I believe him, that at the time he affixed his name 
to the circular he thought it contained the exact facts. I have no reason 
to doubt that every one who signed this circular, except the one who pre- 
pared it, did so in absolute good faith. And while other Pythian papers, 
by reason of this circular, were induced to publish the statement that the 
Supreme Chancellor and the Major General had expressed the hope that 
sister domains would join in this encampment, there is nowhere to be 
found in the Pythian Advocate any such statement. 

It will be noted that the date fixed for the Minneapolis encampment by 
the officers of the Minnesota Grand Lodge is the same date of that of the 
holding of the Grand Army encampment at St. Paul. This was done in the 
light of Fred E. Wheaton’s letter to me of February 12, in which he says: 
“Your opinion and your conclusion regarding the ‘double up’ of the two 
encampments meets my honest conviction, and if you will refer to my letter 
I think you will find that this compromise was merely quoted asa ‘sug- 
gestion.’”’ 

It has been necessary to set forth at length the actual facts in the 
premises. It was considered by the Supreme Officers in council not in 
place for your chief executive to rush into a newspaper controversy, but 
await the time when in accordance with law the facts pertaining to this 
matter would be placed before those whose business it is to deal with the 
situation, preserving the dignity of the order. I have acted in compliance 
with their judgment. 

Now you have the facts. It has been a battle for the Uniform Rank. I 
should do so again under exactiy the same circumstances... Whether in. 
position or out, in public place or private in the ranks, I shall never consent 
to an injustice being placed upon members of the Uniform Rank, and in 
this Iam glad to say that the action was harmonious, each officer of the 
Supreme Lodge taking his share of the responsibility, and meeting the 
issue face to face. 


XVITI.—UNIFORMITY. 


Brother F. E. Duncan, State Instructor of the Grand Domain of Iowa, 
has made arrangements for a meeting of State Instructors and those specially 
interested in rank work, at Cleveland, at the same time as the convention 
of the Supreme Lodge. This gathering from all parts of the Supreme 
Domain of those who are actively engaged in this line of Pythian work,. 
which deals more especially with the conferring of the ranks, should be of 
great benefit. I trust that the meeting will receive encouragement from 
as many of the Supreme Lodge as possible. Their presence will be sufficient 
evidence of their zeal and they should find encouragement from the mem- 
bers of our body. 
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XIX.—GOOD OF THE ORDER. 


1. Counting of the Rituals.—It would seem that section 392 of the Supreme 
Statutes is sufficiently explicit in prohibiting the removal of the rituals 
from the lodge room, yet in many instances it is absolutely a dead letter, 
and it is surprising the number of rituals that actually become lost. This 
was very fully demonstrated upon the exchange of rituals at the time of 
the late revision. The question now is, how can this best be remedied? 
My attention was so frequently called to the matter that I concluded to try 
an experiment in my own lodge.’ I suggested that the master at arms, in 
the last duties he performed, count the rituals and communicate the num- 
ber found to the chancellor commander. This purely as a suggestion to 
visiting members, as our lodge had never thought of permitting a ritual to 
pass from the lodge room, but the good results arising therefrom were 
demonstrated much sooner than I had expected. At the close of a con- 
vention the master at arms reported but four rituals. Thereupon a search 
was made, and after ten minutes, in which time there was much excite- 
ment, the ritual was found lying on a table in the ante-room where a mem- 
ber of the lodge had been using it in memorizing his portion of the work 
and had carelessly left it. When we consider the fact that in a great many 
instances other lodges meet in the same room and upon other nights of the 
week, it becomes important that the greatest possible care should be taken 
that it may be known to the lodge that at the close of the convention all 
the rituals are under lock and key. I know of no better way to insure the 
observance of this section than the one I have named. 


2. District Meetings.—In many of the states the holding of district meetings 
is found to be agreat aid. I am quite sure from my observation that if this 
system prevailed throughout all the grand domains the very best purposes 
of the order would be attained. Indiana is one of the banner states in this 
important particular. My own idea is that each state should be districted 
as might be found most beneficial. In the large states (say) a congressional 
district would be found very satisfactory. Let there be held in each district, 
at least once a year, a district meeting, to which the entire membership of 
subordinate lodges in that district be invited, and in which meeting they 
should havea part. This would bring the active working members directly 
from the subordinate lodges. At each meeting it should be arranged to 
have rank work by some team or teams in the district, thus furnishing an 
exchange of ideas and methods of conferring the ranks. It would bring 
the membership of the order into closer personal touch, and would result 
in enthusiasm which is not found in the domains where this custom does 
not prevail. In the days of our prosperity we must not forget the good 
old-fashioned meetings of the past. What grand times we used to have in 
the institution of lodges in the early days of the order. These are becoming 
more rare, and will of necessity. The district meeting should take the place 
of this, and in addition to that there would be system and order, where 
there used, ofttimes, to be chaos. These meetings should be, as far as pos- 
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sible, visited by the Grand Chancellor. It would enable him to accomplish 
by one visit to a district more than he could accomplish by visiting half a. 
dozen individual lodges. It may be that the Supreme Chancellor is going 
a little beyond his province in taking up these matters pertaining to subor- 
dinate lodges and addressing himself to those who have passed the chairs 
and who are Past Grand Chancellors and who feel that they have given 
quite enough of their time to rank work in subordinate lodges. But I am 
impressed that it would be well for all of us to give more attention to 
subordinate lodges than is the custom of those who have attained the rank 
of Past Grand Chancellor. There are none of us but what can learn some- 
thing in the study of the lessons of our order. Interest must be maintained 
in the subordinate lodges, and to do this every encouragement toward per- 
fection of rank work, frequent Pythian gatherings and consideration by 
those in authority should be given. 


3. Castle Halls.—In addressing the order universal I called attention to 
the question of castle halls, from which I quote the following: 


A few years ago, the rule was that a Knight of Pythias lodge, in the 
poverty of its youth and weakness of its membership, was willing to meet 
in any kind of room, and too frequently in the cast-off rooms of other 
societies, but today, throughout the entire supreme jurisdiction, Pythian 
castles are being erected and Pythian money is building them—elegant 
monuments to the progress, prosperity and prominence of the order. 
Lodges are renting elegant quarters and furnishing them in the most 
sumptuous manner, making the castle halls what they should be—Pythian 
homes, where once a week the membership gather as members of one 
family, and where the principles of our order are with elegant surround- 
ings impressed upon those who come to share the good fellowship which 
our order brings to all. 


There is no: enterprise which will prove so helpful to a subordinate 
lodge as the ambition to ownahome. Life takes on new charms to the 
man who goes about it to secure a home for himself and loved ones, and so 
it should be with a lodge. If it can not be in absolute fee simple title, it. 
should be in neat and commodious quarters upon as long a tenure as pos- 
sible, where the feeling of permanence will ever prove an inspiration. 
Bring to it as elegant furnishings as is at all consistent with the financial 
condition of the lodge. In lodge work, as in everything else, there should 
be pride, there should be something to look forward to, there should be 
hope for the future. We are becoming an order of home owners, and this 
spirit can not be tdo highly commended. 


4. Working Properties—Upon this subject I had something to say one 
year ago, and I beg to quote from it: 


In nothing has our order shown more development and progress than 
is found in the character of the working properties of the subordinate 
lodges. The improvement in this particular within the last eight or ten 
years has been wonderful. The Knights of Pythias realize that for the 
proper rendition of the beautiful work there must be appropriate accesso- 
ries, and a large percentage, especially throughout the central states, owning. 
fine paraphernalia, see the wisdom of their experience in the largely 
increased membership of the best character of men. To you, one and all, 
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I beg to say, see to it that your lodge has as fine working properties as 
your exchequer will afford; money thus judiciously expended will return to 
you many fold. 


Since writing the above I regret to say that I have, in some instances, 
found lodges that did not seem to have a proper appreciation of this subject. 
The candidate for the ranks of knighthood is quite as much impvessed by 
what he sees as what he hears. If the castle hall is tasteful, if the working 
properties are neat and elegant, much has been done toward leaving a 
favorable impression upon the candidate; but if, on the other hand, it is 
undertaken to represent grand character and noble principles with miserable, 
cheap paraphernalia, it becomes to a certain extent a farce, and the good 
effects are lost. I have in my mind a lodge that has not had less than a 
hundred visitors for a year upon any night when the third rank was con- 
ferred. Itis because they have elegant working properties, the proper- 
ties themselves being an incentive to the members of the lodge; and of that 
lodge be it said it did not rank among the best lodges in the grand domain 
for many, many years, but with the purchase of elegant properties came 
ambition and energy, and the membership stands second to no lodge today, 
and I am speaking of a lodge located in a distant city. 


5. New Members.—The day has long since passed since the success of a 
lodge should be measured solely by the number of its initiates. There is 
no possible excuse for lodges accepting anything but the best material. 
The day of soliciting members will never return in many subordinate 
lodges. I hope it may be speedily terminated in every lodge. I feel in 
many instances our order has been cheapened by this very course. It has 
a place and a standing which enables it to guard its own. It isan honor to 
any man to be enrolled on the roster of a Pythian lodge. A man who 
would join our order should be given to understand that which he will 
afterward find out, that he is being honored by being permitted to become 
one of us, and in lodges where this rule prevails I find accessions to mem- 
bership of a high character and much more permanent than where it does 
not. The applicant should be a man through and through, a man of char- 
acter and manly worth. Whilst there may have been instances where 
the legislation at Washington as to the matter of applicants has proven a 
hardship, yet the general results have, I am satisfied, proven most bene- 
ficial. Other fraternities are taking up the same question, and I am satis- 
fied that no more salutary legislation was ever enacted than upon that 
point in the city of Washington. 


6. Master of the Work.—A custom which has become general is that of 
electing the retiring chancellor commander as master of the work—follow- 
ing the old plan of the chancellor commander passing to the chair of the 
past chancellor. Your executive has endeavored to call the attention of the 
lodges to the error in this construction of the law. The master of the 
work is an absolutely independent officer. He should be selected on 
account of his fitness for this particular office. In almost every lodge 
there are a number who have made rank work a study. In almost all 
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lodges some old-time past chancellor, who has not grown weary in the 
service, as is too frequently the case with the retiring chancellor com- 
mander, should be kept as master of the work, and let it be understood 
that he is in control. He is just what his title calls him, master of the work. 


7. Team Work.—The plan adopted by a great many of the lodges in the 
organization of teams for the conferring of the ranks has proven advanta- 
geous. In fact, I think that all the best working lodges have adopted this 
course. Men are selected with peculiar fitness for special parts of the 
work. And in this, as in all else, practice makes perfect. A man may 
have the greatest ability, but he can not drop into the full spirit of the 
work without practice and the study not only of his own part, but of its 
relations to all other parts of the work as well. 


8. Conferring of the Ranks.x—It may be said that the discussion of the use 
ot the ritual while conferring ranks should be put away and that this 
subject should pass unnoticed for a few years at least. With this I do not 
concur. The battle should go on and on until no ritual is used in any 
lodge in the conferring of any of the ranks. The lessons of our order 
should be written in the hearts of those who confer the ranks. The story 
of Damon and Pythias should be told as a story from heart to heart. 
Nothing so cheapens our order as to have the officer, with book in hand, 
attempting to teach the lesson which he himself does not know. A charge 
may be listened to a thousand times and yet a man will not know what 
there is in that charge until he has made it a part of himself. From one 
end of the Pythian domain to the other, the successful lodges are those 
conferring the ranks without the use of the ritual. The dead lodges are 
those that do not, and the dead Pythians are those who are members 
of this class of lodges. No, this question can not be put away until in 
every lodge are found those who have pride enough in our order to 
memorize the ritual for themselves and know the lessons they would teach 
to those who would join our ranks. 


9. Grand Lodges.—Grand Lodges are composed of past chancellors who 
ofttimes feel that their career is practically closed. The members of these 
Grand Lodges frequently have little interest in the rank work. During my 
term I found an idea in the Grand Lodge of Texas that in its workings im- 
pressed me as being salutary. Grand Chancellor E. T. Hollis requested 
each lodge to send one or more of its officers to Waco to attend the meet- 
ing known as the school of instruction upon the first night of the Grand 
Lodge. Such a gathering—almost every lodge in the state was represented 
by men who were in the harness—men who were anxious as the officers 
of their respective lodges to learn and be benefited to aid their lodges. 
I shall never forget the impression left upon me that night by that school 
of instruction. I felt that in the matter of rank work, in the matter of 
dispatch of business, of everything that goes to make lodges live, active and 
enthusiastic, more good was done than in a half a dozen visitations of my 
entire term. Words did not fall upon deaf ears. Questions were asked, 
discussions were had. No gathering of members of the order has impressed 
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me as being fraught with more good than did this school of instruction. 
Two large halls, immediately adjoining, were filled with almost one theus- 
and members of the order in this great state. I thought what an excellent 
idea it would be at each convention of the Grand Lodge to invite the officers 
of the subordinate lodges, that as many as possible might attend and reap 
the benefit of a meeting of this kind. 


10. Indiscriminate Relief.—It is high time that the members of our order 
should realize that they are not called upon to render indiscriminate relief. 
For more than twenty years any one seeking assistance in my city has 
been directed to my office. For many years I was inclined to render aid 
without being too particular, and in all the time there has never been but 
one instance, as I subsequently found out, that I had aided a worthy mem- 
ber of the order. I was brought to the adoption of this rule, and I believe 
it would be a good one to follow. When any one calls upon you for aid, 
if it be a meal or a bed, it can be furnished without much expense; but if 
it be for other financial assistance, I have adopted the rule of telegraphing 
some officer of his lodge and ascertaining his standing with his lodge. I 
am almost universally met with the proposition that he does not care to 
have his lodge know his condition. That an applicant would ask for aid 
from a stranger which he would not from the members of his own lodge, 
is false pride. The really needy brother will consent to having his genu- 
ineness inquired into, and unless the brother consents to that, I do not 
believe the financial assistance should be rendered. If this course was 
taken by the entire membership, it would put an end to the business of 
that class of frauds who are continuously going up and down the country, 
who are entitled to no consideration at all. And ofttimes disgust for the 
order has found lodgment by reason of the bestowment of charities upon 
unworthy individuals. We owe it to our order to take vigorous means to 
put an end to the practices that have become quite prevalent. The really 
worthy brother is compelled to suffer,by reason of the carelessness we 
have manifested in this particular. In this connection, a suggestion that 
has some force is one made by the Pythian Period, of Nashville, Tennessee, 
and proposing publishing a monthly bulletin giving the names and descrip- 
tion of that class who are properly known as frauds and who endeavor to 
make a living in this way. One thing is sure, that very earnest and very 
vigorous methods should be adopted and at once. 


11. Hand Shaking.—After thirty years it seems to me it is high time that 
when Knights of Pythias meet they should shake hands as other gentle- 
men do—nothing more or nothing less. The secret work of the order is 
not to be used indiscriminately, and the one who disregards the first sent- 
ence hereof casts reflection upon his lodge and manifests ignorance of the 
purposes of the secret work of the order. This may not be a proper sub- 
ject for consideration by the Supreme Lodge, but it surely is proper that 
the attention of the entire membership be called to this important question. 


12. The Ballot Box.—Where a system can be adopted for every part of 
the lodge business so that there may be uniformity, I think it should be 
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done. There is more controversy as to the method of conducting a ballot 
of any character in a lodge room than upon any other question. My idea 
is that the ballot box should be placed upon a table near the centre of the 
castle hall, and then the brethren can, in an orderly manner, approach and 
cast their ballot with the assurance that it will be absolutely secret. If 
this custom were universal, it would not only save much controversy but 
add to the grace of lodge business. 


XX.—STATEMENT OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 


In the preparation of the constitution and statutes, it was evidently the 
intention to place the order much upon the basis of the United States gov- 
ernment. It may have resulted in the omission of some matters of detail 
which it might be well to consider. 

Article 7, section 22, of the constitution provides as follows: 


A statement of all receipts and expenditures of the supreme government 
shall be reported by the proper officers of the Supreme Lodge and included 
in the printed journal of each regular convention thereof. 


Section 47 of the Supreme Statutes, relative to the Supreme Master of 
Exchequer, provides that he shall present to the Supreme Lodge at the 
opening of each biennial convention a printed statement of his proceedings 
during the two preceding fiscal years. These two sections, taken together, 
indicate that the purpose was to have such report much as a message to 
congress would be in the case of the United States government. During 
my term I was requested to call upon an officer of the Supreme Lodge to 
furnish such detailed statement. I felt then as I do now—that to interfere 
with the discharge of the duties of the office of a Supreme Officer was 
beyond my province, especially when the constitution and statutes had 
been specific in their provisions. If it is intended that at stated periods a 
detailed statement of the receipts and expenditures should be made, a pro- 
vision therefor should be incorporated in the organic law. 


XXI.—OFFICIAL VISITATIONS. 


My predecessor conceived and carried out a plan of official visitations 
that was productive of a vast amount of good. Probably no man in the 
history of our order has so impressed his personality upon the Grand 
Lodges as did our esteemed friend, Brother Blackwell. One question 
was the great question during his two years, namely, the German 
question. He measured its importance, and with dauntless courage met 
the issue. His burning words of eloquence were heard through the length 
and breadth of the Supreme Domain. With perfect command of the sub- 
ject, and thoroughly aroused as to its importance, he presented the situa- 
tion as it seemed to him, with force and power and a persistence that 
marked him as a leader of leaders in the hour of necessity and in the days 
of danger. With my coming into office the time for argument had passed. 
The Supreme Lodge had simply reaffirmed its position of 1892, and I felt 
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that there was an end of this subject and there was no necessity of waiting 
for a second reiffirmance. My duty was one of work. There was much 
ill-feeling, much vituperation and much unnecessary and unjust comment 
and criticism upon my predecessor. My mission was so far as possible to 
unite, to bring about harmony, reconciliation, observance of law, regard 
for authority, and I am glad to say that fully ninety-five per cent of the 
foreign-born membership of our order are today loyal and true—they can 
be counted upon as being faithful to law, regardful of authority, conferring 
the ranks in the language of our country, and in all ways doing everything 
in their power to add to the glory and permanence of our fraternity. 

With this purpose in view, I immediately, after the establishment of 
the office in my home, took under consideration the matter of visitation 
of Grand Lodges, I was hampered by the illness of my secretary, Brother 
Radcliffe, but had succeeded in visiting thirteen Grand Lodges when my 
health failed me in May, 1895, and compelled me to absolutely desist for a 
number of months. Since then I have visited either in person or had 
some officer of the Supreme Lodge visit Grand Lodges wherever it was pos- 
sible to do so. In the last three months I have travelled over sixteen 
thousand miles in the making of these visits. I have not attempted 
oratory. I have believed in talking to the representatives to the Grand 
Lodges as I would to them as members of the subordinate lodge. I have 
taken up the matters of the greatest importance in making the subordinate 
lodges successful—the matter of castle halls, working properties, team 
work, memorizing the ritual, conduct of lodge meetings, character of mem- 
bership, payment of dues, etc. All the success of the order is made in the 
subordinate lodges—its growth, its permanency, its membership—all is 
found there. I have endeavored to impress familiarity with the ritual and 
our meetings have been more after the style of good old-fashioned love 
feasts. I am sure that a vast amount of good has been accomplished by 
thése visits. Out of the fifty-four grand domains, eighteen show a decrease 
of 5,695 in the year 1895, while the total net gain during the year 1895 was 
7,545. The gain during the same period of time in the grand domains in 
which I had the pleasure of visiting was 6,515. I have not encouraged 
ostentation or display. I felt that the quiet exchange of ideas with those 
who were interested in the subordinate lodge work would be productive 
of the real good. I have tried to be to them the plain worker in the sub- 
ordinate lodge. That the course has been successful, I am assured by the 
many letters received since my visits and the call that has been made in a 
number of instances to furnish what I had said in the Grand Lodges for 
publication and distribution in pamphlet form throughout the subordinate 
lodges. My only regret is that in this matter I was hampered by the 
absence of my secretary, as well as by my ill-health. 

I am extremely grateful for the courtesy and kindness that has been 
shown me on every hand. The humblest members of the order paid me ~ 
the highest possible compliment by feeling that they could approach me 
and discuss matters of common interest without any feeling of awe of rank 
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or title. Largely, very largely, through these visitations I will remember 
the past two years as the brightest and best of my life, and I trust I may be 
spared the health and strength that as a private in the ranks I can drop in 
upon some of the Grand Lodges I was unable to visit as chief executive. 


XXII.—AMENDMENTS. 


1. In my judgment there should be some amendments to the Supreme 
Statutes to avoid inconsistencies which are there found. The one I have 
especially in my mind is found in sections 262, 265, 397 and 398. Section 
262 peremptorily requires the suspension of a member who may be in arrears 
for dues, fines and assessments equal to the amount of one year’s dues. 
Prior to that time he can not be suspended. The first paragraph of section 
265 provides that a page, esquire or knight is in good standing if he is not 
under suspension from membership for the non-payment of arrearages or 
other causes. Section 397 is mandatory upon the chancellor commander 
requiring him to communicate the semi-annual password to any member 
of the order who has attained the rank of knight and who is in good stand- 
ing in the subordinate lodge over which said chancellor commander pre- 
sides. Section 398 provides for an order requiring other chancellor com- 
manders to communicate the semi-annual password but under different 
circumstances. Taking these sections and construing them together, it is 
plain to be seen that one may be in possession of the semi-annual password 
and visit another lodge for a period covering two months after his suspen- 
sion from his own lodge. To illustrate, a knight has his dues paid up to 
and including September 80, 1895. Under the law he can not be suspended 
until at least thirty days after September 30, 1896. Suppose he has’ paid 
no dues at all after the payment to September 30, 1895, immediately after 
the installation of the officers in January, 1896, he is entitled to the pass- 
word for the current term, he is also entitled to receive the password im- 
mediately after the installation of the officers in July, 1896, for that term. 
The chancellor commander is required to communicate it to him. He has 
still paid no dues. Immediately following September 30, 1896, it is the 
duty of the master of finance under Section 262 to give him notice of his 
arrearages and that he will be suspended from his lodge and from the order 
unless the same are paid within thirty days thereafter. At the expiration 
of the thirty days, or any time after November 1, 1896, the dues still remain- 
ing unpaid, it would be the duty of the lodge to so declare him in arrears 
and of the chancellor commander to declare him suspended; so that he 
would be suspended from the lodge and from the order early in November, 
1896, and yet he would be in possession of the semi-annual password and 
could visit other lodges up until the close of December, 1896. This surely 
could not have beenintended. Itis, as has been suggested by one Supreme 
Representative, a premium to members not to pay theirdues. For myself, 
my observation has taught me that those domains which in years gone by 
required dues to be paid in advance were the most prosperous, and I must 
admit personally that my sympathy is in that direction, but whatever 
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changes are made, the present condition of things should not be permitted 
longer than it can be remedied. 

It is also well to note that while the foregoing applies to a member 
receiving the semi-annual password in his own lodge, yet section 398 pro- 
vides that, if the member is absent from his lodge, he can not receive the 
order for the semi-annual password unless he has an official receipt for all 
indebtedness to his lodge to the beginning of the semi-annual term within 
which this order bears date; so that a knight who is unfortunately away 
from home is placed upon an entirely different footing from the members 
of the lodge resident at home. In the case above stated, if the brother is 
absent from home, he could not receive the password for either of the semi- 
annual terms of 1896, and would be compelled to pay his dues to January 
1, 1896, to get the password for that term, and again pay July 1, 1896, to 
secure the password for the last semi-annual term of the year. 


2. Section 440 of the Supreme Statutes is as follows: 


If the Supreme Chancellor shall be convinced that any officer of a Grand 
Lodge has been guilty of either of the offences defined in section 429, he 
shall prefer, or cause to be preferred, charges against such officer in the 
subordinate lodge of which he isa member, and prosecute the same toa 
final hearing; and upon the filing of said charges in his subordinate lodge, 
the said officer shall be suspended from the exercise of his official functions 
pending such charges. 

There are exceptions to all rules, and applying this the strength of the 
statutes is shown by the weakness of section 440. An officer of the Grand 
Lodge disregarding any of the provisions of section 429 is to be brought to 
trial for the offence and charges are required to be preferred in the subordi- 
nate lodge of which he isa member. Let us think of thisa moment. A 
brother occupying a position as member of a Grand Lodge must almost of 
necessity have had the backing and support of his subordinate lodge. He 
is a part and parcel of that lodge. His success is the success of that lodge; 
his position of honor in that lodge and his advancement is its hope and its 
ambition. It is a lodge composed of his friends—those who largely have 
been the cause of his elevation to placeand power. And for any violation, 
it may be simply upon a question of construction of law, he can not be 
required to answer in any other place than his subordinate lodge. It may 
be that he has disregarded the order of the Supreme Chancellor, yet there 
is no relief except to have him tried by the subordinate lodge—a lodge 
composed, as a rule, of his personal friends—a jury, we may say, of his 
own selection. I do not think that any Supreme Chancellor, or other per- 
son, would prefer charges against a grand officer in the subordinate lodge 
of which said officer isa member. To doso would result in humiliation 
to the person making the charge. Indeed, this is a serious matter. It 
may be said that charges could be made to the Supreme Tribunal, but be 
that as it may, I fail to see what element of strength or wisdom is found in 
section 440. 


3. The provision adopted by the Supreme Lodge at its last convention, 
allowing the Supreme Chancellor to commission the Supreme Vice Chan- 
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cellor to assist him in making official visits to Grand Lodges, has proved of 
practical benefit. Several occasions have arisen during my term, however, 
when a visit to a Grand Lodge was considered important, and it was not 
practicable for either of the officers named to attend. In such cases, I 
assumed the authority to commission some other Supreme Lodge officer 
to make the necessary official visit, and I have thus availed myself of the 
cheerfully rendered services of the Supreme Prelate and the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seal, to the material advancement, as I believe, of 
the good of the order. I trust that you will approve my action in this 
respect; and, in order that my successor may have a legal right to do what 
I have done without specific written authority, I recommend that section 
49 of the Supreme Statutes be amended by adding the following: ‘The 
Supreme Chancellor may designate some other officer of the Supreme 
Lodge to visit a Grand Lodge, in case it is impracticable for either him or 
the Supreme Vice Chancellor to do so.’’ Change the heading of the 
chapter accordingly. 


4. I have written each of the Supreme Representatives for ideas with 
regard to amendments, and the general temper seems to be to make haste 
slowly in this direction. Some suggestions have been made, but I have 
felt, other than those named, that I would leave it to the judgment of the 
Supreme Lodge. It is well to make haste slowly in the matter of legisla- 
tion. Weare much more of a legislative body under the present SOveres 
ment than before and can afford to proceed with deliberation. 


XXIIT.—ENDOWMENT RANK. 


While to me every branch of Pythian knighthood has always been a 
matter of interest, yet I freely confess that, previous to becoming your 
Supreme Chancellor, I had not given to the Endowment Rank that character 
of thought and consideration with which the other departments of Pythian 
effort had inspired me—at one time, indeed, I had viewed it with distrust, 
though that had long since passed away. When, however, by virtue of the 
office to which I had been elevated, I became an active participant in the 
councils of the Board of Control, and gained full insight into the affairs of 
the Endowment Rank, with a deeper study I became enamored of my 
subject, and learned more and more to value and appreciate not only the 
grand and practical purposes and achievements of the insurance branch of 
our order, but also the splendid accomplishment of the Board of Control. 
Attending its quarterly meetings with regularity, entering into the discus- 
sion of all questions that were presented, I participated actively in the 
labors, and learned intelligently of and about its affairs. I found, at these 
board meetings, the detail of every feature laid bare without concealment 
or disguise, every thing acounted for honestly, faithfully and well, and I 
found myself amongst brothers who, without any reward save the pleasure 
it brought them, labored earnestly and to the best of their ability in the 
performance of this Pythian duty.® Gladly, therefore, at the close of my 
official term, and with it the termination of my meeting with the directory 
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of the Endowment Rank, can I in all good conscience confidently testify to 
the efficiency of its management and the reliability of its financial system. 
Of the details, you will be fully advised by the comprehensive report pre- 
sented at this convention by the Board of Control. 

Believing it necessary for the better protection of the interests of the 
Endowment Rank, and in order that all questions as to the strict legality of 
its acts may be set at rest, the board will present for your consideration a 
comprehensive code of laws for the government of the Endowment Rank. 
To these I have given careful examination and can heartily recommend - 
their adoption. 


XXTV.—NECROLOGY. 


As the years go by, it is fair to assume that the death roll will be length- 
ened. It will not be long until most of us who today are active in the 
cause of Pythianism will be added to the list. At present there is no sys- 
tem by which can be gathered for the records of the Supreme Lodge the 
names of our illustrious dead, except by the effort of the Supreme Chan- 
cellor. It would seem to me that this should be required in the reports of 
the various Grand Keepers of Records and Seal to the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal. In the present manner reports are secured only once in 
two years, and ofttimes one Grand Keeper of Records and Seal is succeeded 
by another who may have forgotten or neglected to put down the Past 
Grand Chancellors. 

If this list is not complete, it simply stands as proof of the suggestion I 
have made, that a more certain method be required for its preparation:

In the foregoing list are found many whose names have been “ house- 
hold words” in the cause of Pythianism, many of whom have left their 
impress on the order not only in their own state, but throughout the 
Supreme Domain as well. Let us deal kindly with the memory of the 
departed, cherish their virtues and extend the same charity that we all 
shall surely need in the great beyond. 


XXV.—THE UNIFORM RANK. 


This very important branch of our order has had much thought on my 
part during the past two years. The Supreme Chancellor is brought into 
close relations with the membership of this rank wherever he goes, and if 
interested in this branch of our organization as I have been, he feels a deep 
concern for its welfare and prosperity. The growth and prosperity of this 
rank in the past has been far beyond the expectations of the men who, in 
the Supreme Lodge in 1877 and 1878, advocated so earnestly its establish- 
ment. Its growth is due largely to the fostering care given it by the 
Supreme Lodge, as well as to the efforts that have been so unceasingly 
given by those who have been in direct control of its management and 
work. While no work or thought for its advancement has been too great 
or too constant on the part of all, and this work and thought has been 
given by officers and members alike, all having performed their part, each 
in his own particular sphere, in my judgment the time has come that the 
Supreme Lodge should, by wise legislation, more fully guard and preserve 
the splendid work already done. 

The Supreme Chancellor has taken special care to look into the affairs 
of this rank during his term of office. From the Major General I have 
gathered the following information as to its financial affairs and its numer- 
ical increase during the past two years. 

I find that the receipts of the rank from all sources were as follows: 


For the fiscal year ending March 31, 1895........... $ 8,738 05 
For the fiscal year ending March 31, 1896........... 10,197 03 


For a fuller statement, showing expenditures and the entire financial 
condition of the rank, I call your attention to the report of the Major Gen- 
eral on that subject. My purpose is to call your attention to the fact that 
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the revenues have been sufficient to meet the current expenses of the 
rank, taking into consideration the fact of the increased expense caused by 
the creation of the Supreme Council. To meet the increased expense 
upon the rank caused by creation of the Supreme Council, it was found 
necessary to provide additional revenues over and above what had been 
previously laid by the Supreme Lodge. These revenues were in no place 
excessive, but they have added to the expense borne by each division. 

The increase in new divisions for the two years ending March 31, 1896, 
has been 104. Since March 31, 1896, and up to and including July 28, there 
have been received twenty-three applications for additional divisions, which 
have been approved, and these divisions will soon be instituted. When we 
consider that this country has been passing through a period of unprece- 
dented business depression, the increase in the military branch of the 
order is indeed remarkable. 

The last convention of the Supreme Lodge by statute created what was - 
to be known as the Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank Knights of 
Pythias. The first meeting of this Supreme Council was held at the city 
of Indianapolis, April 30, 1895, and continued in session for three days. 
The act creating the Supreme Council provides that the Supreme Chan- 
cellor shall be a member of that body. Being a member of the Supreme 
Council I attended, and was present during the first two days of its session. 
There was much attempted legislation crowded into this session. The 
council prepared and adopted a constitution for the council and for the 
government of the Uniform Rank. I did not see or have an opportunity 
to examine this constitution until some time after the adjournment of the 
Supreme Council. There was also a committee on rules and regulations, 
to whom was assigned the duty of formulating rules and regulations for 
the guidance and control of the rank. The committee on rules and regu- 
lations prepared and submitted the constitution herein referred to, but did 
not complete the work on the rules and regulations, and were, upon the 
request of the committee, authorized to complete their work in vacation, 
and when completed, the rules and regulations were to be published for 
the government of the military branch. The committee having this work 
in charge did not complete their work for some three or four months after 
the adjournment of the Supreme Council. The rules and regulations, 
together with the constitution, which had been adopted by the council, 
were sent to me as the commander-in-chief for my examination. I 
declined to approve them because of matters therein contained which I 
deemed contrary to the Supreme Constitution and Statutes. The Major 
_ General suggested that the main difficulty in the rules and regulations 
might, with the consent of the brigadier generals, who composed the 
Supreme Council, be amended so that they would not be in conflict with 
the Supreme law. He, as he has informed me, took the necessary steps to 
secure the consent for making the change, and received the consent of a 
majority of the brigadiers to the proposed change. The changes having 
been made, I, as commander-in-chief, then authorized the publication of 
the rules and regulations. The publication of the constitution of the 
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Supreme Council, as prepared by the council, was thoroughly canvassed, 
and as that document had been adopted by the council in convention 
assembled, we were both of the opinion that simply the consent of the 
members of that body had no power to authorize any changes, except in 
an assembly of that body. Therefore, upon the suggestion of the Major 
General, that a special meeting of the council was to be held during the 
convention of the Supreme Lodge in Minneapolis, the place of meeting not 
having been changed at that time, and that the matter could be remedied 
then, and that in the meantime no harm could come to the Uniform Rank 
by not publishing the constitution until after that meeting, I joined fully 
in his views on the subject, and the constitution was not published. I see 
by an examination of the printed proceedings of the council that certain 
amendments to the Supreme Statutes were proposed by the council. It 
may be that if the Supreme Lodge shall amend its Supreme Statutes, as 
suggested, it will cure some of the defects in the constitution of the 
Uniform Rank. My own judgment is that the amendments suggested 
must go beyond the Supreme Statutes to the Supreme Constitution. I 
ask that you give these proposed amendments careful consideration before 
acting thereon. The Supreme Constitution has been prepared with 
exceeding great care and thought by the ablest members of the order, 
and no change should be made without most substantial reasons therefor. 

While on this subject of amendments to the Supreme Statutes, I wish 
to ask the question, whether it might not be advisable to amend the stat- 
utes on the subject of the Uniform Rank, and place it back where it was 
before the enactment of the statute creating the Supreme Council. By 
this I mean, should we not place the Uniform Rank back once more en- 
tirely under the direction of the Supreme Lodge? I have found that there 
is much diversity of opinion, both among the members of the Uniform 
Rank and the members of the order. The impression obtained among 
many that by the creation of the Supreme Council the Supreme Lodge 
sought to divorce the Uniform Rank from the Supreme Lodge, to cast it 
off. That no such thought was in the minds of the members of the Su- 
preme Lodge, no one can doubt who knows the men who advocated the 
enactment of the statute. The bond that unites the Supreme Lodge to all 
branches of the order can not, in my humble judgment, be made too 
strong. The success of the Uniform Rank prior to the enactment of the 
present laws was phenomenal. Back of the Uniform Rank was the Su- 
preme Lodge, and that very fact gave it prestige, just as it gives the 
Endowment Rank standing and solidity in the minds of those who enquire 
about it. Besides this, there should be but one law-making power for the 
branches of the order. As it now stands, the Supreme Lodge reserves to 
itself the right to legislate in regard to the Uniform Rank, and yet at the 
same time confers the right upon the Supreme Council to legislate. So 
long as this condition of affairs continues, there will be conflicts between 
the two legislative branches, or rather between the parent tree and the 
branch. This conflict will not necessarily arise between the two because 
of antagonism, but may come from many other causes. Sooner or later, 
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however, there will arise jealousies, and a contention as to which shall or 
shall not decide questions affecting the management of the military branch. 
Beyond all this, however, arises the question as to whether or not the 
Supreme Lodge can delegate legislative powers. One other matter should 
also be considered if we are to look to the future welfare of the Uniform 
Rank. That is, we should look after the success from a financial stand- 
point as the membership may be affected. It costs more, it must of neces- 
sity cost more to the membership to keep up an establishment—Supreme 
Council—separate and distinct from that of the Supreme Lodge. This 
increased expense must be met by the men who fill the ranks or by those 
who hold positions or commissions. I do not wish to consider the order 
of Knights of Pythias, or any branch of the order, as a cheap organization, 
but we must not fail to remember that a question of reasonable expendi- 
ture, and not extravagance, is always to be considered. There is no dis- 
guising the fact that the men who fill trenches, who do the marching, who 
have helped to make our Supreme Lodge conventions the great success 
they have been, come from the plain, every-day men—they who belong to 
the ‘bucket brigades” that fill our manufactories, and by their daily toil 
build up the great industries of the land. On this subject I have said suf- 
ficient to lead your minds to a careful consideration of matters which I feel 
are becoming more and more matters of vital importance to the welfare 
and perpetuity of this military branch of the order, and for which I have 
ever had the most thorough desire for success. In this connection I wish 
to urge upon this convention that in the location of the next convention 
of the Supreme Lodge, due consideration be given to the Uniform Rank. 
In my judgment, the place that may be chosen for the next convention of 
the Supreme Lodge should be one where accommodations can be had fora 
general encampment of the Uniform Rank from all portions of the Supreme 
Domain—north, south, east and west. In the intermediate years between 
the conventions of the Supreme Lodge, it is all right to have local or brigade 
encampments, and I most heartily approve of such encampments in the 
‘off year,” but in the year of our Supreme Lodge convention there should 
be but one encampment, and that should be attended by the Uniform Rank 
throughout the length and breadth of the limits of the order. 

The circumstances that brought about the condition of affairs this year 
I trust may never occur again. This year it was better to have brigade 
encampments than to have none at all. But let us all act in unison and 
harmony for a magnificent encampment of the Uniform Rank for 1898, 
thereby showing to the world that there are to be no sectional lines in the 
nights of Pythias. 


XXVI.—GERMAN QUESTION. 


Following the legislation of 1892, with reference to the printing of the 
ritual in the English language, a goodly number of the members of German 
lodges insisted that the question should be resubmitted to the Supreme 
Lodge at its convention in 1894, with the hope that the action of the 
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Supreme Lodge in 1892 would be reversed. In the convention of 1894, in 
the decision of this question, as great consideration was shown for individual 
opinions as in any deliberative body I ever attended. The discussion was 
calm and free from passion or prejudice. A principle was involved in the 
case, and each side was ably presented. The action of the Supreme Lodge 
in 1892 was affirmed by a vote so overwhelming that I do not believe it 
will come up again. Some of those not members of the Supreme Lodge, 
who made the fight for the ritual in the foreign tongue, were not inclined 
to accept the decision. In many instances German papers were used and 
severe attacks made upon my predecessor, and in some instances garbled 
extracts were taken from his report, and a spirit of bad feeling was attempted 
to be engendered. Long newspaper articles were written, some most 
intemperate in their character, but for this the majority of our foreign 
friends are not to blame. 

I had but to do with the period of my administration. I declined to be 
brought into controversy in the press,and treated upon the lines of the 
discharge of my official trust. The statement was made that our order was 
opposed to foreigners. This I resented with all the force at my command. 
I took the position that we, as members of this order, were descendants not 
many generations removed from those who lived beyond the seas; that we 
would not be found casting reflection upon those who were responsible for 
our being. Our order is American; it stands for country and for order, but 
believes in loyalty to flag and tongue. It welcomes those who come to us 
from foreign shores desiring to be Americans, knowing our language, 
observing our laws and aiding in the prosperity of our country. And in 
using the word “country,” I do not limit it at all to what is commonly 
called the United States. This loyalty to flag was recognized when the 
Ontario brethren marched down Pennsylvania avenue in 1894 carrying the 
flag of their country, by the cheers of the spectators—citizens of this 
republic. Not that we so loved the flag they bore, but we did appreciate 
and did compliment their loyalty to it as the flag of their country. Welcome 
all people who come to us in the spirit Ihave named. Our order stands 
for Americanism. It says to those coming to our country not caring to 
know our language, not caring to observe our laws, not caring for our cus- 
toms, thrice welcome will be the ship that shall bear you back to the land 
from whence you came. This order in this country desires no man fora 
member who does not wish to know its tongue and does not care to famil- 
iarize himself with its laws and has not a proper regard for its customs and 
its institutions. Fully ninety-five per cent of the foreign membership of 
our order prior to the adoption of the new ritual are loyal today. No 
doubt some good men may leave us, but as within the knowledge of all 
who have given this subject study, a very large per cent who did not regard 
our tongue, our laws and our customs, who have withdrawn on account 
of the new ritual, turns the apparent loss to gain. Our order is better off, 
our country is better off, without those who care not for its tongue, its laws 
and its customs. 
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Receiving information that the law was disregarded in Chicago, I wrote 
the Grand Chancellor of that domain the following letter : 


September 25, 1894.

DeEAR Sirk AND BroTHER—I am advised that one or more German lodges 
in Chicago are disregarding the edicts of the Supreme Lodge as to the ritual. 
As the Grand Chancellor of the state 1 of course look to you to see that the 
law is regarded. I desire to hear from you at once upon this subject, with 
such information as you may have. Fraternally yours,

On September 27 I received the following reply: 


CuicaGgo, Iu., September 26, 1894. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor, Lima, Ohio: 


DEAR Sirk AND BrotrHerR—Your esteemed favor of the 25th duly to hand. 
I hasten to reply, and can only say that I am not aware that any of the 
German lodges in my district are using a German ritual, although I have 
heard so; I have visited several of them incog, but can not find any German 
rituals in use. Iam also aware of the fact that we have several spies, who 
are making a business of watching German lodges, and if they find anything 
wrong I think it would be only common courtesy to apprise me of the fact 
before complaining to the Supreme Chancellor. These persons who com- 
plain to you are the very ones who will take every means in their power 
to evade the laws of the order for personal gain. 

Now, in regard to the Germans of this jurisdiction, I can truthfully say 
to you that they are loyal, and will do everything in their power to obey 
the edicts of the Supreme Lodge. 

On Saturday, September 15, I heard there was to be a meeting of all the 
German lodges in the jurisdiction to be held at the North Side Turner hall. 
I made it my business to be there and see what is going on, and, if possible, 
pour oil on the troubled waters, but I found no troubled waters. It was 
one of the most peaceful meetings I was everat; of course they complained 
of the hardship imposed upon them, but all agreed to stay by the old ship, 
and do all in their power to live strictly to our laws. 

Now, Supreme Chancellor, if they are not doing this, I assure you I 
shall do my duty as I did under Past Supreme Chancellor W. W. Blackwell, 
and from his communications to me it seems he was satisfied. 

And now, dear sir, I desire to tender you, in behalf of the Grand Lodge 
oi Illinois, a most hearty and sincere invitation to be present with us at 
our next session of the Grand Lodge at the city of Springfield, commencing 
Tuesday, October 16. Again promising my assistance to uphold the laws,

In reply to this I wrote Grand Chancellor Burgoyne to the effect that 
he owed it to himself as Grand Chancellor to see that the law was carried 
out, informing him that in the matter of the rituals, as well as in all other 
matters, the laws and edicts of the Supreme Lodge must be regarded. 

This brought matters up to the installation of John A. Miller as Grand 
Chancellor. Following his installation I wrote him as follows:

Dar Sir AND BrotHerR—In view of the situation in Illinois, I call upon 
you as Grand Chancellor to request of the various foreign speaking lodges 
who are not now complying with the Supreme Lodge law to do so at once, 
and desire you to take such steps as may be necessary to satisfy you of the 
exact condition of affairs. In case.there areany failures to comply with the 
law I desire prompt notice of the fact. 

Will you also be good enough to send me acopy of the new constitution 
and laws? I desire to hear from you fully upon this subject before the dis- 
semination of the new semi-annual password in your Grand Lodge. With

On November 17, 1894, I wrote Brother Miller, among other things, as 
follows: 


Iam in constant receipt of information from parties that the lodges of 
Chicago are still using a German translation of the ritual, and it is hinted 
that the deputies are not performing their duties, but arrange with the 
German lodges so that when the appointees of the Grand Chancellor are 
present no translations are used. When information comes to me I at once 
write to the parties to communicate the facts to you, as you are the person 
who has control over the grand domain of Illinois. There is one thing I 
am determined upon, and that is that the law be obeyed, and I know I 
shall have your assistance. Might it not be well to select some one who is 
not known as a deputy, and upon whom you can absolutely rely, and 
appoint him a special deputy to correctly ascertain the exact facts? ’ 

The general report that the law is being violated in your state is placing 
your grand domain and administration in a position which I feel is false to 
you at least, and I hope some means will be discovered to put a stop to it.

DEAR SIk AND BrotHER— Yours of the 17th inst. to hand. Ihave no doubt 
but what some of the German lodges do some of their ritual work in Ger- 
man, and I have today written to D. D. G. C. Lauterer to make it his busi- 
ness to give me a positive report on the question, which I no doubt shall 
have within a week. 

I shall be in Chicago myself on the 27th and 30th. I know Brother 
Lauterer will give mea true report; not only this, but the leaders of the 
German lodges beg me to take action, in order to bring things to a focus. 

Now, my dear Supreme Chancellor, I should like for you to tell me 
what to do or to instruct my deputy; to take or arrest the charter, and of 
course not give them the semi-annual password or instruct the district 
deputies not to give it. They will bring suit in civil court, which I wanted 
to evade if possible. 

I met with them in Chicago and tried my best to get them to fall in 
line. They finally agreed to try the tribunal, and now, today, I received a 
letter from one of them that the tribunal rejected them, and the sooner I 
would proceed against them the better it would please them, as they 
wanted to know what the future would bring them, as you, as Supreme 
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Chancellor, have other states to handle, and, in fact, as I now see it, the 
fey eo peaking lodges of the states look on this, the Germania, of Chicdgo, 
as a test. 
I think it well for you to dictate to me what line to take and how to act.

Dear Sir anD BrotHER—I am just home from a ten days’ sojourn, 
which accounts for your not hearing from me, and noting by your letter 
that you will be in Chicago, I address this to you in care of Brother Cald- 
well. Your letter causes me to go back and examine your former circular. 
I do not like its tone, as youseem to put yourself wholly as an instrument 
of the Supreme Chancellor, leaving the impression that you are doing an 
unpleasant act. My judgment is that you, equally with myself, are inter- 
ested in upholding the laws of the order and seeing that they are observed. 
The treatment of a lodge by the officers of the grand domain for failure to 
comply with the law is a procedure under the laws of your own grand 
domain and of which you should be, and no doubt are, more familiar than 
I. For me, at this distance, to undertake to advise would be an unwar- 
ranted assumption. Your letter leaves me in doubt as to whether you 
have some power by which you can enforce the laws, and that you have at 
least some hope in that direction without indicating what that hope is 
and how you expect to accomplish the result. 

I, with you, simply desire that the laws be observed and obeyed. I, 
with you, hope that this may be done without being compelled to resort 
to harsh means. You have not indicated how this is to be accomplished, 
nor is it my province to dictate to you. I should not think of it unless 
there is an absolute refusal (which I have no reason to expect) to uphold 
the laws of the order. I do not desire to be officious, but I am very much 
in earnest in the one proposition: that the laws be observed. With great

On the 24th day of December, 1894, Grand Chancellor Miller filed 
charges with the grand tribunal of Illinois, charging Waldeck Lodge, No. 
136, of the grand domain of Illinois, with refusing to comply with the 
orders of the Supreme Lodge with reference to the ritual. Such action 
was had that while the grand tribunal of Illinois expressed itself as believ- 
ing that the legislation of the Supreme Lodge was harsh, arbitrary, unrea- 
sonable and unnecessary, yet Waldeck Lodge was guilty of the charges 
made, and ordered said lodge to stand suspended until compliance with 
the law. From this finding no appeal was taken by Waldeck Lodge. It 
preferred the courts, and the case was heard before Judge Brentano, and 
they succeeded in securing a favorable decision, of which I received notice 


~ by telegram as follows:

Deak Sir AND BRroTtHER—Your telegram to hand. So far I have received 
nothing concerning the Waldeck case, except the notice from our Grand 
Keeper of Records and Seal that Judge Brentano decided against the Grand 
Lodge. The written opinion did not come to me yet, and Brother Caldwell 
writes me that our attorneys would file an immediate answer, which will 
delay matters again. 

Now, should this appeal be necessary, will the Supreme Lodge furnish 
bond and pay expenses of appeal, including lawyers’ fee? I am afraid 
that I have no right to place this large expense on our Grand Lodge. I find 
no law which would justify me doing this. If we have such a law I 
would be pleased to have the same pointed out to me. 

This and the new laws have put our grand domain to great expense 
already. From vote and expressions of our Grand Lodge, they would be 
satisfied with this decision of Judge Brentano’s, and I would not be justified 
to put this additional expense on our Grand Lodge unless the Supreme 
Lodge will cover the expense.

DeaAR Sir AND BrotHEeR—If I can succeed in inducing the members of 
Waldeck Lodge, No. 136, to agree to the following proposition, would you 
ratify it? Namely, that I will reinstate all members of Waldeck Lodge, 
No. 136, except those who took part in the organization of a lodge or lodges 
of the Improved Order of Knights of Pythias, as Waldeck Lodge, No. 136, 
on the condition that they use the English ritual only, until the decision 
of Judge Brentano in the case of Waldeck Lodge vs. the Grand Lodge of 
Illinois, is affirmed or reversed by the Supreme Court of Illinois, or in case 
the Supreme Lodge should appeal the case to a still higher authority, or by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, should the Supreme Lodge 
appeal to that tribunal, and Waldeck Lodge agrees to obey the final judg- 
ment of the highest tribunal to which the case is carried.

DeaAR Sir AND BrotHer—Your favor through the. kindness of Brother 
Burns is in my hands. Replying thereto, I beg to say, every member of 
Waldeck Lodge knew the law and knew that they were violating it. I have 
heard of no protest from any member of Waldeck Lodge upon this subject. 
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No one or more members have endeavored to maintain the law of the 
Supreme or of the Grand Lodge. Your proposition that they come in upon 
the basis of conditional loyalty—to be loyal until the final decision of the 
Waldeck case, and then be loyal or disloyal as to them seems best—can not 
be considered by me for one moment. You could, no doubt, find a way 
out for every true and loyal member of Waldeck Lodge, but the proposi- 
tion of being loyal if they have to and being disloyal if they may be can not 
be tolerated fora moment. Every member is now either loyal or disloyal, 
so far as I am advised disloyal. With this state of affairs I can not for one 
moment treat with disloyal members upon the basis of temporary loyalty, 
to be terminated if the disloyalty which they have advocated should prove 
successful.

Dear Sir AND BrotHER—Yours of the twenty-sixth ultimo before me. 
My return was much delayed, and a great amount of correspondence 
accumulated on me delayed my answer to you. 

The suggestion I made to you through Brother Burns was only a sug- 
gestion by me. I thought if we could hold things together in Chicago by 
making this agreement we would not give away anything. If the highest 
court orders judgment against us we will have to submit. But should 
judgment be reversed, and Brother Burns assures me it will, we have simply 
not lost this lodge and the Improved Order of Knights of Pythias lost their 
hold. This is what I would like to work for. 

I think it not proper to look on men who differ with us on this question 
as enemies, no more than men would who have any other question settled 
by the court. 

Brother Burns has not assured me the expense for an appeal in the 
Waldeck case, which I would have been pleased to have. 

Brother Caldwell tells me that a large number of our Grand Lodge mem- 
bers will oppose allowing any bills for further expense in the Waldeck case. 
So I would have to take an appeal at my own risk, unless the- Supreme 
Chancellor will guarantee the expense, of which I have no assurance so far.

In response thereto I sent the following reply:

John A. Miller, Grand Chancellor, Cairo, Illinois: 


Dear Sir AND Brotuer— Your favor-of September 4th before me. I am 
surprised at your still clinging to the proposition made to Brother Burns. 
For my part, I will not for one moment consent to treating those who 
would overturn the Supreme law if in their power, and would appeal to 
the courts for the purpose of doing it. I have no faith in that kind of 
Pythians, and I do not believe the order has. 

As to the question of expense, it is a matter that has been by me 
referred to Brother Burns, and whatever he does will be carried out to 
the letter. Entirely independent of this, however, I beg to say to you 
that the Supreme Lodge expects you, as Grand Chancellor of the grand 
domain of Illinois, to uphold the constitution and statutes of the order. 
Nor will the excuse that any lodges in your state may be opposed to this 
course be for one moment accepted. 
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Iam not surprised that you have received a letter from Brother Cald- 
well in the tone you indicate; but over and above this I, as Supreme 
Chancellor, call upon you as Grand Chancellor of Illinois to see that the 
laws of the order are upheld and maintained until the final decision of the 
court of last resort. I do not desire to be offensive, but as Supreme Chan- 
cellor I must insist that you, as Grand Chancellor of Illinois, will see to it 
that at all times and under all circumstances the constitution and statutes 
are maintained and upheld. 

I believe and have faith in the loyalty of the Grand Lodge of Illinois and 
the subordinate lodges composing it, notwithstanding the letter of Brother 
Caldwell that this is not the case. I desire to hear from you at the earliest 
possible moment, that we may know just where we stand.

Dear Sir AND BrotrHer—The sheriff of this, Alexander county, read me 
the order of the Supreme court of Cook county the morning of September 
5th, commanding me to reinstate and restore the members of Waldeck 
Lodge, No. 1386, Knights of Pythias. 

I waited until yesterday noon, but receiving no answer from you or 
Brother Burns on my request concerning the further expenses in the case, 
on which Brother Burns and I had a consultation in Chicago on the 24th, 
so yesterday noon I mailed an order to D. D. G. C., Geo. Lauterer, in Chicago 
to execute the order of the court on the following condition: ‘‘That Wal- 
deck Lodge, No. 1386, Knights of Pythias hereby agrees that the reinstate- 
ment of their lodge, as ordered by the Supreme court of Cook county, shall 
not interefere with the Grand or Supreme Lodge of the Order of Knights 
et Pythias taking an appeal to higher courts, and we hereby waive such 
claim. 

I had no desire to be arrested for contempt of court, and being informed 
that the last day the court gave me was next Tuesday, and not having any 
answer from you or Brother Burns concerning my proposition, which I 
deem a very fair one, I had to act. 

Today, shortly before I received yours of yesterday, I received a letter 
from C. E. Anthony, attorney, in which he infers that he had a letter from 
Brother Burns which stated that the Supreme Lodge would guarantee and 
protect us in the expense, and that the Supreme Lodge would appeal the 
case, I therefore telegraphed my D. D. G. C., Geo. Lauterer, to not rein- 
state Waldeck Lodge until further orders from me. 

I will also at once write to Brother Caldwell, the G. K. R.S., to sign any 
papers necessary for the Supreme Lodge to handle the case. Hoping that

My answer thereto was as follows:

Dear Sir AND BrotHeEr—Upon my return from a visit to the Grand 
Lodge of Connecticut, this morning, I find your favor. There should have 
been no trouble whatever in the matter. It was your duty as Grand Chan- 
cellor to have complied with the orders of this office. As you saw your 
line of action in a different direction, it will be for future consideration. I 
am indirectly advised that the charter of Waldeck Lodge has been restored, 
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although your letter would indicate otherwise. I should be obliged to you 
if you would furnish me positive information upon this subject at once. 
In any event, I beg to say that I am not fully satisfied, and I do not believe 
the order is, with the situation of affairs in Illinois. It is well, however, 
to withhold judgment until the facts are known, and upon them I shall 
rest.

Dear Sir AND BrotHEeR—I am in receipt of a communication from my 

D. D. G. C., George Lauterer, of Chicago, in which he states that, not 

returning to his office Saturday evening, my dispatch to not reinstate 

Waldeck Lodge did not reach him until Monday morning, and that he did 

reinstate Waldeck Lodge last Saturday’night. I then sent an order, of 
which the enclosed is a copy.

Being compelled to attend the Grand Lodge of New Hampshire at the 
time the Grand Lodge of Illinois met, I requested Brother Burns to be 
present at Illinois with reference to Waldeck Lodge, but it is due to IIli- 
nois to say that his services were not needed, as the Grand Lodge very 
promptly set aside the action as to the reinstatement of Waldeck Lodge. 
In the meantime the case was carried to a higher court, and the decision 
of Judge Brentano reversed. Waldeck Lodge, in turn, carried the case up, 
and it is still pending. 

The latter part of October, 1895, John A. Miller, as Grand Chancellor of 
Illinois, was succeeded by John J. Brown. Following upon the lines I 
had with his two predecessors, I, on November 30, 1895, wrote Grand Chan- 
cellor Brown the following letter: 


John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor, Vandalia, Illinois: 


Dear Siz AND BrotHeR—I am informed that a number of lodges within 
your grand domain are still working the German ritual and conferring the 
ranks in German, especially in the city of Chicago. I desire that you 
investigate and ascertain the facts. As Supreme Chancellor I respectfully 
order you, as Grand Chancellor, to withhold the semi-annual password 
from any lodges you find so violating the laws of the Supreme Lodge. 
There are means for your information upon this subject entirely inde- 
pendent from the relationship of deputy and Grand Chancellor. I trust 
that you may be diligent in ascertaining the facts in regard to this, for 
there is a very general feeling that a certain number of lodges in the city 
of Chicago are taking pride in the fact that they are ignoring the laws of 
the Supreme Lodge. Ido not want to be offensive, but I must insist upon 
the observance of the law, and I feel that the order at large can rely upon 
you, as Grand Chancellor of the grand domain of Illinois, to be diligent n 
ascertaining the facts, to the end that the edicts of the Supreme Lodge be 
upheld and the good name of the grand domain of Illinois be maintained.

On December 3 he replied, and I quote that portion of his letter with 
reference to this question: 


As to the German lodges using the German ritual, I am entirely 
ignorant of that fact. I know nothing of it whatever. I have been in 
Chicago three times since my election, but have heard no word of com- 
plaint along that line, but upon directions in your letter of November 30, 
I shall, as soon as it is possible, inform myself as to whether the laws of 
the order are being disobeyed, and will report the facts to you upon my 
securing the information. My individual judgment or feeling in this mat- 
ter will have. nothing whatever to do with my duty. I shall enforce the 
law as far as I can, and will report the same to you. 


Nothing further was heard upon this subject. 
On June 29, I wrote Grand Chancellor Brown the following letter: 


June 29, 1896. 
John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor Knights of Pythias, Vandalia, Illinois: 


Dear Sir AND BrotHer—lI beg to thank you for the prompt action in 
the Lincoln Lodge Pleasure Club excursion matter. I trust that this is the 
last time that a Supreme Chancellor will be compelled to take up the Sun- 
day observance question. 

I beg to call your attention to the fact that lodges in Chicago are vio- 
lating the law, and are still using the German ritual, and are violating the 
law continuously. I call upon you to see that this is stopped. The matter 
has been notorious and they boast of the fact, and, so far as I know, no 
earnest effort has been made to put astop toit. The continuance is not 
only a reflection upon the order, but is a reflection upon your domain as 
well. May I hear from you? .

To which I received the following reply: 


VANDALIA, ILLINoIs, July 6, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B, Richie, Lima, Ohio: 


Dear Ricute—I have your letter, and can say that personally I know 
nothing of any infringement or violation of the law in reference to ritual- 
istic work. Itis probably true that in Chicago they are violating the law,. 
but no information of that kind has ever come to me. It may be that my 
deputies are winking at the non-compliance, but I have determined to go 
to Chicago Wednesday and remain over Thursday. Of course I have two 
points in that. One is, I desire to investigate what your letter states, and 
the other is, to visit the great silver convention. Trusting that I may find 
matters all right in Pythian circles in Chicago, and wishing you success,

Upon July 10, I wrote him upon another subject, and received the fol- 


lowing letter: 
VANDALIA, IuL., July 13, 1896. 
Hon. Walter B. Richie, Lima, Ohio: 


Dear BrotHer Ricnie—Yours of July 10 noted. I was in Chicago two 
days, but failed to see you. I regretted it very much, because I think that 
a conversation between us personally would do much more good than 
writing, as you could ascertain then how I feel about this grand domain 
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and what it is doing for Pythianism. I am going to Chicago again tomor- 
row night, and I shall look further into the matter of the German ritual 
business. I instituted a lodge, or assisted in it, while in Chicago, and also 
was in attendance upon the Democratic convention, and could not give as 
much time to the matter as I would like. I will also, when in Chicago, 
attend to the matter of Shanovski, and will réport again on my return.

Nothing more was heard from Grand Chancellor Brown, and has not 
been up to this time. 

In another portion of this report, under the head of ‘ Disloyal Past 
Grand Chancellors,”’ is found the report of Past Supreme Chancellor How- 
ard Douglass, appointed Commissioner under the action of the Supreme 
Lodge in 1894. On Monday, July 27, 1896, the taking of testimony upon 
that subject was had before Brother Douglass at the Auditorium hotel in 
Chicago. The main proposition upon which the German brethren seemed 
to insist was the protection of Past Grand Chancellor Fred Buchman, and 
to that end, and at the instance of the defence, a number of members of 
German lodges were subpcenaed. At the investigation there had it was 
established upon testimony conclusively and beyond all question that, 
with one or two exceptions, each of the lodges formerly known as German 
lodges had continuously and without interruption disregarded the law of 
the Supreme Lodge by using a translation of our ritual in the German 
language. The order is very much indebted to Past Grand Chancellor W. 
D. Kennedy for the work that has resulted in the getting of this positive 
information. I have been, during my term, making every effort to get 
proof of the facts, but the opportunity only came with the desire of these 
people to protect Brother Fred Buchman. The evidence is complete and 
conclusive, and the members of these lodges squarely and fairly admit it. 
It shows that two deputies of the lodges formerly known as German 
lodges—Henry Schwartz and George Lauterer—had full knowledge of this 
violation of law. The impression left by the members of these lodges, 
some of whom I talked with personally, led me to conclude that they felt 
that while formally ordered by the officers of the Grand Lodge of Illinois to 
obey the law, at the same time they were not to pay any attention to such 
orders. 

The disclosure made is, to a great extent, embraced in the following 
letter to Grand Chancellor Brown, mailed to him immediately upon my 
return from Chicago, July 30, 1896: ‘ 

) July 30, 1896, 
John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor, Vandalia, Illinois: 


Dear Sir AND BrotHER— During your term I have, upon a number of 
occasions, called upon you to see that the law was observed with reference 
to the use of the German ritual by lodges in Chicago. In response to the 
last call, on June 9, you agreed to visit Chicago and ascertain for yourself. 
Under date of July 13, you wrote me that you had made such visit, and 
that on the 14th you were going to visit Chicago and make further 
investigation. Since that time I have heard nothing from you. I beg to 
inform you that I have in my possession the sworn testimony of members 
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of German lodges in Chicago freely given—no hesitancy about it—which 
shows that nearly every one of the lodges which formeriy were known as 
German lodges, are now and have been continuously violating the law. 
They have used the German ritual in the opening and closing and in the 
conferring of ranks whenever conferred. Their officers have been installed 
in German by your deputies, George Lauterer and Henry Schwartz— 
Schwartz by his own statements. lLauterer, refusing to answer the 
summons, is convicted by the testimony of Fred Buchman and Fred Frosch. 
The testimony in my hands shows, as individually applied, that Germania, 
No. 2; Hoffnung, No. 7; Goethe, No. 8; Schiller, No. 15; Concordia, No. 83; 
Teutonia, No. 97; Steuben, No. 147; Koerner, No. 156, as well as all other 
formerly German lodges in Chicago, with possibly one or two exceptions, 
are violating the law in this particular. Fred Buchman, Henry Schwartz 
and Fred Frosch can tell you as to Germania, No. 2._ Philip Maas can tell 
you as to No. 83. John Poppowitz can tell you as to No. 15. Fred Frosch 
and Henry Schwartz can tell you as to No. 8. Schwartz can tell you as to 
Hoffnung, Concordia, Teutonia, Steuben and Koerner. 

Having gathered the facts which seemed to be beyond your reach, I now 
demand as Supreme Chancellor that you, as Grand Chancellor of the grand 
domain of Illinois, enforce the law. The statements of Henry Schwartz 
prove that he should no longer be a deputy, and the testimony of Fred 
Buchman and Fred Frosch shows the same facts as to George Lauterer. 
You have desired information; now you have it. These men should no 
longer be your deputies. And in my desire to enforce the law, you will 
please excuse me if I suggest that for each of the German lodges in Chicago 
you appoint a special deputy who is loyal to and in sympathy with the 
Supreme Lodge, and who will attend the meetings of these lodges. You 
have it in your power to know personally, beyond question, whether or not 
the law is observed. If it is not observed, your way is clear. 

I trust that, with the data now in your hands, you will be able to bring 
about such a condition of affairs in Chicago that the city will no longer be 
held in reproach throughout the Supreme Domain, and that no longer will 
there be any possible chance for a shadow of suspicion that the officers of 
the grand domain of Illinois are not earnestly endeavoring to uphold the 
law. When you visit Chicago you can, if you wish, call upon Past Grand 
Chancellor W. D. Kennedy, who has a copy of the testimony given. The 
impression left by the testimony as well as statements on the outside of the 
record leads to the conclusion that in many instances these people con- 
sidered that their course while formally forbidden was quietly winked at 
by those in authority in your state. 

I can but close by again saying that as Supreme Chancellor I expect you 
as Grand Chancellor of the grand domain of Illinois to enforce and uphold 
the laws of the Supreme Lodge. I have furnished you the data and the 
proof—my duty in the premises is at an end, other than to expect and insist 
that the law shall be upheld, and you can be assured that such will be the 
case if it lies in my power. With wishes for success in the effort to wipe 
out this blot upon the otherwise good name of Illinois, I am

The necessity of having this report in the printer’s hands prevents 
my waiting for reply. If there is any matter between this date and the 
convention of the Supreme Lodge for your consideration, your attention 
will be called to it. 

In Ohio, Humboldt Lodge, No. 58, of Dayton, at the instance of certain of 
its members, issued a circular upon the German question which was highly 
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inflammatory and demanded prompt attention. I at once notified Grand 
Chancellor Sutphen, who very promptly required Humboldt Lodge to with- 
draw its circular and make the proper amends. 

On April 5, 1895, I received a telegram from Evansville, Ind., indicating 
that trouble existed there. It being in close proximity, I telegraphed Past 
Supreme Chancellor Blackwell, requesting him to visit Evansville and 
investigate. His reply was prompt, and in company with Brother Atkin- 
son he went and the same day reported. The situation was ascertained to 
be as follows: A member of the order in Evansville, in passing through a 
job printing office, found one of our rituals standing upon a type case and 
saw the forms made up, and at once took possession of the ritual. It was 
ascertained that quite a number of these rituals, so copied, had been printed 
and were in the express office for shipment. An injunction was obtained 
against the shipment of these rituals. The case was put in the hands of 
Hon. John B. Cockrum, an eminent lawyer and Chief Tribune of the Grand 
Tribunal of Indiana. The case is now pending at Evansville. This act is 
the most outrageous one that has been undertaken by the enemies of the 
order. It isan attempt at absolute appropriation of our ritual by those 
who claim that some personal right of theirs has been infringed upon. No 
more audacious thing was ever attempted—no more despicable thing ever 
heard of than this. The larceny of the ritual is denied, but its identity 
never has been, and the ritual is now in the possession of Supreme Keeper 
of Records and Seal White. I have not heard it even questioned but that 
the ritual was to be used by the Improved Order of Knights of Pythias. 


THE DETROIT CASE. 


By memorials and otherwise, certain German leaders urged and insisted 
that the German lodges secede from the Knights of Pythias and form a 
new and independent organization; and, in fulfilment of said threat, revolt- 
ing and seceding members, although bound to our organization by the most 
sacred obligations to maintain the laws of the order enacted by the Supreme 
Lodge of the Knights of Pythias, did, in violation thereof, assemble in the 
city of Buffalo, N. Y., on the 19th day of December, 1894, four months after 
the convention of the Supreme Lodge at Washington, and the adoption of 
said legislation, excluding the use of the German ritual, about twenty-five 
delegates in number, representing as many lodges, and did then and there 
assume to revolt and secede from the Order of the Knights of Pythias, and 
formed, as they claim, a new order, to be known as the Improved Order of 
the Knights of Pythias. At said session at Buffalo, officers were elected 
of the so-called Improved Order of the Knights of Pythias; and said meet- 
ing adjourned to meet in the city of Detroit, Mich., on the 9th day of July, 
1895. Believing, as I did then, and do now, that the name Knights of 
Pythias, which is loved and revered by every loyal member of the order, 
ought not to be used to designate an organization seceding from the order 
and a body of men who had totally disregarded the most sacred obligations, 
I,on my own account, and at the suggestion of every officer of the Supreme 
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Lodge, at once took steps to enjoin the so-called improved organization 
from the use of the name Knights of Pythias, and from the translation, 
printing, publishing, issuing, engraving, copying, using, uttering, selling, 
giving away or using in any manner whatever any ritual like, or in sub- 
stance like, the ritual now in use by the Supreme Lodge of the Knights of 
Pythias, or any other ritual heretofore in use by said order of the Knights 
of Pythias as adopted by the Supreme Lodge, or by using the name Knights 
of Pythias, or any derivative thereof, or from publishing any printed mat- 
ter whatsoever calling themselves the Improved Order of the Knights of 
Pythias, or in any manner whatsoever, by the use of badges or otherwise, 
holding themselves out as Knights of Pythias, and from using the name 
Knights of Pythias in connection with said so-called Improved Order of the 
Knights of Pythias. An injunction bill was filed on the 9th day of July, 
1895, in the Wayne circuit court for.the state of Michigan, in chancery, and 
an order issued that the defendants show cause before the circuit court 
for the county of Wayne, in chancery, on the 11th day of July, 1895, why an 
injunction should not issue as prayed for in said bill of complaint, Philip 
T. Colgrove and John C. Burns appearing as solicitors for the complainant, 
the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias. The matter of temporary injunc- 
tion was argued at length before the court, all the judges in the city of 
Detroit sitting in the hearing of said motion. Several months passed 
without the motion for a temporary injunction having been determined. 
Indeed, the motion for a temporary injunction was never decided by the 
court, but the case went to hearing upon its merits. The testimony in the 
case was exhaustive. The history of the Order of Knights of Pythias from 
its inception to the present time was fully and at length set forth, together 
with the organization of the Uniform Rank, the Endowment Rank— 
branches of the Order of the Knights of Pythias—and after the testimony 
had been submitted on both sides, an adverse decision was rendered by 
Judge Carpenter, who heard the case upon its merits. The case was then 
appealed to the supreme court of Michigan, and it is expected that it will 
be heard and determined in the September term thereof. The questions 
involved in this litigation are far-reaching. The reported cases directly in 
line are few in number, but sustain fully the position taken by the com- 
plainant, and I earnestly believe that the supreme court for the state of 
Michigan will reverse the decision of the circuit judge and sustain the 
position taken by'complainant—that they are solely entitled to the use of 
the name Knights of Pythias. In connection with this case it may not be 
out of place to state that a decision was had in the superior court of Van- 
derberg county in the September term, A. D. 1895, St. George Lodge, No. 
148, Knights of Pythias, v. Henry Rosenthal, involving practically the 
same question raised in the case at Detroit, and that said case was decided 
by Hon. J. H. Foster, presiding judge, holding that the order of the 
Knights of Pythias was entitled solely to the use of the name; that the 
so-called Improved Order of the Knights of Pythias have the right to 
organize a new order, to admit into that organization any individual or 
class of individuals they may desire, and to use a ritual printed in any 
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language they wish, but they must not in the organization of the order 
assume the name, or lead others to believe that they constitute a prior 
organization or part thereof. 

The brief submitted by counsel for the complainant in the Detroit case 
is full and exhaustive, containing as it does reference to all of the adjudi- 
cated cases touching upon the question; and, after a careful consideration 
thereof, it is my candid opinion that the position so taken by the Supreme 
Lodge and its counsel will be maintained, and the dignity of the order and 
its fair name sustained and vindicated from those who have seceded from 
it by reason of the legislation heretofore referred to. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that I have had my hands well filled 
with the German litigation. The disturbance has been spotted, but it has 
been intense and expensive. In all that I have done I have acted in 
council with the officers of the Supreme lodge and other prominent mem- 
bers of the order. Looking back at it, I am not sure that all of it has been 
of a profitable character to the order. I am not sure but that we have too 
strongly desired to retain the class of people who have gone out. I have 
felt that we must protect the ritual and its name. I do not feel that I could 
have done less. Our order has not lost prestige by the going of those who 
have gone, and Iam quite sure thatit is gaining in character and in standing 
by reason of that fact. It is hard to fight against those who plunder, as 
shown in the Evansville case; it is hard to fight when the judgment that is 
obtained is linked with an apology, as was done by the Grand Tribunal of 
Illinois. But I am glad to say that the instances are rare where a grand 
officer was not in sympathy with the laws as laid down by the Supreme 
Lodge. It would seem to me that there should be no domain without suffi- 
cient strength within its own officers and members to compel compliance 
with law. I do not believe there is a domain where this can not be done if 
only the strong men of the order would unite hand in hand with the officers 
of the Supreme Lodge to see that the law is enforced. I am glad to say that 
so far as the members of the Supreme Lodge are concerned the instances 
have been very few where I have not had support in this matter. And I 
am glad to note that one who was prominent in’ the debates upon the 
German side of the ritual question at Washington wrote me at the time of 
the Evansville outrage: ‘‘Use every dollar that belongs to the Supreme 
Lodge, and if necessary mortgage its income for the next twenty years, in 
maintaining the law.” 

I can not understand how any one could retain his seat in the Supreme 
Lodge without being earnestly and actively in support of the Constitution 
and Statutes. The fight is one that must be carried on until finally suc- 
cessful. During my administration I feel that great good has been accom- 
plished, and the great body of the Germans are in full accord and sympathy 
with the law asit stands. The fight will be won within six months, when- 
ever the grand officers take hold of the subject with the determination that 
the law shall be upheld. It needs but this to put this question forever at 
rest. 
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XXVII.—DISLOYAL PAST GRAND CHANCELLORS. 


In compliance with the action of the Supreme Lodge convention in 
1894, pages 6828 and 6902, I appointed Past Supreme Chancellor Howard 
Douglass a special commissioner to discharge the duties provided for in the 
report of the committee and in the action of the Supreme Lodge. On 
July 30, 1896, I received the report of the special commissioner, and set 


it forth in full: 
CINCINNATI, OHIO, July 29, 1896. 


To Hon. Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor Knights of Pythias, Lima, Ohio: 


Dear Sir AND BrotHeR—While this report is made to you, yet as it is 
for ultimate submission to the Supreme Lodge; for the consideration of 
the members of that body, I deem it best, to a more intelligent under- 
standing of the subject, that I present a short statement of the facts 
nes up to the immediate happenings of which this report is the out- 

rowth. 
. Following the convention of the Supreme Lodge of 1892, Supreme 
Chancellor W. W. Blackwell, in endeavoring to enforce the law with ref- 
erence to the use of the ritual “in the English language only,” found 
opposition in many quarters, and so reported to the Supreme Lodge. 

In connection with his report, at the convention of the Supreme Lodge 
in 1894, on page 6554, under the heading, ‘‘ Disloyal Past Grand Chan- 
cellors,”’ he says: 


Under this title I wish to refer you to the ‘‘ letter head’”’ of the ‘‘ National Convention 
of German Lodges,’’ which appears over the resolution copied for your information in the 
chapler designated ‘‘the German question,’’ and to ask that you note thereon the fol- 

owing: 
Charles T. Loehr, Richmond, Va., member of ‘‘ advisory committee.’’ 
Henry Wellenvoss, Louisville, Ky., ‘‘chairman executive board.’’ 
Fred Buchman, Chicago, Ill., member ‘‘ executive board.”’ 


These three men are members of this Supreme Lodge—one is a Past Supreme Repre- 
sentative—and they have taken all the many sacred and solemn obligations in our order. 
By virtue of higher pledges, greater distinctions and vast experience which should come 
to all who worthily wear these honors, the Supreme Lodge has a right to expect much 
more of them than from the humbler subordinates, and in case of disorder, insubordina- 
tion, etc., it was the duty of these men to act as conservators of law and order, and to 
counsel cheerful obedience to constituted authority. Instead, however, I charge each 
with having aided, abetted and, by their conduct and presence, of having encouraged the 
German insubordinates to greater acts of disloyalty, and in so doing, of having violated 
every principle of honor in connection with these higher obligations, thereby proving 
themselves totally unworthy of the high honors heretofore conferred. Believing that an 
example should be made of these disloyal members, that it may stand as an object lesson, 
Iam constrained to ask that steps be at once taken looking to the expulsion or suspension 
of these three individuals from further membership in the Supreme Lodge, asa partial 
punishment for conduct unbecoming members thereof, and to show our condemnation 
of their proceedings. 

Wellenvoss and Buchman were active participants in the revolutionary proceedings 
held at Indianapolis June 12 and 13, 1893, and members of the ‘‘ executive board ’’ which 
has since managed the publication of our ritual in German; Loehr, being a member of 
the ‘‘advisory board,’ must have advised, or, at least, consented to the steps taken, and 
is therefore equally guilty. I trust it may be the determination of this body to handle 
this subject with such firmness and fearlessness that no member of the Supreme Lodge 
willever again dare to defy its edicts. 


The same being referred to the ‘‘Special Committee on German Ritual,” 
on pages 6827 and 6828, in a very comprehensive report, they endorsed the 
action of the Supreme Chancellor, in reporting in regard to these parties, 
and recommend the appointment of a special commission who was to act 
under the direction of the Supreme Chancellor, and make investigation 
into the charges made by Supreme Chancellor Blackwell. 

When the report of the special committee came up for action, it appears, 
on page 6902, that the report of the committee was adopted, but the inves- 
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tigation was ordered to extend not only to those who were directly accused 
but also to “‘any other member of the Supreme Lodge against whom suffi- 
cient evidence may appear.” 

Following the convention of the Supreme Lodge of 1894, complying 
with the action at that time, I received from you a document, setting forth 
my appointment as commisssoner, authorized under the legislation referred 
to at the last convention. This document appears in connection with the 
testimony attached to this report. 

Believing that this whole matter involved a principle, and bore on col- 
lateral issues that required the utmost care and prudent investigation, and 
knowing that there was no particular reason why the enquiry should be 
hurried or unnecessarily hastened, I pursued, by correspondence and other- 
wise, acontinuous and cautious inquiry. I realized that the interests of the 
order at large—that which would be the greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber—should govern in this matter, and that at a time when some of our 
membership were irritated and unduly excited was not the opportune 
moment for taking up a question of this kind, especially as delay in regard 
to it could work no injury to any one, and might possibly lead to safer, 
better, more complete, exact and just conclusions. Iam now satisfied that 
this latter view of the situation in connection with this investigation, has 
been more than justified by the outcome. 

Becoming satisfied by correspondence received and other means of 
information, that in all probability the investigation to which there would 
be attached the greatest importance would be that of Past Grand Chancellor 
Fred Buchman, and being satisfied also that it was not the intention of 
either Past Grand Chancellors Loehr or Wellenvoss personally to appear, 
I decided to hold the investigation of all three cases at the city of Chicago, 
Ill., and accordingly set the hearing at that place for July 27, 1896, at the 
Auditorium hotel at 10:30 o’clock in the forenoon, and so notified all 
parties in interest. 


C. T. LOEHR. 


At the time appointed, upon calling the case of C. T. Loehr, of Rich- 
mond, Virginia, the accused not appearing, I had to fall back upon the 
information and correspondence already in my possession. It is but justice 
to Brother Loehr to say that he had previously notified me of his inability 
to be present; he, however, put in his defence, and the documents are 
filed herewith. , 

In this case it is proper to state that in the report of the special com- 
mittee made at the last convention of the Supreme Lodge, page 6827 of the 
Journal, in reference to Brother Loehr, it said: 

We find no evidence of any overt act upon the part of Charles T. Loehr, but inasmuch 
as his name appears as one of the advisory board upon the letter heads of the German 
association formed for the OEP One of resisting the edicts of this body, and upon one of 
which letter heads is written the resolutions passed at the Indianapolis convention—in 
themselves constituting an offence—we have probable cause for believing that he know- 
ingly permitted the use of his name, thereby lending the movement the benefit of his 
influence. 


And while it was along those lines that I had decided to work, yet my 
acquaintance with him and many excellent Virginia Pythians enabled me 
to dig under the surface and obtain, in different ways, such information as 
enabled me, I conscientiously believe, to reach in his case a just and equi- 
table conclusion. 

Taking up the offence referred to by the committee in the above quoted 
paragraph, I find that the alleged appointment and the placing of the 
name of Past Grand Chancellor C. T. Loehr on the letter heads referred to 
was absolutely without his knowledge or consent, and totally unauthor- 
ized. I find that while it is no doubt true that Brother Loehr was active 
and aggressive, up to and even beyond the line of prudence, in acting upon 
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the great American privilege of protesting against the action of the Su- 
preme Lodge in refusing to print the rituals in anything but the English 
language, yet I fail to find that, at any place along the line, Brother Loehr 
did anything to justify extreme measures in his case. On the contrary, I 
find that for some twenty-six years he has been a most constant, faithful 
and earnest Pythian, and that certainly since the convention of the Su- 
preme Lodge in 1894 he has labored loyally to repair any mistakes of 
judgment, worked for the interests of the order in Virginia, and has been 
the man who has kept his lodge in line, and by his effort succeeded in 
saving a most excellent German lodge to the order, and that, too, working 
in the English language. Brother Loehr has written, assuring me that if 
in this matter he has committed any error of the head, he sincerely regrets 
it, and that now, as in all the years, he is heart and soul with the order. 
The correspondence with Brother Loehr accompanies this report. 


HENRY WELLENVOSS. 


In regard to this individual, the following is the language of the special 
committee, as appearing on page 6827 of the Journal: ; 


We find that there is probable cause for believing that Henry Wellenvoss was present 
at and assisted in the Indianapolis convention of disaffected lodges, and that he has coun- 
selled and advised a course of rebellion and mutinous conduct on the part of various 
subordinate lodges. We find probable cause for believing that he has been a party to the 
translation and use of the ritual, and guilty of conduct unbecoming a Pythian knight. 


In his case, notwithstanding that he resided in Louisville, but a short 
ride to Cincinnati, I was compelled to obtain all information from him by 
correspondence. In addition to this, I obtained, from time to time, some 
insight into his conduct toward the order in regard to the German ritual 
question, and I regret that I have to come to the conclusion that Brother 
Henry Wellenvoss has, fully in the spirit and guardedly in the letter, been 
anything but loyal to the order or to the Supreme Lodge. The fact that 
he was present at and was active in the famous seditious meeting in Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, June 12 and 138, 1893, he not only reaffirms, but in it 
glories; to the incendiary and communistic demand and threat contained 
in the resolution adopted at that meeting he was not only then a party, 
but in his letter of defence, filed with me July 27, 1896, he is still their 
endorser; at that meeting, with his knowledge and consent, he was made 
the executive of a body, organized to subvert the authority of the Supreme 
Lodge Knights of Pythias, today stands upon the same pedestal, somewhat 
alone, ’tis true, but still there and unregenerate. Not only is this the fact, 
but in not a single letter, syllable, word, line or sentence in the correspond- 
ence addressed to this office does Brother Wellenvoss express any regret, 
offer any justification, tender any retraction, or promise a renewed alle- 
giance; indeed, on the contrary, all his acts in this connection have been 
redolent of defiance, permeated by the spirit which prevailed at and per- 
vaded the famous and infamous Indianapolis meeting of ’93, and his very 
letter of defence is a reiteration and endorsement of its vaporings and 
doctrine. 

Added to this, since the last convention of the Supreme Lodge, Past Grand 
Chancellor Henry Wellenvoss, upon being excluded by the vote of his Grand 
Lodge from presence at or participation in the proceedings of its annual 
convention, applied to the civil court for a writ of mandamus to compel the 
Grand Lodge to admit him, which writ was denied, the presiding judge 
holding that Wellenvoss must first have exhausted his remedy within the 
tribunals of the order. From this decision he has taken an appeal, thus, by 
the initial step, and by this latter proceeding, having violated your statutory 
law, acted in contempt of vour authority, continued in a condition of con- 
tumacy, and placed himself without the pale of the order. The correspond-

ence, certified record of the Grand Lodge of Kentucky, and the opinion and 
order of the civil court in regard to the application for a writ of mandamus, 
accompany this report. 


FRED BUCHMAN. 


In commencing the report in regard to this case, it is necessary to state 
that, for a short time previous to the hearing, I put myself, indirectly, in 
communication with some members of German lodges in Chicago, with a 
view to arriving at a conclusion regarding certain facts, so that I might be 
enabled not only to do justice to all parties, but also act intelligently. 
These brethren, all Germans, understanding that it was my intention to 
have the hearing take place in Chicago, requested that I should furnish 
them with summonses for witnesses for the defence, so that I might have 
before me a true statement of the conditions. 

Conforming to this request, which I felt to be reasonable and proper, 
they at once furnished a list of members whom they desired to be sum- 
moned for the defence, of which the following is a copy, and I am assured 
that the several parties therein named were served with notices, either 
personally or by mail: 

Henry Clay Berry, Past Supreme Chancellor, of Gauntlet Lodge, No. 4; 
N. M. Plotke, P. G. C., of Germania Lodge, No. 2; Fred Frosch, P.G. C., of 
Germania Lodge, No. 2; Henry Schwartz, D. G. C., Lodge No. 2; Wm. D. 
Kennedy, P. G. C., of De Molay Lodge, No. 13; John Poppowitz, Schiller 
Lodge, No. 15; Carl Moldenhauer, Uhland Lodge, No. 229; George Lauterer, 
D. G. C., of Koerner Lodge, No. 156; David J. Lyon, P. G. C., of Banner 
Lodge, No. 219; Philip Maas, of Concordia Lodge, No. 83; Hans Linde- 
mann, of Hoffnung Lodge, No. 7; J. F. Stubbe, of Goethe Lodge, No. 8; 
Charles Berghahn, of Teutonia Lodge, No. 97; Carl F. Herman, of Accordia 
Lodge, No. 116; William Pfeifer, of Steuben Lodge, No. 147; F. Schollen- 
berger, of Beethoven Lodge, No. 148; Edward Bales, of Sherman Lodge, 
No. 279, all of Chicago. 

With the facts that were in my possession I did not deem it necessary 
to summon any witnesses for the prosecution. 

When the time set for the hearing arrived all the witnesses for the 
defence were present except Brothers George Lauterer, Deputy Grand 
Chancellor; David J. Lyon, J. F. Stubbe, Charles Berghahn, Carl F. Her- 
man, Edward Bales, Henry Clay Berry and William Pfeifer; it further 
appeared that Brother Berry did not receive the notice in time, and that 
Brother William Pfeifer was in Europe. : 

Having arrived at the city of Chicago on the day prior to the hearing, I 
~was enabled to have a conference with some of the German members, friends 
and old time Pythian neighbors of Brother Buchman, and owing to that 
circumstance I was put in possession of information that not only caused 
and justified me, but demanded that I should shape the investigation 
differently from the manner originally intended. These brethren finding 
that I claimed that in addition to the offence with which he had been 
charged by the then Supreme Chancellor, W. W. Blackwell, Brother Past 
Grand Chancellor Buchman was still continuing to violate the law, in that 
he was an active member in Germania Lodge, No. 2, a lodge that under- 
standing the law to the contrary I had positive evidence was still openly 
violating the law by continuing to use the German ritual in opening and 
closing the lodge, and in conferring the ranks of knighthood, they imme- 
diately proceeded to justify not only themselves but Brother Buchman. In 
order so to justify themselves and him they frankly admitted the fact that 
Germania Lodge, No. 2, of the city of Chicago had never ceased opening and clos- 
ing the lodge and conferring the ranks of knighthood in the German language, and 
that with a few exceptions in the cases of three or four German lodges that 
had recently changed to English, all that were formerly known as the German 
lodges in the city of Chicago were still opening and closing, conferring the ranks of 
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knighthood and their officers being installed in the German language. They 
claimed that while this condition of affairs existed apparently in defiance 
of Supreme authority, that its existence was known to some of the Grand 
Lodge officers and Supreme Representatives, that the two deputies who were in 
charge of the German lodges, to wit: George Lauterer and Henry Schwartz, not 
only installed these lodges in the German language and with the old German ritual, 
but were present in these lodges when they were opened and closed in Germanand the 
ranks of knighthood conferred, and that thus the rank and file of these Ger- 
man lodges seeing that the law with reference to the use of “‘the English 
ritual only”’ was not being enforced, nor any attempt by the Grand Lodge 
officers being made to enforce it, they Were naturally led to the conclusion 
that it was not the desire of the Supreme officers nor of the grand officers 
of Illinois that they should be held to an accounting, and that the Supreme 
law in that regard was to be considered a dead letter. They stated that 
while sometimes direct and sometimes indirect notice was given that they 
should cease the use of the German ritual, yet it was done in such a way 
and followed by such hints as indicated very plainly to them that it was 
the desire or wish of the grand Officers of Illinois that the prohibitory law 
in regard to the use of the German ritual should be obeyed rather in the 
breach than in the observance. They further informed me, and I had abun- 
dant evidence of the truth of the statement, during my stay in Chicago, 
that almost universally amongst the active Pythians, in that city, it was 
generally known and a matter of notoriety that what were known as the German 
lodges were still working in the German language. They further stated that 
during the four years following the legislation of the Supreme Lodge, pro- 
viding for the use of the “ English ritual only,” there had been no earnest 
effort on the part of the grand officers of Illinois to enforce the law with 
reference to the use of the English ritual, and that on the contrary, the 
every day acts and happenings around the Grand Lodge office, if not in so 
many words, conveyed to them the impression that it was not the inten- 
tion of the grand officers to enforce the law. They further stated that at 
the time that the then Grand Chancellor John:A. Miller brought charges 
against Waldeck Lodge, No. 187, for violating the Supreme law, in using the 
German ritual, that the same was done with an understanding with him that 
the said Waldeck Lodge was to be offered up as asacrifice, so that they might 
bring a test case in the civil courts, the outcome of which would govern 
the question as to the authority of the Grand Lodge to enforce the Supreme 
law, and that meantime the other lodges were to continue using the Ger- 
man ritual undisturbed. They claimed that all these things were com- 
monly known, talked of and had become part of current Pythian conversa- 
tion in Chicago, so much so that the general understanding prevailed, at 
least among the German membership, that the officers of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois did not either wish or purpose to administer the law of the 
Supreme Lodge, enforce its provisions or press upon them the use of the 
English ritual. When in contradistinction to this I informed them that 
the respective Grand Chancellors of Illinois, Brothers Barnes, Burgoyne, 
Miller and Brown, had conveyed to Supreme Chancellors W. W. Blackwell 
and W. B. Richie the assurance that the German lodges in Chicago were 
being opened and closed and the ranks of knighthood being conferred by 
them in the English language, and that the latter officers having positive 
information to the contrary, naturally felt incensed, these German brethren 
expressed amazement at such a condition, said that they were in no wise 
responsible for that state of things, and supposed that the true facts were 
tacitly understood by the Supreme officers. . 

Upon being informed of these conditions, and realizing the force of the 
position which these German brethren assumed, if the facts are as stated, 
I concluded to broaden the scope of the investigation and glean what facts 
I could through the medium of witnesses for the defence, even though they 
might not be the natural source from which to obtain it. 


J 
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I then proceeded with the inquiry, and after each witness had testified 
to the good Pythian character and service of Brother Buchman, I interro- 
gated him as to whether or not the German lodges, and particularly his 
lodge, were working the ranks of knighthood, and opening and closing in 
the German language—that the claims they made in that regard were 
established beyond all question, the testimony too completely evidences— 
witness after witness testified that their lodge always had worked and now 
worked in the German language. Deputy Grand Chancellor Henry 
Schwartz, who had and has six German lodges in Chicago under his 
charge, testified that these lodges now worked in the German language, 
and their officers were installed by him in the same tongue; that he had 
been chancellor commander of Germania Lodge, No. 2, of Chicago, during 
the last term, and that during his term the lodge had worked in the Ger- 
man language. Another witness, the city collector of Chicago, Brother 
Philip Maas, testified to being a member of Koerner Lodge, No. 156, of 
Chicago, of which George Lauterer, the other Deputy Grand Chancellor in that 
district, is a member, and that that lodge worked in the German language; 
and all down along the line, witness after witness, freely, frankly, unequiy- 
ocally and apparently without any reserve, testified to the fact that lodges 
in the city of Chicago were working and their officers being installed in 
the German language—all this testimony, unblushingly and unhesi- 
tatingly given, evidencing open and flagrant violation of Supreme law, 
was given by brethren who were members of Geman lodges in Chicago, and 
appeared at the investigation in the interest and at the instance of the defence. 
Their evidence showed that for four years, under four different Grand 
Chancellors of Illinois, this violation of the Supreme law has gone on and 
on, apparently unrestrained, and that therefore, very reasonably indeed, 
the German membership in Chicago had concluded that it was not the 
purpose, desire or intent of the Illinois Pythian authorities to enforce the 
Supreme law—I myself have become convinced of this. Asa Pythian, as 
a lawyer, as a citizen, as a politician (in its best sense, I trust), my expe- 
rience with affairs had demonstrated to me that such a condition of viola- 
tion of law could not exist in a Pythian municipality where the executive 
and his associates honestly endeavor to prevent—any other view would be 
an imputation on their judgment, and almost an impeachment of their 
sanity—these violations were too plain, flagrant, too unblushing, and, may 
I say, too unchecked, to permit of any deduction other than that claimed 
by Brother Buchman and his German brethren, that the Pythian author- 
ities in Illinois had neither desire nor intent that the law requiring the 
use of “‘the English ritual only”? should be obeyed. I looked around me, 
viewed the situation in every other domain where the Grand Chancellor 
and the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal had made it plain to their con- 
stituency that the law in this regard must be obeyed, and I found no lodges 
in such domains working in the German language. I had, therefore, to accept 
the plea of justification offered by these German brethren, not, of course, 
as absolution, though certainly as extenuation. 

I also desire to state that, with one exception, every witness, including 
three Past Grand Chancellors, testified to the fact that for twenty-seven 
years Brother Buchman had labored earnestly, faithfully and well, spent 
his time, money and effort unselfishly for the good of the order, and that 
they believed that the commission of the acts with which he stood 
indicted should be charged to error of judgment, rather than to malice 
prepense—and the testimony so convinced me. 

That you may better understand the full force of the testimony, 
wherein it evidences that Henry Schwartz acknowledged freely that he, as 
chancellor commander of Germania Lodge, No. 2, did the work in the 
German language, and that he installed the officers of certain lodges in 
German, I desire to call your attention to the fact that said Henry Schwartz 
testified, and indeed it appears of record, that he is Deputy Grand Chan- 
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cellor for the following German lodges: Hoffnung, No. 7; Goethe, No. 8; 
Concordia, No.83; Teutonia, No. 97; Steuben, No. 147; and Koerner, No. 156. 

Further, that you may realize the force of the evidence of City Collector 
Maas, wherein he testified that his was Koerner Lodge, No. 156, and that it 
‘‘worked in the German language every time he (1) was there;”’ and also 
the effect of the testimony of Past Grand Chancellor Fred Frosch, when 
he stated that no later than one week ago the officers of his, Germania 
Lodge, No. 2, were installed by George Lauterer in the German language 
and with a German ritual which he carried with him; and also that said 
Lauterer was present when the lodge was closed in German, it may be 
stated that the George Lauterer referred to is a member of Koerner Lodge, No. 
156, and is Deputy Grand Chancellor for the following German lodges in Chicago: 
Germania, No. 2; Schiller, No. 15; Accordia, No. 116; Waldeck, No. 187; 
Beethoven, No. 148; Uhland, No. 229; and Sherman, No. 279. 

It also appears of record in the journal of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, as 
well as in testimony, that the said Henry Schwartz and George Lauterer 
have been the Deputy Grand Chancellors over these German lodges for the 
last three years, and I can not bring myself to the belief that their continued 
reappointment, by whomsoever inspired, was not an end to a means made 
very apparent by the testimony in this case. While it is not entirely 
within my province, as the commissioner in this case, yet I do not believe 
that I commit any impropriety or Pythian offence when I take the liberty 
of stating, as a personal opinion, that, so far as the German lodges in this 
domain are concerned, in regard to the violation of the law with reference 
to the use of the German ritual, these two deputies of the Grand Chancellors 
of Illinois stand, self-confessed, more culpable, and certainly more deserving 
of punishment, than the prisoner at the baf, unless, perchance, they, too, 
may plead and prove circumstances in mitigation. If they can not, then 
indeed, the Pythian executive in Illinois owes it to himself, to his Grand 
Lodge, to his constituency and to the order, that these two.deputies no 
longer “be officers of mine.”’ 

With this report I forward to you a record of the testimony taken in 
connection with the affairs committed to me. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In connection with this report, and the testimony and papers herewith 
submitted, I would respectfully make the following recommendations: 


In the case of Past Grand Chancellor C. T. Loehr, of Virginia, in view 
of all the circumstances coming to my knowledge, and herein presented, I 
would recommend that the charges against him be dismissed. 

In the case of Past Grand Chancellor Fred Buchman, of Illinois, in view 
of his participation in the Indianapolis meeting, and other circumstances 
connected with his case, believing that his long, faithful and honorable 
service in the order, and his pledge now tendered of future obedience and 
loyalty to its mandates, as well as the splendid character given him by all 
the witnesses which appeared before this commission, I recommend that 
the Supreme Lodge order, through the incoming Supreme Chancellor, prop- 
erly certified to by the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, that on or 
before the first day of January, 1897, at the city of Chicago, at such place 
therein, and at such time as may be most convenient to that officer to 
designate, the said Fred Buchman shall personally appear and receive at 
the hands of the Supreme Chancellor, or such Past Grand Chancellor as 
that officer may designate, should he be unable to do so personally, a publie 
reprimand. 

In the case of Past Grand Chancellor Henry Wellenvoss, with the record 
before me as it stands, the circumstances and all the surroundings to this 
case, as presented in this report, I feel it to be my duty and I do hereby 
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recommend that the Supreme Lodge declare by resolution, or as they may 
otherwise provide, that the said Henry Wellenvoss, of Kentucky, has, by his 
conduct in this matter, forfeited the ‘‘honors” of Past Supreme Repre- 
sentative and Past Grand Chancellor in the order of Knights of Pythias, 
and that his name as such Past Supreme Representative and Past Grand 
Chancellor be stricken from the roster of the Supreme Lodge, and the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky duly notified thereof, over the signature of the 
Supreme Chancellor, attested by the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal. 
In closing this report, I desire to tender to you my sincere thanks for 
the honor bestowed in devolving upon me the labors of this important com- 
mission. In performing the delicate duties connected therewith, I can 
assure you that it has been my effort and sincere desire while doing my 
whole duty to the Supreme Lodge and to you, never to lose sight of the 
equities of the accused. TI can, in all good conscience, say that in every act 
done orcommitted in connection withthis matterd have been guided purely 
with a desire to do that which was right, that which was just, that which 
was fair and absolutely impartial to all concerned, and, while I recognize 
the weakness of human nature, yet Ican say to youthat, as far as I can be my 
own judge, I have disposed of the question committed to my judgment free 
from those personal prejudices that too often arise unbidden. 
Asking your acceptance of this report in the true knightly spirit in 
which I can assure you it is presented for your consideration, I am, 
Faithfully and fraternally yours,

By reason of the enforced absence of Brother Douglass in Europe, it 
will be impossible to take further action before the convention of the 
Supreme Lodge. The testimony accompanying the report is too volumi- 
nous to be embraced here, but it will be filed with the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal, and will be at the service of the committee to which 
this matter will be referred, for their enlightenment, leading to such action 
as they deem proper. I regret that this report was not received in time to 
have finally disposed of the whole question. It is apparent from what is 
set forth in Brother Douglass’s report that his course in proceeding cau- 
tiously was wise. I am quite sure that the development of the affairs con- 
cerning lodges in Chicago, as well as Brother Buchman’s relation thereto, 
would not have been so complete had hasty action been taken. I am 
indeed greatly indebted to Brother Douglass for the evidently painstaking 
manner in which he has discharged his duty, and I am under many obli- 
gations to him therefor. 


XXVITL—RATHBONE MONUMENT. 


In compliance with the action of the Supreme Lodge in 1894, I appointed 
on the committee on Rathbone Monument Fund, Brothers Tarbell, Massa- 
chusetts; Young, New Hampshire; Bailey, Vermont; Cook, North Caro- 
lina, and Perry, Pennsylvania; and on the committee on Rathbone Monu- 
ment Design I appointed Robertson of New York; Past Supreme Chancel- 
lor Woodruff, and Kline of Pennsylvania. 

The first thing to ascertain was the amount of money likely to be 
raised. Brother Tarbell prepared circulars which were forwarded to the 
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Grand Chancellors of the respective domains, and, as far as I know, circu- 
lated, and the subordinate lodges called upon to contribute. The change 
in grand officers at about the time and subsequent thereto resulted in 
much delay, and in many instances Brother Tarbell was compelled to 
again call the attention of the grand officers to the circular. On the whole, 
the reports were slow in coming in; in fact, but thirty-two of the fifty- 
four grand domains have up to this time remitted their contributions to 
Supreme Master of Exchequer Sample. I have added Ohio’s contribution 
to the sum total, and have requested the same to be forwarded to Brother 
Sample, leaving twenty-one not heard from. In consultation with Brother 
Robertson, of the committee on design, it was deemed wise not to have a 
meeting of that committee until we had definite knowledge of what sum 
would be realized. In the meantime Brother Tarbell was taken sick, of 
which I was not apprised, and I was relying upon him for the final report 
as to the amount collected. When his serious illness was ascertained, it 
was permitted to pass awaiting his recovery. Iam sorry to say that his 
work is at an end, and one of the noblest Pythians has laid down the 
armor forever. Probably no man in the Supreme Lodge had more friends 
than did he. His heart was as tender as love, his demeanor ever courte- 
ous. He was indeed a model type of the New England gentleman. His last 
act of Pythian work was his endeavor to gather together funds to erect a 
monument marking the resting place of the Founder of our order. His 
death occurred soshortly before the convention of the Supreme Lodge that 
I appointed Brother Young as chairman of the committee, and instructed 
him to go to Brother Tarbell’s home and gather the data Brother Tarbell 
had possessed, and which no doubt would have been embraced in his report. 
The sums collected by states, so far as ascertained, are as follows:

I have called upon the Grand Chancellors of each domain not reporting 
to at once make returns. of any sums collected in such domains. The 
expense incurred thus far by Brother Tarbell has been $90.82. 

Inconsultation with Brother Robertson, a practical man who thoroughly 
understands the subject, it was deemed wise to await final results from the 
fund committee, as we would then know just how much we had to expend 
before we called for a design. 

I am further apprised that the Rathbone lot at Utica is but 12x25 feet. 
There, however, can be purchased a strip along the side of this two feet in 
width, making the lot 14x25 feet. This is necessarily a cramped piece of 
ground fora monument. It has been by some thought that a lot in some 
other location should be secured. Inasmuch as contributions are still being 
added to the fund, I think the better plan would be for the Supreme Lodge 
to direct such action as is thought prudent in the light of all the facts and 
the contributions, matters of which we were ignorant at the time of our 
convention at Washington.

XXX.—CHARTER OF THE GRAND LODGE OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


On July 3,1 received the following letter from C.G. Freed, Grand Chan- 
cellor of Pennsylvania: 
OFFICE OF THE GRAND CHANCELLOR, 
July 3, 1896. 
W. B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor: 
Dear Sir AnD BrorHer—The charter of the Grand Lodge, Domain of 


Pennsylvania, has been lost or mislaid, and after diligent search we are 
unable to find the same. Will you kindly issue another? The Grand 
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Keeper of Records and Seal has been in communication with the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seal, who no doubt is awaiting your sanction. 
Fraternally yours, 
C. G. FrrEeEp, 
Grand Chancelior. 


I at once ordered Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal White to issue 
a duplicate charter to the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. For the purpose 
of having the duplicate a copy of the original, Brother White wrote to 
ascertain the date of the original charter. He received a reply from Grand 
Keeper of Records and Seal Hawkes as follows: 


The date of the original charter was January 1, 1868. 
To which Brother White replied as follows: 


In reply to my enquiry for the date of the charter of the Grand Lodge 
of Pennsylvania, of which you desire a duplicate, you say: ‘‘The date of 
the original charter was January 1, 1868.”’ This is evidently a mistake. 
The Supreme Lodge, not having been organized until August 11, 1868, 
could not possibly have issued a charter on January 1 of that year. 


In response thereto Grand Keeper of Records and Seal Hawkes replied 
as follows: 


Yours of the 23d at hand and contents noted. August 11, 1868, was the 
date appearing on the missing charter. 


Iam advised by Brother White that there is no record of the issuance 
of a charter by the Supreme Lodge to the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania. 
Such being the case, it would seem impossible to issue a duplicate. I 
have caused to be issued a dispensation permitting the Grand Lodge to 
continue work as such until the convention of the Supreme Lodge, and I 
have made this explanation of the facts so that the Supreme Lodge may 
act intelligently upon it. The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania will meet 
between the time of the writing of this report and the convention of the 
Supreme Lodge, and it is desirable that they should have authority to 
work. 


XXXI.—CONCLUSION. 


With the presentation of this report the biennial convention of the 
Supreme Lodge will begin. The field work of my administration will be at 
an end, and we will be assembled to legislate for the best interests of 
the order. I trust that each representative will remember that there are 
fifty-four grand domains. The membership of our order, extending from 
the Maritime Provinces to the Hawaiian Islands, and from Florida to the 
Northwest Territory, of necessity embraces men of varied tastes, varied 
habits, customs and desires. I trust that the vision of each member of 
the Supreme Lodge will be as broad as the Pythian domain. Whilst 
loyal to his constituents, I have no doubt but that each will remember 
that his duty is to the order asa whole. With interests and customs so 
diverse, there must of necessity be forbearance upon the part of all. In

many of the grand domains the order has taken an atmosphere peculiar to 
the habits and customs of its people. I have found in some instances that 
legislation not considered favorable to a. grand domain was looked upon as 
being purposely directed to the hinderance of the order therein. I feel 
sure that if we enter upon the labors with a full realization that this order 
is second to none; that it should everywhere claim for itself a place side by 
side with the best fraternities, that the results will be most satisfactory. 
Let there be no step backward. Pythian knighthood means much, let us 
make it mean more. The members of the subordinate lodges have grown 
in the pride of their membership. May the standard fixed by this body 
be one they can look to with confidence and respect. The day of cheap 
Pythianism is past; the day of cheap rank work is rapidly passing away; 
the day of reading from the ritual the lessons of our order, instead of telling 
them as from heart to heart, will soon be at an end. Cheapness in prop- 
erties, cheapness in rank work, reading from the ritual, means cheap lodges 
and unprogressive Pythianism. We may feel that as individuals our work 
in connection with subordinate lodges is nearly done, but let us give the 
earnest, enthusiastic subordinate lodge Pythians something to hope for and 
to gain. 

Soon the executive authority will pass to other hands. The labors that 
have been mine welcome the day—the pleasures that have been mine 
make its approach a regret. Ican not speak too much for the Supreme 
Lodge officers who have given me help and counsel. They have been 
ready, willingand prompt. My relations with each have been most pleasant. 
There has not been an unkind word to mar the term. Especially do I 
desire to thank Supreme Vice Chancellor Colgrove for the assistance rend- : 
ered. My relations with Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal White have 
been of the most courteous. His wise counsel has been a great support— 
his ready assistance has brightened many a dark day. That prince of 
Pythians, John C. Burns, has been my special counsellor. Upon him I 
have relied. He has proven a source of strength and comfort in many a 
trying hour. I have made many friends, and I can truly say that on every 
hand kindness and courtesy has been shown. A man’s life is not alone 
counted by calendar years; for in the last two years there has been crowded 
the work of a lifetime—a lifetime of courtesy, kindness and regard—many, 
many years of cares, vexations and work. Older, many years older, than I 
was two years ago, I am richer in the friendships of our order, and I lay 
down authority given me with a higher appreciation of the possibilities of 
our order, of the good that it is doing and the great good that it can do than 
ever I had before. I do not claim for my term perfection, but my time, 
strength and unceasing efforts have been devoted to the work, whatever 
may be your judgment. 

I have at all times kept close to the subordinate lodges, believing that 
the most good can be accomplished by a Supreme Chancellor who keeps 
the elbow touch with the membership thereof. The debt of gratitude I 
owe the membership of my lodge and state has at all times reminded me of 
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my duty to the rank and file—to those who have made Pythian knight- 
hood what it is and have given us prominence to the full measure of our 
merit. I feel and know that there are many thousands of Pythians who 
have given me their friendship during the past two years and will remain 
steadfast and true through all the years to come, 

Thanking one and all for what assistance may have been rendered the 
order we so much love, I beg your best efforts, your highest intelligence, 
and that care, caution and prudence in the business of the convention 
which should be expected from the highest and most honored of Pythian 
manhood.

S. 41), I have the honor 
to submit herewith a report showing ‘‘the general condition of the order 
and the financial condition of the Supreme Lodge.” A report of the trans- 
actions of this office during the fiscal year ending March 31, 1895, was 
transmitted to the Supreme Chancellor at the proper time, as prescribed 
by statute. 


THE STATE OF THE ORDER. 


The total number of subordinate lodges, December 31, 1895, was 6504, 
and the total number of members thereof, on the same date, 464,539—a 
net gain, during the calendar year, of 213 lodges and 7545 members; and a 
net gain, during the years 1894 and 1895, of 496 lodges and 20,924 members.

SUBORDINATE LODGES. 


Warrants for the institution of subordinate lodges not within the domain 
of a Grand Lodge have been issued, since my last biennial report, as under: 


Damascus Lodge, No. 4, Montreal, Province of Quebec. Warrant issued 
February 14, 1895; lodge instituted by E. A. Powers, D.8. C., March 6, 1895. 

Ciudad Porfirio Diaz Lodge, No. 5, at Ciudad Porfirio Diaz, Mexico. 
Warrant issued November 1, 1895; lodge instituted by C. H. M. y Agra- 
monte, D. 8. C., November 30, 1895. 

The last report made to this office by Kealia Lodge, No. 5, of Kealia, 
Hawaiian Islands, was that for the June term of 1894. In a short time 
thereafter, this lodge was consolidated with Mystic Lodge, No. 2, of 
Honolulu. 

The last report made to this office by Ivy Lodge, No. 6, of Kohala, 
Hawaiian Islands, was that for the December term of 1893. After vainly 
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endeavoring, for many months, to procure its reports, I was finally 
informed by the Deputy Supreme Chancellor that the lodge was prac- 
tically defunct, and I therefore recommended to the Supreme Chancellor 
the suspension of its warrant, as provided by section 344 8. 8. This was 
done June 23, 1896. 

Valle de Mexico Lodge, No. 2, of the City of Mexico, Mexico, made no 
report to this office after that for the June term of 1894. The Deputy 
Supreme Chancellor, under date of October 22, 1895, wrote that, in his 
opinion, nothing could be done to keep the lodge alive; and, having 
become convinced, after further correspondence, that this was the case, I 
recommended to the Supreme Chancellor the suspension of its warrant. 
This was done June 23, 1896. Meanwhile, however, some of the former 
members of the lodge had been engaged in an effort for its resuscitation, 
which was eventually successful, and the warrant was restored to them 
by the Supreme Chancellor, July 14, 1896. 

In this connection, I desire to call your attention to the absence of any 
law relative to the disposition of the effects of a subordinate lodge under 
the immediate control of the Supreme Lodge, when the warrant of such 
lodge shall have been surrendered or suspended. I trust that, during the 
present convention, you will remedy this omission by the necessary amend- 
ment of section 34458. 8. 


JEWEL FOR PAST SUPREME CHANCELLOR MYERS. 


In compliance with the instructions of the Supreme Lodge, at its last 
biennial convention (O. R. 1894, p. 6803), I procured and presented to Past 
Supreme Chancellor Wilbur H. Myers a handsome jewel, indicative of the 
exalted Honor attained by him. 


SHAW MEMORIAL VOLUME. 


The Supreme Lodge, at its convention held in Washington (O. R. 1894, 
p. 6807), directed me to compile a volume containing the addresses 
delivered on the occasion of the memorial exercises held in honor of Past 
Supreme Chancellor George B. Shaw, deceased, and to distribute copies as 
indicated. The issuance of this volume was materially retarded by my 
inability to procure copies of some of the addresses. The stenographic 
report of the exercises having proved to be so incomplete and inaccurate 
as to be altogether untrustworthy, I was compelled to apply to those who 
took part for copies of their remarks; and the fact that some of them neg- 
lected to reply to my repeated requests will explain the absence from the 
printed volume of some of the addresses which were delivered. 

A copy of the volume, bound in cloth, was sent to each member of the 
Supreme Lodge; and a specially prepared copy, in morocco and gold, was 
forwarded to Mrs. Shaw, accompanied by twenty-five copies of the cloth 
edition. 
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SUPREME CONSTITUTION AND STATUTES. 


Immediately after the adoption of the Supreme Constitution and 
Statutes, I was instructed (8S. 8S. 462) to publish them in book form for 
sale. Nothing was said as to indexes for these codes; but, recognizing the 
fact that their value for reference would be very materially enhanced 
thereby, I prepared an exhaustive alphabetical index for each, and 
appended them to the printed copies. I trust that this action will meet 
your approval. 


DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 


In issuing the volume containing the Supreme Constitution and Statutes, 
I included the declaration of principles adopted by the Supreme Lodge at 
its last convention (O. R. 1894, p. 6837), as well as the act of incorporation 
passed by congress, in order that both these documents might be easiiy 
accessible for reference. Regarding the declaration of principles, I desire 
to suggest that, if it is your intention to have it considered part of the law 
of the order, it should be reénacted in the form of a statute, that it may 
possess binding effect. The Supreme Constitution (vii, 12) prescribes 
explicitly that ‘‘all laws enacted by the Supreme Lodge shall be 
formulated as statutes’”’: the declaration of principles was adopted, if at 
all, merely by adopting the report of the committee which recommended it. 


MOURNING INSIGNIA. 


The Supreme Lodge (QO. R. 1894, p. 6824) adopted a report of the com- 
mittee on written work, which recommended the placing on sale, as part 
of the supplies furnished by this office, of a personal emblem of mourning, 
for use by individual members of the order. It was ordered that this 
should consist of ‘‘a crape button of uniform design and texture,” the 
“selection of material and design and size being left to the judgment of the 
incoming Supreme Chancellor.”’ As soon as practicable, I solicited bids 
and made a contract for the manufacture of the mourning insignia, in 
accordance with the design selected by the Supreme Chancellor. Soon 
after it was placed on sale, my attention was directed to the fact that its 
use was in no sense obligatory, having been prescribed simply by the 
adoption of the report of a committee, instead of having been “formulated 
as a statute,’ as required by the Supreme Constitution (vii, 12). Although 
I continued to sell the insignia to voluntary applicants, I recognized the 
unquestionable force of the objection indicated above; and I therefore 
suggest that, if you desire to make obligatory the use of this or of any per- 
sonal insignia of mourning, you should do so by statutory enactment. 

The Supreme Lodge having failed to reénact the legislation in regard to 
the funeral rosette or badge, to be worn by individual members at funerals, 
which was in force prior to the adoption of the Supreme Constitution and 
Statutes, I have been compelled to hold that there has not been, since that 
date, any prescribed or ‘‘regulation” badge of mourning for Pythian 
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funerals. Such a badge having been in general use heretofore, and there 
being an undoubted desire on the part of many lodges and members for 
permission to use it, I recommend its addition to the list of supplies. 


MASTER OF THE WORK JEWELS. 


In my report presented at the last convention of this body (O. R. 1894, 
p. 6604), I called attention to the necessity of legislation “‘ whereby every 
subordinate lodge shall be required to provide itself, within a definitely 
fixed time, with a jewel for its master of the work.” The matter was 
referred to the committee on written work, and a resolution recommended 
by that committee (O. R., p. 6825) was adopted, to the effect that, ‘‘on and 
aiter the first day of January, 1895, no master of the work shall be installed 
in office unless he shall have been provided with the jewel of his office, 
and that the proper Grand Lodge officers be officially notified to that effect.” 
In accordance with this legislation, the Grand Chancellors and the Grand 
Keepers of Records and Seal of each grand domain were “officially 
notified” by circular from this office—the former under date of Novem- 
ber 1, and the latter under date of October 20, 1894—and they were urged 
to take immediate steps to carry into effect the order of the Supreme 
Lodge. In many instances this was done thoroughly and effectively; but 
there are still more than half of the grand domains in which some of the 
subordinate lodges have not been supplied with jewels for the master of 
the work. The appended list shows the number of lodges in each of the 
grand domains named which are still delinquent in this respect: Arkan- 
sas, 18; District of Columbia, 3; Florida, 3; Illinois, 56; Indiana, 47; 
Indian Territory, 17 (not a single lodge in this grand domain has a master 
of the work jewel); Iowa, 98; Kentucky, 37; Louisiana, 12; Maine, 45; 
Manitoba, 1; Maritime Provinces, 2; Maryland, 29; Michigan, 21; Missis- 
sippi, 11; Missouri, 15; Nebraska, 36; Nevada, 2; New Jersey, 11; North 
Carolina, 12; Ohio, 85; Ontario, 3; Oregon, 5; Pennsylvania, 274; South 
Dakota, 6; Tennessee, 8; Vermont, 2; Virginia, 9; West Virginia, 7; Wis- 
consin, 18. Grand domains not named in this list have supplied all their 
lodges. 

It will be seen from the foregoing list that there remain nearly a 
thousand subordinate lodge which have refused, or at least failed, to obey 
the positive order of the Supreme Lodge; nearly a thousand subordinate 
lodges which continue to permit one of their principal officers to be 
installed into and to occupy his official station without any visible emblem 
of his right to do so. I trust that you will take prompt and effective 
measures to remedy this unseemly condition of affairs. 


THE PYTHIAN UNTVICRSIT Ys 


At the last convention of the Supreme Lodge (O. R. 1894, pp. 6920-21), 
a resolution was adopted, asking for a voluntary contribution of twenty- 
five cents from each member of the order for the benefit of the Pythian 
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University. By the terms of the resolution, I was instructed to call for 
one-half of the specified contribution within four months aftér the close of 
the convention. Before the expiration of the period named, I was requested 
by some members of the board of regents not to issue the call until after 
the board should have held a meeting. The reasons assigned appeared to 
me sufficient and satisfactory, and were entirely in accordance with my per- 
sonal knowledge of the facts stated, and I therefore had no hesitation in 
complying with the request. At the meeting of the board in March, 1895, 
at which I was present by invitation, a resolution was unanimously 
adopted, requesting me not to issue the call until after the terms upon 
which the Supreme Lodge had agreed to accept the property should have 
been complied with. This request was in consonance with my conception 
of my duty to the Supreme Lodge and to the order, and hence no call what- 
ever has been issued. 

The present status of the university is fully set forth in the report of 
the Supreme Chancellor. 


SUPREME LODGE HALL. 


Prior to the Supreme Lodge convei:tions at Kansas City and Washing- 
ton, I was directed by resolution to visit the cities named and make the 
necessary arrangement for a hall for the sessions. In the bustle and con- 
fusion attending the last days of the convention of 1894, the Supreme 
Lodge omitted to give me any instructions as to procuring a hall for this 
convention. Recognizing the indispensable necessity of such procedure, I 
submitted the matter by circular to the members elect of this body, anda 
very large majority of them promptly responded, advising that I make 
the necessary arrangement at the proper time. 

In this connection, I desire to call your attention to the fact that the 
rules of order provide for the appointment by the Supreme Chancellcr of 
a “committee of three on allotment of seats.”” The enforcement of this 
rule is no longer practicable. When it was adopted, only two of the grand 
domains had more than two Supreme Representatives each, so that it was 
not difficult to assign the seats by lot and at the same time permit col- 
leagues to sit together. Now, however, when so many of the grand 
domains have an odd number of Supreme Representatives, it is not prac- 
ticable to assign the seats absolutely by lot. In addition, it is necessary 
for the comfort and convenience of this body that the hall in which it is 
to meet shall be arranged before its members begin to reach the city 
selected for its convention, and hence the work can not be done by a com- 
mittee. I suggest, therefore, the adoption of a rule of order or a statute, 
as may be preferred, requiring the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal 
to make the necessary arrangements for a hall, prior to any convention of 
the Supreme Lodge, including the assignment of seats, which shall be as 
far as practicable by lot. 
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NEEDED AMENDMENTS OF THE SUPREME STATUTHSS. 


Taking into consideration the fact that the adoption of the Supreme 
Constitution and Statutes submitted by the constitutional commission at 
the Washington convention marked an absolutely new epoch in the his- 
tory of fraternal jurisprudence, the Supreme Lodge and the order at large 
are to be congratulated that such pronounced success has attended the 
administration of law under the codes therein contained. That the dis- 
covery of defects should follow the practical application of the new laws to 
the affairs of every-day Pythian life, was naturally to have been expected ; 
indeed, the cause for wonder consists in the fact that there should have 
been so few faults, rather than that faults should have been found. 

The aggregated wisdom of this body may safely be trusted to apply the 
proper remedy to such defects in the constitution and statutes as may 
have been discovered during the past two years; but it will not be consid- 
ered out of place, I hope, for me to point out certain needed amendments 
of statutes applying especially to the conduct of the affairs of my office, the 
necessity for which two years’ experience has demonstrated. 


1. Unpleasant controversy has arisen, during the biennial term now 
closing, between this office and two Grand Keepers of Records and Seal, 
as to the proper construction of the statute requiring the payment of the 
Supreme Lodge tax on additional Supreme Representatives. In one case 
the question was definitely adjudicated, the Grand Keeper of Records 
and Seal having brought the matter to the attention of his Grand Lodge; 
and I am glad to say that the position taken by this office was unani- 
mously sustained by the committee to which the matter was referred, and 
subsequently by vote of the Grand Lodge. In order that there may be 
left no possible room for doubt, however, I suggest the amendment of 
section 27 of the Supreme Statutes, by striking out the last two words, and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words, ‘‘ was entitled on the first day of Jan-

wary. 

2. The Supreme Constitution (vii, 23) requires that the daily journal 
and the official record “‘shall be published in such manner as the Supreme 
Lodge may, by law, provide.” In the case of the official record, the 
Supreme Lodge has, ‘‘by law, provided” (S. 8. 39) explicitly for its pub- 
lication and distribution; but it has made no such provision with regard 
to the daily journal:' This matter should be definitely settled by proper 
amendment of the statute. 

3. Sections 42 and 48 of the Supreme Statutes, as now in force, compel 
two of the officers of the Supreme Lodge, for whom the law provides sal- 
aries, to serve for about five months in alternate years—that is, from 
April 1 until the ensuing convention of the Supreme Lodge—without 
compensation, trusting to the generosity of this body for eventual recom- 
pense. This, of course, will never be an unsafe reliance; but it is hardly 
in accordance with modern business methods to employ a man, set him to 
work and say to him, ‘‘Go ahead, and at the end of the vear I will pay 
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you whatever is right.” Ii “the laborer is worthy of his hire,” it would 
seem that he is likewise entitled to know, before he begins his labor, what 
amount of hire he may expect. I recommend the amendment of the 
statutes named, by substituting for the words, ‘“‘the beginning of the cur- 
rent fiscal year,” the word “installation.” 


4. The law in regard to the sale of paraphernalia by dealers is sorely in 
need of amendment. In its present form, it serves merely to embarrass 
the honorable dealer who endeavors honestly to abide by its provisions, 
while it imposes no effectual restraint on the paraphernalia pirate, who 
neither obeys nor fears it. There are in the United States today more 
dealers than one who openly advertise, and as openly sell to all applicants, 
any desired article of Pythian paraphernalia; and they number among 
their regular customers subordinate lodges in good standing and (I have 
reason to believe) some Grand Keepers of Records and Seal. This body 
should protect the honest dealers who are loyal to its behests,and it should 
use all its power to strangle the miserable commercial Ishmaelites who 
continue to defy it. I recommend the following amendments of title 1, 
chapter xv, 8. S.: Add to section 105 the words, ‘‘and lodges and individ- 
ual members are hereby forbidden to purchase any article of paraphernalia 
whatever until they shall have received from the Supreme Keeper of Rec- 
ords and Seal a certified list of authorized dealers’”’; and add to section 106 
the following: ‘‘It shall be the duty of the Supreme Keeper of Records 
and Seal to issue a quarterly bulletin, containing a certified list of para- 
phernalia dealers holding unrevoked certificates, as provided in this sec- 
tion, which he shall transmit regularly to every Grand Keeper of Records 
and Seal and every Deputy Supreme Chancellor, and a copy of which he 
shall send, on application, to any subordinate lodge or member of the 
order.”’ 

While it is unquestionably true that, in some cases, the law governing 
sales of paraphernalia has been deliberately violated by unscrupulous per- 
sons, it is a melancholy fact that, in many instances, disregard of the stat- 
ute is ascribable solely to ignorance. This is evidenced by the reception at 
this office, nearly two years after the enactment of the statutes governing 
the sale of paraphernalia, of a communication from an officer of a Grand 
Lodge, who is also a dealer in paraphernalia, in which he averred that he 
was entirely unaware of the existence of any law on the subject! Let us 
begin a “ campaign of education”’ without delay. 


5. Section 120 should be so amended as to except the reports of officers 
of the Supreme Lodge from the requirement as to advertising for proposals 
for printing. The ‘‘copy” for these reports is received within such a short 
time before the convening of the Supreme Lodge that the literal enforce- 
ment of the statute in this particular is impracticable. 


6. Under the provisions of section 198 8. 8., Past Grand Chancellor cer- 
tificates must be mailed so as to reach this office “‘ not later than thirty days 
before the next regular convention of the Supreme Lodge.” The penalty 
for failure is a fine of one dollar per day, the only exemption being in case 
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the convention of the Grand Lodge at which the right to said certificate is 
attained is held within less than thirty days of the Supreme Lodge conven- 
tion. The serious objection to this statute lies in the fact that it requires 
the performance of what may be a physical impossibility. This is illus- 
trated by arecent actual occurrence. A certain Grand Lodge met in annual 
convention July 21. This was not ‘‘ within the thirty days immediately 
preceding the regular convention of the Supreme Lodge,’’ and hence the 
exemption referred to above was inoperative. The new officers were 
installed on the 24th, when for the first time it became possible to issue a 
Past Grand Chancellor certificate to the retiring Grand Chancellor. It was 
issued and mailed at the earliest practicable moment; but the distance was 
such that it was absolutely impossible for it to reach this office by the 26th, 
the last day allowed by the existing statute, under a literal construction of 
which the Grand Lodge must be fined for failing to do something which 
no human power could have accomplished. 

Another practical objection to this statute in its present form is that, 
by permitting a Grand Keeper of Records and Seal to delay the forwarding 
of Past Grand Chancellor certificates and Supreme Representative creden- 
tials until within thirty and twenty days respectively of the biennial conven- 
tion of the Supreme Lodge, it is possible for such officers, in certain cases, to 
withhold these important documents for more than twenty-two months 
aiter their issuance, and still comply with the law. The result has been, 
in many of such cases, that the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, knowing 
that he has ample time for compliance with the statute, delays the matter 
until ‘a more convenient season,” and finally forgets all about it; and it 
then requires from one to half a dozen communications from this office to 
elicit the desired documents. They should be forwarded at the earliest 
possible moment; and hence, section 198 should be amended, by striking 
out of the third and seventh lines the word “‘ whenever,” and substituting 
the phrase, ‘‘ within twenty-four hours after’’; and by striking out the sen- 
tence beginning with the words, ‘‘these documents must be forwarded” 
(ninth line), and ending with the words, ‘‘shall take his seat’”’ (fourteenth 
line), and also striking out all after the words, ‘‘Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal”’ (nineteenth line). 


7. A form of Supreme Representative credential is needed for use in 
case of an election to fill a vacancy. The use for such purpose of the form 
prescribed by section 219 8. S. is impracticable, because that form certifies 
an election for a full term of four years, and also because it affords no 
opportunity of stating the reason why an election was necessary. There 
have been, since the adoption of the statutes, several cases of elections of 
Supreme Representatives to fill vacancies caused by death or resignation; 
but, no form of credential having been provided for such cases, Grand 
Lodge Officers have been compelled to certify the election of a Supreme 
Representative without being able to state why such election was 
necessary—and the resulting anomaly has been that there were on file 
in this office, in quite a number of instances, two credentials, each of 
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which certified the election, from the same grand domain and for the same 
term, of two Supreme Representatives, when the grand domain was enti- 
tled to but one: the election had been held to fill a vacancy, the existence 
of which there was no means of officially making known to the Supreme 
Lodge. The form prescribed by section 2208S. 8. can easily be altered to 
meet this emergency, by changing the heading to read, ‘‘Supreme 
Representative credential—to fill vacancy,”’ and causing the body of the 
credential to read, ‘‘This is to certify that, whereas [here state the reason 
why an election or appointment was necessary], now, therefore, Past 
Grand Chancellor has been duly elected by the Grand 
Lodge [or, appointed by me] a Supreme Representative,” ete. I recom- 
mend that the section named be thus amended. 








8. The requirement that Supreme Representative credentials shall be 
issued in duplicate is altogether useless, its only effect being to cause 
unnecessary confusion. I recommend the amendment of section 219 S. S., 
by striking out the tirst three lines and substituting the words, ‘‘ before a 
Supreme Representative elected for a full term can be admitted as such to 
the Supreme Lodge, a credential in form as follows shall be filed with the 
Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, as provided by title iii, chapter v, of 
the Supreme Statutes,” and by striking out the last four lines of the section; 
and the amendment of section 220, by striking out the first three lines 
and substituting the words, ‘‘ before a Supreme Representative elected or 
appointed to fill a vacancy can be admitted as such to the Supreme Lodge, 
a credential in form as follows shall be filed with the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal, as provided by title iii, chapter v, of the Supreme Stat- 
utes,”’ and by striking out the last four lines of the section.

Report of the Major General. 


HEADQUARTERS UNIFORM RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS, 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., August 1, 1896. 


To the Supreme Chaneellor and Officers and Members of the Supreme Lodge : 


SIRS AND BROTHERS—Section 380 of the Statutes of the Supreme Lodge 
provides that the Major General ‘‘shall, at each biennial convention of the 
’ Supreme Lodge, present a full report of the transactions of his office, and of the 
general condition of the military branch of the order, during the preceding bien- 
nial term.” 

In accordance with the foregoing statute, I herewith respectfully submit a 
full and complete statement of all the affairs of the military branch during the 
biennial term closing March 31, 1896. 


FINANCIAL. 


The financial affairs of the Uniform Rank may very properly be considered 
first in this biennial report. 

For a full and complete statement of the receipts and expenditures of the 
military branch for the two years ending March 31, 1896, I call your attention 
to my reports to the finance committee of this Supreme Lodge for the years 1895 
and 1896. By those reports it will appear that the receipts from all sources for 
the term ending March 31, 1895, were $8,738.05; the expenditures for the term 
ending March 31, 1895, were $919.85; balance, $7,818.20. 

This balance of $7,818.20 was by me paid over to the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal, and I hold his receipts therefor. 

The accounts of the Major General for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1896, 
were audited by the Supreme Lodge finance committee, and also by the finance 
committee of the Supreme Council, and were found correct, and by the report 
to the finance committee for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1896, the receipts 
from all sources were $10,197.03, and the total expenditures, $6,974.32. At 
the time of making this report there was due to the Major General, on account 
of salary, $2,650.00. This has all been paid, and the revenues of the Rank 
have been sufficient to meet all the expenses connected with the management 
of the military branch. 

The Supreme Council, at its assembly in 1895, adopted the report of its 
finance committee, whereby there were set apart the following sums:

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The report of the Major General for the fiscal year ending March 31, 1896, 
shows an expenditure of $6,974.32—a sum which, on its face, is an amount 
largely in excess of the sum set apart for expenses by the Supreme Council. In

This sum of $4,363.85 was all expended as provided by law, and not included 
in the budget, and when deducted from the total expenditures of the year, shows 
the expenses under the budget to be $2,176.25—a much less amount than named 
or set apart for expenses of managing the office, travelling expenses, printing 
other than supplies, postage, etc. 

In the matter of the printing of rules and regulations included in the budget, 
a sufficient amount has been sold to almost reimburse the Supreme Council for 
the expenditure in that direction. 

The rank began its career under the Supreme Council virtually without any 
funds in hand wherewith to manage its affairs and meet expenses. It required 
careful and economic management to take it through the months from April, 
1895, to February, 1896, to meet the necessary expenses of management: and 
the payment of bills for supplies. 

It is a pleasure to state that all bills for supplies and expenses were promptly 
paid. No one who rendered any service as an employe, or furnished any mate- 
rial or supplies, ever had to render a bill the second time or wait for payment. 
It was the aim of the Major General to protect the financial standing of the 
Uniform Rank, and it can be truthfully said that its credit is good with all 
with whom we have had business relations. 

The accounts of the Major General and the Adjutant General were audited 
at the close of the fiscal year ending March 31, 1896, both by the finance com- 
mittees of the Supreme Lodge and the Supreme Council, and found correct 
throughout. 


GROWTH OF THE RANK. 


Asis well known to the officers and members of this Supreme Lodge, the 
condition of business and of all matters financial have been at an exceedingly 
low ebb during the past biennial period. The order of Knights of Pythias has 
been affected by the ‘‘hard times” and money stringency, as have all other 
organizations of a similar kind. With all of this terrible depression through 
which the country has passed, however, the Uniform Rank has been maintained 
and has made a steady and substantial growth, and the divisions of the rank 
have, except in a very few cases, been able to meet the expenses incident to the 
maintainance of their organization, and have done so, paying their dues to the 
Supreme Lodge, or to the Supreme Council since its organization. The annual 
reports and Supreme Council fees this year have been paid with greater prompt- 
ness than ever before in the history of the rank, 
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Throughout the length and breadth of the Supreme domain there has been 
an earnest and heroic determination to hold the individual bodies, the divisions, 
in line, and, in spite of all financial discouragements, to keep and maintain the 
organization. True it is that some of the divisions have been unable to hold 
together because of the fact that men were without employment, and the family 
had the first claim, and the necessities of the home were imperative. In some 
portions of the country the struggle has been long and fierce, and many divi- 
sions that have retained their organization deserve unbounded credit. 

The new divisions that have been organized during the financial depression 
are great proofs of the strong hold this rank has upon the Knights of Pythias in 
general. Warrants have been granted for one hundred and four new divisions 
during the biennial term ending March 31, 1896. ‘These divisions have been 
formed from the best class of the young and middle aged membership of the 
Knights of Pythias. 


ORGANIZATION. 


Since the last biennial report to the Supreme Lodge, a sufficient number of 
divisions have been formed within the following grand domains to organize 
brigades: 


Virginia Brigade, formed February 18, 1895. 
Colorado Brigade, formed September 11, 1895. 
Maine Brigade, formed February 11, 1896. 
Georgia Brigade, formed May 20, 1896. 


It is confidently expected that before the year shall close we will have a 
brigade in New Hampshire. 

The desire for the formation of divisions of this rank is as strong as it has 
been at any time during its history. The great difficulty in the way of a strong 
and rapid growth has been the lack of money and the difficulty to find steady 
employment. Men have not had the money. 

The rank is now organized in every state and territory of the United States, 
in all of the British provinces on this continent and the Hawaiian Islands. 

The regimental organizations stand as reported in my report of 1894, save 
and except the formation of a battalion in North Carolina, with Supreme Repre- 
sentative Thomas D. Meares as major commanding, and the following additional 
regiments: One regi‘nent in Colorado, one regiment in Maine, one regiment in 
Montana, one regiment in Georgia, one regiment in Virginia. 

We have 1,174 divisions, with an aggregate membership of 44,960. 


CHANGES AND RE-ELECTIONS. 


A great loss to the Uniform Rank since my last report came on August 
3, 1895, upon the death of Brigadier General Charles E. Bentley, of Penn- 
sylvania. The greatest growth of the Uniform Rank in Pennsylvania was 
during the time he was in command of that brigade, and the splendid increase 
during that time was due to his personal efforts in that direction, more 
than to any other cause. While he never neglected his duties in other direc- 
tions, he always found time that he could devote to the work of strengthening 
hiscommand. He was earnest and zealous in everything in which he engaged, 
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and this was especially true of him as a Pythian. Pleasant and genial in his 
disposition, cheerful and hopeful at all times, he won the confidence and affec- 
tion of all with whom he came in contact, and then led them into the bright 
and encouraging side of life. He was able, in a remarkable degree, to enlist 
the active co-operation of his brigade in all the measures he proposed for the 
building up of the Uniform Rank. General Bentley took a wonderful amount 
of interest in the success of the Washington Encampment of 1894. At that 
encampment he succeeded in bringing out almost the entire strength of his 
brigade. He went into camp with his brigade and was found during all of the 
time at his post of duty, and ready for duty. It was at this encampment that 
he received injuries that caused his death almost a year afterward. On the day 
of the parade he was thrown from his horse, just as the column was forming for 
the parade. It was not thought at the time that he had sustained any serious 
injury, as he remounted his horse and rode through the entire parade, and was 
in command of his brigade on the following day during the inspection and 
review. The effects of his injuries did not become especially apparent until the 
early spring of 1895, when creeping paralysis set in, and from that time until his 
death, August 3, 1895, he was unable for duty. The officers and members of 
his brigade did everything that was possible for them to do to relieve him, and, 
if possible, to have him restored to health, but it was of no avail. He attended 
the assembly of the Supreme Council at Indianapolis, but at that time was 
unable to speak above a whisper, and during his stay with the council was a 
silent listener. In his death the Uniform Rank lost one of its most devoted 
members and earnest advocates. 

The Pennsylvania Brigade, on August 21, 1895, elected as successor to 
General Bentley, to the command of that brigade, Walter H. Starbird, who had 
been during all of General Bentley’s term his thoroughly efficient assistant 
adjutant general. It is sufficient for me to say that I do not believe that there 
was any mistake made in the election of General Bentley’s successor. He has 
filled every position he has ever held with honor to himself and the rank, and is 
now faithfully discharging his duties as brigadier general in command of the 
Pennsylvania Brigade. 

CALIFORNIA. 


At the expiration of the term of General Frank Meguire, after eight years of 
faithful service in the Uniform Rank as assistant adjutant general and brigadier 
general, being compelled by his private business, he declined re-election, and 
retired April 17, 1895. The brigade elected as successor to General Meguire the 
then assistant adjutant general, Charles Byron Nichols, a past Supreme Repre- 
sentative in this body from the grand domain of New Hampshire. The mantle 
of General Meguire fell upon worthy and honorable shoulders. General Nichols 
was a good officer, and discharged his duties faithfully and well while in com- 
mand of the brigade. Owing to the sickness of his wife, he was compelled to 
remove from California, and tendered his resignation, which was accepted, to 
take effect from May 19, 1896, the date fixed for an assembly of the California 
brigade. The brigade on that day, May 19, 1896, elected Charles Fayette - 
McGlashen as brigadier general, to succeed Brigadier General Nichols. General 
McGlashen was elected colonel of the Second Regiment of California December 
19, 1894, and served in that capacity until his election as brigadier general. 
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Strong proof of his devotion to the Order of the Knights of Pythias is found in 
the fact that not only has he been elected brigadier general, he has also been 
elected Grand Chancellor of the grand domain of California, and is Grand Chan- 
cellor McGlashen as well as brigadier general. I have no doubt but that he will 
make a magnificent record in both positions. 


ILLINOIS. 


Brigadier General James H. Barkley, commanding the Illinois Brigade, was 
re-elected to that position during the encampment at Washington, and is now 
serving his second term. General Barkley has been an active and painstaking 
officer throughout his entire official career. He was appointed chairman of the 
committee on rules and regulations during the assembly of the Supreme Council, 
and was reappointed as chairman of that committee by the Major General. 


INDIANA. 


On June 4, 1884, James R. Ross was elected brigadier general to command 
the Indiana Brigade, and I can not pay him a greater tribute for thorough effi- 
ciency as an officer, nor in stronger words speak of him as a man, a gentleman 
and a Pythian, than by reporting the fact that on the expiration of his commis- 
sion, June 4, 1888, he was re-elected, and again re-elected on June 4, 1892. At 
the close of his second commission he entered upon his third term, but notified 
his brigade that he would not again accept are-election. Just before the termina- 
tion of his third commission he issued his orders for an assembly of his brigade, 
one purpose of such assembly being to elect a brigade commander, and stating 
positively that he would not again accept the honor of a re-election at their 
hands. When the brigade came together, however, the officers again showed their 
appreciation of him by declining to place any one else in nomination, and unani- 
mously re-elected him to the fourth term. Brigadier General Ross has been con- 
tinuously the commander of the Indiana Brigade for twelve years, and con- 
tinues to be the senior brigadier general in the Uniform Rank, Knights of 
Pythias. 

KANSAS. 

In the death of Colonel and Assistant Adjutant General Joseph H. HE. 
Wiegant, which occurred February 12, 1895, not only Brigadier General Lyon 
and the Kansas Brigade, but the entire Uniform Rank, lost one of the most faith- 
ful, zealous and efficient officers that has ever held a commission. He ‘‘ never 
wearied in well doing.” 

KENTUCKY. 


Since my last biennial report was written, the Kentucky Brigade has shown 
its wisdom in re-electing that thoroughly efficient officer, Brigadier General 
George HB. Currie, for a second term. While Brigadier General Fewlass was the 
moving spirit in early work of the Uniform Rank in this domain, and gave it a 
splendid start, General Currie, by his enthusiasm, his ability to readily grasp 
the situation, with great faculty for organization and with wonderful magnetic 
force to gather about him the right material, has brought Kentucky to her 
present proud position in the Uniform Rank. He has been and is the man and 
officer for Kentucky. 
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MISSOURI. 


Tbe commission of Brigadier General Samuel 8. Prevost expired January 22, 
1896. At the annual assembly of the brigade, held in October, 1895, General 
Prevost was re-elected for another term. The growth of the rank in Missouri 
since General Prevost has been in command bears testimony to the faithful work 
he has given to the Rank, and his efficiency as an officer. What more need be 
said? The results accomplished within a given time tell the worth of the man. 


NEBRASKA. 


Brigadier General Harry S. Hotchkiss, after four years faithful service as 
colonel and assistant adjutant general, and a term of four years in which he 
devoted his best energies to the discharge of his duties as brigadier general of 
the Nebraska Brigade, declined a re-election, and is now worthily wearing the 
“jewel of honor” of his rank somewhere in the wilds of South America. 

His successor, Francis H. De Castro, who had been for four years colonel 
and chief of staff of General Hotchkiss, was elected brigadier general October 
10, 1895, and at once entered upon the discharge of his duties. He has proven 
himself an energetic and competent officer. 


NEW JERSEY. 


Brigadier General George H. Rhodes retired from the command of the New 
Jersey brigade March 25, 1896, at the termination of his commission, having 
given four years good service to the rank. 

J. Mitchell Reese was elected brigadier general, and entered upon his duties 
March 25, 1896. He had served four years as colonel of the Second Regiment 
of New Jersey. The duties of the office are receiving careful and intelligent 
attention at his hands. 

OHIO. 


Brigadier General Peter Weidner retired from the command of the Ohio 
Brigade April 17, 1896, after having been continuously in service as captain, 
colonel and brigadier general in the Uniform Rank since its organization. He 
was also an officer of a Pythian drill corps prior to the establishment of the 
Uniform Rank, and was one of the Pythians that helped to usher in the Uniform 
Rank. His term as brigadier general was the most brilliant four years of his 
connection with the Uniform Rank. He was ever faithful in the discharge of 
his duties, and decided and courageous in the enforcement of law and in the 
maintenance of discipline. He retired from office with the respect and esteem 
of his entire brigade. 

Brigadier General James C. Howe, now in command of the Ohio Brigade, is 
a veteran soldier, more recently Adjutant General of the State of Ohio, and 
brings to the discharge of his duties as brigadier general a large experience in 
military life, and: I believe will be a very valuable officer in this rank. 


PENNSYLVANIA. 


Of Brigadier General Walter H. Starbird, the successor of General Bentley 
to the command of the Pennsylvania Brigade, I have already spoken. 
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TEXAS. 


The term of Brigadier General Kleber M. Van Zandt, of Texas, expired June 
12,1895. His record of service is best stated by reporting the fact that when he 
was elected and commissioned, there were twenty-seven divisions of the rank in 
that grand domain; when he retired, the Texas Brigade had fifty-nine live, active 
divisions. A splendid record made by a thoroughly competent and active officer. 
The successor of General Van Zandt is Brigadier General Samuel B. Hopkins. 
General Hopkins is devoting his energies to keeping up for himself the excellent 
record so worthily made by his predecessor. He is giving his time and excellent 
abilities to the work in hand. 

WASHINGTON. 


Brigadier General Harry A. Bigelow, at the expiration of his first commission, 
May 16, 1896, was unanimously re-elected and was re-commissioned to succeed 
himself as brigade commander for the Washington Brigade. It is unnecessary 
that he should be introduced to the members of this Supreme Lodge. He has 
most creditably to himself and to his domain represented it in this body. Always 
prepared and ready for duty, he can be depended upon to discharge it. 


WISCONSIN. 


Brigadier General Lawrence W. Halsey, of Wisconsin, after having given 
five years’ active service to his brigade, felt that he could not longer take the 
time from his private business, and that duty to himself and his family required 
that he should surrender his position as brigade commander. He tendered his 
resignation on February 6, 1895, and it was with much regret accepted. He was 
an experienced and competent officer, and his retirement was a great loss to the 
rank. It is doubtful if the position held by General Halsey could have fallen 
into better hands than it did. The then efficient assistant adjutant general on 
the staff of General Halsey—Frank Barry—was elected to the command of the 
Wisconsin Brigade. He brought to the office a thorough knowledge of the 
brigade, and was able, in a most thorough manner, to take up the work where 
his successor laiditdown. Since entering upon his duties as brigade commander, 
he has given very close attention to his brigade. He, in connection with General 
Barkley, of Illinois, and General Loper, of Iowa, served on the committee on 
rules and regulations in the Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank. 


NEW BRIGADES. 


Having completed the list of re-elections and changes in the brigades organ- 
ized prior to my last report to the Supreme Lodge, it is due to this body that I 
should add some information concerning the brigades that have been more 


recently formed. 
VIRGINIA. 


The veteran of the Uniform Rank in the ‘‘Old Dominion” is Daniel J. Turner, 
elected and often re-elected Supreme Representative from that domain. Of his 
character and personal worth, no words that I could write would, perhaps, place 
him in any higher esteem than the exalted estimation in which he is now held by 
those who have known him during the long years he has faithfully and intelli- 
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gently labored for the success of the order in all its branches. It is mainly 
through his personal efforts that we now have a brigade of the Uniform Rank in 
Virginia. He has been an active member of the committee on Uniform Rank in 
the Supreme Lodge for many years, and on the organization in connection with 
General Ross, of Indiana, and General McDonald, of Minnesota, was placed 
upon the committee which, under the circumstances, had to take charge of the 
most vital interests of the Uniform Rank—the finance committee. When I say 
that I believe the Virginia Brigade is in safe hands while it is under the command 
of Daniel J. Turner, its first brigadier general, I think all will say ‘‘Amen.” 
His commission bears date February 18, 1895. Supreme Chancellor Richie and 
the Major General were present at the formation of the Virginia Brigade. 


COLORADO. 


The brigade of Colorado was organized September 11, 1895, and Wayne H. 
Craft was elected and subsequently commissioned as brigadier general. General 
Craft has for several years been an active member of the rank, and previous to 
his election had served as sir knight in the ranks, and was then promoted to 
captain, then to colonel and placed in command of a regiment, and finally as 
brigade commander. He has been prompt and careful in the discharge of his 
duties in whatever position he has been placed. His commission bears date 
September 11, 1895. 


MAINE. 


The Maine Brigade was organized on February 11, 1896, and Wesley G. Smith, 
then colonel and aid de camp on the staff of the Major General, was elected 
brigadier general. He was commissioned and at once entered upon the discharge 
of his duties. He is now and has been for several terms the Grand Keeper of 
Records and Seal of that domain. His standing among the business men and 
socially is of the best, and this alone tends to the great advantage of the rank 
in Maine. He has taken up the discharge of his duties in a very careful and 
intelligent manner, and if there is any subject on which he is not clear, he does 
not hesitate to write for full instructions and information. Two divisions have 
been instituted since he took command, and there are others in process of forma- 
tion. His commission dates from his election, February 11, 1896. 


GEORGIA. 


Owing to previous engagements in connection with the Uniform Rank, 
it was impossible for the Major General to be present at the formation of the 
Georgia Brigade. The Major General detailed Inspector General William D. 
Kennedy to go to Georgia and form the brigade, which he did May 20, 1896. 
Two men are chiefly responsible for the condition of affairs in Georgia whereby 
we were able to organize the brigade in that domain—the then colonel of the 
First Georgia Regiment, Richard Fuller Harmon, and his excellent adjutant, 
Charles P. Rosignol. On the formation of the brigade the then Colonel Richard 
Fuller Harmon was elected brigadier general, and he was commissioned immedi- 
ately thereafter. General Harmon is one of the prominent business men of the 
city of Savannah, is a Past Grand Chancellor of the domain of Georgia, and has 
during the most of his life, and is now prominently connected with the military 
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organizations of his state. His thorough knowledge of military matters will be 
of very great value to the rank in Georgia. 

Concerning the organization of the rank as it now stands in the several grand 
domains, the Supreme Lodge may feel well assured that it is in good hands, and 
although we can not expect large gains so long as ‘“‘the hard times” continue, 
we will hold our own, and make a steady increase, if not a rapid one. Under 
the rules and regulations recently prepared by the direction of the Supreme 
Council, separate divisions and regiments in states where there is no brigade are 
to be assigned temporarily to the brigades already organized. Under this law I 
have the First Regiment of New Hampshire assigned temporarily to the Maine 
Brigade, and will also assign the divisions of Vermont to the same brigade. 

I have assigned the First Regiment of Rhode Island to Massachusetts. I 
will make the assignments of the remaining separate divisions in the near future, 
as soon as I can settle matters definitely as to the best manner of making assign- 
ments. 


MINNESOTA. 


T had closed that portion of my report touching upon changes in brigades, 
when I received, first by telegram, and then by mail, the sad intelligence on 
which the following order is based:

The Major General announces with deep regret the death of Brigadier General 
Frank 8. McDonald, Minnesota Brigade, Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, 
which occurred Saturday, July 18, 1896, at 4:30 p.m. This sad intelligence was 
conveyed to the Major General while absent from his headquarters on official 
duties in the grand domain of Rhode Island. 

The Major General extends his sincerest sympathy to the wife and family of 
General McDonald, and to the Minnesota Brigade, in this, the greatest loss that 
can come to loved ones and dearest friends. General McDonald, in his life, was 
noble in all his dealings with his fellow-men; an earnest and devoted Pythian, 
striving at all times for that which he conscientiously believed would be for the 
best interests and advancement of the order and the Uniform Rank, of which he 
had long been an honored member. 

As a citizen he was a splendid example, a loyal, true-hearted and brave 
patriot. Faithful in the discharge of all duties that were incumbent upon him, 
whether in civil or military life, he won the respect of all who knew him, and the 
love and admiration of his superior officers. ‘True in all that goes to make true 
manhood, he died in the midst of his usefulness, performing his duties faithfully 
and well up to the minute that death’s hand was laid upon him. We mourn his 
death, and point to his life as one worthy of emulation by all true Pythians. 
The memory of him will ever remain fresh in the minds of those who knew him. 
May his life and its history serve as an example for all who follow him.

Maine. 
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PROCEEDINGS AND BY-LAWS. 


Since my last biennial report I have examined, corrected and approved the 
by-laws of ninety-nine (99) divisions, regiments and brigades. I have also 
examined and approved the proceedings had at the annual assemblies for the 
years 1894 and 1895 of each regiment and brigade of the Uniform Rank, and 
have issued commissions to all officers elected at such assemblies in every 
case where there has been a compliance with law. 


ORDERS. 


Since my biennial report of 1894 the following General Orders have been 
issued from the headquarters of the Uniform Rank: 


HEADQUARTERS UNIFORM RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS, 
INDIANAPOLIS, IND., July 30, 1894. 
GENERAL ORDERS No. 21. 

I. All and each of the divisions of the Uniform Rank that have entered for 
the competitive drills during the Washington encampment will take due notice 
of the following instructions and orders: 


1. The commanding officer of each regiment, division or troop that has 
entered for the competition will report to the adjutant general at headquarters 
in camp at 8 p. M. on Tuesday, August 28, 1894, for instructions, and for casting 
lots for place in competition. Sir knight captains who do not report as herein 
directed will forfeit their entry. 

2. Attention is called to the instructions and rules governing competitive 
drills. A copy of said instructions accompanies this order. 

3. The number of entries for the competition at the Washington encamp- 
ment is so large that it will be necessary to begin the drills on the morning of 
August 29, in order to give each division entered an opportunity to drill. The 
executive committee at Washington has, therefore, arranged for the drills to 
begin at 8 o’clock a. mM. August 29, and each division should hold itself in read- 
iness for assignment. 

4. The drills will begin at 8 A. M. Wednesday, and continue until 1 P. M., 
and will continue each day thereafter until and concluding on Saturday, 
September 1, 1894, and the awards will be made at a dress parade of the com- 
peting organizations at 5 o’clock p. M. Saturday, September 1, on the White Lot 
adjoining the camp. The prize offered by the Evening Star to the best regiment 
taking part in the parade and inspection and review will be awarded at the same 
time and place. ' 

5. The executive committee in charge of the preparations for the encamp- 
ment have selected the grounds of the Washington baseball club for the com- 
petitive drills of the infantry divisions and battalions, and the cavalry drills will 
be, by the kindness of General Henry, in coped at Fort Meyer, on the drill 
grounds of Fort Meyer. - 

6. The forty-five minutes allowed each division for drill, as announced on 
the schedule, will include the time occupied in marching on and off the grounds. 

7. Nothing contained in this order will alter or change the conditions or 
duties heretofore published and placed upon competing divisions, as to taking

part in the parade on Tuesday, August 28, and in the inspection and review of 
Wednesday, August 29. 

II. The executive committee at Washington, following the precedent of 
other encampments and competitive drills, will admit all members of the Uniform 
Rank to the drill grounds free, provided they present themselves at the gates in 
full dress or fatigue uniform; that is to say, wearing the dress coat and belt and 
cap, or the fatigue coat and belt and cap, of the rank. 

III. All brigade and regimental commanders will bear in mind the orders 
heretofore issued directing them to meet at headquarters at 8 p. mM. on Monday, 
August 27. Attention is also called to the importance of each brigade and reg- 
imental quartermaster and commissary reporting at headquarters not later than 
the morning of August 25, to make suitable arrangements for the quarters and 
comfort of their men in camp. 

IV. In General Orders No. 19 the location and address of Thomas G. Alvord, 
Jr., vice chairman of the citizens’ executive committee, was incorrectly reported. 
The address should be Thomas G. Alvord, Jr., ‘‘ Washington News.”

II. The following assignments of separate regiments and divisions are an- 
nounced for camp, parade, inspection and review, and commanding officers 
thereof will report’ to the commander of the brigade to which assignments are 
made. These assignments are made only for the purpose of convenience, and 
each state will carry its own regimental colors to distinguish it: 


The First Regiment of Maryland, Colonel John A. Schwartz, commanding, 
and the First Regiment of Alabama, Colonel Erwin Schillinger, commanding, 
are assigned to the Indiana Brigade, and will report to Brigadier General James 
R. Ross. . 

The First Regiment of the District of Columbia, Colonel Harry Coggins, com- 
manding, and Oklahoma City Division No. 2, of Oklahoma, Captain A. P. Rus- 
sell, are assigned to the Kansas Brigade, and will report to Brigadier General 
Joseph H. Lyon. 
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The First Regiment of Maine, Colonel Horace W. Stewart, commanding, and 
the First Regiment of New Hampshire, Colonel Charles S. Clifford, command- 
ing, are assigned to the Massachusetts Brigade, and will report to Brigadier 
General John H. Abbott. 

The First Regiment of Rhode Island, Colonel Joseph D. Grepenee com- 
manding, is assigned to the Connecticut Brigade, and will report to Brigadier 
General E. O. Shaler. 

The First Regiment of Louisiana, Colonel Henry Street, commanding, and 
the First Regiment of Maritime Provinces, Lieutenant Colonel H. V. Cooper, 
commanding, and Toronto Division No. 2, of Ontario, Captain Geo. H. Mitchell, 
commanding, are assigned to the Illinois Brigade, and will report to Brigadier 
General J. H. Barkley. 

The First Regiment of Virginia, Colonel D. J. Turner, commanding, is 
assigned to the West Virginia Brigade, and will report to Brigadier General 
John W. Mather. 

Wilmington Division, No. 1, of Delaware, Captain Thomas Mullin, com- 
manding, is assigned to the New Jersey Brigade, and will report to Brigadier 
General George H. Rhodes. 

The First Regiment of Arkansas, Colonel John L. Cook, Sommnrantiineted is 
assigned to the Tennessee Brigade, and will report to Brigadier General Alex. 
Allison. 

The First Regiment of Colorado, Colonel W. A. Craft, commanding, and the 
First Regiment of South Dakota, Lieutenant Colonel S. S. Childs, commanding, 
are assigned to the Nebraska Brigade, and will report to Brigadier General H. S. 
Hotchkiss. 

Assignments have been made only where commands have reported that they 
will be in attendance. Should any divisions attend the encampment that have 
not reported, they will report to the Adjutant General upon arrival at Washing- 
ton, and will be assigned to quarters and position immediately. 

III. As heretofore published in general orders, tents will be furnished to all 
who report, free of cost. Cots can be rented if desired, and there will be places 
on or near the camp where wash basins, tin cups, etc., can be purchased. Bring 
your blankets with you. 

IV. The attention of every officer and sir knight is especially called to sec- 
tion 6, article xvi, rules and regulations. Every commanding officer is hereby 
directed to read the section named to his division before starting to Washington. 
This law will be strictly enforced. The Major General appeals to the honor of 
every sir knight and officer to do his utmost to promote the good name and honor 
of the Uniform Rank and the order which we represent. Show to the world that 
our organization is a body of true knights and gentlemen. 

V. In consideration of the courtesies that have been shown to us, and that 
will be shown to us, by the war department and the officers of the United States 
army, and the military of Washington, special permission is hereby given to all 
officers and sir knights who have seen actual military service to wear their 
authorized badges or decorations showing such military service. Such military 
badges and decorations to be worn on parade, and on inspection and review. 

VI. The camp of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias at Washington for 
the year 1894 shall be known as ‘‘Camp George Washington.”

I. The following hours are announced for the government ot all officers and 
sir knights in attendance during the encampment of the Uniform Rank Knights 
of Pythias, 1894, at Washington, D. C. All brigades, regiments and divisions 
will so time their starting for the encampment as to reach Washington not later 
than Monday evening, August 27, so that they may be thoroughly located in 
their quarters before the regular duties of the encampment begin, on the morning 
of August 28. 

2. Attention is again called to the importance of brigade and regimental 
commanders attending the officers’ meeting at headquarters at 8 p. M., Monday, 
August 27. 

3. The attention of commanding officers of competing organizations is called 
to the importance of reporting to the adjutant general at headquarters at 8 P. M. 
Tuesday, August 28, to settle the preliminaries for the competitive drills 
which will begin at 8 A.M. Wednesday, August 29. These officers will be 
expected to remain until all of the business for which they are called together 
is transacted. 

4. The parade will form at the camp, and will move promptly at 4 P.M. 
Tuesday, August 28. Every commander, from sir knight captain to brigadier 
general, is charged with the duty of having his command formed at 3.30 P. M. on 
that day, and ready to move out and take his place in the column promptly upon 
receiving orders. 

5. The inspection and review will be held on the White Lot, adjoining the 
camp, at4 p.m. Wednesday, August 29. Major General Schofield, commanding 
the United States Army, has accepted the invitation to make the inspection and 
hold the review, and it is the desire of the Supreme Chancellor and Major Gen- 
eral that every officer and sir knight should do his full duty, not only for the 
parade on Tuesday, but for this inspection and review on Wednesday. To 
insure promptness in the formation, each brigade commander will move his 
command out from camp to the review ground at 3.30 Pp. M., to take his place in 
the line. Let it not be said that there were any laggards. 

II. The Iiné of march for the parade will be the shortest we have ever had, 
will be over good streets, and will be reviewed by the President of the United 
States and his cabinet, by the representatives of foreign powers, by officers of 
the United States Army and Navy, and by the Supreme Chancellor, our Com- 
mander in Chief... Sir knights and officers, may it not be said when that day 
shall have closed that every sir knight did his full duty ? 

III. Sir knights, both officers and men, it will be an honor and a credit to 
every one who wears his full uniform on the parade of August 28, and in the 
inspection and review of August 29, and not one who does but will feel proud 
that he did. It is also true that the officer or sir knight who appears in any 
portion of the uniform of this rank on the streets or on the field on those two 
days, as a spectator and not as a participant, will, in his own conscience, feel 
that he did the wrong thing, and will be justly censured by his brother sir 
knights. Your brethren, your associates, your friends, the spectators, will 
expect to see every uniform in the column or the line, and not on the sides of 
the streets anywhere as spectators. 
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IV. The special attention of all commanders, and especially the attention of 
division commanders, is called to the matter of ‘‘ display movements,” when on 
the parade. All display drill or fancy movements are absolutely prohibited on 
the parade, and must not be executed by any division. 

VY. For the parade and for the inspection and review, the full and complete 
dress uniform of the rank will be worn. There must be no deviation from the 
prescribed uniform. Caps will not be worn on the belt. No ribbon badges of 
any kind must be worn. All who are entitled to and have the “jewel of honor” 
or the ‘‘service medal” of the rank, will wear them. No other badges will be 
permitted, except tne badges or decorations for actual military service, as speci- 
fied in General Orders No. 22, current series, from these headquarters.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 26. 

I. Much confusion seems to exist in regard to the legislation of the recent 
session of the Supreme Lodge concerning the Uniform Rank. Now, for the 
purpose of correcting any erroneous ideas on this subject, the Major General 
publishes the following summary of the legislation concerning the Uniform 
Rank and its relations to the Supreme Lodge: 


1. By the new Constitution of the Supreme Lodge the Uniform Rank is 
designated as ‘‘the military branch” of the order, ‘‘to be known as the Uni- 
form Rank.” 

2. It was provided that the Major General shall be elected by the Supreme 
Lodge in the same manner as other Supreme Lodge officers. 

3. It provided that the military branch of the order shall be governed by 
such rituals and laws as the Supreme Lodge may enact or authorize. 

4, It was provided that membership in the military branch shall be restricted 
to members of the rank of knight in good standing in a subordinate lodge, but 
not compulsory upon any member of the order. 

5. The statutes provide for the formation of a Supreme Council for the mili- 
tary branch. This Supreme Council is to consist of the Major General and his 
adjutant general, and the brigade commander of each brigade. The formation 
of the Council is substantially the same as was asked for by the Major General 
at the session of the Supreme Lodge of 1892. The Supreme Council is to hold 
its sessions each alternate year between the sessions of the Supreme Lodge. 
The work of the Supreme Council will be to consult as to the best methods for 
promoting the interests of the Uniform Rank, and prepare such legislation as 
may be required for the advancement of the Rank. The time of meeting is 
placed in the year between the sessions of the Supreme Lodge that there may 
be more time for deliberation, or, in other words, that the Supreme Council may 
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have a strictly business meeting. The statute goes into effect April 1, 1895, 
and the Supreme Council will be convened as soon thereafter as possible. 

6. The laws heretofore enacted for the government of the Uniform Rank 
continue in force until superseded by statutes duly enacted. Under this legis- 
lation all the rules and regulations in force prior to the session of the Supreme 
Lodge of 1894, not in conflict with the new Constitution of the order, and all 
enactments by the recent session of the Supreme Lodge, continue in force for 
the government of the military branch. 

7. All of the funds derived from whatever source from the Uniform Rank 
are to be set aside for the exclusive use and benefit of the Uniform Rank for its 
support and advancement. 

8. The Supreme Council may recommend to the Supreme Lodge the name 
of a qualified party for election to the office of Major General. 

The foregoing are the points concerning the Uniform Rank that were en- 
grafted into the new Constitution and Statutes. There was no ‘‘divorcement 
Strom the Supreme Lodge” in so far as the control of this military branch of the 
order is concerned. Greater privileges and rights were conceded to the rank 
than heretofore. In view of this legislation, every officer and member of the 
rank should go to work with renewed zeal for its advancement. Sir knights, 
each and every one of you can help to build up and add additional strength to 
this military branch of the order, already so justly popular. The united effort 
of all will place the rank far in advance of all similar organizations. Let the 
close of 1894 and the opening months of the approaching new year of 1895 be 
full of earnest work, and the fruits will be abundant. 

II. The changes in the rules and regulations were not many, and are chiefly 
in reference to the uniform. All of the changes will be given in the rules and 
regulations as soon as they can be printed by Supreme Keeper of Records and 
Seal. It is well to state here, however, in advance of the publication of the 
rules and regulations, that the plumes of all officers of the infantry from sir 
knight herald to colonel, inclusive, are changed to white yak hair. Officers now 
using the red and white feather plume will not be required to make the change 
until the present plume is worn out. 

III. The proposed new ritual for the Uniform Rank was referred to the 
Supreme Council for its action and recommendations to the Supreme Lodge. 

IV. The next session of the Supreme Lodge will meet in the city of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., the fourth week of August, 1896. The orders and information 
concerning the biennial encampment of the rank will be published in due time. 
In this connection, however, the Major General would recommend that each 
brigade and each separate regiment of this military branch hold an encampment 
within their own grand domain during the year 1895. Select a time and place 
most convenient of access within your respective states, and spend a week in 
actual camp, and in the performance of strictly military duties pertaining to a 
strictly military camp. Have a camp of instruction, and let every officer and 
sir knight attend prepared to obey orders, and do all he can to make it a success. 
The Major General will attend as many of such encampments as it will be pos- 
sible for him to reach. 

Once more, sir knights, let us have a year of honest, earnest work.

paid, and the new work will be sent by express to all who return the old edition 
of 1889. 

III. The new drill regulations contains 184 pages more than the edition of 
1889, and is all new type and new material. The price of the new drill regula- 
tions will be:

The following amendments in the uniform of this rank were recommended 
by the committee on Uniform Rank at the recent session of the Supreme Lodge, 
and were approved by the Supreme Lodge, though not formally engrafted into 
the Statutes : 


HELMETS.—Same pattern as defined in the rules and regulations, and now 
used, but with the following changes : 

For Regimental Field and Staff Officers of Infantry Regiments — White yak 
hair plume, not less than sixteen inches nor more than eighteen inches in length, 
and to weigh not less than two and one half ounces nor more than three ounces. 
The yak hair to be woven and wrapped about the upper end of the plume rod, 
falling to the rear and down about the helmet; the plume rod made so as to be 
used within the present regulation calla lily plume socket. Gold wire cord, 
front and back plaits, helmet aiguilettes and plaques. 

For Captain, First and Second Lieutenants of Infantry—White yak hair 
plume, not less than fourteen nor more than sixteen inches in length, and to be 
from one and three-fourths ounces to two ounces in weight. The yak hair to be 
attached to the plume rod in the same manner as for field officers. 

For Sir Knights of Infantry— Scarlet yak hair plume, same length and 
weight as defined for line officers, and attached to plume rod in the same manner 
as for field officers. 

For Cavalry— For sir knights, same helmet as now worn, except that the 
plume shall be yellow yak hair, and all the cords, plaques, tassels, etc., to be of 
yellow. The length and weight of the plume the same as for sir knights of 
infantry. Officers, same helmet, but with yellow yak hair plume, yellow silk 
aiguilettes, plaits, cords, plaques and tassels. The length and weight of the 
plume the same as for regimental, field and staff officers of infantry. 

Il. In order to save expense to divisions now instituting, and which will be 
instituted prior to the meeting of the Supreme Council, it is deemed best by the 
Supreme Chancellor and the Major General that the foregoing changes in the 
uniform should now be published. Divisions instituted prior to this date will 
not be required to make any change in their present uniform until further orders. 
However, divisions that may be in need of new plumes should procure the yak 
hair plume.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 30. 

I. The blanks for the annual reports of divisions for February, 1895, and the 
annual regimental rosters, inspection reports, officers’ bonds, etc., for the year 
1895, have been forwarded to the headquarters of the several brigades and sepa- 
rate regiments for distribution to regiments and divisions, and the blanks for 
divisions not attached to regiments are forwarded herewith to such separate 
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divisions. Brigade and regimental commanders must forward the blanks for 
the annual reports as directed in the instructions on report blanks, and two 
blank bonds and a copy of this order for each division, and three consolidated 
regimental reports to their regiments and divisions without delay. Hach regi- 
mental and staff officer must also be supplied with a copy of this order. 

II. The attention of every sir knight captain or commanding officer of 
divisions is called to section 24, article iv, rules and regulations Uniform Rank: 


Sec. 24. Each division shall make annual reports to the Major General com- 
manding the Uniform Rank on the 19th day of February of each year, and the 
report herein provided must be accompanied by the division dues to the Supreme 
Lodge of five dollars. Upon the receipt of the annual report and the Supreme 
Lodge dues by the Major General he shall forward commissions in blank for the 
sir knight captain, lieutenant and herald to the brigade commander in those 
jurisdictions where there is a brigade formation, and to the regimental com- 
mander in those jurisdictions where there is a regimental formation, and for all 
other divisions shall commission the said officers for the period for which they 
were elected and installed, free of cost; provided, that brigades and unattached 
regiments may, by proper by-laws, provide for a fee, not to exceed one dollar, 
for issuing commissions to line officers, such fee to be for the benefit of the 
brigade or regimental fund. 


III. Divisions attached to regiments will make their annual reports and for- 
ward through regimental headquarters as follows: One copy for the Major 
General, one copy to regimental commander, one copy to be retained by the 
division, and, when attached to brigade, one copy to brigade commander. 

The Supreme Lodge dues, five dollars, must be sent with the annuai report 
to Major General James R. Carnahan, either by bank draft, postoffice money 
order or express money order, and made payable to R. L. C. White, S. K. R. S., 
Nashville, Tenn. Do not send individual checks. 

Regimental and brigade commanders will forward reports immediately upon 
receipt by them. 

The installing officers of divisions unattached to regiment or brigade must 
forward their annual reports and Supreme Lodge dues to the Major General 
direct. 

IY. The attention of division officers is called to sections 14, 15, 16 and 19 
of article iv, rules and regulations, and they should read these sections and the 
instructions on the annual report blanks. 

VY. The attention of brigade and regimental commanders is called to section 
18, article iv, rules and regulations: 


Src. 18. Brigade commanders shall, on the 25th day of January, or within 
five days thereafter, of each year, appoint an officer for each division to install 
the officers and inspéct the division, and notice of the time of the attendance of 
said officers shall be given to the divisions by the brigade commander. In 
jurisdictions where the regiment is the highest formation, the regimental com- 
mander shall perform the duties herein defined for the brigade commander. In 
jurisdictions where there is neither regimental nor brigade formation, the Major 
General will designate the installing officer. 


The Major General directs that the commanding officer of each regiment shall 
apportion the divisions of his regiment to himself, the lieutenant colonel and the 
major of each battalion for inspection and installation of officers. It is of the 
greatest importance that regimental and battalion commanders should meet and 
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become acquainted with each division of their command. It is not intended, 
however, to prevent brigade commanders from making special details for the 
work of inspecting and installing division officers. Hach installing officer must 
be supplied with inspection blank, ‘‘ Form A,” to be filled out and returned with 
the installation report. Consolidated inspection reports must be forwarded to 
these headquarters from brigade headquarters and headquarters of separate reg- 
iments. 

VI. The attention of installing officers and divisions is called to seetion 19, 
article iv, rules and regulations: 


Sec. 19. Divisions shall assemble at their armories at the time designated for 
installation of officers and inspection. The officer so appointed shall perform 
that duty in accordance with the work prescribed in the ritual and forms pre- 
scribed therefor. He shall make a careful inspection of such divisions, and shall 
see that the bond of the treasurer has been filed with and approved by the 
division, that the annual report to the Supreme Lodge has been made out by the 
recorder, and that the orders have been drawn for the division dues to the 
Supreme Lodge, the brigade and regiment. Said report shall be endorsed by the 
installing officer, and one copy thereof, together with his inspection report, shall 
be forwarded by the installing officer, through the regimental and brigade head- 
quarters, for each of the following officers: The regimental commander, the 
brigade commander and the Major General of the Uniform Rank; and the copy 
of the report forwarded to the Major General shall be accompanied with the 
annual dues for the Supreme Lodge. In jurisdictions where there is no regi- 
mental or brigade organization, the installing officer will forward one copy of the 
annual report of the division, with the Supreme Lodge dues, together with his 
inspection report, to the Major General. In all cases the division shall retain 
one copy of the report. 


These instructions must be followed to the letter. The reports and dues to 
the Supreme Lodge must be in the hands of the installing officer before the officers 
are installed. 

Send report and draft for dues through the regular channels to Major General 
James R. Carnahan, headquarters Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, Indianap- 
olis, Ind., in order that the proper credit may be given, and that there may be 
no delay to your division in receiving the countersign. 

Individual checks must not be sent. Send either by draft, postal or express 
money order. 

Reports must be forwarded to these headquarters immediately upon receipt 
of the same by commanders of brigades and separate regiments. 

VII. The attention of division officers and sir knights is called to section 2, 
article vii, rules and regulations: 


Src. 2. Any division that shall fail to make its report at the time specified in 
these rules and regulations, or within thirty days immediately following the 19th 
day of February of each year, may have its warrant annulled by the order of 
the Supreme Chancellor, and any officer of division, regiment or brigade failing 
to comply with the general laws of the Uniform Rank in the matter of reports, 
or with the orders of the Supreme Chancellor or Major General, for the period of 
thirty days, as required by law, or as he may be ordered, shall forfeit his office, 
and his commission be revoked. No division shall be entitled to or receive the 
countersign so long as such division is in arrears with its report and dues to the 
Supreme Lodge, or to the regiment or brigade to which it is attached; and all 
officers and sir knights are strictly forbidden to communicate the countersign to 
any officer or member of a division that is in arrears for annual reports or dues, 
as herein provided. 
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The countersign shall be transmitted to the commanding officer of the several 
divisions immediately upon the receipt of the annual report and the dues to the 
Supreme Lodge, and to the brigade and regiment to which such division may be 
attached. 

Any member of a division of the Uniform Rank who shall be guilty of a 
violation of the provisions of this section shall be dishonorably discharged from 
the rank. 


The countersign must not be forwarded to divisions until the annual report 
and dues are received. 

Every report should be forwarded on or before March 30. This can be done 
if installing officers and divisions will do their duty. 

VIII. Blanks for consolidated regimental reports are forwarded herewith, 
and commanders of regiments will attend to the making and forwarding of these 
reports; two copies to be forwarded to brigade headquarters in those jurisdictions 
where there is a brigade formation, one copy to be retained at brigade head- 
quarters, and one forwarded to these headquarters. Where there is no brigade 
formation, regimental commanders will send their reports to headquarters direct. 
In all cases retain one copy at regimental headquarters. 

_ Where there are any vacancies in the regimental field and staff, such vacancies 
should be filled before February 19, 1895. 

IX. The Major General recommends that, where it is possible to do so, the 
annual installation of officers and inspection of divisions be made public, and 
that it be made the occasion for inviting the friends of the division, and such 
others as might be interested in the Uniform Rank, to be present. The evening 
could be concluded by a literary and musical entertainment, or social dance. 
Whatever may be done in this way, however, should be of the highest and best 
that can be given in each separate locality. Make all such entertainments a 
credit and an honor to the Uniform Rank and the Order of Knights of Pythias.

I. In conformity with section 360, Statutes of the Supreme Lodge Knights of 
Pythias, the Supreme Chancellor and Major General direct that the first session 
of the Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias shall assemble 
in Pythian castle hall, Journal building, in the city of Indianapolis, Indiana, at 
9 o’clock A. M. of Tuesday, April 30, 1895, P. P. XXXII. 

II. The Suprenie Council of the Uniform Rank, by statute, is composed of 
the Supreme Chancellor, the Major General and the Adjutant General of the 
Uniform Rank, and the brigadier general in command of each brigade of the 
Uniform Rank. The above-named officers will be expected to report, in full- 
dress uniform, at the time and place named, for the transaction of such business 
as may legally come before the Supreme Council for its action. After the opening 
session the fatigue uniform will worn. 

III. All officers and sir knights in good standing will have the privilege of 
attending the sessions of the Supreme Council. All visiting officers and sir 
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knights will appear in full-dress uniform for the opening session; at all other 
sessions they will appear in fatigue uniform. 

IV. The attention of the members of the Supreme Council is called to the 
importance of this, the first session of the Supreme Council, aud to the fact that 
it is essential to the interests of the rank that each brigade commander should 
be present. <A part of the business to be transacted will be the adoption of 
rules and regulations for the government of the Uniform Rank, as under the 
Constitution of the Supreme Lodge. The present rules and regulations will 
continue in force only until the session of the Supreme Council. Another 
matter of vital importance to be considered is the financial questions connected 
with the management and maintenance of the rank. Other questions of 
importance will naturally arise. 

V. The Supreme Chancellor and Major General request that all officers of 
the Uniform Rank who desire to submit any propositions to be incorporated in 
the rules and regulations for the government of the Uniform Rank should at 
once embody their propositions or recommendations in writing, and forward them 
to the Major General, so that that they may be placed in form for presentation to 
the Supreme Council. 

VI. The headquarters for the members of the Be om Council and the 
officers and sir knights that may accompany them, have been established at the 
Grand hotel, where special rates have been secured. 

VII. Brigade commanders, immediately upon receipt of this order, will 
report to the Major General whether or not they will be present for the meeting 
of the Supreme Council, and whether or not any members of their staff will 
accompany them. Do not fail to make this report immediately.

I. The attention of the officers and sir knights of the Uniform Rank is called 
to the following action had by the Supreme Council, at the assembly which 
closed on May 3, 1895: | 

1. The Major General was instructed to discontinue the exchange of the old 
tactics for the new drill regulations from and after the date of the assembly of 
the Supreme Council, then being held. In conformity, therefore, with the action 
of the Supreme Council, there can be no further exchange of tactics. The price 
of the drill regulations will be one dollar per copy. Payment must accompany. 
all orders. 

2. The fee for all commissions, except for line officers, was fixed at two dol- 
lars. The fee for commissions must accompany the report of elections, or the 
recommendation for appointment and commission. 

3. The fee to accompany the application for the formation of a new division 
was fixed at thirty-five dollars, the fee to accompany the application. 

II. The Major General was instructed by the Council to direct that each 
brigade and regimental commander should at once ascertain from each division 
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of the rank the sentiment on the following question: ‘‘ What is the sentiment 
of your division as to changing the shoulder-strap now worn by divisions to an 
appropriate emblem to be embroidered on the collar or shoulder of the uniform 
coat—the change to be made as the divisions already instituted might be able to 
make the change, and to be applicable to new divisions as instituted?” In con- 
formity with the instructions of the Supreme Council, brigade and regimental 
commanders will at once secure this information and report the result to the 
Major General. Separate divisions will report to the Major General direct. 

III. The proceedings of the Supreme Council and the new rules and regula- 
tions will be published and ready for distribution as soon as the committee on 
rules and regulations shall complete its work.

With unfeigned sorrow the Major General announces the death of Brigadier 
General Charles E. Bentley, of the Pennsylvania Brigade, this August 3, 1895. 
In the death of General Bentley, not alone upon the brigade of Pennsylvania, 
which he has commanded so faithfully and well since the date of his election to 
the position, August 18, 1891, does the loss fall. The Uniform Rank Knights of 
Pythias loses one of the truest men that has ever stood in its ranks; a man 
genial and courteous in his bearing toward his fellow-men and brother knights; 
an officer ever ready and willing to perform his whole duty; he was worthy the 
confidence and esteem of all who knew him. He loved his fellow-men, and the 
Major General, in all of his intercourse with General Bentley, whether person- 
ally or by correspondence, bears testimony to the kindly spirit that was ever 
shown by him toward all of whom he spoke or wrote; never, in all the years of 
acquaintance, did General Bentley speak ill of any man. He could be and was 
firm in the enforcement of law, but with that firmness there was always a warm 
and tender heart. 

The death of General Bentley, as the Major General is informed, resulted 
from his being thrown from his horse while in the discharge of duty during the 
encampment of 1894, at Washington, D. C. At the time of receiving the fall it 
was not thought to be serious, and he afterward rode through the entire parade, 
and on the following day was at his post for inspection and review. The effects 
did not become apparent until in the early spring of 1895, when creeping paraly- 
sis set in as a result of the injuries received, and from which he died. 

To the widow and family of General Bentley the Major General extends not 
only his sincerest sympathy, but the heartfelt sympathy of the entire Uniform 
Rank Knights of Pythias, which he in his life honored by his membership. 

The brigade commander of each brigade will wear the badge of mourning 
when on duty during the prescribed period.

Supreme Chancellor Walter B. Richie, as Com- 
mander in Chief of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, has authorized and 
directed the Major General ‘‘to publish and promulgate said rules and regula- 
tions for the government of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias.” Therefore, 
in compliance with the orders of Walter B. Richie, Supreme Chancellor and 
Commander in Chief, said rules and regulations have been published and will be 
distributed without unnecessary delay to the rank. By order of the Com- 
mander in Chief, ‘‘said rules and regulations shall be in full force and effect 
from and after their issuance to the rank.” 

II. Thanks are due and are hereby extended to the members of the commit- 
tee on rules and regulations for the faithful discharge of the duty imposed on 
them.

GENERAL ORDERS No. 35. 

I. The attention of the officers and sir knights of the Uniform Rank Knights 
of Pythias is called to the following sections of the new rules and regulations 
for the government of the rank. Concerning supplies, see section 1, chapter xvi, 
to wit: 

SEcTIon 1. Any division of the Uniform Rank which shall cause to be 
printed or have made any of the supplies or emblems furnished by the Supreme 
Council, or shall purchase such supplies or emblems otherwise than through the 
channels authorized by these rules and regulations, shall, upon satisfactory 
proof, be suspended, and its warrant may be revoked; and any officer who shall 


be guilty of such offence shall forfeit his commission and shall be ineligible to 
hold office for a period of two years thereafter. 


Concerning the furnishing of supplies, section 2, chapter viii, provides that 
the Major General ‘shall receive all requisitions for supplies forwarded through 
regular channels by commanding officers, and if approved by him shall cause 
such supplies to be forwarded; but in no case shall a requisition for supplies be 
approved unless the money in payment therefor shall be forwarded with the 
requisition.” All orders, therefore, for supplies of whatever kind must be for- 
warded to the Major General through the regular channels, with a draft, postoffice 
order or express money order in payment therefor, payable to the order of 
James R. Carnahan, Major General, Indianapolis, Ind. 

II. Concerning commissions, section 3, chapter xi, provides that— 


Src. 3. Each field and staff officer shall pay for his commission a fee of two 
dollars ($2), and each line officer a fee of fifty cents, for the benefit of the 
Supreme Council. All fees for commissions must be forwarded with the report 
of election or appointment of the officer; and no commissions shall be issued 
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until the prescribed fee is paid to the Major General. Brigades or regimeuts 
may charge an additional fee, not to exceed fifty cents for each brigade or regi- 
ment, for commissions of field, staff or line officers. 


Section 23, chapter iii, fixes the fee for commissions for each division officer 
at fifty cents, the fee to accompany the report of election. The attention of all 
commissioned officers is called to section 5, article xvi, to wit: 


Sec. 5. Should any officer of the Uniform Rank fail to forward the prescribed 
fee for his commission within thirty days from the date of his election or appoint- 
ment the Major General shall declare the office vacant and order an election or 
appointment to fill the vacancy. 


III. The attention of the non-commissioned staff of the several regiments is 
called to section 1, chapter viii, page 24, to wit: 


All non-comunissioned staff officers must procure a non-commissioned officer’s 
warrant, and also the chevrons to indicate his rank and position, the warrant 
and chevrons to be procured from the Major General. 


See, also, section 35, chapter viii, to wit: 


The non-commissioned staff of regiments or battalions must, within thirty 
days after their appointment, procure from the Major General their warrant and 
chevrons of office; failure so to do will vacate the position. 


Attention is also called to the fact that warrants and chevrons are furnished 
by the Major General for the non-commissioned officers of divisions. See price- 
list of supplies in this order. 

IV. The following is the list of supplies, and the prices and fees therefor 
(see section 2, chapter xviii) :

The fee for honorable discharge, issued by the Major General to 
members of defunct divisions, shall be one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50) each. 
Applications for such discharges must have the approval of commanding officers 
of the battalions, regiments and brigades to which defunct divisions were 
attached. 


V. This order should be carefully preserved by officers and divisions for 
reference in ordering supplies, as no supplies can be furnished unless payment 
therefor accompanies the order or requisition.

The attention of divisions of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias is called 
to the changes in regard to election of officers as now provided by the new rules 
and regulations. 

Sections 10, 11 and 12, chapter III, provide that— 


Sec. 10. The officers shall be elected annually, by ballot, at the first assembly 
in January of each year, and shall be installed on the 19th day of February, or 
within thirty days thereafter, and shall serve for a period of one official year, or 
until their successors are elected and installed. . 

Sec. 11. Any member in good standing shall be eligible to any office in his 
division, and all officers shall be eligible to re-election; provided, that any officer 
whose commission has been revoked for conduct unbecoming an officer or sir 
knight, or for violation of the orders of his superior officer, or any officer or sir 
knight who has, at any time, been dishonorably discharged, shall be ineligible 
to hold office for two years thereafter. 

Sec. 12. The mode of election of officers shall be by ballot, and a majority of 
all votes cast shall be necessary for a choice. In case of no election on the first 
ballot, the balloting shall continue until a majority for one of the candidates is 
obtained. Balloting for officers shall be conducted without previous nomination. 
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In conformity, therefore, with the foregoing regulations, the divisions of the 
Uniform Rank will, at the first meeting in January, 1896, elect a captain, first 
lieutenant, second lieutenant, recorder and treasurer for the ensuing term, and 
said officers, so elected, will be installed on February 19, or within thirty days 
thereafter. The annual reports will be made and forwarded to the Major General 
on the 19th day of February, immediately upon the installation of officers. 

The necessary blanks for reports, etc., will be forwarded in due time to divi- 
sions for making annual reports. 

II. Brigade and regimental commanders will forward this order to their divi- 
sions immediately for their information and government.

The blanks for the annual reports of divisions for February 19, 1896, and the 
annual battalion and regimental rosters, inspection reports, officers’ bonds, com- 
missions, etc., for the. year 1896, are forwarded herewith to the headquarters of 
the several brigades and separate regiments for distribution to regiments, bat- 
talions and divisions, and the blanks for separate divisions are forwarded direct 
to such separate divisions. Brigade and regimental commanders must forward 
the blanks for annual reports as follows: : 


Five annual reports for each division. 

Two blank bonds for each division. 

Two annual rosters for each battalion. 

Three annual rosters for each regiment. 

To each inspecting and installing officer two ‘‘ Form A” inspection blanks for 
each division. 

To each assistant inspector general two consolidated inspection reports, 
SW OrM 77 

Also a copy of this order to each division, and a copy to each inspecting and 
installing officer. Each regimental and staff officer must be supplied with a copy 
of this order. 

II. The attention of every captain or officer commanding a division, and of 
every installing officer, is called to sections 21, 22, and 23, chapter ITI, rules and 
regulations, to wit: 


Sec. 21. Every division shall, on the 19th day of February of each year, 
make its annual report, on blanks to be furnished by the Major General, through 
the regular channels, signed by the commanding officer and attested by the 
recorder. Five copies of said report shall be made, four copies of which (one 
each for battalion, regimental, brigade and general headquarters) shall be for- 
warded immediately to the battalion commander, together with the division dues, 
to the Supreme Council, the brigade and the regiment, and one copy shall be 
retained by the division. 

Battalion, regimental and brigade commanders shall, without delay, forward 
the reports and dues through the proper channels. 

Sec. 22. Brigade commanders shall, on the 25th day of January of each year, 
or within five days thereafter, in general orders, detail an officer for each division 
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to install the officers and inspect the division, and shall announce therein the date 
for inspection of each division. Attendance at the annual assembly of divisions 
for inspection is hereby declared obligatory and compulsory upon all members. 

Sec. 23. Divisions shall assemble at their armories at the time designated for 
inspection and installation of officers. The inspecting and installing officer shall 
perform his duties in accordance with the ritual and forms prescribed therefor. 
He shall make a careful inspection of the division, and shall see that the bonds 
of the recorder and treasurer have been filed with and approved by the division; 
that the annual reports have been made out and forwarded by the recorder, 
together with the annual dues, to the Supreme Council, the brigade and the 
regiment. He shall forward, through military channels, to the Major General a 
certified roster of the officers installed, together with the fee of fifty cents each 
for the Supreme Council, and such additional fees as may be prescribed by the 
brigade and regiment, for the commissions of the captain, first lieutenant and 
second lieutenant, and to the assistant inspector general, direct, his inspection 
report. Upon receipt of the report of the inspecting and installing officer, the 
brigadier general shall issue the commissions for the division officers and forward 
the report and fee for the Supreme Council to the Major General. 


III. The attention of battalion majors is called to section 5, chapter iv, 
rules and regulations, to wit: 


Src. 5. Every battalion commander shall make an annual consolidated report, 
in duplicate, on blanks to be furnished through the channels by the Major Gene- 
ral, one copy to be retained for the battalion, and one copy to be forwarded, on 
the 19th day of March, to the regimental commander. 


IV. The attention of each regimental commander is called to section 16, 
chapter v, rules and regulations, to wit: 


Src. 16. Every regiment shall make an annual consolidated report, in dupli- 
cate, on blanks to be furnished by the Major General through regular channels, 
one copy to be retained at regimental headquarters, and one copy to be for- 
warded, on the 25th day of March, to the brigade commander. 


The consolidated regimental reports are made from the reports of the bat- 
talion commanders, where the regiment is divided into battalions, and from 
the reports of divisions composing the regiment when there are no battalion 
formations. Failure on the part of any regimental or battalion commander to 
make these reports as required by the rules and regulations will be cause for the 
revocation of the commission of any derelict officer. 

V. The Supreme Council dues, five dollars, and the fees for commissions of . 
division officers, one dollar and fifty cents, being a total of six dollars and fifty 
cents, must be sent with the annual report through the regular channels to 
Major General James R. Carnahan, Indianapolis, Indiana. Send by bank draft, 
postal money order or express money order. Do not send individual checks, 
Battalion, regimental and brigade commanders will forward each report imme- 
diately upon its receipt by them. The installing officers of divisions unattached 
to regiments will forward the reports, together with Supreme Council dues and 
fees for commissions, to the Major General direct. 

VI. All reports of divisions, together with the Supreme Council dues and 
fees for officers’ commissions, must be in the hands of the installing officer before 
the officers are installed. Immediately upon receipt of the annual report, 
Supreme Council dues and fees for commissions by the brigade commander, he 
will forward the commissions for the officers and the countersign for the term. 
Let promptness characterize the conduct of every officer of the Uniform Rank 
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for the year 1896. The attention of all officers is called to General Orders No. 
35 from these headquarters, under date of December 16, 1895. 

VII. The attention of all divisions, battalions and regiments unassigned to 
brigades is called to section 1, chapter iv, rules and regulations, to wit: 


SECTION 1. Whenever three divisions of the Uniform Rank shall have been 
organized, in any grand domain of the Knights of Pythias, said divisions shall 
be organized into a battalion; provided, that, until a brigade is organized, in a 
grand domain, all divisions, battalions and regiments organized therein shall be 
assigned to an adjacent brigade. 


As soon as the annual reports are received from the year 1896, the orders will 
be issued by the Major General in compliance with the provisions of the fore- 
going section.

THE SUPREME COUNCIL. 


By the enactment of sections 360 to 371, inclusive, of the statutes of the 
Supreme Lodge, there was created the Supreme Council of the Military Branch 
of the Knights of Pythias. This council was clothed with certain powers and 
duties. This council is, by statute, composed of the Supreme Chancellor, as 
Commander in Chief, Major General commanding and the Adjutant General of 
the Rank, together with all brigadier generals in command of brigades. 

The first assembly of the Supreme Council was held in the city of Indian- 
apolis, on April 30 and May 1 and 2, 1895. At this first assembly of the Uniform 
Rank there were present :

The attention of the Supreme Lodge is called to the following proceedings 
of the Supreme Council, which form the sum and substance of the acts of that 
body. 

INCORPORATION. 

In the statute enacted by this Supreme Lodge, whereby the Supreme 
Council was created, there was a provision whereby the Supreme Council was 
alone to be responsible for the business and financial affairs of the military 
branch of the Knights of Pythias, and the Supreme Lodge declared in most 
emphatic terms that it would not be responsible, in any way, for any of the 
expenses of the Supreme Council or the Uniform Rank. See section 368, 
Supreme Statutes. It was a self-evident fact that the Supreme Council or 
the Uniform Rank could not retain its existence unless the officer or officers who 
had command should individually become liable for the business or financial 
dealings of the organization, and this would have to be assumed by these 
officers at the very outset. Whether the income could or would be sufficient to 
meet the financial obligations of the rank was an unsolved problem. ‘This being 
true, it was not deemed right or just that the entire burden of financial respon- 
sibility should be cast on one, or, at most, upon two. If, as has since been 
demonstrated, it could be made self-sustaining, it would be no financial risk for 
officers in command to assume the liability. This liability also included the 
liability for the mileage and per diem for attendance upon the assemblies of the 
Supreme Council. There was but one solution of the problem, and that was for 
the Supreme Council as a body to become responsible for the business and finan- 
cial transactions of the Supreme Council, and that was to incorporate and 
become a body corporate; so, for purely business purposes, and to the end that 
no one individual should be held financially responsible, the Supreme Council was 
incorporated under the laws of the state of Indiana. The articles were duly 
signed and acknowledged by the members of the Supreme Council, the law for 
the formation of such corporations being complied with in every particular, and 
said articles have been filed with the auditor of state, and with the recorder of 
Marion county, state of Indiana. 

As there has been some criticism adverse to the action of the Supreme 
Council, concerning this matter of incorporation, I have deemed it best to place 
the matter fully before the Supreme Lodge. The following is the full text of 
the articles of incorporation: 


We, the subscribers, citizens of the United States, hereby associate ourselves 
together for the purpose of organizing a corporation under the laws of the state 
of Indiana, and pursuant to the provisions of an act, entitled ‘‘An act for the 
incorporation of societies not for pecuniary profit, defining their powers and 
providing for the election of directors, the dissolution of such corporations, dis- 
tribution of their property and the changing of their articles of association, and 
declaring an emergency, approved March 6, 1889,” and we adopt the following 
as our articles for the incorporation thereof: 


12 
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Article I.—The name of such corporation shall be THE SUPREME COUNCIL OF 
THE UNIFORM RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 

Article [I.— The object thereof is to organize and promote the growth and 
welfare of the military branch of the order of Knights of Pythias. 

Article IIJ.—The principal office of said corporation shall be in the city of 
Indianapolis, Marion county, Ind.: Provided, however, That, by order of the 
Supreme Council, its general business office may be transferred to any point 
within the Supreme Jurisdiction. 

Article IV.— The business and prudential concerns of said corporation shall 
be managed by a board of seven directors, subject in all things to the constitu- 
tion, laws and edicts of the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, and the con- 
stitution, rules and regulations of the Supreme Council Knights of Pythias. 
The Supreme Chancellor of the order of Knights of Pythias and the Major 
General of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias shall be ex officio members of 
said board, and the other members to be members of the Supreme Council, and 
be elected by said council for the term of two years. 

Article V.— The directors of said corporation for the first year shall be 
Walter B. Richie, of Lima, Ohio; James R. Carnahan, of Indianapolis, Ind. ; 
James R. Ross, James H. Barkley, K. M. Van Zandt, Joseph H. Lyon, John H. 
Abbott. 

Article VI.—The seal of said corporation, an impression of which is attached 
hereto, shall be a double circular band, having for its center a double triangle, 
about which are grouped the arms and banners of the Knights of Pythias, with 
the following words in the circular band or outer rim of the seal: ‘‘SUPREME 
CouNcIL UNIFORM RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS.”

The Major General is fully of the opinion that if it is expected that the 
Supreme Counci! is to carry on its financial operations, contract and be 
contracted with, separate from and independent of the Supreme Lodge, then it 
is absolutely necessary that the body should be incorporated and given a legal 
existence, and it can not have such a legal existence unless it is incorporated. 
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If it is desired by this Supreme Lodge that the Uniform Rank shall be entirely 
separated from it, in so far as the conduct and management of its financial affairs 
are concerned, then it must have a corporate existence, or the officers to whom 
the business affairs of the rank are entrusted must become individually 
responsible for every contract for supplies and for all financial affairs of the 
rank. I do not understand that it was the intention of the Supreme Lodge to 
absolutely divorce the Uniform Rank from the Supreme Lodge, but that it—the 
rank—was to remain as the military branch of the order, under the control of 
and subject to the laws and edicts of the Supreme body, but that it must be 
liable for its contracts and indebtedness in whatever manner incurred. Now, if 
it is to bear its own separate burdens and pay its own bills, then permit it to be 
incorporated, so that it may conduct its affairs in a legal manner. It has been 
rumored that the Supreme Lodge would disapprove of the action of the Supreme 
Council in this matter, and would require the relinquishment of the incorporation. 
I ask that this matter be determined at this convention of the Supreme Lodge. 

The committee having in charge the preparation of the articles of incorpora- 
tion also made the following recommendation in their report, which was adopted 
by the Council: 

We further recommend that a committee of three members of this Council 
be appointed by said Council, whose duty shall be to secure, if possible, at the 


next session of congress, the passage of an act incorporating this Council similar 
to that granted the Supreme Lodge. 


Nothing has been done in this direction yet, awaiting the action of your 
honorable body on the question of the present incorporation. 


CONSTITUTION. 


The Supreme Council adopted a constitution for the government of that 
body and prescribing its powers and duties. This constitution has not been 
printed or promulgated as yet. Section 374 Supreme Statutes provides that all 
laws enacted by any body of the military branch shall be examined by the 
Major General and the Supreme Chancellor, and upon being approved by the 
Supreme Chancellor and Major General shall become the law governing such 
body. The constitution and the rules and regulations of Uniform Rank were 
submitted to the Supreme Chancellor, and he declined to approve them in the 
form presented, and the following action was had in regard thereto: The prepa- 
ration of the rules and regulations was referred to the committee on rules and 
regulations, and was, by that committee, to be prepared and furnished to the 
Major General for publication. When the rules and regulations were completed 
and placed in the hands of the Major General and Supreme Chancellor, as com- 
mander in chief, it was found that the name of the primal organization, 
“division,” had been changed throughout to that of ‘‘company.” 

It was decided that under the action on this change of name, had at the 
Supreme Lodge convention of 1894, in the adoption of the drill regulations, 
wherein that body granted the use of the name ‘‘company”’ in the tactics to 
prevent confusion in military terms and orders, but declined to permit the name 
“division” to be changed to ‘‘company” in the primal organization of the rank. 
Although there appears no record in the proceedings of the Supreme Lodge con- 
vention concerning this matter, yet it is a fact that such discussion and action

was had. In view of the fact of this action by the Supreme Lodge, and in the 
absence of any direct authority being conferred upon the Supreme Council to 
change the name ‘‘division,” established by the Supreme Lodge, to that of 
‘“‘company,” it was decided that the word ‘‘company,” wherever it appeared in 
the rules and regulations, should be changed back to ‘‘division.” The matter 
was submitted to each of the brigade commanders, by letter, and they were 
fully informed as to the decision, and were asked to consent to or reject the 
proposition to make the change. Three-fourths of the brigadier generals 
assented to the change being made, and so it was made. The rules and regula- 
tions were printed and promulgated according to the instructions of the Supreme 
Council. The rules and regulations were prepared by a committee, in recess, 
and with the exception of one chapter were not adopted by the Supreme Council 
in session. The constitution prepared by the same committee was presented to 
the Supreme Council, and was by that body adopted. The constitution was the 
act of a body competent to enact a constitution. This it did. The constitution, 
when adopted, was not thought to be at variance with the laws and edicts of 
the Supreme Lodge. With the difficulty concerning the name of ‘‘ division” or 
‘‘company ”’ in the way, and for other vaxiance which will be mentioned further on 
in this report, it was thought best to refer the constitution back to the Supreme 
Council unless this convention of the Supreme Lodge should change the name 
of the smallest organized body of the Uniform Rank from that of ‘‘ division” to 
“‘company.”’ I believe I speak truthfully when I say that it is the unanimous 
wish of every member of the Supreme Council, and I believe it is also the wish 
of the vast majority of the Uniform Rank, that the name ‘“‘ division,” wherever 
it appears in designation of the single company organization, should be changed 
to ‘‘company.” It is unnecessary in this report to go into an argument of the 
case. Here, in the name of the Uniform Rank, I ask the Supreme Lodge to 
change the name ‘‘ division” to ‘‘ company,” and complete the work of putting 
the rank on a military basis in its nomenclature. If the change is not made, 
then this constitution can not be printed until the Supreme Council can come 
together again and make the change. It should be said, in justice to the com- 
mittee which prepared the constitution and rules and regulations, that it acted 
honestly as:they believed within the scope of their authority in the discharge of 
their duty. They are not members of the Supreme Lodge, and did not know of 
the action of the Supreme Lodge on this subject; but they are military men, 
and understand the significance of military terms, and they do know that, in 
military parlance, a ‘‘division” means more than a single company of soldiers. 
A copy of said constitution is filed herewith, marked exhibit ‘‘A,” and I ask 
that the entire subject be referred to the committee on law for its consideration 
and report. 

The committee on rules and regulations in the Supreme Council presented 
the following recommendations, which were concurred in, to wit: 


That a special committee, composed of the Major General and Brigadier Gen- 
erals and Supreme Representatives Lyons, Mather, McDonald and Turner, be 
appointed and charged with the duty of preparing and presenting, in behalf of 
this Supreme Council, to the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, at its next 
convention, a memorial, petitioning the amendment of the fellowing portions of 
the Supreme Statutes, for the good of the Uniform Rank: 

Title vi, section 360 (last four lines), amend so that same shall read: ‘And 
in case the Supreme Council shall fail to designate a place of meeting, the Su- 
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preme Chancellor and the Major General shall call said Supreme Council to meet 
at such time and place as they may elect.” 

Section 362. Hither strike out the words ‘‘ be a Past Grand Chancellor” in 
the first line, or adopt a provision whereby the Supreme Lodge shall confer the 
honor of Past Grand Chancellor upon the nominee of the Supreme Council for 
the office of Major General; or adopt a provision conferring the honor of Past 
Grand Chancellor upon all brigadier generals who shall have served as com- 
mander of a brigade to the expiration of their commissions. 

Section 366. In the third line strike out the words ‘‘Supreme Lodge,” and 
substitute instead ‘‘Supreme Council.” 

Section 370. Strike out the entire section.

The Major General asks that the Supreme Lodge carefully consider the sug- 
gestions embodied in the foregoing. 

The presentation of the foregoing resolutions now brings me to the consider- 
ation of the further difficulty in connection with the constitution. The resolu- 
tions and the constitution may be considered jointly. 

Sections 360 and 363, Supreme Statutes, provide that the Supreme Council 
shall consist of — 


1. The Supreme Chancellor. 

2. The Major General. 

3. The adjutant general. 

4. The brigadier general of each brigade. 


The Supreme Council, at the assembly of 1895, in the Constitution then 
adopted, article iv, added to the list of officers to compose the Supreme Council 
the following: 


5. All past Major Generals. 


This addition is void as the Statutes referred to now stand. The publication 
of the Constitution as adopted by the Council, in so far as this article iv is con- 
cerned, had it been published, would have been a dead letter until the Supreme 
Lodge shall amend its Statutes so as to provide for Past Major Generals being 
made members of the Supreme Council. The Supreme Lodge, in establishing 
the Supreme Council, reserved to itself the right to say who should constitute 
that body. The resolution herein set out, which was adopted, providing for a 
committee to present a memorial, does not name section 361, Supreme Statutes, 
as one of the sections to be amended. Itis, I presume, an admitted fact that 
the Supreme Council can not adopt either a Constitution or rules and regulations 
that are at variance with either the Constitution or Statutes of the Supreme 
Lodge, nor can such a Constitution be approved by the Major General and 
Supreme Chancellor. On behalf of the Supreme Council, I ask the Supreme 
Lodge that section 361 be amended so as to include Past Major Generals as 
members of the Supreme Council, and to this end will present the amendment 
to this body in form. 

It is due to the Supreme Council to say that there was no opportunity for a 
careful examination of the Constitution before it was adopted. The committee 
having the work in charge was pressed for time, and could not have it printed 
and presented for careful examination. The document was read by the commit- 
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tee to the Council in assembly, and was adopted without having the time or 
opportunity for careful consideration. 

The amendment to section 362 of the Statutes means more than simply an 
amendment of that section. It means also an amendment to those portions of 
the Constitution of the Supreme Lodge on which this section is predicated, and 
if section 362 is amended, as requested by the Supreme Council, then paragraph 
5, section 1, article iv, Supreme Constitution, must be amended. This paragraph 
declares who shall be eligible to attain the Supreme Lodge rank, and declares 
that they shall be attained only by a Past Grand Chancellor. Under the caption, 
‘“‘The Honors of the Order,” article v, Constitution, provides how such honors 
shall be attained, and paragraph 3, section 1, of that article provides in what 
manner the honors of Past Grand Chancellor shall be attained. One or both of 
these articles of the Supreme Constitution must be amended before a brigadier 
general who has not previously received the rank of a Past Grand Chancellor can 
attain the honor or rank asked for a brigadier general at the close of a term as 
such officer. If, however, these articles of the Constitution are not amended, 
then article vii of the Constitution must be amended so that an officer of the 
Supreme Lodge may be chosen who is neither a Past Grand Chancellor nor has 
attained the Supreme Lodge rank. Section 1, article vii, Supreme Constitution, 
makes the Major General during his term of office an officer of the Supreme 
Lodge, and as the Constitution now stands he must be a Past Grand Chancellor. 
Section 362, Supreme Statutes, defines who shall be eligible to the position of 
Major General, and is in conformity with the Supreme Constitution. The com- 
mittee named by the Supreme Council present, as they were instructed to do 
for your consideration, amendments both to the Supreme Constitution and 
Statutes, as directed by the Supreme Council. 


RITUAL. 


On the subject of a new ritual for the military branch, the cominittee on ritual 
submitted the following report and recommendations to the Supreme Council, 
which were concurred in. 


To the Supreme Council Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias : 

Your special committee on ritual would respectfully submit the following 
report: 

After witnessing the exemplification of the ritualistic work, April 30, and 
after consulting with a large number of the brigadier generals present, we ieel 
that the ritual, as exemplified, is not fully adapted to the uses of the rank, and 
we therefore recommend that a special committee of three be appointed, with 
full powers to report.to the next convention of the Supreme Lodge a new ritual 
for the Uniform Rank; and we suggest that said committee take the ritual as 
exemplified at the English opera house, April 30, 1895, as a basis to work from. 
It is, however, the opinion of this committee that said ritual must be very 
materially shortened and reconstructed, and, if possible, be confined to one rank. 

We further recommend that the Major General be chairman of said com- 
mittee, the other two members to be appointed by the Supreme Council.

Under the provisions of section 362 of the Supreme Statutes, the Supreme 
Council unanimously nominated to the Supreme Lodge Past Grand Chancellor, 
and at present Major General, James R. Carnahan, for the office of Major General 
of the Uniform Rank, and the official report of said nomination is filed with the 
Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, attested by the Major General and Adju- 
tant General of the Uniform Rank. 


PROCEEDINGS. 


Printed @opies of the proceedings of the Supreme Council are herewith fur- 
nished to the officers and members of the Supreme Lodge for their full informa- 
tion concerning the formation and action of the Supreme Council April 30 and 
May 1 and 2, 1895. 


MINNEAPOLIS— CLEVELAND. 


Immediately after the convention of the Supreme Lodge of 1894, I took up 
the work of preparation for the encampment of the Uniform Rank for 1896. 
Correspondence was opened with General McDonald, who was then in command 
of the Minnesota Brigade, but more especially with Colonel Fred E. Wheaton, 
the assistant adjutant general of the brigade. Of all other matters, the railroad 
rate question was the chief thing taken up. In a letter written by Colonel Fred 
E. Wheaton, November 6, 1894, he closed with the following words: 


I have put the ‘‘cue” to the commercial bodies, and they will act with 
interest and enthusiasm. We all unite at once in demanding of the railroads a 
cent-a-mile rate. This we will have or know the reason why. An encampment 
is made or marred by the attitude of the railroads, and we propose to take the 
bull by the horns early. 


The cent-a-mile rate was the key-note of the campaign. 

Upon the invitation of the brigade commander and assistant adjutant general 
of Minnesota, I went to Minneapolis in November, 1894. The object of the 
visitation was to meet the officers of the brigade, the Grand Chancellor and 
other prominent Pythians and citizens of Minneapolis and Minnesota. In cor- 
respondence that preceded my visit, and in conversation with the brigade com- 
mander and assistant adjutant general, I was informed that it was a necessity 
that the entire work of preparing for the encampment should be fully explained, 
and that members of the order and the citizens of Minneapolis should be fully 
informed as to what would be required of them in order that the encampment 
might be a success, and they requested that the full details connected therewith 
should be fully made known. A meeting of the brigade officers and members of 
the order had been called for the afternoon of the day of my arrival, and a meet- 
ing of the citizens was called for the evening of the same day. At the afternoon 
meeting all of the matters connected with the encampment were fully discussed, 
and especially that of railroad rates. The distance to be travelled and the length 
‘of time required to make the trip by the very large majority of the rank were 
canvassed. The outlay of money necessary, and the length of time required on 
the part of the rank, were shown to be unavoidably large at the very best. The 
financial ability of the rank and file to meet the necessary expenses was also

considered. In view of all the facts it was agreed, without question, that the 
transportation, in order to secure a successful encampment, should not exceed a 
one-cent-a-mile rate. It was stated by the officers—a fact known to all—that 
the Minnesota representation at the encampment at Washington was practically 
a failure, because of the facet that the railroads would not give less than a one full 
fare rate from Minnesota to Washington, and their men could not afford to pay 
it, and therefore could not and did not go. Judging from their own experience 
in attending the Washington encampment, it was conceded that other brigades 
could not attend in 1896 if the rate should be fixed at one full fare. Those 
present were urged to take up the subject of transportation at once and have 
that settled without delay. ad 

The meeting called for the evening, for the business men and citizens of 
Minneapolis, was very slimly attended, but every matter connected with the 
~ encampment was fully explained, and especially that of railroad rates. Those 
present said they realized that the one-cent-a-mile rate must be had to insure 
success. 

Returning from Minneapolis, the subject and matters pertaining to the Min- 
neapolis encampment were carried on by correspondence, until the assembly of 
the Supreme Council at Indianapolis, April 30 to May 2, 1895. 

I can say that, so far as the brigadier general and assistant adjutant general 
of Minnesota were concerned, during this time, they were untiring in their 
efforts to secure the desired rates. These officers were fully awake to the 
importance and gravity of the situation. Their experience with railroad rates 
to Washington had impressed the vital question indelibly upon their minds. 
Colonel Wheaton is especially free from blame because of the ultimate failure 
or refusal of the roads to grant the agreed rate, but he seemed to work alone. 

Both General McDonald and Colonel Wheaton attended the assembly of the 
Supreme Council at Indianapolis. While at Indianapolis they were both much 
concerned in regard to the situation of affairs at Minneapolis. In conversation, 
they each stated that nothing was being done at Minneapolis, especially referring 
to the railroad situation, and it was then and there urged by Colonel Wheaton 
that the Major General should address him as the secretary of the Minneapolis. 
Executive Committee, writing him on this subject, and forward the letter to him 
so that he would receive it after his arrival home. In that conversation he 
outlined what he desired said. This letter, he said, was to be read to their 
committee. He made a similar request of the Supreme Chancellor, who was 
present. The letter was written, as requested. Time passed on, and the 
question of the national encampment of the Grand Army of the Republic for 
1896 being held at St. Paul began to be agitated. The Major General is a 
permanent member of the national encampment of that organization, and when 
his duties in connection with this Supreme Lodge do not interfere, attends the 
encampments. The railroad companies leading from Chicago to St. Paul were 
especially interested in having St. Paul secure the 1896 encampment of the Grand 
Army, They (the railroad officials) were active in securing pledges from Grand 
Army men to vote for St. Paul, and to secure these pledges were also making » 
pledges. The Major General being in Chicago during this time, immediately 
prior to the Grand Army encampment of 1895, at which the question of going to 
St. Paul in 1896 was to be settled, was met by a railroad agent, who brought up 
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the question. This agent urged the writer to use his influence for St. Paul. He 
said, substantially, that the Knights of Pythias were going to Minneapolis 
about the same time, and as the G. A. R. would be offered and given a one-cent- 
a-mile rate, it would insure the same rate for the Knights to Minneapolis, if St. 
Paul got that rate for the Grand Army. To the G. A. R. encampment the St. 
Paul men came with a written pledge of a rate of one cent a mile. This written 
agreement I saw, and knew it to be a bona fide pledge. 

The result was that St. Paul secured the encampment, and all the Knights 
of Pythias in that encampment (and there were many) felt assured that the rate 
question for our encampment at Minneapolis was fully settled and our wish 
would be gratified. The commander in chief of the Grand Army, elected at 
Louisville, was a fellow-townsman, a Knight of Pythias and a personal friend. 
I had every assurance from him that he would aid us in securing the same rates 
as the G. A. R. He, very soon after his election, agreed with me that he would 
have the time for the national encampment of the G. A. R. fixed for the first 
week in September, the week immediately following the time fixed for our 
encampment. This would give the knights who were G. A. R. men an oppor- 
tunity to attend both our encampment at Minneapolis and the G. A. R. encamp- 
ment at St. Paul the following week. The council of administration was called 
together and the time for the G. A. R. encampment was fixed as agreed upon by 
the commander in chief and myself. In October I received information that the 
railroad officials had said that, although it had been agreed to give the one-cent- 
a-mile rate to the Grand Army, the Knights of Pythias should and must pay one 
full fare. I made investigation in regard to the report, but could not get any 
satisfactory information or assurance on the subject. I informed the committee 
at Minneapolis of what was being done, and that the roads were likely to make 
a discrimination in rates, as between our men and the Grand Army, as against 
us and Minneapolis, and in favor of the St. Paul encampment, and urged that 
the strongest possible influence should be at once brought to bear by Minneap- 
olis to counteract this. Another visitation was arranged and I again went to 
Minneapolis. The proposed visitation was announced by the papers of Minne- 
apolis, and again Colonel Wheaton sought to bring out a large attendance of 
the business men of Minneapolis to the proposed meeting. The place for the 
camp ground had been practically chosen by the committee in charge, and 
enough had been done to forward the encampment for the committee to feel 
assued that there would be a large attendance of the citizens of Minneapolis at 
the meeting, especially so when it had been announced that the railroads were 
about to adopt a course which would virtually destroy the attendance hoped for 
at the encampment, and thereby imperil it. At the meeting, when it convened 
in the evening, there were not over sixty persons present, including the mem- 
bers of the Uniform Rank that were present simply as spectators. The probable 
final action of the roads in discriminating against us and against Minneapolis 
was fully explained, and immediate action on the part of prominent business 
men and large shippers of Minneapolis was most earnestly urged. Men said at 
that meeting, ‘‘ We see the importance of this prompt action, and that it is imper- 
atively necessary that there must be no discrimination made between the Grand 
Army going to St. Paul the first week in September and the Knights of 
Pythias the last week in August to Minneapolis.” All admitted that such dis- 
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crimination would be so manifestly unjust that men who might be induced to go 
to Minneapolis at a one full fare rate, if that same rate should be fixed for the G. 
A. R., would not go if the G. A. R. were to have a one-cent a mile and the Knights 
of Pythias were to be charged a one full fare rate. All conceded the fact that 
this difference would virtually destroy the encampment in so far as attendance 
was concerned, and again the pledge was made to take up the question with the 
passenger association and have it settled. October had passed and November 
was slipping away, and no reports came of anything being done. The Major 
General was in communication with railroad men on the subject, and finally the 
Supreme Chancellor and Major General were requested to visit Chicago, by a 
railroad official of one of the principal lines, and talk over the situation. We 
went, and in conversation with the official were notified that Minneapolis was 
not asking for the rate, and that no request of any kind had been made by the 
citizens of Minneapolis, or by any committee representing that city, either to 
his road or to the passenger association, for rates to Minneapolis for our encamp- 
ment. After a full presentation of the case in all its bearings by the Supreme 
Chancellor and the Major General, we were notified that it had been fully agreed 
by the different railroads leading from Chicago to Minneapolis that a one-cent-a- 
mile rate would be given to the Grand Army to St. Paul, although the passenger 
association had not, as yet, taken formal action on the subject, but that ‘‘the 
Knights of Pythias must pay one full fare or walk.” This statement closed the 
conference, except that we were informed that we might make formal applica- 
tion to the passenger association for a rate and get official action thereon. 
hnmediately after returning from the presence of this officer, the Major General 
addressed a communication to D. B. Caldwell, the chief officer of the passenger 
association, requesting that the same rate should be accorded to our men as was 
accorded to the G. A. R. To this communication we received a printed state- 
ment, which I was informed was the action of the association in regard to rates 
for the Minneapolis meeting. The following is the document, embracing the 
action of the association : 


Supreme Lodge and Biennial Encampment, Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, 
Minneapolis, August 24-— September 5, 1896. 


81. From points within the territory of the eastern committee the following 
rates and arrangements may be made, namely: 


Rate of one first class standard (not temporarily reduced) fare for the round 
trip to Minneapolis or St. Paul and return. 

Excursion tickets may be sold from points within a radius of 250 miles of 
Minneapolis or St. Paul, from August 23 to 28, inclusive, to be limited for return 
passage to and including September 5, 1896. 

Tickets may be sold from points outside of the 250-mile radius, August 23 
and 24, to be good for return passage September 2 to 5, 1896, inclusive. 

Arrangements for extension of return limits until September 30, 1896, on 
tickets sold from points outside the 250-mile radius only, may be made by 
deposit of such tickets with joint agency, on or before September 5, 1896. 

All tickets to be continuous passage in each direction, going passage to com- 
mence date of sale. 

For tickets sold outside of the 250-mile radius, ironclad signature form, re- 
quiring execution at place of meeting, to be used. Ordinary form of excursion 
ticket to be used within the 250-mile radius. 

All round-trip tickets sold for this meeting to be restricted for passage, both 
going and returning, to the same route, not to be interchangeable. 
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The above rates and arrangements to be tendered connecting lines for basing 
purposes, with notice that in ticketing.over these lines, tickets or orders sold for 
this occasion will not be accepted or exchanged for going passage prior to 
August 23, or later than August 24, 1896, and the return portions of such tickets 
will not be honored for passage leaving Minneapolis or St. Paul prior to Septem- 
ber 2, or later than September 5, 1896, except when deposited with and extended 
by joint agent, as provided for above; continuous passage to be required in 
each directiou. These conditions to be plainly incorporated in all tickets sold 
by connecting lines. 

Details in connection with arrangement for joint agency to be taken up by 
the chairman with the Minneapolis lines. 


A sinslar document accompanied the foregoing, fixing the rate for the G. A. 
R. at one cent a mile. The action was had both for the G. A. R. and K. P. 
encampments at the same meeting. 

By this we had the official announcement that the G. A. R. was to have a 
one-cent-a-mile rate from Chicago, but our boys—they who do the work of the 
Uniform Rank, who bear the burden of expense and contribute their time to 
building up the order—‘‘ must pay one full fare or walk.” 

The railroad officials say that it is sentiment that induced them to give the 
G. A. R. a one-cent rate. Sentiment, indeed! Can it be purely sentiment that 
induces them to send out agents, at great expense, to try to secure an assembly 
in some particular territory, as at St. Paul, at arate that they say is ‘‘a great 
loss”? We are told it is their respect and reverence for the old soldier that 
induces them to make this sacrifice. If it is done through sentiment, and they 

‘lose money by it, why perform a charity in part? Why not be wholly generous, 
and carry all who wear the badge and bear the name of the Grand Army, free? 
We know from personal experience what the services of the veterans of the war 
of 1861 were. We know full well what were the hardships, privations and perils 
of the camp and field, and we would not take from the veterans a single favor 
that can be shown to them, and we give the railroads credit for what they have 
done in the past, or what they may do in the future for them, but as a soldier, 
as aman, we do not thank them for saying or intimating that it is done as a 
charity. Noone can doubt but that it is done for profit, and profitable it is to 
the railroads. Why may not the railroads take the younger soldiers of today— 
they who are to meet the mobs and protect the property of these same corpora- 
tions in the days when strikes are on? In our Uniform Rank, North, South, 
East and West, are found the most active, the most courageous of the rank and 
file of our national guard or militia. Give these same boys who guard their 
property today as fair treatment as is given the men who have served their 
country well in the past. Many of these G. A. R. men are members of the 
order and the rank, and would have been with us at Minneapolis could we have 
been treated fairly in this matter. It was not for the members of the Supreme 
Lodge that the struggle was made. The railroad rates cut no figure for them. 
Their mileage and per diem is paid by the Supreme Lodge. The fight was made 
for the rank and file—the men who do the marching, who fill the trenches, who 
stand on the Pythian battle line, and who ask no higher reward than the success 
of the order you represent here today. They are, for the most part, young men, 
wage earners, who do not count their income by hundreds or thousands, but by 
daily earnings in the humbler walks of life, or are fighting their first battles in 
business on small capital, or struggling for a living in the early years of a pro- 
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fessional life. They are the younger men of this country, to whom the nation 
must and does look in her hour of peril, and on whom each commonwealth calls 
when there is need for active soldiers for the defence of life and property. 

This fight for the rate over the lines from Chicago to Minneapolis was not a 
fight only for that portion of the line, but, if won there, it meant a victory for 
the boys in all the passenger associations of the United States, as under the 
agreements of the different roads, that being the initial association, all the others 
would agree to it, and all our men would have the one-cent rate. 

The secretary of the executive committee at Minneapolis was notified of the 
conference had by the Supreme Chancellor and Major General, and also of the 
action of the passenger association, each in its order. A meeting of the citizens 
of Minneapolis was called to consider the situation, and to that meeting the 
general passenger agents were invited. When the time came for the meeting, 
D. B. Caldwell, the chairman of the Northwestern Passenger Association, was 
present. This was the association that had fixed the rate, and the one that held 
the key to the situation. Mr. Caldwell had but little tosay. The talking was 
done by members of the committee and citizens of Minneapolis. In that meet- 
ing Mr. Caldwell was told, in very plain words, that the railroads were making 
an unjust discrimination; that it would ruin the encampment; that their action 
would cause a complete failure, and that if they adhered to the rate as then 
fixed, they, the executive committee and citizens, would ask that the encamp- 
ment be declared off. From what was then stated there could be no misunder- 
standing as to the view of the Minneapolis people on the subject, and that they 
based their only hope of success upon the one-cent-a-mile rate. Mr. Caldwell 
said to the assembly that he would call a special meeting of the passenger asso- 
ciation to consider the subject again, and to that meeting of the association he 
invited the citizens of Minneapolis to send representatives to present their views 
and desires. The meeting of the association was held at the appointed time, 
and to that meeting, as I am informed, not a single citizen of Minneapolis went. 
There was no one to represent her cause—no one to advocate her claims. The 
result of the meeting was that there was no change made in the rate, and it stood 
on the original proposition, that the ‘‘ Knights of Pythias must pay one full fare. 
or walk,” while another organization, which was to meet practically at the same 
time and place, was to have a one-cent-a-mile rate. We have been told that the 
time limit for the Knights of Pythias was made much longer than for the Grand 
Army; but of what avail was that? The time limit for the Grand Army was as 
long as our men could afford to be away from their homes. Their desire was only 
for a sufficient length of time to go to our encampment, remain during its con- 
tinuance, and return home. Jt was the same rate, in dollars and cents, as fixed 
for the Grand Army, and not length of time, that was desired. 

After the meeting of the passenger association to which the Minneapolis 
people were invited, and to which they did not go, the Supreme Chancellor 
called a meeting of the board of officers of the Supreme Lodge, to be held at 
Cincinnati on January 25, 1896. To that meeting representatives of the Minne- 
apolis executive committee were invited, and two were present when it convened. 
At this meeting of the board of officers, both of these representatives of Minne- 
apolis stated that the rate question was the vital question, and said that if that 
could not be secured —that is, the one-cent-a-mile rate—they would ask the 
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board of officers to declare the encampment off at Minneapolis, and said that if 
they could be granted thirty days’ further time to secure that rate, and if they 
failed, they asked that the encampment be declared off, as they did not wish a 
failure. They were asked to state what work had already been done at Minne- 
apolis, in the matter of raising money, and also in regard to the publication that 
had gone out in regard to furnishing the Uniform Rank with their rations, 
subsistence, free.. On these matters it was stated that the subscriptions made 
up to that date, January 25, 1896, by the citizens, was about five thousand 
dollars, and that the assessment upon the order in Minnesota would be about ten 
thousand dollars, and that the proposition to feed the Uniform Rank free had not 
been determined upon; that there had been some talk of it, but nothing definite. 
It had been proposed to ask the millers to donate the flour, the bakers to bake 
it, the butchers to donate the meat, the grocers to furnish the groceries, etc., and 
the visiting knights in camp would be required to pay, each morning, ten cents 
for each meal, or thirty cents for the day. 

The matter of subscriptions and the feeding of the men not having been 
completed or determined, and there being really no foundation for the publica- 
tion concerning the subsistence of the men, the board of officers had nothing to 
consider but the rate question. The Uniform Rank was giving itself no concern 
in regard to the money to carry out the plans for the encampment. That was a 
matter that pertained to Minneapolis alone, and no request had been made for 
free rations, and no one was demanding it. 

The board of officers granted the extension of time asked by the Minneapolis 
representatives, and adjourned until February 22. When the board again met 
on that date, the representatives of Minneapolis appeared and reported that they 
were unable to secure the rate. In this connection, it should be stated that the 
Major General, in the interim between the meetings of January 25 and February 
22, had visited Chicago to see railroad officials, and, if possible, secure the 
desired rate. It was all of no avail. The result of the meeting of February 22 
has already been made known to the order by the circular that was sent out 
immediately thereafter, and it is not necessary to repeat it here. The action 
taken was taken with no other thought or wish in view than to subserve the best 
interests of the order, and especially the welfare of that large body of men who, 
by their presence, have made the Supreme Lodge conventions such marked 
events for the past sixteen years. They are the men who, at their own expense, 
have so favorably advertised the order throughout the Canadas and the United 
States. 

There was also a principle of justice and fair dealing involved in the case, 
and on these grounds the officers of the Supreme Lodge acted conscientiously, 
believing they were right. 

In concluding this subject, I wish to say that from first to last there was no 
disagreement between the secretary of the Minneapolis executive committee and 
myself. He was equally strong with myself in saying that the rates for the 
Grand Army and the Knights of Pythias should be the same, and that no dis- 
crimination should be made. He insisted on it as a principle of right, equally 
with myself, as his letters now on file testify. On October 28, 1895, Colonel 
Wheaton, writing of the discrimination threatened by the railroads, used the 
following words: ‘‘But if this ‘play’ is to be made by the railroads, whether 
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through the sanction of the association or by individual line, it must be check- 
mated, and the Knights of Pythias must be given an equal chance with any 
other convention or encampment, whether sentimental or otherwise.” 


CONCLUSION. 


Over twelve years have passed since the command of the Uniform Rank was 
placed in my hands. During that time many changes have taken place in this 
Supreme Lodge. The officers have all changed, some of them have answered 
the summons that will come to us all, and we remember them today. Davis, 
Van Valkenburg, Cowan, Linton, Rathbone, Shaw—and one there is today who 
lingers patiently and hopefully for the Master’s call, and you and I, who know 
him so well as a member of this Supreme Lodge, and last as Supreme Chancellor, 
and as a man, can not doubt that when the summons comes to him he will be 
ready. Even before this convention shall have come and gone, the name of 
Past Supreme Chancellor Ward may be added to the rol] of honor of the order, 
a name to be revered by all. 

Since May, 1884, when I was first appointed, until now, there has been an 
almost entirely new body formed. Faces familiar then have dropped out one by 
one, and new ones have come in, and new acquaintances and friendships have 
been formed. Through all these changes, however, I have found good, true 
friends, with whom it has been a delight to be associated. Today I wish to 
thank the members of the Supreme Lodge—there has been but one Supreme 
Lodge, though the membership has changed—for the uniform courtesy that has 
been extended to me from my first entry therein until the present time. Officers 
and all, [ assure you that I have appreciated your kindness; nay, more than 
that, | appreciate fully the full and hearty support I have received from you in 
the discharge of my duties. That I have tried to perform those duties earnestly 
and conscientiously I think no one can doubt. The aid I have received, the 
words of cheer and hearty good-will that have met me on every hand, have 
lightened many a care that would otherwise have been a weary burden. 

During the two years now just closing, I have been the recipient of special 
aid in the work of the Uniform Rank from Supreme Chancellor Richie. There 
has been no matter of especial importance or concern to the rank that I have 
not felt perfectly free to consult him. I wish to say now and here that during 
the term of Supreme Chancellor Richie there has not been a single disagreement 
between us on any subject connected with the Uniform Rank. He has in every 
way recognized the importance of this branch of the order, and has not hesi- 
tated to proclaim .it on all proper occasions—and with him every Pythian meet- 
ing at which he was present seemed to have been a proper occasion. Other 
Supreme Chancellors have been earnest advocates of the rank, and I would not 
take from any of them the meed of praise so richly due to each, but for each, as 
they have come upon the scene of action, there has been a broader field, and as 
the field has broadened, new cares and difficulties have come also. So it has 
been during the past two years, and it can truly be said that no emergency has 
arisen that I have not had a staunch supporter in Supreme Chancellor Richie. 

To the brigade commanders, who have so unfalteringly and unswervingly 
given me their support and loyal aid, I can only say, ‘‘thank you; from my 
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heart I thank you.” Wherever I have gone I have found, not only the cordial 
greetings of members of the rank, but from members of the order as well. 

To the members of my staff I wish to extend my thanks. Many of them 
have labored hard and persistently for the advancement of the rank and order. 
They have devoted not only time, but money, for the advancement of the cause. 
Much of the growth of the rank has been due to the special work of individual 
members of the staff. 

Of the knights of Cleveland, who have labored so faithfully to make the con- 
vention of the Supreme Lodge and the encampment of the Uniform Rank suc- 
cessful, too much can not be said in their praise. The coming of the Supreme 
Lodge and the Uniform Rank was not down on the programme for the Cleveland 
centennial. The management was not consulted. No one had said come. No 
one of this Supreme Lodge had expected to go to Cleveland in 1896. As soon, 
however, as it was determined upon, not only was the Supreme Lodge wel- 
comed, but the Uniform Rank was urged to come also. No other city, no 
other body of knights, has ever promised to self-invited guests so much, and 
performed so much in such a short space of time. In saying this, I do not under- 
estimate the magnificent work that has been done by the knights of other cities 
where the Supreme Lodge and the Uniform Rank has convened, and the cordial 
greetings we have received; but they invited us to be their guests. We came 
to Cleveland, and the gates swung wide open for us to enter, and were welcomed 
by Ohio knights to the feast they have prepared. 

To the Pythian press the Uniform Rank will ever be under obligations for the 
staunch supportit has ever given to the Uniform Rank. While there may be differ- 
ences of opinion as to certain measures and methods, yet these differences have 
been expressed in a friendly manner, and from friendly discussions no harm has 
come to the rank, and in many instances good has resulted.

UNIFORM RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 





The Supreme Council Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias doth ordain and 
establish this 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I. 
THE LAW. 


The rituals of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, the Supreme Constitution and 
Statutes, and the laws enacted by the Supreme Lodge and the Supreme Council, shall be 
the law of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias. : 


ARTICLE II, 
COMPOSITION. 


The Uniform Rank shall be restricted to members of the order of Knights of Pythias, 
who have attained the rank of knight, are in good standing in a subordinate lodge, and 
upon whom the Uniform Rank has been legally conferred. 


ARTICLE III. 
STRUCTURE. 


SECTION 1. The Uniform Rank shall be organized into the following formations, to 
be composed of infantry, cavalry and artillery: 


1. Infantry or artillery companies and cavalry troops. 

2. Infantry or artillery battalions and cavalry squadrons. 

3. Infantry, cavalry or artillery regiments. 

4. Brigades of infantry, cavalry or artillery, or infantry, cavalry and artillery com- 
bined. 

5. The Pythian army, composed of all brigades, regiments, battalions and companies 
of the Uniform Rank. 

6. A supreme government, known as the Supreme Council. 


ARTICLE IY. 
GOVERNMENT. 


The government of the Uniform Rank shall ‘be vested in a Supreme Council, which 
shall consist of— 


. The Supreme Chancellor, Knights of Bythias. 

. The Major General, commanding the Uniform Rank. 
. The Adjutant General.: 

. The Brigadier General, commanding each brigade. 

. All Past Major Generals. 
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ARTICLE V. 
THE SUPREME COUNCIL. 
SEcTION 1. The following powers are reserved to the Supreme Council: 


Far. z. To pass upon and determine all questions relative to the qualifications and 
election of its members. 

Par, 2. To enact laws for its own government and the government and protection of 
the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias, and to prescribe rules of procedure for the conduct 
of its business. 

Par. 3. To prescribe the powers and duties of its officers and committees, except as 
they may be fixed by the ritual and the laws of the Supreme Lodge. 

Far. 4. To provide, by law, a revenue for its maintenance and the maintenance of the 
Uniform Rank. 

Par. 5. To make appropriations of money for the maintenance of the Supreme Coun- 
cil and the Uniform Rank. 

Far. 6. To legislate for the Uniform Rank in all matters except as to those which, by 
the Constitution and laws of the Supreme Lodge, are reserved to the Supreme Lodge. 

Far. 7. To have full control of all drill regulations and supplies necessary for the 
establishment, use and management of the Uniform Rank, and to contract for the print- 
ing and manufacture of all drill regulations and supplies therefor, except the rituals of 
the Uniform Rank, which shall be printed and promulgated by and under the authority 
of the Supreme Lodge, but the Supreme Lodge will furnish such rituals to the Supreme 
Council at actual cost. 

Far. 8. To regulate, by law, the sale of all’supplies of and for the Uniform Rank. 

Far. 9. To designate and define, by distinct specifications, all uniforms, emblems and 
jewels to be used and worn by the officers and sir knights of the Uniform Rank. 

Far. ro. To grant warrants to companies, and to provide by law for the issue, revoca- 
tion, suspension, restoration and reissue of such warrants. 

Par. 11. To provide, by law, for the mustering of companies and the organization of 
battalions, regiments and brigades. 

Par. 12, To enact such laws as shall secure the conformity to the Supreme Lodge law 
and laws of the Supreme Council, of the by-laws of all brigades, regiments, battalions 
and companies. 

Par. 13. To require from all brigades, regiments, battalions and companies such re- 
ports as may be prescribed by law. : 

Par. 14. To fix, by law, uniform conditions upon which the Uniform Rank may be 
attained. 

Par. 15. To levy such fees, dues and assessments upon companies of the Uniform 
Rank, from time to time, as may be required, and under such regulations as the Supreme 
Council may adopt. 

Par. 16. To prescribe, by law, the rights, benefits, privileges and duties pertaining to 
all ranks and honors of the Uniform Rank, so far as the same are not determined by the 
rituals of the Rank. 

Par. 17. To provide and furnish all certificates of membership, rank or honor, and 


receipts for dues, and to regulate their use. 
Par. 18. To regulate by law the promulgation, obtainment and use of the countersign 


of the Rank. 
Par. 19. To prescribe by law what shall constitute good standing in the Uniform Rank. 


Par. 20. To define by law the status of companies or members of the Rank under 
suspension for any cause, the control which may be exercised over such companies or 
members and the methods by which they may regain membership. 


Par. 21. To provide by law for discharges or transfer of membership. 
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Par. 22. To enact laws for the promotion of the general welfare of the Uniform Rank, 
and which shall be necessary to carry into execution the powers vested in the Supreme 
Government by this Constitution or any amendment thereof. 


Far. 23. To have final jurisdiction in all matters of appeal from the decision of the 
Major General in the Uniform Rank; but no appeal shall be heard by the Supreme Council 
unless such appeal shall come, properly endorsed, through the regular channels, to wit: 
company, battalion, regimental, brigade and general headquarters. 


SECTION 2. The Supreme Council may, by law, provide for the courtmartial, impeach- 
ment and removal from office of the Major General, and for the courtmartial, removal 
from office or dishonorable discharge of any officer or member of the Uniform Rank other 
than the Major General. It may define the offences for which such proceedings, or either 
of them, will lie, but judgment in all cases shall not extend beyond removal from office 
and disqualification to hold office in the Uniform Rank thereafter. In all cases of removal 
from office, dishonorable discharge or removal from and disqualification to hold office, it 
shall require the affirmative vote, by yeas and nays, of two-thirds of all the members of 
the courtmartial which shall have been established for the trial thereof; provided, that 
conviction shall not preclude or prevent the trial of the party for the same offence in any 
other tribunal of the order having jurisdiction. 


SECTION 3. All laws enacted by the Supreme Council shall be of general application. 
shall be formulated as statutes and styled ‘‘ Rules and Regulations,’’ and when introduced 
and while under consideration, shall be styled ‘‘ propositions.”’ 


SECTION 4. A proposition shall embrace not more than one subject, and shall be 
submitted in written or printed form. When a proposition shall have failed to pass, no 
proposition embracing the same subject shall be considered at the same assembly of the 
Supreme Council. 


SecTIon 5. All rules and regulations shall take effect sixty days after final paste, 
unless therein otherwise provided. 


SECTION 6. No moneys shall be drawn from the exchequer of the Supreme Council 
except as provided by law. 


SECTION 7. A report of all receipts and disbursements of the Supreme Council shall 
be reported by the Adjutant General to the Supreme Council, and be included in the 
printed journal of each regular assembly. 


SECTION 8. A journal of the proceedings of the Supreme Council shall be kept and 
published as soon as expedient thereafter, and such journal shall be prima facie evidence 
of all acis of the Supreme Council therein chronicled. 


ARTICLE VI. 
MEETINGS AND QUORUM OF THE SUPREME COUNCIL. 


SECTION 1. The meetings of the Supreme Council shall be known as and styled *‘ The 
Assemblies of the Supreme Council, Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias,’’ and shall be 
held biennially in each intervening year between the sessions of the Supreme Lodge, at 
such time and place as the Supreme Council may designate; provided, that a special 
assembly shall be called by the Major General, if, in his judgment, it be necessary or 
advisable, or upon the written request of ten brigade commanders, to be held at a time 
and place designated in the call for said special assembly, such call to be issued at least 
fifteen days in advance of the assembly. 


SECTION 2. Representatives from a majority of the brigades shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business at all assemblies of the Supreme Council. 


SECTION3. The parliamentary rules of order to be used at all assemblies of the Supreme 
Council shall be ‘‘ Robert’s Rules of Order.’’ 


SECTION 4. Any Supreme Lodge officer, or any Supreme Representative, and any 
officer or member of the Uniform Rank in good standing, shall have the right of admis-

sion to the assemblies of the Supreme Council, but not the right to speak or vote upon 
any question. 
ARTICLE VII. 


OFFICERS OF THE SUPREME COUNCIL. 


SECTION 1. The Major General shall be the presiding officer of the Supreme Council. 
He shall be nominated by the members of the Supreme Council to the Supreme Lodge, 
and upon the ratification of said nomination by the Supreme Lodge he shall be commis- 
sioned by the Supreme Chancellor for a term of two years, and shall retain his said office 
until his successor shall be nominated and commissioned. During recess of the Supreme 
Council the Major General shall have full executive powers, subject to approval of the 
Supreme Council at itsnextassembly. Heshall receive such compensation for his services 
as the Supreme Council may, by law, determine. 


SECTION 2, The adjutant general shall be the recorder and the financial and disburs- 
ing officer of the Supreme Council, subject to the management and control of the board 
of directors. He shall be appointed by the Major General, and commissioned for two 
years. Heshall give a bond to the Supreme Lodge in such a sum as the Supreme Council 
may designate, and also shall give bond for the benefit of the Supreme Council, to the 
Supreme Council, or to such persons as the Supreme Council may designate, in such sum 
as the Supreme Council may fix. He shall receive all moneys of the Supreme Council, 
make such report thereto as it may, by law, designate, and be the custodian of and be held 
responsible for all supplies of the Uniform Rank. His books and accounts shall at all 
times be opened to the inspection of the Major General and the finance committee of the 
Supreme Council or the Supreme Lodge. He shall receive such compensation for his 
services as the Supreme Council may, by law, determine. 


SECTION 3. There shall be elected at each regular assembly of the Supreme Council 
five members of said council, who shall, together with the Supreme Chancellor and Major 
General, constitute the board of directors of the Supreme Council. The members of the 
board of directors so elected shall hold their office for two years, or until their successors 
are elected. 

ARTICLE VIII. 


COMMITTEES OF THE SUPREME COUNCIL. 


SECTION 1. The Major General shall, at the opening of the first assembly of the 
Supreme Council, and as soon as practicable after the close of subsequent assemblies, 
appoint from the members of the Supreme Council the following standing committees, 
whose term of service shall continue until the close of the next succeeding biennial 
assembly : 


1. A committee on rules and regulations, consisting of three members. 

2. A committee on law, consisting of three members. 

3. A committee on revenue, consisting of three members. 

4. A committee on appeals and grievances, consisting of three members. 

5. A committee on finance, consisting of three members. 

6. A committee on distribution, consisting of three members. 

7. A committee on mileage and per diem, consisting of three members. 
+8. A committee on printing, consisting of three members. 

9. A committee on rules, consisting of three members. 
10. A committee on state of the Uniform Rank, consisting of three members. 
11. A committee on secret work and drill regulations, consisting of three members. 


The senior officer of each committee shall be the chairman of the committee. 


ARTICLE IX. 
AMENDMENTS. 


Any amendment to this constitution may be proposed at any assembly of the Supreme 
Council, and shall be referred to a proper committee; when reported upon by said com- 
mittee, if agreed to by a majority of the members of the Supreme Council, it shall be 
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entered in the journal, with the yeas and nays thereon, and the further consideration 
thereof deferred until the next regular assembly of the Supreme Council; and if, at the 
next regular assembly, such proposed amendment shall be adopted by the affirmative 
vote of a majority of all members of the Supreme Council present, then such amendment 
shall become a part of the constitution; provided, that such vote shall be taken by yeas 
and nays. 


ARTICLE X. 
FORCE AND EFFECT. 


This constitution shall take effect and become of force upon its adoption by the 
Supreme Council. 


FOURTH BIENNIAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF CONTROL 


ENDOWMENT RANK, 


KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 





Cuicaao, July 28, 1896. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 


Complying with the provisions of your law the Board of 
Control herewith submit for your consideration their fourth bien- 
nial report. 

As it is only by comparison with past conditions that a just 
estimate of results can be reached, we may be pardoned if again 
we call. your attention to the fact that while at the convention of 
1892 we were compelled to report that on the previous July 1st, 
‘‘ the liabilities over and above resources, representing claims, the 
majority of which in the ordinary course mature within sixty days, 
were $99,136.57 ;”’ and that while it was with considerable feeling 
of pride that, at the convention of 1894 we were able to state that 
the scales had turned, and that the deficiency had been not only 
wiped out but a credit balance created, of $35,400.89, yet it is 
still more gratifying to us to at this time report that at the close 
of the last quarter the figures prove that over and above every 
liability of whatsoever nature, there remains to the credit of the 
Endowment Rank the splendid surplus of $130,827.33, or a gain 
during the period of two years of nearly $100,000.00 and in the 
four years an increase equal to $230,000.00. 

In connection with this feature of our report, it is but just to 


say that upon a careful scrutiny of unpaid claims against the 
(7207 ) 
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Rank, knowing and having indisputable proof of the untenable 
character of many of them, we can confidently state that the 
amount thus saved to the Rank will reach $100,000.00, which may 
safely be added to the present surplus of the Rank. 

It is equally pleasurable for us to be able to report, while at 
our last convention we returned a membership of 34,684, carrying 
an endowment of $74,068,000 we can now report that on June 
30, 1896, the membership of the Endowment Rank had reached 
45,136 and that the amount of Endowment held by them was 
$88,434,000. 

The last report made to you showed that there had been paid, 
during two years, to the beneficiaries of our deceased brethren, 
the sum of $1,642,000, and we now report to you that during the 
two years ending with June 30th, 1896, the Board of Control has 
paid to the widows and orphans of our brethren the sum of 
$1,740,000. 

When at your last convention, we expressed the hope that at 
this time, under the plans and system that we had but shortly 
before inaugurated, we would present to you a marked increase in 
the numerical and financial strength of the Rank, we confess to 
you that we hardly contemplated the present results. It is there- 
fore, and we believe justly, with a good deal of pride and satisfac- 
tion that we call your attention to the showing made, and the 
present substantial improvement in the condition of the Insurance 
Branch of the Order. 


I—MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF CONTROL. 


At the last convention of the Supreme Lodge, under the pro- 
visions of the new Constitution, the Supreme Lodge elected a 
President of the Board of Control, abolished the office of Endow- 
ment Commissioner and added the Supreme Vice-Chancellor, ex 
officio, amember of the Board. Thus, it only remained for the 
new organization to continue its quarterly meetings provided for 
by the constitution of the Endowment Rank. 

The first quarterly meeting next succeeding the adjournment 
of the convention of the Supreme Lodge at Washington, D. C., in 
September, 1894, was held at the office of the Board of Control, 
in the city of Chicago, Illinois, October 19-20, 1894. The mem- 
bers present on that occasion were the President of the Board of 
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Control, John A. Hinsey, Thos. Essex and Edward Atkinson, and 
Supreme Chancellor Walter B. Richie and Supreme Vice-Chan- 
cellor P. T. Colgrove, ea officio members. 

Brothers H. B. Stolte and Dr. A. I. Bouffleur were unani- 
mously re-elected as Secretary of the Board of Control, and Med- 
ical Examiner-in-Chief, respectively. 

The renewal bond of the Secretary of the Board, H. B. 
Stolte, in the sum of $25,000, was presented at this meeting and 
formally accepted. 

Conforming to the requirements of the constitution for the 
Endowment Rank, as adopted by the Supreme Lodge, the City 
National Bank, of Fort Worth, Texas, was again designated as 
the depository for the funds of the Rank, by reason of the expira- 
tion of the term under the former selection thereof, and it being 
the highest bidder for interest on average daily balances. 

Following this, the regular quarterly meetings of the Board, 
as required under the Endowment Rank Constitution, have been 
regularly held at the office of the Board, in the City of Chicago. 
At these meetings the usual reports incident to the transactions of 
the business of the Endowment Rank were received and acted 
upon, the records and vouchers of the Secretary of the Board for 
each preceding quarter were carefully examined, audited, and the 
work and business of the Rank thoroughly transacted. 


II—REVIEW OF THE GROWTH OF THE RANK. 


Again, in connection with the figures presented, we desire to 
call your attention to the exhibit made at your last convention, in 
connection with the growth of the Endowment Rank, both as to 
Sections and membership. 

During the first fiscal year of the biennial term ending 
immediately previous to your convention at Washington, D. C., 
in 1894, the records show that there were added 209 Sections, 
with 5,159 applicants, and $11,187,000 endowment. Now, we 
report that during the first fiscal year of the biennial term just 
ended, 452 new Sections were added, with a membership of 7,404 
and new endowment to the amount of $12,738,000. During the 
second fiscal year, immediately preceding your last convention, 
there was an addition of 280 new Sections with a membership of 
5,236, and $11,000,000 of endowment, whereas the second, or last 
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fiscal year of the biennial term just ended shows that 547 new Sec- 
tions were instituted, 9,792 new members admitted, and new 
endowment to the amount of $15,092,000 written. Thus it will be 
seen, that while during the biennial term preceding your last con- 
vention 489 new Sections were organized, 10,395 new members 
admitted, and $22,187,000 added endowment, that during the 
biennial term just come to a close, we have the gratifying informa- 
tion to bring to you that there has been, in these respective 
features, the following increase : 

New Sections, 999; new members, 17,196; added endowment, 
$27,830,000. 

On March 31st, 1894, there were in active operation 1,770 
Sections, with a membership of 33,721, carrying an endowment of 
$72,850,000. In comparison with this, there were on July Ist, 
1896, 2,756 Sections, having a membership of 45,136, and an 
endowment of $88,434,000. 

As a matter of information, and to evidence that the year 
1896 gives especial promise of great success in the Endowment 
Rank, it will not be out of place for us to state that the new busi- 
ness for the quarter ending June 30th, 1896, shows that 180 new 
Sections were formed, 3,348 new members obtained, and $5,141,000 
of new endowment secured—these are by far the largest results 
for any quarter during the existence of the Endowment Rank. 

The death benefits paid during the last two fiscal years 
amount to $1,716,000; during the last quarter, ending June 30th, 
1896, $233,000, bringing the grand total of benefits paid to the 
widows and orphans of deceased members of the Order, during 
the existence of the Endowment Rank to the sum of $10,362,000. 


III—ABOLISHMENT OF FEES. 


As reported to you at the last convention, the fees for war- 
rants and supplies, and the fees for medical examination had been 
abolished. The reason for the Board’s action was then explained, 
but of course, as the plan was at that time an experiment, having 
only been in force for a few months previous to your convention, 
we were unable to fully judge as to its practical advantages. The 
plan having now been in operation for more than two years and a 
half, we are pleased to report that it has clearly demonstrated that 
the step taken at that time, in that direction, was a most wise and 
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judicious one. It has given universal satisfaction, procured for us 
and brought back to the Rank greater and better results, and fully 
compensated the Rank for the expense incurred. 


IV—HAZARDOUS RISKS. 


The Board of Control has become more and more satisfied, as 
their experience has broadened in connection with this question, 
that the plan adopted in regard to the classification of risks has 
been a most prudent safeguard and resulted in great benefit to the 
Rank. No friction or contention has arisen out of the discrimina- 
tion thus made nor do our organizers find that any objection is 
raised to the additional charge made in such cases. 


V——ORGANIZERS AND SOLICITORS. 


It was at the convention of your body, in 1894, that for the 
first time the Board of Control reported the fact of having placed 
in the field a corps of organizers and solicitors, and at that time 
we expressed a belief that the system would itself demonstrate the 
wisdom of its adoption. Then, indeed, it had commenced very 
forcibly to evidence the advantage that it was to the Rank, but we 
believe that the results which are now placed before you, as to the 
increase in Sections, membership and funds, all very largely the 
result of this system, will bring conviction to your minds as it has 
to ours that the course pursued in the appointment of organizers 
and solicitors was a correct and practicalone. Previous to placing 
this corps in the field, the Endowment Rank only obtained addi- 
tions to its roster through the patriotism of the general member- 
ship, a method that, in the face of competition from kindred 
societies, brought but meagre results. 

Now the Board reports to you, that scattered over the entire 
field, active, earnest and zealous canvassers are at work, educating 
the general membership of the Order in the advantages and ben- 
efits accruing from association with the Endowment Rank, and 
bringing to it an added membership such as has never before been 
* known in connection with the history of the Insurance Branch. 


VI—INVESTMENTS. 


During the past two years the Board has continued its former 
course in the investment of surplus funds, deeming it to the best 
interests of the Rank that the accumulated balances not required 
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for immediate payment of death losses and other expenditures, be 
invested in first-class interest-bearing securities. . 

At the close of the last biennial term the investment funds 
amounted to $187,385. Since then there has been added from 
time to time, $211,793, aggregating on July 1st, 1896, $399,178, 
representing purchase value, the actual present value increasing 
this amount to nearly $415,000. 

The interest earnings, payable semi-annually, have yielded 
very handsome returns, realizing during the two years ending June 
30th, an amount exceeding $42,000. 


VII—RESOURCES OF THE ENDOWMENT RANK. 


The resources of the Rank at the close of business June 30th, 
1896, were as follows:

On July ist, 1896, the liability of the Endowment Rank from 
certificates of deceased members, is found to consist of 11 sui- 
cide claims in litigation, representing and endowment of $31,000, 
and other claims to the number of 18, aggregating an endowment 
of $45,000, in which suit has been instituted, the Board having 
declined payment by reason of death resulting from excessive use 
of alcoholics, etc. 

The claims in which the Board of Control have declined pay- 
ment for various reasons, such as suicide, alcoholism, misrepresen- 
tation of age at time of admission, non-good standing in Subordin- 
ate Lodge, etc., in which up to the present time no steps have been 
taken to enforce payment, aggregate 18, endowment $44,000. 

Proofs of death in 41 cases, representing an endowment of 
$79,000, have been referred to the Medical Examiner-in-Chief for 
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that officer’s action, while 15 claims, amounting to $40,000, are 
pending, awaiting receipt of letters of guardianship and other 
legal papers. The deaths reported, for which no proofs whatever 
have been furnished, number 48, representing an endowment of 
$109,000. 

The above statement embraces all claims of every description. 
A number have been pending for several years, no steps having 
been taken to enforce payment. In several instances the Board 
has been advised that no action at law will be taken. 


VIII—DEATH CASES—PAYMENT DECLINED. 


Your Board has found it necessary during the past two years 
to decline payment of a number of death claims, the certificate in 
every instance being voided under our law. Some have been 
adjusted on a compromise basis, the President following the 
course pursued during the previous biennial term; that is, to con- 
cede the payment of an amount not greatly, if any, in excess of the 
cost to the Rank to defend an action in the courts, the beneficiary 
thus receiving the benefit of the amount that the Rank would 
otherwise have been called upon to disburse in litigation. Ina 
number of instances the claimants have, however, instituted suit 
to enforce payment, the success and defeat of the Rank in cases 
thus far determined leaving no doubt as to the validity of our law 
applicable to these cases adopted by the Board of Control and 
ratified by the Supreme Lodge at its last convention. A schedule 
of the cases declined is herewith given.

Of this number 52 cases, involving $121,000 endowment, have 
been adjusted principally by compromise settlement. In 14 cases, 
the certificates aggregating $31,000, suits are pending and vigor- 
ous defense is being made. No action has thus far been taken in 
the remaining cases. In all probability the greater number will 
be either compromised or dropped for want of equity.

IX—CERTIFICATES ANNULLED. 


During the biennial term embraced in this report, a number 
of certificates have been annulled under authority granted the 
Board in the Endowment Rank Constitution. A summary of same 
is herewith given:

The Board of Control have refunded to the Brethren 
$13,641.70. This sum represents the monthly payments paid on 
account of the above annulled certificates. 


‘Notwithstanding the provisions of law voiding the certificates 
and all claims thereunder in the event of death resulting from 
excessive use of intoxicating liquors, narcotics, etc., the frequent 
occurrence of death from these causes made it necessary for the 
Board to again resort to an official circular to Sections and the 
membership, calling attention to the law and urging that all viola- 
tions be promptly reported. The greater number of cancellations 
noted above were the result, and it is apparent that the admonish- 
ment has had a wholesome effect. 


X—-ENDOWMENT RANK DEPOSITARY. 


The contract with the City National Bank, Fort Worth, Texas, 
as the depositary for the Endowment Rark, having expired on 
July 1st, 1894, the President, by direction of the Board, entered 
into a new contract, continuing said bank as the depositary for the 
Rank to September Ist, 1896, on the same terms as heretofore, a 
new bond in the sum of $250,000 being filed. 


On April 4th, 1895, the Bank suspended payment, closed its 
doors, and has since been in liquidation. The claim of the Endow- 
ment Rank at the time of suspension, all of which has been allowed 
by the Receiver of the Bank, is summarized as follows :

Thus far but one dividend, fifteen per cent., has been paid, 
amounting to $21,184.20, leaving the balance due $120,043.75. 
The Board is advised that another dividend is in course of prepa- 
ration, and will be paid at an early date. 

A detailed statement of the above account will be found in 
the report of the Secretary of the Board, hereto attached. 

As early as practicable after the suspension, suit was instituted 
against the bondsmen, and though there were several continuances 
by reason of the difficulty in obtaining legal service upon all par- 
ties, judgment was obtained in May last, for the balance of claim, 
less $9,561.33, representing the bank’s dishonored drafts, shown 
in the statement above, which your Board. felt in duty bound to 
protect. 

The judgment, aggregating $117,000, and bearing interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, is now in process of collection. 
It is proper to state that at no time since the suspension of the 
bank, has the Rank been in the least embarrassed, nor is it 
believed that the assets together with the additional secutity of 
the indemnity bond will not ultimately pay every dollar of the 
Rank’s claim, together with accruing interest. 

The President, immediately upon notice of suspension, arranged 
with the First National Bank, Chicago, one of the strongest finan- 
cial institutions in the West, to take care of all outstanding war- 
rants, which was promptly done without any inconvenience what- 
ever to the holders. The Board has since designated this bank 
from time to time as the temporary depositary for the funds of 
the Rank, interest on average daily balances being paid. 


XI—MEDICAL EXAMINER-IN-CHIEF AND LOCAL MEDICAL EXAMINERS. 


_ The importance attached to this department of the business of 
the Rank cannot be too highly estimated, and it is with exceeding 
pleasure that the Board of Control is able to report to you that in 


) 
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the performance of his duties as Medica? Examiner-in-Chief, Dr. 
A. I. Bouffleur has proved a most thorough and efficient officer. 
Splendidly equipped in every branch of his profession, very 
enthusiastic and earnest in the work of his department, he has 
proved an invaluable co-laborer in the direction of the interests of 
the Rank. In addition to the former duties imposed upon the 
Medical Examiner.in-Chief, under the plan adopted shortly pre- 
vious to the time of his appointment, the Medical Examiner-in 
Chief is now required to examine into and pass upon all applica- 
tions for appointment of local medical examiners, a work that 
requires the very best quality of judgment, great care and dis- 
cernment, and upon which depends much of the prosperity and 
success of the Rank. 

Working with, and under the immediate direction of the 
Medical Examiner-in-Chief, the Rank is now in possession of a 
very eflicient corps of local examiners, to whose care, prudence 
and watchfulness much of the success of the Rank during the past 
two years has been due. | 

The Medical Examiner-in-Chief submits at this time a very 
able report of his department, a document of value and import- 
ance in connection with the affairs of the Rank, and one to which 
the Board would especially call your attention. 


XII—APPEALS AND DECISIONS. 


No appeals from the action of the Board during the past two 
years have been officially presented. The classification of extra 
hazardous and hazardous grades of risks provided for in Article IV, 
Section 2 of the present General Laws, Rules and Regulations, 
has been added to, from time to time as occasion demanded. A 
complete revision will be found in the Revised General Laws, 
Rules and Regulations, presented to your body at this session for 
approval and ratification. 

In the matter of cancellation of certificates, protests were 
received in two cases. Upon furtber investigation and revision 
the action of the Board in each case was affirmed, resulting in 
final surrender of the certificates and acceptance of amounts 
refunded. . 

A petition for ‘‘ reinstatement ’”’ or cancellation of forfeiture 
on behalf of two former members, who it appears had been 
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illegally admitted to a Subordinate Lodge upon deposit of with- 
drawal cards issued by another Lodge while under suspension, 
was denied. 


The petition of 12 former members of the defunct Section No. 
22, Detroit, Mich., asking for restoration to good standing in the 
Rank upon presenting evidence of admission by card to Subor- 
dinate Lodges after expiration of 12 months from the date of issue 
of such withdrawal cards was granted. The facts upon investiga- 
tion developed that, prior to the revocation or surrender of the ‘ 
charter, the Lodge had, without formal application, consent or 
knowledge on the part of these members, granted and issued with- 
drawal cards, which were retained by some officer of the Lodge 
until nearly the expiration of the period for deposit. 


Your Board has acted upon a number of Section by-laws 
approving the same when not found inconsistent with the Consti- 
tution and General Laws of the Rank. 


XITI—PYTHIAN PRESS. 


This report would certainly be incomplete did it fail to give 
expression to the unanimous sentiment of the Board of Control of 
the Endowment Rank in regard to the very faithful and efficient 
service done by the Pythian press in the promotion and advance- 
ment of the interests of the insurance branch. From the moment 
that the Endowment Rank was established up to the present hour, 
the Pythian press, with rare exceptions, have given to this depart- 
ment of the order the most generous and hearty support, and it 
has spread abroad the information in regard to the Endowment 
Rank, brought the subject into the homes and to the hearts of the 
general membership, and has been truly an educator to the masses 
in regard to the advantages and benefits to be gained by associa- 
tion with this feature of Pythian knighthood; it has especially 
called the attention of the membership to the fact, and has done 
so patriotically that to the Endowment Rank they should give their 
first and best support, and that to it they owed an especial allegi- 
ance because of its being a part of the order itself. This support 
by the Pythian press was especially valuable at a time when only 
through that method did a knowledge of the Endowment Rank 
reach the great proportion of our membership. For this reason 
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and for the kind and generous way in which its aid and support 
has been extended, the Board of Control at this time desire to ex- 
tend to the Pythian press its heartfelt thanks. 


XIV—REVISION OF LAWS. 


At the last quarterly meeting, July 27th, 28th and 29th, 1896, 
your Board revised the general laws, rules and regulations govern- 
ing the Endowment Rank. No material changes are made, except 
in the suicide, alcoholic and other prohibitory clauses, the amount 
due in the event of death from such causes being graded in accord- 
ance with the matured expectancy of life, instead of altogether 
voiding the certificate of membership as heretofore. Said revision 
is presented to your body at this convention for your approval 
and ratification. 


The Constitution of the Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias 
heretofore adopted and continued in force by action of the 
Supreme Lodge at its Eighteenth Convention, held in the City of 
Washington in 1894, together with the amendments and statutes 
adopted at said convention will, in the opinion of your Board, 
require no further change. 


XV—OUR ‘‘ EX-OFFICIO’? MEMBERS. 


Supreme Chancellor, Walter B. Richie, for the first time par- 
ticipated in the deliberations of the Board, at its meeting October 
19-20, 1894, and.at once entered most heartily and very enthusi- 
astically into the business presented for consideration; his previ- 
ous broad experience in his profession, and with men and affairs 
made him at once a valuable acquisition to the Board; and his 
Pythian patriotism, his love of the Order, and his fidelity first to 
its interests, its promotion and its elevation and advancement, 
made him thrice welcome to this, as he is and has been to the 
councils of every department of Pythian endeavor. Throughout 
his whole term his eminent service and wise counsel has been at 
the call and command of the Board. 
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Brother Richie steps down at this time from active participa- 
tion with the affairs of the Board, carrying with him the respect, 
esteem, regard and love not only of the members of the Board, 
but of the entire staff of this department of the Order. 

Supreme Vice-Chancellor, P. T. Colgrove, by virtue of your 
legislation in 1894, whereby that officer became a member ex-officio, 
also joined our councils immediately following your last conven- 
tion, and he too, has proved to be to us an invaluable aid. To 
him the field was almost entirely new; though a member of the 
Rank, the consideration of the subject had not, with him, gone 
farther, but to-day no one is more earnest and enthusiastic than 
Brother Colgrove as to the future of the Rank, nor more out- 
spoken in his advocacy. He is still to be with us, and we are glad 
of it, a feeling that we have reason to know is reciprocated. 


XVI—OUR SECRETARY. 


Attached to this and made part of it, is the admirable and 
exhaustive report and accompanying statistics of the Secretary of 
the Board of Control, a document that means much in compart- 
son with those of the period when Brother Stolte first became 
associated with the Endowment Rank, placed his foot on the first 
round of the ladder, leading up to the important position which he 
so deservedly holds to-day; his long service with the Rank and 
experience in its affairs has enabled him to render the Board of 
Control invaluable assistance in laying the ground work for the 
thorough and orderly system upon which the Insurance Branch of 
the Order is now conducted. 


XVII—CONCLUSION. 


Continuing the rule which had already been established, and 
which has proved so satisfactory, previous to presenting to you 
this biennial report, the entire accounts and vouchers pertaining 
to the affairs of the Endowment Rank has passed through a 
thorougn examination at the hands of a well-known, competent and 
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expert accountant, to the end that every item might be verified ; 
his statement accompanies this report, and by it you will be able 
to judge as to the care taken by your Board in regard to every 
detail of the receipts and expenditures of this department. 

In bringing to a close this, our fourth biennial report, in 
looking back to the time when this Board was first organized, we 
cannot review the conditions as we find them to-day, contrasted 
with the heritage that came to us in 1888, without feeling that our 
efforts have not been in vain. We say this not boastingly, yet 
with pardonable pride; we look back on the years of labor and 
anxiety with a sense of deep satisfaction ; we realize better than 
we can express in words what the results we submit to-day mean ; 
behind the figures there is a great deal of earnest effort and pa- 
tient labor—labor weighted by the financial conditions of the 
country, throughout which retrogression rather than progress has 
marked the period just past, and during all of which the Endow- 
ment Rank has never, even for a day, taken a backward step. 

It is gratifying to the Board thus to be able to report—they 
trust that their acts and labors may meet with your approval.

Rank Knights of Pythias. 


Dear Sir:—In obedience to your instructions I have made 
an examination of the books, vouchers, records and finances of the 
Board of Control, Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias, for the 
past two years from July Ist, 1894, to July Ist, 1896. I spent 
nearly two months in making the examination and made it very 
complete. 

Before reporting the result | deem it proper to state that, 
although recommended by Hon. Lyman J. Gage, President First 
National Bank, Chicago, the following institutions, among many 
other large business concerns, with whom I have at different times 
been employed as general auditor, teller or accountant, will, I 
believe, testify to the thoroughness of my work, viz.: 


Queensland National Bank, Australia. 

Bank of New Zealand, Auckland. 

Hibernia Bank, San Francisco, Cal. 

California Savings Bank, San Francisco, Cal. 

First National Bank, Portland, Ore. 

John Toohig Bank, San Antonio, Texas. 

Illinois Trust and Savings Bank, Chicago. 

I find that the methods employed for keeping track of the 
cash and accounts are, as far as practicable, identical with the 
system common in all great banking houses. 

The cash remittances sent in from the various Sections and 
organizers are always accompanied with official letters similar to 
bank deposit slips, and the money daily received is counted up by 
the chief clerk, who also acts as receiving teller. He then turns 
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over to the head bookkeeper the official letters of remittance, who 
in turn enters them in the day-book journal to the credit of the 
various Sections. The bookkeeper foots up the journal, and when 
found to agree with the cash received by the teller it is approved 
by the Secretary of the Board, and the amount received for each 
day is entered in the general cash book and deposited in the First 
National Bank of Chicago, the present depositary for the funds of 
the Endowment Rank. Once in the bank the money, as you know, 
cannot be withdrawn except by the officials, who under the law 
are authorized to sign checks or warrants, and this of itself is a 
complete check on the cash account. 

The day-journal is a very useful, ‘‘up to date’’ book, as it 
journalizes the cash and the sundry debits and credits to Sections 
for monthly payments, monthly dues, deductions, etc., all at the 
same time. The official letters of remittance or deposit slips are 
carefully preserved in the order in which they were received. I 
went through all of them with great care, checked them up with 
the original entries in the journal, and back again against the post- 
ings in the ledgers, and I found them correct in every instance. 

I find that the Secretary of the Board, Mr. H. B. Stolte, 
makes daily report to the President of the cash receipts and 
deposits in the bank, and that these daily reports are embodied in 
monthly statements. I checked up these monthly statements with 
the bank book and general cash book and found them correct. 
I also checked up the paid vouchers with the bank book and 
general cash book, finding them correct in every particular and 
charged up to the proper accounts. 

A statement of assets on hand July Ist, 1896, verified by me 
in every detail, is herewith given :

Dear Srrs AND BrotHers—At the annual convention of the grand 
lodge of this domain, resolutions were adopted instructing you to use every 
effort to secure the passage of such laws as would carry out the intent con- 
tained in them. 

Resolved, 1. That the representatives to the Supreme Lodge be and the 
same are hereby instructed to secure the passage of a law permitting 
knights to attend the sessions of a Grand Lodge, when the same is not 
engaged in the conferring of the past chancellor’s rank, this attendance to 
be simply as a spectator. 

Resolved, 2. That this Grand Lodge instruct its representatives to the 
Supreme Lodge to petition to and use their influence to induce the 
Supreme Lodge to pass legislation which will allow any or all members of 
the Endowment Rank to pay, at their option, as much as twelve months’ 
dues in advance, instead of only one month as now in force. 

Resolved, 3. That the Supreme Representatives from this grand domain 
be and they are hereby instructed to do their utmost to secure the repeal 
of the suicidal clause in the Endowment Rank, or have it modified to the 
extent of not having said clause operative after twelve months’ member- 
ship in the Endowment Rank.

Wuergas, The hardships, difficulties and discouragements of a numer- 
ous class of our German brethren who never can overcome the difficulties 
in articulating the English language, are earnestly looking to this session 
for relief (and why should this magnanimous body insist upon an impossi- 
bility?)—our German brethren whose love for the order in the past has 
shown their appreciation of it by their labors in friendship, charity and 
benevolence—and do most earnestly appeal to you for your consideration 
in their behalf; therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the Supreme Statutes be so amended that the German 
ritual may be restored to those lodges that existed prior to the action had 
at Kansas City, Mo.

Copy of report of the committee on finance regarding the question of 
rebate of duties on supplies purchased by Grand Lodges outside of the 
United States, which was adopted by the Grand Lodge of Ontario in con- 
vention assembled, July, 1896: 


Your committee on finance, to whom was referred that portion of the 
report of the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal relating to duties on supplies 
which have to be obtained from the Supreme Lodge, beg to report that the 
question is one which affects all domains outside of the United States, and the 
repealing of the former legislation, whereby a rebate was made to such do- 
mains-of an amount equal to the duty paid, has made the cost of supplies 
much greater te them than to those domains not so situated. Your com- 
mittee do not think that it was the intention of the Supreme Lodge to create 
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any such injustice, and that it is only necessary to have attention drawn to 
the matter to have it rectified. It is therefore reeommended that the 
Supreme Representatives be instructed to bring the subject to the attention 
of the Supreme Lodge, and use their best endeavors and all legitimate 
means to have the former legislation restored, and that the amount of duties 
paid in the interim be placed to the credit of each Grand Lodge which 
has been affected by the legislation referred to.

Iixtract from report of Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, made to 
Grand Lodge in 1895: 


Up to the date of the last meeting of Supreme Lodge, we, in conjunc- 
tion with other Grand Lodges outside of the United States, were allowed a 
rebate on all supplies furnished by the Supreme Lodge, equal to the 
amount of duty paid. This equitable provision placed all outside domains 
on a par with those on the other side of the line. At the last session, how- 
ever, the new constitution and statutes contained no provision for this, 
and as all former enactments were abolished on the adoption of the new 
legislation, the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal held that the conces- 
sion so long enjoyed was null and void. The following is his letter on the 
subject: 


BroTtHER—Among the laws repealed at the recent convention of the 
Supreme Lodge was that which formerly allowed grand jurisdictions out- 
side the United States a rebate equal to the amount of duties paid on sup- 
plies. Hence I can not allow you credit for the amount of the bill sent, 
which [ herewith return. Fraternally,

In reply, I wrote protesting against the injustice which this inflicted 
on outside or foreign jurisdictions, and received the following: 


BrotHER—the legislation by which ‘‘jurisdictions’ outside the United 
States’’ were allowed arebate on supplies equal to the duty paid was enacted 
by the Supreme Lodge at its convention of 1888 (jour. 1888, pp. 4135, 4584). 
This, with a great mass of other legislation, was repealed by the “omnibus 
clause”? of the present Supreme Constitution, which provides “that all 
constitutions, legislation and decisions of the Supreme Lodge, . . . in 
force prior to the adoption of this constitution, are hereby repealed and 
annulled, except as in this article specifically provided” (cons., xv, 1). 
There is now no Pythian law of any description whatever, except such 
as is specifically set forth in the Supreme Constitution and Statutes. I do 
not think there was any intention on the part of anyone to do injustice to 
what you call the “‘foreigners.’’ The old law was simply not reénacted, and 
the ‘‘foreign”’ representatives failed to notice the omission.

I then wrote the Supreme Chancellor on the subject, and he replied as 
follows: 
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Dear Six AND BRotHER—Upon my return, I find your favor, which I 
have carefully noted, and this day have forwarded it to the chairman of 
the finance committee, Brother Burns, for consideration by that body at 
its annual meeting in April. At the recent session of the Supreme Lodge, 
as you know, I was shorn of all judicial functions. I have expressed a 
hope that a way may be found for a happy solution of the subject. Believe

1 have not yet heard what action, if any, the committee took on the 
matter, but have again written, and may receive an answer during this 
session. 

It is needless for me to point out that, unless the provision heretofore 
made is restored, and which I do not for one moment believe was intended 
to be abolished, as was evidenced at the Kansas City session, the charges 
for supplies will have to be materially increased. 


Extract from report of Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, made to 
Grand Lodge in 1896: 


By reference to the journal of the last convention, there will be found 
in my report copies of correspondence from the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal and the Supreme Chancellor relative to the rebate which 
used to be allowed to domains outside of the United States. This rebate 
was the amount of duty paid on supplies purchased from the Supreme 
Lodge, and was enacted some years ago in order that Grand Lodges of out- 
side domains should not pay more for their supplies than those within 
the United States, and I do not think any one will deny that it was simply 
a just and equitable provision. The Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal 
in his letter says that there was no intention of doing any injustice 
through the new legislation of 1894, and intimates that it was practically 
the fault of outside representatives in failing to notice the omission. Be 
this as it may, the fact remains that, for the past two years, supplies have 
cost Canadian Grand Lodges from one-fourth to one-third more than 
Grand Lodges on the other side of the line have had to pay, and I would 
recommend that our Supreme Representatives be instructed to bring the 
matter to the attention of the Supreme Lodge, and endeavor to have the 
injustice remedied for the future, and also have the amount paid for duties 
by the various Grand Lodges during the past two years placed to their credit.

CLAIM OF PAST SUPREME REPRESENTATIVE BRENNAN.

that you may more readily examine these records, we quote the fol- 
lowing: | 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias of the World: 


_Kwyigutity Sirs anpb BrorHers—The following facts are presented 
you for your consideration regarding the existing state of affairs in South 
Dakota: 


At the session of the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias of Dakota, 
held in July, 1889, by resolution of said Grand Lodge a telegram was sent 
to Supreme Chancellor Wiliam Ward, asking him for authority to dissolve 
the Grand Lodge of Dakota and for authority to organize the Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota and the Grand Lodge of South Dakota. 

Aiter waiting more than one day for an answer to this telegram, and 
receiving no answer, the Grand Lodge, by resolution, decided not to dis- 
solve until at the session to be held in June, 1890, and that, at the meeting 
of the Grand Lodge to be held in June, 1890, the Grand Lodge of Dakota 
would divide and organize the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and the 
Grand Lodge of South Dakota. ) 

This resolution was adopted unanimously after full discussion of the 
question, and the case seemed to demand the conclusion, inasmuch as the 
territory of Dakota embraced by the Grand Lodge of Dakota had already 
been divided by the Congress of the United States, and it was only a mat- 
ter of a short time until the state of North Dakota and the state of South 
Dakota should take their places among the states of the Union, which. has 
since been done. ; 

After passing this resolution, the Grand Lodge of Dakota adjourned. 
to meet on the third Tuesday in June, 1890. ; 

After the Grand Lodge had adjourned its session of July, 1889, the 
next morning thereafter, a telegram was received from the Supreme Chan- 
cellor, as follows: 


“NEwARK, N. J., July 19, 1889. 
“Arthur OC. Phillips, G. K. R.S., Siouw Falls, South Dakota: 
* Dissolve, organize two Grand Lodges, elect officers, senior install. 
‘WILLIAM WARD,

At the time this telegram was received by Arthur C. Phillips, G. K. 
R.8., a large number of Representatives to the Grand Lodge had started 
for their homes,,and inasmuch as they had, by resolution, decided not to 
divide until the session to be held June, 1890, it was not considered, by 
the remaining Representatives, expedient to call the other Representatives 
back and carry out the instructions of the Supreme Chancellor as indicated 
in his telegram as above, but they agreed that this should be done at the 
session to be held in June, 1890. | | 

Some time after this the lodges in North Dakota made application 
to the Supreme Chancellor for authority to form the Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota, separating them from the Grand Lodge of Dakota, and in 
‘the month of December, 1889, the Supreme Chancellor appointed: a 
Deputy Supreme Chancellor for North Dakota, to make all arrangements 
for the organization of the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, and we are 
informed that the Grand Lodge of North Dakota was duly instituted in 
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June, 1890, by said Deputy Supreme Chancellor, and that their Represent- 
atives are recognized by this Supreme Lodge. 

The Grand Lodge of Dakota acted in good faith, intending to divide 
at its session in June, 1890, in accordance with their resolutions and 
instructions of the Supreme Chancellor to that effect. 

At their session held in June, 1890, they did carry out this resolution 
and instruction of the Supreme Chancellor, and dissolved the Grand Lodge 
of Dakota, and organized the Grand Lodge of South Dakota, elected ofti- 
cers, including two Supreme Representatives, John R. Brennan and B. R. 
Howell (both of whom were elected unanimously), believing that, inas- 
much as the jurisdiction of Dakota had been divided, that the Supreme 
Representatives, who had been elected to represent the whole jurisdiction, 
could not be construed to represent South Dakota alone; and that, inas- 
much as North Dakota had been allowed to elect two Supreme Repre- 
sentatives who are now recognized by this Supreme Lodge as Representa- 
tives from North Dakota, we think that, as a matter of justice, South 
Dakota should be entitled to the same privileges as North Dakota, which 
has but one-sixth the number of lodges that South Dakota has. 

When the territory of Dakota was succeeded by the states of North 
and South Dakota, the officers elected by said states succeeded the territo- 
rial officers, and we think that the same should be done in this case. 

While it is admitted that the proceedings are not in accordance with 
any known precedent, and mistakes have probably been made by the 
different parties to the transaction, we lave faith in this Supreme Lodge to 
act in accordance with the principles of justice to a jurisdiction which has 
made an effort to follow the instructions of the Supreme Chancellor; a 
jurisdiction that has increased its membership nearly seventy per cent in 
eleven months, despite the fact that many adverse circumstances would 
have a tendency to prevent such an increase had it not been for the fealty 
of the members of the order. 

Weask that acharter be granted to the Grand Lodge ot South Dakota; 
that this Supreme Lodge recognize the Supreme Representatives elected 
by said Grand Lodge at its session in June, 1890; that this Supreme Lodge 
ratify and legalize our acts in the organization of the Grand Lodge of South 
Dakota, and we promise to show the order universal that we are mindful 
of the principles which we teach, and will grow in numbers and strength, 
having harmony among us and harmony alone.

Past Supreme Representative Brennan went to Milwaukee in good 
faith as the representative of his Grand Lodge, having been elected the 
month previous to this session of the Supreme Lodge, upon what appeared 
to him, as well as the majority of the Grand Lodge of his state, as proper 
authority. The Supreme Lodge, at its session in 1890, declared the organ- 
ization of both the North and South Dakota Grand Lodges unwarranted 
by law, and yet the Supreme Lodge proceeded tolegalize both. It accepted 
the credentials of the Representatives of North Dakota, but refused to accept 
the credentials of the Representatives elected in South Dakota, inasmuch 
as the two Representatives, who had been elected by the former Grand 
Lodge of Dakota (which embraced both North and South Dakota), were 
present and entered their protest, and in compromise no thought or action 
was taken toward the Representatives elected by the Grand Lodge of South 
Dakota, and who were present and presented their credentials. ie

Asa matter of justice, we consider that this bill should be paid to Brother 
Brennan, who has been an old and earnest worker in the order. He was 
present at the institution of the first lodge in Colorado; he assisted in insti- 
tuting the first lodge in the territory of Dakota; he has served in many 
capacities in the subordinate, Grand and Supreme Lodge. 

Brother Brennan has, in the last two years, undergone a severe illness, 
which took most of his resources and came very near taking his life. And 
we present this bill of our own free will, believing that by so doing, and by 
advocating its payment, we are simply carrying out the principles of our 
order of helping those who need it, and who have served us well and faith- 
fully. We ask for your fraternal consideration of the same.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT OF SUPREME CHANCELLOR. 


The Supreme Chancellor submitted the appended supplemental 
report, which was referred to the special committee on the German 
question: | 


Document 12. Lima, Onto, August 21, 1896, p. Pp. xxxuII. 


Near the bottom of page 7098 of my report I state that if any matter, 
between the date of the preparation of the report and the convening of 
the Supreme Lodge, relative to the violations of law by German lodges in 
Chicago, should come to my attention, it would be submitted; and this 
report is to be considered as a continuation of the subject after my letter 
to Grand Chancellor Brown, of L[llinois, found on pages 7097 and 7098 of 
my report. 

In response thereto I received the following letter: 


Hon. Walter B. Richie, Lima, Ohio: VanpaLia, Ini., August 4, 1896. 


Dear Sir AND BrotHER—I have just returned home from a trip to 
Rock Island and other points, in the interest of the order in this state, 
and on my return found your letter awaiting me. I desire simply that this 
shall be an acknowledgment of having received it. It shall receive my 
very earliest attention, and in a day or two I shall answer it.

I next heard from Grand Chancellor Brown in the following letter: 


Mr. Walter B, Richie, Tama, Ohio: Vanpatia, Inz., August 8, 1896. 


Dear Sirk AND BrotHeR—Your letter of July 30 is before me, and I 
have written to you once since receiving it, stating that I would answer in 
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afew days. I have been to Chicago every week for the last three or four 
weeks; I have made some investigations in reference to the using of the 
German ritual. Some weeks ago I wrote to thirteen of the lodges, asking 
for information upon this very subject. TI have answers to three or four of 
my letters, stating that the German ritual is not used. I also have your 
letter stating that it is used, and you have the evidence, being sworn testi- 
mony of German lodges in Chicago, freely given. Judge Turner and 
myself again go to Chicago tonight to further look into this matter of the 
use of the German ritual by German lodges. I am perfectly willing to 
uphold the laws of this grand domain, and shall look into the matter with 
very great care. On my return I shall write to you again.

In response to this I sent him the following: 


John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor, Vandalia, Ill.: 


DEAR Sir AND BrotHer—I have your favor of August 8. In my 
former letter I told you that Past Grand Chancellor William D. Kennedy 
could give you the desired information. He has a copy of the testimony. 
This testimony, in and of itself, absolutely settles the question. It was 
taken by Past Supreme Chancellor Howard Douglass. It is a matter in 
which they admit the violation of law—that evidence is at your disposal. 
Your duty is plain, and whether in or out of office I shall know that we 
have the proof and see if there is any such thing as having the laws 
enforced in [llinois. After arriving in Chicago it need not take you one 
hour to have proof which would satisfy anyone. Your letter and the delay 
incident thereto leads me to conclude that you do not have any real desire 
to interfere with the existing conditions in Chicago. While I note that 
you have been in Chicago every week for the last three or four weeks, I 
regret you found it inconvenient to meet me there when invited two 
weeks ago by Gauntlet Lodge.

To this I received the following reply: 


Hon: Walter B. Richie, Lima, Ohio: Vanpatta, Inu. August 11, 1896. 


DEAR Sir AND BrotHER—Some weeks ago I wrote the German lodges 
in Chicago about using the German ritual. Some answers have come 
saying no German rituals were being used. No information has ever come 
to me about subordinate lodges using German rituals, only what I have 
heard from you. 

I have written Past Grand Chancellor William D. Kennedy for 
evidence or a copy of the same. I will appoint him as my special deputy 
to look after this matter, and I will see that the law is enforced. 

I regret not being able to see you at Gauntlet Lodge, but my engage- 
ment had been made long prior to my knowledge of your presence in 
Chicago at that time. 

You will find enclosed a copy of my letter sent to lodges in Chicago.

Accompanied by the following copy: 
VANDALIA, Inu., August 11, 1896. 
DEAR Sir AND BrorHER—You will find enclosed copies of letters from 
Supreme Chancellor Walter B. Richie. The letters explain themselves. 
In this the Supreme Chancellor’s wishes must be obeyed, and as Grand 
Chancellor of this grand domain I shall see that the law is obeyed and 
enforced. 
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I therefore command you to give me or my authorized deputy any 
ae all information in your possession concerning the matter of enclosed 
etters. . . 

Our domain is one of the best in the Pythian world. Its members 
are taken from the very best element of society, and it would cause your 
Grand Chancellor pain to know that any subordinate lodge in this grand 
domain had openly and willfully violated Pythian law.

Thus it will be seen that, while apparently wishing to regard the orders 
of the Supreme Chancellor, time is slipping by. It will be noted from his 
letter of December 3, 1895, set forth near the top of page 7096 of my report, 
that he expresses a desire to regard the law regardless of his own indi- 
vidual judgment. His correspondence shows several visits to Chicago, and 
does not indicate what he did looking toward the ascertainment of the facts. 
My letter of July 30 was clear and explicit, and gave him the names of the 
lodges and of the individuals who were violating the law. It will be noted 
in his favor of August 11, he says: ‘‘Some weeks ago I wrote the German 
lodges in Chicago about using the German ritual. Some answers have 
come saying no German rituals were being used.’ He could not expect 
the lodges to convict themselves, and, with the knowledge that no informa- 
tion could be obtained this way, he sent me a copy of the letter, dated 
August 11, which, he says, he mailed for like information. So it seems 
that, while on August 2, my letter of July 30 was received, yet, up to this 
time, there has been no earnest steps taken toward the enforcement of the 
law. 


In response to his letter of the 11th, I wrote him as follows: 


Aueus?r 15, 1896. 
John J. Brown, Grand Chancellor, Vandalia, Ill. : 


Duar Sir AND Broruer—Upon my return from Lowa I find your 
favor of the 11th, and note that you say you intend to appoint Kennedy as 
aspecial deputy to look after the matter of the violation of the law by 
German lodges. I met Brother Kennedy yesterday, the 14th, and at that 
time he had no information from you upon the subject. In the light of 
my former communication to you, [ am, indeed, surprised at your choosing 
to wait, and address the various lodges in Chicago, calling upon them to 
give you information in direct opposition to the interests of the lodges so 
addressed. Especially am I surprised in the light of your letter of 
August 11, that you had written a letter upon the same lines to these 
lodges some weeks ago, and the answers indicated that no German rituals 
were being used; that you had no information except from them. Over 
two weeks ago I gave you the names of the lodges and the place where you 
could find the sworn testimony relative to the violation of law by these 
lodges. Itis true my term will shortly expire, but I do not propose that 
this question shall end simply with my retirement from office. I shall 
place the matter before the Supreme Lodge for its instructions to my 
successor. With the information I gave you, it was your duty to have at 
once proceeded to Chicago, and with this evidence, required the observance 
of law, but instead of that you chose to ask these same violators to furnish 
you information upon lines which all your correspondence indicates they 
have refused to do in the past. I now, again, call upon you as Grand 
Chancellor to proceed to Chicago, take up this testimony, and, without 
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further delay or evasion, see to it that the lawisenforced. Will you do it?’ 
Or will you still content yourself with correspondence and writing letters’ 
to these lodges which, as indicated in my former letter to you, they seem 
to understand are not to be regarded at all? There has been quite too 
much eyasion and a seeming inclination to postpone past the expiration of 
my term.

Since forwarding the above I have received no word direct from Grand 
Chancellor Brown upon. the subject. I have before me an original letter 
written upon the letterhead of the Grand Chancellor of Dlinois, dated 
August 11, 1896, addressed to Hon. Wm. D. Kennedy, of Chicago, and 
signed ‘‘John J. Brown,” in which he requests Brother Kennedy to send 
him a copy of the evidence referred to by me in my letter of July 30, 
On the 12th, on my way to the Grand Lodge of Iowa, I met Brother Ken- 
nedy at Chicago, and inquired of him as to whether or not the Grand Chan- 
cellor had called upon him relative to the evidence with regard to the 
German lodges. He informed me that he had not, but that he had received 
a letter from him upon the subject. On the 13th he wrote the Grand 
Chancellor, telling him of the surprise I had expressed that the Grand 
Chancellor had not called upon him as suggested in my letter of the 30th, 
and urging upon him the propriety of meeting him in person in Chicago, 
where he could not only see the testimony, but obtain additional informa- 
tion procured during the investigation by Past Supreme Chancellor Doug- 
iass, and at the same time expressing his readiness to furnish a copy if 
desired. I have in my hands the original telegram received in reply 
thereto, and it will be noted that it is dated five days subsequent to 
Brother Kennedy’s letter:

To which Brother Kennedy replied that it could be furnished for one- 
half of the price charged by the court stenographer. On the same day the 
following telegram, of which I have the original, was received by Brother 
Kennedy: 

Vanpattia, Int., August 18, 1896. 
Wm. D. Kennedy, 6023 Princeton Avenue : 


If cost is only twenty-five cents a page, send it; I will pay for it. 
J.J. Brown. 


It is apparent from the course taken by the Grand Chancellor of Illi- 
nois that he does not propose to take action, while apparently expressing 
a desire to uphold the law. I feel that itis proper that the Supreme Lodge 
have all the facts, because to me it is evident that while attempting to so 
keep in apparent touch with the Supreme Chancellor as to avoid punish- 
ment, yet the Grand Chancellor of Illinois has no present intention of assist- 
ing in the enforcement of the laws of the order. There is nothing in his 
correspondence that indicates a desire upon his part to assist the Supreme 
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Chancellor in the enforcement of law. His expressions may be fair-sounding, 
but his actions do not bear them out. As I have said before, there need be 
no violation of law for any considerable length of time in any grand 
domain if the grand officers are earnest in their support of Supreme 
authority. For myself, I feel like insisting upon this kind of support, but 
it comes in at the very close of my administration, and I refer it to the 
members of the Supreme Lodge.

THE REVISED RULES. 


The special committee on the revision of the rules of order, 
appointed at the previous convention, submitted the appended 
report, which was ordered to be printed and to lie over under the 
rules: 


Document 13. 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 
Your special committee on rules respectfully report as follows: 


All matters necessary for the orderly conduct of business are so fully 
treated in Robert’s Rules of Order, which work has heretofore been adopted 
as the guide to parliamentary practice by this body, and which we recom- 
mend be continued, that there seems to be no necessity for special rules, 
other than those which are here presented, and we recommend the adop- 
tion of the following as the rules of order of this body.

Committee. 


1. The Supreme Chancellor shall appoint a committee of three on 
allotment of seats, in ample time for the performance of its duties before 
the opening of any session of the Supreme Lodge. 

2. The committee on credentials, together with the Supreme Keeper 
of Records and Seal, shall meet one day in advance of the time specified 
for the meeting of the Supreme Lodge, examine all certificates in the hands 
of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, and prepare its reports for the 
opening of the session of the Supreme Lodge. 

3. The Supreme Lodge having been opened in ritualistic form, the 
committee on credentials shall submit, for immediate consideration, its 
reports on the admission of Past Grand Chancellors, and Supreme Repre- 
sentatives shail be admitted in form. 

4, The reports of the committee on allotment of seats shall be sub- 
mitted and acted upon. 

5. The printed minutes of the last biennial and intervening meetings 
shall be presented and passed upon. 
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6. All stated official reports made in obedience to law shall be pre- 
sented, and the same shall be referred by the Supreme Chancellor toa 
committee of three, who shall, as soon as possible, report their distribu- 
tion to appropriate committees. 

7. The committee on distribution of reports shall foe the right to 
report at any time, and the consideration of its report shall be imme- 
diately in order. 

8. The time for holding the daily sessions of the Supreme Lodge shall 
be fixed by resolution. 

9. The following shall be the daily order of business: 

(1) Reading and correction of the journal of the previous day. 

(2) The roll of jurisdictions shall be called in alphabetical order, for 
the presentation of new business, which shall be referred to 
appropriate committees. 

(3) Petitions presented, read and referred. 

(4) Reports of standing committees in the order in which they are 
named in the constitution. 

(5) Reborts of special committees. 

(6) Consideration of reports of committees in the order in which they 
are printed in the journal. 

(7) Miscellaneous business. 

10. The above order of business may be transposed or dispensed with 
at the discretion of the Supreme Lodge; but should the order of business 
be not completed when a recess is taken, upon the reassembling of the 
Supreme Lodge it shall begin where it was left off, provided it shall not 
interfere with a special order of business. 

11. All resolutions and motions intended to be of permanent operation 
shall be referred to and reported upon by an appropriate committee before 
they shall be considered by the Supreme Lodge. 

12. When a dgcument requiring reference to a committee shall be pre- 
sented, the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal shall mark it with its 
appropriate document number, and the Supreme Chancellor shall direct 
its reference to the appropriate committee. 

13. All propositions offered for reference to any committee, or which 
shall require entry in full upon the journal, except reports of committees, 
shall be submitted in duplicate, and must be on paper not less in size 
than half a page of foolscap. . 

14. All resolutions, propositions or other legislative business belonging 
to or within the purview of any committee of this body, shall be referred 
in regular order to said committees, and be submitted by such committees, 
on report, to the Supreme Lodge for action thereon; and all reports of com- 
mittees shall be printed in the daily journal in the order in which they 
were presented. 

15. No report of a standing committee shall be acted on before the 
same shall have been printed in the daily journal and distributed; pro- 
vided that this rule shall not apply to the report of the committee on cre- 
dentials, nor to reports presented on the last day of the session. 


16 
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16. Voting for officers shall be by ballot; all other voting shall be viva 
voce, or by yeas and nays, or as the Supreme Lodge may determine. — 

17. On the call of five Supreme Representatives, the yeas and nays’ 
shall be taken on any question, and when taken shall be entered on the 
journal. 

18, On a call of five Supreme Representatives, a majority of the Repre- 
sentatives present may demand that the previous question shall be put. 
But the call for the previous question shall not be in order until at least 
one speech has been made on each side of the pending question, if any one- 
desires to debate it, nor shall it deprive the majority of the committee 
making a report, or the person introducing the original proposition, from 
making the closing argument. 

19. No member shall be permitted to speak or vote unless wearing the 
jewel of his rank, and occupying the place designated for his seat. 

20. Every officer and member shall be designated by his proper title 
of office, according to his rank in the order. 

AE No one shall speak longer than ten minutes on any question, unless 
by permission of the Supreme Lodge. 

22. When a petition, proposition, memorial or communication is pre- 
sented, a brief statement of its contents shall be made by the introducer or 
the chair, and after it has been read, a brief notice of its import shall be 
entered upon the journal. | 

23. Any member has a right to protest, and have his protest entered’ 
on the journal, if in respectful language; and when any protest be so 
recorded, it shall be the privilege of the author of the measure protested 
against, or the committee having it in charge, to have also entered upon 
the journal a reply to the protest. 

24. Every member is compelled to vote and serve on committees, 
unless excused by a majority vote of those present. 

25. All written motions, resolutions and other documents presen 
by any member for cneideraion! and required to be read, shall be read’ 
from the desk of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal. 

26. On motion, any subject pending before the Supreme Lodge may be 
made a special order for consideration at some future day or hour of the 
same biennial session, and shall, at the time designated, take precedence’ 
of all other business. 

27. It shall be in order for the person making a motion for a special’ 
order to incorporate in the same motion a rule to limit the time and pre- 
scribe the order of debate thereon. 

28. Robert’s Rules of Order shall be the standard for parliamentary 
law, in the absence of any special rule governing the action of the Supreme 
Lodge. 

29. The foregoing rules may be suspended by a two-thirds vote. 

30. Proposals to add to, amend or alter these rules shall be submitted 
in writing, be referred to the committee on rules, and lie over at least one’ 
day, when it may be adopted by a majority vote.

A proposition to amend sections 268, 270, 271, 272, 273 and 274 of chapter 
vi, title iv, of the Supreme Statutes: 

Be it enacted by the Supreme Lodge Knights Pythias, That sections 268, 
270, 271, 272, 273 and 274 of the Supreme Statutes be and the same are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


268. Any member in good standing in a subordinate lodge, who may 
desire to change his membership to another lodge, may make application 
in writing, over his own signature, for a transfer card. Such application 
shall be accompanied by the fee fixed by law for a transfer card and the 
amount of his dues, fines and assessments accrued, and dues in advance to 
the first of the month succeeding the presentation of such application to 
the lodge. 

270. The transfer card shall certify to the rank of knighthood and 
honors which he may have attained, and to his good standing in the lodge 
of issue. Such transfer card shall be in form as follows:

Sections 271, 272, 273 and 274 of this statute shall be printed on the 
back of the transfer card, which shall also contain a coupon for notifica- 
tion to the lodge of issuance. 


271. The holder of a transfer card may apply, subject to the provisions 
of title iv, chapter iii, sections 240, 241 and 242, Supreme Statutes, to any 
lodge of the order, for membership in such lodge; and shall attach such 
transfer card to his application, and accompany the same with the affilia- 
tion fee prescribed by law, together with an official receipt showing the 
payment to the lodge issuing the card of all dues, fines and assessments 
to the first of the month succeeding the date of the issue of such transfer 
card; provided that if, under the provisions of said chapter iii, the per- 
mission of the lodge of issue to make such application is required, then 
such transfer card shall be deemed and taken as such permission. 

272. An application for membership by deposit of transfer card shall 
be subject to the investigation and ballot provided in title iv, chapter iii, 
sections 245 and 246, Supreme Statutes. If the applicant be elected, his 
membership in the lodge of issue of such transfer card shall thereupon 
cease and determine, and his membership in the lodge to which his appli- 
cation is made shall begin. The keeper of records and seal of the lodge of 
deposit shall at once address and forward by mail the coupon notice of 
such election to the lodge issuing the transfer card. Upon receipt of such 
notice by the lodge of issue, it shall be read in open lodge, and record 
thereof shall be made by the keeper of records and seal and master of 
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finance upon the books of the lodge. If the application be rejected, the 
transfer card shall be filed in the lodge in which it is deposited, and no 
similar application by that applicant shall be considered by that lodge for 
ninety days thereafter. 


273. The rights of the holder of a transfer card as an officer in the lodge 
of issue, or as Grand Representative from such lodge, shall not be impaired 
by reason of the issue or deposit of such transfer card until his election to 
membership in the lodge in which it is deposited, but thereupon any such 
right shall finally cease and determine. If the lodge of deposit of a transfer 
card be within the same domain as the lodge of issue, the rights of the 
holder thereof as an officer in his Grand Lodge, or as Supreme Representa- 
tive from such Grand Lodge, shall not be affected or impaired by the issue 
or deposit of such transfer card; but, if the lodge of deposit of a transfer 
card be not within the same domain as the lodge of issue, then all such 
rights of the holder of such transfer card shall cease and determine upon 
his election to membership in the lodge of deposit. The rights of the 
holder of a transfer card as an officer of the Supreme Lodge shall at no 
time be affected or impaired by the issue or deposit of such transfer card. 


274. A subordinate lodge, subject to the legislation of its Grand Lodge, 
may establish the fee to accompany an application for affiliation by the 
deposit of a transfer card, and for the issue of such cards. The fees for the 
issuance and deposit of a transfer card shall be one dollar each.

1. Does chapter iii of title iii, Supreme Statutes, apply only to Grand 

Lodges instituted after the adoption of Supreme Statutes, or should it not 
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apply also to Grand Statutes intended to be in conformity with Supreme 
Statutes adopted by any Grand Lodge? 

2. Does section 421, chapter ii, title ix, of Supreme Statutes, apply to 
a member who makes a practice of borrowing money from brother knights 
and pledging his knightly honor for the payment of same? 

& Is a District Deputy Grand Chancellor required by section 395, 
chapter 1, title viii, of Supreme Statutes, to file with the Grand Keeper of 
Records and Seal a certificate showing that he is clear on the books of his 
lodge to the beginning of the term for which the semi-annual password is 
asked, or only to the begining of the then current semi-annual term ? 

4, Are the officers of a subordinate lodge legally installed when the 
installation is performed by a Deputy Grand Chancellor acting under a 
commission issued by a Grand Chancellor whose term of office has expired 
and his successor elected and duly installed? 

5. Under section 2, article xi, Supreme Constitution, are not the inner 
guard and the outer guard of subordinate lodges included as ritualistic 
officers, and does not chapter ii, title iv, Supreme Statutes, include them 
as “elective officers’’? 

6. Title ili, chapter iii, Grand Statutes of the domain of North Carolina, 
provides for the election of chancellor commander and certain other officers 
at the first regular convention in Juneand December. Section 141 of same 
chapter requires the chancellor commander, on the night of his election, to 
“appoint”? an inner and an outer guard to serve for six months from the 
first of the month next ensuing. Does this not come under the prohibition 
contained in section 237, chapter ii, title iv, of Supreme Statutes, which 
says that no officer shall assume the duties of his office until he has been 
regularly installed?

To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 

In presenting your honorable body this petition, for the honor of the 
rank of Past Grand Chancellor, I do so in the firm belief that I am entitled 
to such rank from the fact of having served as Grand Master of Exchequer 
of Ohio for a full term of five years, viz.: from 1888 to 1893, inclusive. 

At the time of my election, the law conferring the rank of Past Grand 
Chancellor upon all knights who had served a term of five years as 
Grand Master of Exchequer or Grand Keeper of Records and Seal, 
entitling such officer to said rank, was in full force’and effect, and con- 
tinued as such until within six months of the expiration of my term of 
service, when the law was amended, thereby depriving me of the intent of 
said law, and the honors justly earned 
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Believing that the great body of the Supreme Lodge of the order of 
Knights of Pythias does not desire to do injustice to a brother knight, and 
from the facts herewith submitted to your honorable body, with an official 
copy of a resolution passed unanimously by the Grand Lodge of Ohio in 
session at Columbus, Ohio, respectfully requesting favorable action to be 
taken in my case by the Supreme Lodge, and also accompanied with let- 
ters of endorsement and recommendation by Supreme and Grand Lodge 
officials, the finance committee of Ohio, all evidencing their belief in the 
justice of my claim. 

I therefore respectfully petition your honorable body for favorable 
action, in granting me that highly coveted honor, the rank of Past Grand 
Chancellor, to which title any brother knight would be proud to be 


possessor thereof.

action until the session of the Supreme Lodge, as I was well satisfied that 
upon a full enquiry the justness of the claim would be at once recognized 
and payment directed. The action of the Board of Control was a surprise, 
but their authority in the premises may have been limited, while yours is 
ample. : 

This claim should be recognized and paid, not only as a matter of 
right, but also of sound business policy, and I hope in the interest of fair 
dealing and the weliare of the order you will do what is necessary to give 
to the widow of this brother that which he died thinking was secured to

Dear Str—Mrs. Irene T. Etheredge, widow and_ beneficiary of the 
late Robert A. Etheredge, deceased, has placed in our hands for attention 
her claim against Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias order, certificate 
of membership No. 59,011, for $2000. 

We have your letter of February 15, addressed to Mr. George S. Bell, 
Secretary Section 2919, and note with regret the position taken by the 
Board of Control. Our Mr. Watts is a member of section 13, which was 
organized, we believe, in 1877, he being one of the first to join; he has 
taken a lively interest in beneficiary orders, and served for two terms as 
Supreme Regent, Royal Arcanum. We state these facts that you may 
understand and appreciate the spirit in which we write. 

This claim should be paid not only without a contest, but without 
objection or delay, and even if there existed a legal technicality upon which 
to predicate an objection, it ought not to be availed of. We recognize that 
it is the duty of those charged with the administration of the ‘‘ endowment 
fund,” or other trust moneys, to exercise the greatest vigilance in all dis- 
bursements, and to see that no fraudulent or illegal claims are paid, but it 
is equally clear that no advantage should be taken of those who deal in 
good faith and meet all the requirements of the situation. 

Now, let us briefly review the facts of the case: Mr. Robert A. 
Etheredge, a citizen of this city, of the highest character, made his 
application on January 14, to become a member of the Endowment 
Rank. He stood the medical examination, and did all other things 
required by the constitution and by-laws of the order; his papers were at 
once turned over to Mr. Spencer, ‘‘organizer representative,’’ who for- 
warded them to Mr. G. H. Royster, Organizer, Greenboro, N. C., in utter 
violation of section 2, article iii, general laws, which required that an 
application be sent direct to the Board of Control. Mr. Royster held these 
papers several days awaiting the arrival of two other applications, which 
Dr. C. C. Culpepper returned for further consideration; it is true Mr. 
Royster denies this, but the doctor received a letter from him stating that 
he was holding the twelve applications awaiting the coming of the other 
two. After this delay, for which Mr. Etheredge was in no way responsible, 
and which was due solely to the negligence of the authorized and recog- 
nized agents of the order, his application was forwarded to the Board of 
Control, and everything being satisfactory and in proper shape, he was 
declared accepted and his certificate of membership duly issued. This 
certificate certifies to a fact; it “‘witnesseth that Robert A. Etheredge 
is a member of Section No. 2919 of the Endowment Rank Knights of 
Pythias, said membership being based upon evidence received that he is a 


iW 
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“member in good standing, and, upon the declarations, representations and 
agreements made in his application bearing date of January 14, 1896, and 
the statements certified, which application was filed in the office of the 
Board of Control, and made a part of this contract.” If this language means 
anything, it means that Mr. Etheredge was a member of Section 2919; that 
a contract dated January 14, 1896, had been made to this effect, and that 
nothing remained to be done by him in connection with said contract. It 
is true that for certain and sufficient causes the Board of Control had a 
right to reject his application, but none of these causes intervened; he was 
accepted, and his acceptance or membership dates from January 24, 1896, 
as is clearly indicated by the fact that under section 2, article ii, his rating 
is determined from his age at nearest birthday to the date of application. 

The same section provides that membership in the Endowment Rank 
shall begin with the date of acceptance of the application by the Board of 
Control, but this is clearly a provision intended to provide for the rejection 
of the applicant, by the Board of Control, for cause. If accepted, his mem- 
bership begins with date of his application. In addition, the contract was 
made for the benefit of Mrs. Irene T. Etheredge, and she could only realize 
the benefit secured to her, by the death of her husband. The fact that he 
died before the certificate was actually issued should make no difference, 
unless fraud, misrepresentation, concealment, etc.,can be shown. But for 
the error of the Organizer, who was the agent of the order, in sending the 
application to Mr. Royster, instead of directly to the Board of Control, and 
but for the negligence of Mr. Royster, another agent of the order, in holding 
said application, the same would have been received and approved, and the 
certificate issued before the death of Mr. Etheredge, and the right of the 
widow to the benefit could not and would not have been questioned. 

The simple question is, will the Board of Control seek to deprive the 
widow of the amountsecured her by this contract, because of the negligence 
and illegal action of its own representatives? We do not think it possible; 
their inherent sense of right and justice, and their loyalty and devotion 
to the great brotherhood they represent, alike precludes the possibility of 
such action. To reject this claim and hold their own certificate, sealed 
with their official seal, null and void, would shake the confidence of the 
membership in the integrity of the order, and materially retard the growth 
so necessary to its continued success. 

The membership in this community, which is very large, is looking 
with great interest to your action in this matter, and but one sentiment 
prevails—the benefit should be paid. Mr. Etheredge died in the firm belief 
that he was a member of the Endowment Rank, and that his widow would 
receive the benefit he had contracted and paid for, and to repudiate this 
contract will, we assure you, be most disastrous. We have said there was 
no fraud, misrepresentation or concealment. Mr. Etheredge was in perfect 
health when examined; had he lived a few days longer, there could and 
would have been no question, and we feel that in urging in the strongest 
and most earnest manner the prompt payment of this claim, we are doing 
a service to the order as well as to the widow, whose future comfort depends 
so largely upon the result. 

We have only incidentally referred to the legal aspects of the case, as we 
much prefer to have it generally understood in the community that the 
Board of Control promptly recognized Mrs. Etheredge’s claim, when the 
facts were properly presented to and understood by it. Such action on 
your part, promptly had, will not only be justice to her, but it will also 
subserve the best interest of the order.

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Supreme Statutes adopted by Supreme Lodge, 1894, and in lieu thereof to 
enact title vi, herewith submitted, entitled ‘‘ Military Branch,’ same to be, 
when enacted, sections 360 to 380, inclusive, Supreme Statutes. 


CHAPTER I, 
Relating to the Organization of the Military Branch. 

360. Be it enacted by the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, That title vi, 
Supreme Statutes, entitled ‘‘ Military Branch,” sections 360 to 380, inclu- 
sive, adopted by Supreme Lodge, convention 1894, be and the same is 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof it is hereby enacted by the Supreme 
Lodge Knights of Pythias, that the military branch of the Knights of 
Pythias shall be organized into the following formations, to be composed 
of infantry, artillery or cavalry: 

1. Infantry companies (divisions). ‘ 

2. Infantry battalions. 

3. Infantry regiments. 

4, Cavalry troops (divisions). 

5. Cavalry squadrons. 

6. Cavalry regiments. 

7. Artillery companies. 

8. Brigades of infantry, artillery, or of infantry, cavalry and artillery 
combined. 

9. The Pythian Army, composed of all brigades, regiments and sepa- 
rate companies of the Uniform Rank, to be commanded by a 
Major General. 

10. The legislative powers of the military branch shall be vested in a 

Supreme Council, to be formed in the manner and with the 
authority as hereinafter provided. 


CHAPTER II. 
Relating to the Officers of the Uniform Rank, their Rank and Title. 
361. The official rank and title of the officers of the Uniform Rank 
shall be: 

1. The Supreme Chancellor, as Commander in Chief. 

2. The Major General, commanding the Uniform Rank or military 
branch of the Knights of Pythias. 

3. Brigadier General, commanding the brigade of a grand domain 

4. Colonel, commanding a regiment. 

5. Lieutenant Colonel, second in command of a regiment, or com- 
mander of a regiment composed of less than eight (companies) 
divisions. 

6. Major, third in rank in a regiment, commanding a battalion of 
infantry or squadron of cavalry. 

7. Captain, commanding a division (company) of infantry, artillery 
or troop of cavalry. 

8. First Lieutenant, second in rank in division (company) of infantry, 
artillery or troop of cavalry. 
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9. Second Lieutenant, third in rank in division (company) of infan- 
try, artillery or troop of cavalry. 


10. Staff of the Major General: 
A Chief of Staff. 
An Adjutant General. 
An Inspector General. _ 
A Judge Advocate General. 
A Chief Mustering Officer. 
A Chief Engineer. 
A Chief Signal Officer. 
A Quartermaster General. 
A Commissary General. 
A Surgeon General. 
Each with the rank of Brigadier General. 
A Chaplain in Chief, with the rank of Colonel. 
An Aide-de-Camp foreach grand domain, with the rank of Colonel. 
Provided that if, in the judgment of the Commander in Chief and the 
Major General, the interests of the Uniform Rank require more than one 
Aide-de-Camp in any domain, such additional Aides-de-Camp may be 
appointed. ; 
11. Staff of a Brigadier General: 
A Chief of Staff. 
An Assistant Adjutant General. 
An Assistant Inspector General. 
An Assistant Judge Advocate General. 
A Brigade Mustering Officer. 
A Brigade Engineer. 
A Brigade Signal Officer. 
An Assistant Quartermaster General. 
An Assistant Commissary General. 
An Assistant Surgeon General. 
Each with the rank of Colonel. 
A Brigade Chaplain, with the rank of Major. 
Four Aides-de-Camp, each with the rank of Major. 
Provided that if, in the judgment of the Brigadier General, the inter- 
ests of the Uniform Rank will be advanced by the appointment of addi- 
tional Aides-de-Camp, they may be appointed and commissioned. 


12. Regimental Staff: 
A Surgeon, with the rank of Major. 
An Adjutant. 
A Signal Officer. 
A Quartermaster. 
A Commissary of Subsistence. 
An Assistant Surgeon. 
A Chaplain. 
Each with the rank of Captain. 
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The regimental staff officers shall be appointed by the commanding 
officer of the regiment, and, upon the approval of the Brigadier General, 
shall be commissioned by the Major General; provided that officers of the 
medical staff must be physicians in good standing in their profession and 
graduates of a medical college of recognized standing; provided, further, 
that the appointment of Surgeons must be approved by the Assistant Sur- 
geon General of the brigade, and that of Assistant Surgeons by the Surgeon 
of the regiment and the Assistant Surgeon General of the brigade. 

13. Battalion Staff: 

An Adjutant. 

A Quartermaster. 

A Commissary of Subsistence. 
An Assistant Surgeon. 

Each with the rank of First Lieutenant. 

The battalion staff officers shall be appointed by the regimental com- 
mander, upon the recommendation of the battalion commander; and, upon 
the approval of the Brigadier General, they shall be commissioned by the 
Major General; provided, that the same rules that apply to the appoint- 
ment of the medical staff of a regiment shall apply to that of a battalion. 

14. The Division (Company) Officers: 

A Captain. 

A First Lieutenant. 

A Second Lieutenant. 

A Recorder, with the rank of Sergeant. 
A Treasurer, with the rank of Sergeant. 

All to be elected by the division. 

A Guard, with rank of First Sergeant. 
A Sentinel, with rank of Second Sergeant. 

All to be appointed by the Captain, and may be removed by him for 
cause, or foc the benefit of the drill or discipline of the division. 

The insignia of rank for all officers shall be that of the United States 
army, of like branch of service, position and rank, except that the colors 
shall be those established for the Uniform Rank, to which shall also be 
added the emblems of the Uniform Rank. 

Any sir knight who is a regular practising physician, in good standing 
in his profession, or shall be a graduate of a medical college, and in good 
standing in his lodge and division (company), shall be eligible to appoint- 
ment and commission as Assistant Surgeon of a regiment, provided he 
shall have the recommendation of the Colonel of his regiment, favorably 
endorsed by the Surgeon of his regiment and the Assistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral of his brigade, and, upon such recommendation and endorsement, the 
Major General shall issue the commission in the usual form. 

15. Non-Commissioned Staff: 

To be appointed by the Regimental Commander— 

A Sergeant Major of the Regiment. 
A Quartermaster Sergeant of the Regiment. 
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A Commissary Sergeant of the Regiment. 
A Color Sergeant of the Regiment. 
A Hospital Steward, upon the recommendation of the Regimental 
Surgeon. 
To be appointed by the Battalion Commander— 
A Sergeant Major of Battalion. 
A Quartermaster Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Commissary Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Color Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Hospital Steward, upon the recommendation of the Battalion 
Assistant Surgeon. 
All non-commissioned staff officers must procure a non-commissioned 
officer’s warrant, and also the chevrons to indicate their rank and position, 
the warrant and chevrons to be procured from the Major General. 


362. The election or appointment and commission and term of office 
of Brigade Commanders and the staff of Brigade Commanders, and of 
regimental, field and staff officers, shall be for the period of four years 
from the date of election or appointment; provided that the commissions 
of all staff officers shall terminate with the termination of the commission 
of the officer on whose staff such staff officers were commissioned; but all 
staff officers shall be eligible for reappointment. 


CHAPTER III, 


Relating to the Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank, its Formation, Powers 
and Duties. 


363. A Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank is hereby declared and 
created, which shall meet in each intervening year between the ses- 
sions of the Supreme Lodge, at such time and place as the Supreme 
Council may désignate at each meeting; and in case the Supreme Council 
shall fail to designate a place of meeting, the Major General and the 
Supreme Chancellor shall call said Supreme Council to meet at such time 
and place as they may elect. The meetings of the Supreme Council shall 
be designated and known as “‘Assemblies” of the Supreme Council Uni- 
form Rank Knights of Pythias. 


364. The Supreme Council of the Uniform Rank shall consist of the 
Supreme Chancellor, Major General, the Adjutant General of the Uni- 
form Rank and the Brigadier General of each brigade of the Uniform 
Rank, and all Past Majors General of the Uniform Rank. The Major Gen- 
eral shall be the presiding officer of the Supreme Council. 


365. Any Supreme Lodge officer, or any Supreme Representative, and 
any officer or member of the Uniform Rank in good standing, shall have 
the right of admission to the sessions of the Supreme Council, but not 
the right to speak upon any question except by the unanimous consent of 
the Supreme Vouncil, nor shall they have the right to vote on any ques- 
tion. 
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366. The Supreme Council shall have the power to legislate for the 
Uniform Rank in all matters relating to the Uniform Rank, except as to 
those matters which by the Constitution of the Supreme Lodge are 
reserved to the Supreme Lodge; enact rules and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the Supreme Council and the Uniform Rank; provided, that 
no legislation shall be had by said Council which is in contravention of 
the constitution and statutes of the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias. 


367. The Supreme Council shall have final jurisdiction in all mat- 
ters of appeal in the Uniform Rank; but no appeal shall be heard by 
the Supreme Council unless such appeal shall come through the regular 
channels, to wit: through division, regimental, brigade and general head- 
quarters, and endorsed by the Major General and presented to the 
Supreme Council; provided that, in the domains where there is neither 
regimental nor brigade organizations, appeals shall be forwarded from 
division (company) headquarters to the Major General, and by him 
endorsed and presented to the Supreme Council. All appeals must be 
taken and forwarded by the appellant within thirty days after the alleged 
grievance or cause for appeal occurred. 


368. The Supreme Council shall provide a revenue for its mainte- 
nance and the maintenance of the Uniform Rank, and shall have full control 
of all supplies necessary for the establishment, use and management of the 
Uniform Rank, shall contract for the printing and manufacture of all sup- 
plies therefor, except the drill regulations and ritual of the rank, which 
shall be printed and promulgated by and under the authority of theSupreme 
Lodge, but the Supreme Lodge shall furnish the drill regulations and ritual 
of the rank to the Supreme Council at actual cost; and the Supreme 
Council shall regulate’ the sale of all supplies of and for the military 
branch. The Supreme Council shall have authority to levy such dues 
and assessments upon divisions of the Uniform Rank from time to time as 
may be required for the maintenance and proper management Of the rank, 
and under such regulations as the Supreme Council may adopt. The 
Supreme Council shall also have authority to print, publish and sell the 
statutes of the Supreme Lodge relating to the military branch of the Knights 
of Pythias, in connection with the rules and regulations adopted by the 
Supreme Council. 


369. The Adjutant General, in addition to his military duties, shall be 
the recorder, financial and disbursing officer of the Supreme Council, 
under such regulations as it may adopt. He shall give a bond to the 
Supreme Council in such sum as the Supreme Council may designate. 
He shall receive all moneys of the Supreme Council, and make such 
report thereto as it may by law designate. He shall be custodian of and 
be held responsible for all supplies of the Uniform Rank. His books and 
accounts shall at all times be open to the inspection of the Supreme Chan- 
cellor, the Major General or by any officers or committee designated 
by the Supreme Council. He shall receive such compensation for his 
services as the Supreme Council may from time to time determine. 
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370. The Supreme Council shall by rules and regulations designate 
and define by distinct specifications all uniforms and emblems to be used 
and worn by the officers and sir knights of the military branch of the 
Knights of Pythias; and it shall be unlawful for any other than the uni- 
forms so prescribed to be worn by such officers and sir knights; and the use 
of said uniforms, or any -portion thereof, by members of the order of 
Knights of Pythias, other than members of the Uniform Rank, is hereby 
declared unlawful and is strictly prohibited. 


371. The rate of mileage and per diem of the members of the Supreme 
Council, for attendance upon sessions of the Council, shall be such as 
the Supreme Council may from time to time designate; but the Supreme 
Lodge shall not in any manner be responsible for any of the financial obli- 
gations of the Uniform Rank or the Supreme Council thereof. 


372. In the recess between the assemblies of the Supreme Council, 
the Supreme Chancellor and the Major General are authorized to fix the 
amount of and approve the bonds that may be required by law from any 
officer of the Supreme Council. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Relating to the Qualifications, Powers and Duties of the Major General. 


373. The Major General of the military branch of the Knights of 
Pythias must be a Past Grand Chancellor in good standing in his Grand 
and subordinate lodges, and a member in good standing in a division of 
the Uniform Rank. He may be nominated by the members of the 
Supreme Council to the Supreme Lodge, and, upon the ratification of said 
nomination by the Supreme Lodge, he shall be commissioned by the 
Supreme Chancellor for a term of two years, and shall retain his said office 
until his successor shall be elected and commissioned. He shall receive 
such compensation for his services as the Supreme Council may from time 
to time determine. 


374. The Major General of the military branch of the order, known as 
the Uniform Rank, in addition to the powers and duties designated in the 
rules and regulations enacted, or that may hereafter be enacted, by the 
Supreme Council of said military branch, shall have the powers and duties 
designated in this statute. 


a. The Major General shall have command of and exercise a watchful 
supervision over all bodies of the military branch of the order, and see 
that the supreme law relating thereto is duly and promptly observed and 
obeyed, and that the work of such branch is everywhere uniform. To this 
end, he may visit and preside over all bodies of the military branch of the 
order, and give such instructions or directions as, under the supreme law, 
the prosperity of such branch may require. 

b. He shall appoint the members of his individual staff, and, when 
present at any assembly of the military branch, shall take command. He 
shall examine all laws enacted by any organization of the military branch, 
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which laws, upon being approved by the Supreme Chancellor and the 
Major General, shall become the laws governing such organization; pro- 
vided that such approval shall not be a bar to proceedings before the 
Supreme Council in which the constitutionality of such laws may be called 
in question. 

c. He shall keep a register of all warrants issued and all divisions 
instituted, with the location, number and date of institution of each, and 
shall provide himself, at the expense of the Supreme Council, with such 
books, stationery, postage, supplies and quarters as may be necessary for 
the proper discharge of his duties. 

d. He shall prepare and furnish the forms for all blanks required hy 
the military branch of the order. 

e. The Major General shall decide all tactical questions, and all ques- 
tions connected with the general government and management of the mili- 
tary branch of the order, subject, however, to the right of appeal to the 
Supreme Council. 

jf. He shall review and approve or disapprove all court martial proceed- 
ings in which the penalty is suspension or dishonorable discharge, subject, 
however, to the right of appeal therefrom to the Supreme Council. 


g. He shall receive all requisitions for supplies from brigades, regiments 
or divisions, and if approved by him, shall cause such supplies to be for- 
warded for the use of said organization; but in no case shall such requisi- 
tion for supplies be approved, nor the supplies furnished, unless the money 
in payment therefor accompany such requisition. 

h. The Major General shall promulgate the countersign of the military 
branch to all divisions of such branch, and shall, at each biennial conven- 
tion of the Supreme Lodge, present a full report of the transactions of his 
office and of the general condition of the military branch of the order 
during the preceding biennial term. 

375. The Major General and the Adjutant General shall submit their 
books and accounts for inspection or audit by the Supreme Chancellor, or 
the Supreme Council committee on finance, whenever so required by 
them or by the Supreme Council. 


376. In case of the death or resignation of the Major General, the 
Supreme Chancellor shall have authority to fill the vacancy, and the one 
so appointed shall be a Past Grand Chancellor and a member of the 
Uniform Rank. Such appointee shall discharge the duties of the Major 
General until a Major General shall be elected as provided by the statutes 
of the Supreme Lodge. 


CHAPTER V. 
Relating to the Divisions of the Uniform Rank not within the Domain of a 
Brigade. . 


377. Every regiment and division of the Uniform Rank Knights of 
Pythias, not within a domain having a brigade organization, shall be under 
the immediate control of the Supreme Council and the direct command 
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of the Major General. While under control of the Supreme Council, 
every division of the Uniform Rank shall pay such dues to the Supreme 
Council as the Supreme Council may fix, provided that such dues shall 
not exceed the amount fixed for divisions (companies) belonging to brigade 
organizations. Said dues shall become due and payable on the 19th day 
of February of each year, and shall be forwarded within thirty days there- 
after to the Major General, together with the annual reports of such divi- 
sions. 


378. It shall be the duty of each division not attached to a brigade 
to make out and forward to the Major General, on blanks to be furnished 
by the Supreme Council therefor, an annual report for each Pythian year. 
Said report shall contain a statement of the membership of the division 
on the 19th day of February preceding the date of said report, to which 
shall be given a statement of the additions thereto and losses therefrom 
during the year, a statement of the financial condition of the division, 
showing its receipts and expenditures during the year, and a roster of the 
officers of the division for the ensuing term; provided that, when regi- 
mental formation is had in any domain where there is no brigade, all 
reports shall be forwarded through regimental headquarters. 


379. Regiments and divisions of the Uniform Rank not attached to 
a brigade shall be subject to and be governed by the rules and regulations 
enacted by the Supreme Council, from time to time, for the general gov- 
ernment and management of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias. 


380. Divisions of the Uniform Rank, whether as separate divisions, 
or as separate regiments not attached to a brigade, shall have the right of 
appeal or petition to the Supreme Council; provided that all appeals or 
petitions and communications of whatever kind, addressed to the Supreme 
Council, shall be forwarded to the Major General, and that officer shall 
present the same to the Supreme Council at the next regular session 
of the Supreme Council. ?

eminently proper that a prescribed and uniform badge of mourning should 
be worn by the individual members of the order in attendance on the 
funeral of a brother, and to that end we recommend such legislation by 
this Supreme Lodge as may secure that result. 

6. Concerning that portion of the report of the Supreme Keeper of 
Records and Seal relative to the neglect of lodges to procure the master 
of work jewels, we would respectfully recommend that this matter be 
referred to the incoming Supreme Chancellor, calling his attention to the 
disregard and failure of lodges to comply with the Supreme Statutes, and 
asking him to take such steps as he thinks necessary to obtain the needed 
results. We would also suggest that the Suprerne Keeper of Records and 
Seal notify the Grand Keeper of Records and Seal of each domain having 
delinquent lodges in this case, and ask an explanation of the causes for 
the present state of affairs, asking such Grand Keeper of Records and 
Seal for a separate report in regard to each lodge’s delinquency.

Resolved, That while bowing obedience to the dictates of the Supreme

First—That a subordinate organization be created by the action of this 
Grand Lodge, to be known as the lodge of protection, Knights of Pythias 
of Pennsylvania. The said board of Grand Lodge officers shall have full 
power to enforce all rules, regulations and by-laws made, subject, however, 
to the usual mode of appeals as outlined in the rules of practice of the 
Grand Tribunal, and said board of Grand Lodge officers shall make an 
annual report of all transactions pertaining to said lodge of protection to 
this Grand Lodge at its annual convention. 


Second—The object of the lodge of protection shall be to afford protec- 
tion and legal membership to all members of this order of the age of forty- 
five and over, who were members in good standing and entitled to weekly 
benefits at the time of dissolution of lodge in this jurisdiction, and whose 
charters have been surrendered to this Grand Lodge; that such members 
of all lodges which have become insolvent in consequence of excessive 
sickness or death rate, or circumstances over which they have no control, 
having exhausted all proper means of making such lodge self-supporting, 
and finally being compelled to surrender their charter, shall, on furnishing 
satisfactory evidence thereof to the board of Grand Lodge officers, if forty- 
five years of age or over, be eligible to membership in this lodge of pro- 
tection; provided, that application is made to the board of Grand Lodge 
officers, by such member, within a period of sixty days after such lodge 
has been officially dissolved; and further provided, that any member of 
this order who, at any time, wilfully aided or abetted any action on the 
part of any lodge or combination of the members of the order to an evasion 
of the laws or mandates of this Grand Lodge, or of the Grand Chancellor, 
shall not be eligible to membership in the lodge of protection. “4 


Third—The board of Grand Lodge officers shall have power to create 
a relief fund for the purpose of paying sick and funeral benefits to the 
members of the lodge of protection, the same to be collected as dues, fees 
and assessments from members thereof, and from other sources as herein- 
after mentioned, to wit: All moneys received from the funds of defunct 
lodges, and the result of sale of all goods and paraphernalia of said lodges, 
and all moneys received by this Grand Lodge from dispensations of all 
kinds, shall be paid into the funds of the lodge of protection, that there 
may be at all times a sufficient amount in the hands of the Grand Master 
of Exchequer to meet the obligations of the lodge-to its members, and the 
funds thereof shall be kept separate and apart from the funds of the Grand 
Lodge. Should the funds received from the before-mentioned sources at 
any time be reduced to an amount which will not allow the payment of 
weekly and funeral benefits in amounts as provided in the by-laws of this 
lodge of protection, then the board of Grand Lodge officers, with concur- 
rence and consent of the committee on finance, shall be empowered to 
make such provisions as are actually necessary to pay such sick or funeral 
benefits, not exceeding the amount appropriated by the Grand Lodge at 
its annual convention. 

Fourth—The board of Grand Lodge officers shall draw up a code of 
by-laws in conformity with the constitution of subordinate lodges for the 
proper guidance of members of the lodge of protection, specifying the 
amount to be collected as dues, also the amount per week to be paid as 
weekly benefits to sick or disabled members, also the amount to be paid 
on the death of a member entitled to weekly benefits, also to fines and 
penalties to be imposed for arrearages, non-payment of dues and other 
causes, and such probationary period as they may deem proper, and such 
further regulations as are necessary to give effect to the intentions of this 
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Grand Lodge in erecting this lodge of, protection, and shall have power to 
alter, amend or add to the same from time to time, as they may deem 
necessary in their judgment, subject, however, to the approval of this 
Grand Lodge, and a copy of same shall be furnished to each member of 
the lodge of protection. In all manner of the general government of the 
lodge of protection, it shall be subject to the same Jaws and provisions as 
are already laid down by the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania for the use of 
subordinate lodges, excepting as hereinbefore provided, and the dispensing 
of meetings, nominations and elections of officers and Grand Represent- 
atives, or the payment of a per capita tax. 


The effect of this report shall become operative, if approved by the 
Grand Lodge, as a whole, or as amended, within three months of its 
approval. 


All of which is submitted for your action. 


DocuMEntT B. 
To the Grand Lodge Knights of Pythias of the Domain of Pennsylvania: 


Your committee, having considered the matterreferred to them, respeéct- 
fully report as set forth in document ‘“‘A,”’ and further suggest that in case 
the laws of the order prevent the organization of such lodge as contem- 
plated in their report, that the following plan be adopted to further the 
object desired, viz.: 


That the Grand Lodge shall, in such manner as it may deem best, 
and in conformity with existing laws, create a fund for the relief of such 
aged members as are deprived of their membership by reason of their 
lodges surrendering their charters, and their age, the bar to their member- 
ship in other lodges.

Your committee on unwritten work begs leave to submit its report 
upon so much of the report of the Supreme Chancellor as was referred 
to it: 


1. That uniformity in the work of conferring the ranks throughout 
the Supreme Domain is eminently desirable and practicable, and should 
be perfected by frequent intercourse of the officers of the Supreme Lodge 
with those of the several grand domains. 


. 2, The unwritten work is a part of the mystery which surrounds our 
order, and it should be exemplified and taught only by those constituted 
by law, to the end that entire harmony shall prevail throughout the entire 
Supreme Domain. 


3. We find no law providing for the lawful exemplification in the Grand 
Lodges of the unwritten work save by and through the officers and mem- 
bers of this body. 


4. We would recommend that, whenever practicable, each Grand 
Lodge by law provide for the appointment of a state deputy or deputies by 
the Grand Chancellor, for the purpose of exemplifying the secret work, to 
the end of greater uniformity in the work. 


5. We recommend that paragraphs 4, 7 and 8 of title *‘ XIX,” of the 
Supreme Chancellor’s report, as to ‘‘ working properties,’ ‘‘team work” 
and ‘‘conferring of the ranks,” be approved. 


6. The importance of the recommendation as to hand shaking is 
- apparent, not only from the reading of the Supreme Chancellor’s report, 
but from the experience of the membership. Your committee, therefore, 
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would recommend that each Grand Lodge, at its sessions and through the 
proper officials, condemn the practice of the indiscriminate and unne- 
cessary giving of the grips of the ranks.

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REVISED RULES OF ORDER. 


The committee on rules submitted the appended report, which 
was ordered to be printed and to lie over under the rule: 


Document 69. 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 


Your standing conimittee on rules beg leave to report as follows: 

Your committee on rules, to whom was referred that portion of the 
report of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seg] designated ‘‘Supreme 
Lodge hall,” and the rules of order as submitted to this convention by the 
special committee on rules, respectfully present and recommend the fol- 
lowing rules of order for the government of this Supreme body: 


Rule 1. The Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal shall, in due season 
prior to the opening of any convention of the Supreme Lodge, make all 
necessary arrangements for a hall, including the arrangement of seats, 
which shall be, as far as practicable, by lot. 


Rule 2. The committee on credentials, together with the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seal, shall meet one day in advance of the time 
specified for the convention of the Supreme Lodge, examine all certificates 
and credentials in the hands of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal, 
and prepare its reports for the opening of the convention of the Supreme 
Lodge. 


Rule 8. The roll shall be called, and if a quorum is found to be present, 
the lodge shall proceed in regular form. 


Rule 4. The committee on credentials shall submit for immediate con- 
sideration its reports on the certificates of Past Grand Chancellors and the 
credentials of Supreme Representatives. 


Rule 5. Upon the adoption of the report of the committee on creden- 
tials, all Past Grand Chancellors who are entitied to the Supreme Lodge 
rank shall be admitted in ritualistic form. 

Rule 6. The minutes of the preceding day shall be read and passed 
upon at the opening of each day’s convention. 


Rule 7. All stated official reports made in obedience to law shall be 
presented, and the same shall be referred by the Supreme Chancellor to a 
committee of three, who shall, as soon as possible, submit a report recom- 
mending their distribution to appropriate committees. 

Rule 8. The committee on distribution of reports shall have the right 
to report at any time, and the consideration of its report shall be imme- 
diately in order. 

Rule 9. The time for holding the daily conventions of the Supreme 
Lodge shall be fixed by resolution. 

Rule 10. The following shall be the daily order of business: 

1. Roll call. 
2. Reading and correction of the journal of the previous day, 
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3. The roll of grand domains shall be called in alphabetical order 
for the presentation of new business, which shall be referred 
to appropriate committees. 

4. Reports of standing committees, in the order in which they are 
named in the statutes. 

5. Reports of special committees. 

6. Consideration of reports of committees in the order in which 
they are printed in the daily journal. 

7. Miscellaneous business. 


Rule 11. The above order of business may be transposed or dispensed 
with at the discretion of the Supreme Lodge; but should the order of busi- 
ness be not completed when a recess is taken, upon the reassembling of 
the Supreme Lodge it shall begin where it was left off, provided it shall 
not interfere with a special order of business. 


Rule 12. All resolutions and motions intended to be of permanent 
operation shall be referred to and reported upon by an appropriate com- 
mittee before they shall be considered by the Supreme Lodge. 


Rule 13. When a document requiring reference to a committee shall 
be presented, the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal shall mark it with 
its appropriate document number, and the Supreme Chancellor shall direct 
its reference to the appropriate committee. 


Rule 14. All propositions offered for reference to any committee, or 
which shall require entering in full upon the journal, except reports of 
committees, shall be submitted in duplicate, and must be on paper not 
less in size than hali page of letter paper. 


Rule 15. All resolutions, propositions or other legislative business 
belonging to or within the purview of any committee of this body, shall 
be referred, in regular order, to said committee, and be submitted by such 
committee on report to the Supreme Lodge for action thereon; and all 
reports of committees shall be printed in the daily journal in the order 
in which they were presented. 


Rule 16. No report of any committee shall be acted upon before the 
same shall have been printed in the daily journal and distributed; pro- 
vided, that this rule shall not apply to reports of the committee on creden- 
tials, nor to reports presented on the last day of the convention. 


Rule 17. Voting for officers shall be by ballot; all other voting shall 
be by viva voce or by yeas and nays, as the Supreme Lodge may deter- 
mine. 

Rule 18. On the call of one or more Supreme Representatives from 
five separate grand domains, the yeas and nays shall be taken on any 
question, and when taken, shall be entered on the record. 


Rule 19. On a call of five Supreme Representatives, a majority of the 
members present may demand that the previous question shall be put; 
but the call for the previous question shall not be in order until at least 
one speech has been made on each side of the pending question, if any one 
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desires to debate it, nor shall it deprive the majority of the committee 
making the report, or the person introducing the original proposition, of 
the right of making the closing argument. 


Rule 20. No member shall be permitted to speak or vote unless wear- 
ing the jewel of his rank, and occupying the place designated for his seat. 


Rule 21. Every officer and member shall be designated by his proper 
title of office according to his rank in the order. 


Rule 22. No one shall speak longer than ten minutes on any question, 
unless by permission of the Supreme Lodge. 


Rule 23. When a petition, memorial or communication is presented, a 
brief statement of its contents shall be made by the introducer or the 
chair, and after it has been received, a brief notice of its import shall be 
entered upon the record. 

Rule 24. Any member has a right to protest and have his protest 
entered on the record, if in respectful language; and when any protest is 
so recorded, it shall be the privilege of the author of the measure protested 
against, or the committee having it in charge, to have also entered on the 
record a reply to the protest. 


Rule 25. Every member is compelled to vote unless excused by a major: 
ity of votes of those present. 

Rule 26. All written motions, resolutions or other documents pre- 
sented by any member for consideration, and required to be read, shall be 
read from the desk of the Supreme Keeper of Records and Seal. 


Rule 27. On motion, any subject pending before the Supreme Lodge 
may be made a special order for consideration at some future day or hour 
at the same biennial convention, and shall at the time designated take 
precedence of all other business. 


Rule 28. It shall be in order for the person making the motion for a 
special order to incorporate in the same motion arule to limit the time 
and prescribe the order of debate thereon. 


Rule 29. Robert’s Rules of Order shall be the standard for parliament- 
ary law, in the absence of any special rule governing the action of the 
Supreme Lodge. 


Rule 30. The foregoing rules may be suspended by a two-thirds vote. 


Rule 31. Proposals to add to, amend or alter these rules shall be sub- 
mitted in writing, be referred to the committee on rules, and lie over at 
least one day, when it may be adopted by a majority vote.

PROPOSED PYTHIAN SANITARIUM. 


The Supreme Representatives of Arkansas presented the fol- 
lowing memorial, which was referred to the committee on the 
state of the order: 
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Document 97. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 


The undersigned Supreme Representatives of the grand domain of 
Arkansas would respectfully submit the following, touching the matter of 
a Pythian Sanitarium at Hot Springs, Arkansas, which was referred back 
to the Grand Lodge with power to act: 

The local and subordinate lodges, assisted by the Grand Lodge of the 
state, have been making earnest efforts to secure a national sanitarium for 
the benefit of the sick and afflicted brethren of our order, and are now in 
a position to lay before the Supreme body a proposition to purchase, on 
very advantageous terms, and at a very low figure, one of the finest pieces 
of property in the city—the Park Hotel, a five-story brick building, 
fully equipped and furnished with every requisite for a national home for 
members of our order, located on Malvern avenue, about three-quarters 
of a mile from the business center of the city, but connected therewith by 
electric street cars passing every five minutes. The building stands ina 
natural park of five acres, laid out in flower beds, shrubbery and lofty 
trees, and contains three hundred rooms all furnished handsomely. The 
grand dining hall extends the entire width of the building, every room 
in the house being an outside room, and the building is fire proof. 
The kitchen, engine room and laundry are located in separate brick build- 
ings, apart from the main building, all being fitted up with the finest and 
latest improvements in their line. The house is lighted and heated by its 
own steam and electric light plant. The roomy,rotunda is superb in its 
wainscoting of Italian marble, tiled floor and magnificent decorations. 
The dancing pavilion is still another large and airy building, apart from 
the main hotel, as well as the two-story brick bath house, both being con- 
nected, however, by a closed corridor in winter heated by steam. The 
bath house is gorgeously fitted with marble partitions, wainscoting and 
tiled floors, containing forty of the latest improved porcelain-lined tubs 
for the regulation Hot Springs baths, and is connected and draws its sup- 
ply of hot water from the Hot Springs mountain under lease from the 
government. Separate rooms for Russian, Turkish, German needle and 
electric baths are also provided in this establishment, with hot lounging 
and cooling rooms for each department. The streets surrounding the prop- 
erty are all graded, sidewalks laid and drainage perfect. It would be 
impossible for us to give a detailed description of this fine property, and 
will only say it would make an ideal home, ready for occupancy at a few 
days’ notice. Should the Supreme Lodge think favorably of acquiring 
this property, we are authorized by the directors of the Park Hotel Com- 
pany to offer such terms of purchase as we think can be easily adjusted, 
and upon the most liberal terms possible, and we are empowered and 
guarantee money in hand for such purpose the sum of $21,500, leaving the 
sum of $8,500 yet to be collected by the grand domain of Arkansas, which 
we feel assured can and will be on hand by the next annual session of the 
Grand Lodge of Arkansas, May, 1897. 
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It is the desire and intention to make this institution one to which the 
order at large may point with pride, having its doors thrown open to every 
member of the order in good standing therein, and to members of his 
family, upon the most liberal terms possible, charging the most reasonable 
prices for first-class attention and accommodation to those able to pay, and 
furnishing the same to such members who are unable to pay, for the 
amount of the weekly sick benefits allowed by his subordinate lodge. 
Such an institution would challenge the admiration and win the esteem of 
one hundred thousand visitors who annually come to this city of healing 
waters from all parts of the world. 

To accomplish this great work is beyond the financial ability of the 
members of the order in the grand domain of Arkansas alone. To this end 
they ask the hearty codperation and assistance of the membership at large. 

At first thought it seems a huge undertaking, but when we think of 
’ the grand total of nearly 500,000 membership of our order, an assessment 
(which we suppose could be levied by amending the constitution) of fifty 
cents per capita, say for two years, would buy the property and give usa 
sinking fund of $200,000, and we feel assured, if such an assessment was 
made, the lodges and membership throughout the United States would 
respond promptly, not only in the matter of assessment, but”contribute 
liberally in large sums towards its establishment.

The special committee on revision of the Uniform Rank ritual 
submitted the appended report: 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 

We, the committee appointed by the Supreme Council of me Uniform 
Rank Knights of Pythias, on the subject of a ritual for the rank, respect- 
fully report the following: 

At the convention of the Supreme Lodge, 1894 (see page 6856, proceed- 
ings Supreme Lodge, 1894), “the further consideration of the proposed 
Uniform Rank ritual was referred to the Supreme Council, that body to 
report its action thereon to the next biennial convention of the Supreme 
Lodge.”’ a 

The Supreme Council, at its assembly on May 2, 1895, appointed a 
special committee of three, consisting of the Major General, Brigadier 
Generals Daniel J. Turner of Virginia and William G. Gage of Michigan, 
‘‘with full power to report to the next convention of the Supreme Lodge a 
new ritual for the Uniform Rank’’; and the Supreme Council suggested 
that the committee take the ritual which was exemplified before that body 
during its assembly, it being the same ritual that was exemplified before 
the Supreme Lodge in 1894, as a basis on which to prepare a ritual to be 
presented to this body. The committee have performed the duty assigned 
to them, and herewith submit a ritual for consideration by this Supreme 
Lodge, and ask that it'be accepted, approved and adopted as the ritual 
of the military branch of the order.

A careful perusal of the document reveals to your committee a fund of 
valuable information, not alone to the Supreme Lodgg, but as well to the 
membership of the order at large. <A glance at the report gives a compre- 
hensive idea of the exact work that is being done in each grand domain. 
The tables show that thirty-eight domains have increased in membership, 
the largest by 3959, and the smallest by 5; that sixteen domains have lost 
in membership, the smallest loss being 9, and the largest loss 4166, and 
that the total membership on December 31, 1895, was 464,539. The grand 
domain of Ohio shows the largest increase, thereby adding further laurels 
to those already worn by our Supreme Chancellor. The grand domain of 
Illinois follows next, and very closely. The grand domain of Pennsylvania 
shows the largest loss, followed closely by Kansas. These tables will be 
read by all knights with much interest and profit. Your committee can 
not refrain from commending the laborious work performed by the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seal in the comprehensive and intelligent compila- 
tion of his report, and because of the interest contained in the tables found 
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on pages 7115, 7116, 7117, 7118 and 7119, we make their contents a part of 
this report, so that the information therein contained may be at once 
attainable by a large percentage of the membership who would otherwise 
be deprived of their contents.

Your special committee on the German question, to whom was referred 
section ‘“X XVII” of the Supreme Chancellor’s report, styled ‘‘ Disloyal 
Past Grand Chancellors,” after full consideration of the report of Special 
Commissioner Past Supreme Chancellor Howard Douglass, beg leave to 
report, recommending a full endorsement of Brother Douglass’s conclusions, 
to wit: 


1. That charges against Past Grand Chancellor C. T. Loehr of Virginia 
be dismissed. 


2. That Past Grand Chancellor Fred Buchman of Illinois be personally 
reprimanded by the Supreme Chancellor, or some official designated by 
him. 

3. That Past Grand Chancellor Henry Wellenvoss of Kentucky, by 
resolution of this Supreme Convention, shall forfeit the honor of Past 
Supreme Representative and Past Grand Chancellor in the order of 
Knights of Pythias, his name be stricken from the roster of this Supreme 
Lodge, and that the Grand Lodge of Kentucky be duly notified of same 
over the signature of the Supreme Chancellor, attested by the Supreme 
Keeper of Records and Seal; and we would further recommend, in view of 
his gross violation of our law and willful, persistent disloyalty, that the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky take such action as will secure similar results

If any officer 
elect shall be disqualified for installation, or shall be absent at the time 
designated for installation, the installing officer, unless such absence be 
excused by formal vote of the lodge, shall declare a vacancy in the office, 
which vacancy shall at once be filled by election. No officer shall assume 
the duties of his office until he has been regularly installed. Any officer 
elect who may be absent from the regular installation, and whose absence 
shall be excused by his lodge, may be installed at a subsequent convention, 
at the convenience of the lodge and of the installing officer. Should the 
installation for any cause not be held at the convention herein designated, 
then it shall take place at the earliest convention thereafter which the con- 
venience of the lodge and of the installing officer will allow, but in such 
case the keeper of records and seal shall notify all officers elect to be pres- 
ent at such convention. All installations of the officers of a subordinate

submitted the appended report, which was ordered to be printed 
and to lie over under the rule:

Your committee to whom was referred the various documents hereine 
after specified, have duly considered each and submit the following report 
in regard thereto: 
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1. As to document 8, they report that the subject matter thereof is 
considered and disposed of by the report on paragraph “‘ XXIII” of the 
Supreme Chancellor’s report. 

2. As to document 20, they do not think that Brother A. R. Booth has 
any legal claim on the Supreme Lodge for $428.26 for postage, the last item 
of which is dated years ago. It is manifest that he did not consider it a 
part of the contract; that on final settlement he made no claim for it, and 
that it only occurred to him to claim it in August, 1894, and then because 
he was informed that his successor had received pay for postage. As the 
matter appears to us, Brother Booth’s claims and accounts were mutually 
settled, and finally, soon after his successor was appointed, and no thought 
of pay for postage was entertained by either, nor is there any suggestion 
that it was part of the original contract. 

3. As to document 27, we do not recommend its adoption. We think 
the ablest attorney to win the case should be selected and employed, even 
if he should have the misfortune to be outside the order. 

4, As to document 24, it is aclaim for payment of $2000 endowment 
on the life of Brother Robert A. Etheredge of Portsmouth, Va. The facts 
are that Brother Etheredge made application as one of the new section 
being formed in January, 1896, No. 2919, that the application was forwarded 
through the proper channels to the Board of Control at Chicago, and action 
taken thereon; on the papers he was accepted and a certificate ordered to 
issue, but it was afterward learned that Brother Etheredge died before said 
action of the Board of Control had been taken, or the warrant for estab 
lishing said new section had been issued. The law provides that a certifi- 
cate shall take effect only upon it being ordered and issued. As Brother 
Etheredge had deceased before that time, there is no legal claim. Further: 
claim was made for payment to the Board of Control of such amount of 
$2000; payment was refused by the board, and no appeal from their action 
has been taken to the Supreme Lodge, at least thirty days prior to this 
session, nor at any time, as is provided by the constitution; therefore this 
matter and claim is not properly before this body. Werecommend that 
the claim be not entertained or paid. 

5. As to document 63, we recommend that the resolve be not adopted. 

6. As to paragraph ‘“‘X XIII” of the Supreme Chancellor’s report, 
we recommend the adoption of the recommendation made, as provided in 
the new laws for the government of the Endowment Rank, to be submitted - 
by this committee.

GENERAL LAWS, RULES AND REGULATIONS OF THE ENDOW- 
MENT RANK KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 


ARTICLE I.—BOARD OF CONTROL. 


Requirements and Duties of its Officers and Endowment Rank Depository. 


Section 1. The president of the board, under direction of the Board of 
Control, shall have general supervision of the Endowment Rank. It shall 
be his duty to preside at the meetings of the board, to supervise the print- 
ing of all documents, blank forms, reports, etc., necessary for the detailed 
work of the rank. He shall sign officially all warrants issued and attested 
by the secretary for the purpose of liquidating the liabilities of the rank, 
and such other documents as require his signature, and perform all duties 
required to enforce the provisions of the Supreme Statutes, Endowment 
Rank Constitution and these general laws, rules and regulations. For his 
services he shall receive such compensation as the Board of Control may 
from time to time direct. 


Section 2. The secretary of the Board of Control shall receive all 
moneys due the Endowment Rank, deposit the same daily with the 
Endowment Rank depository, and each day notify the president of the 
board of the amount of gross receipts and deposit. He shall keep official 
registers of all matters requiring registration, also financial books showing 
distinctly all entries of receipts and disbursements, and such registers and 
books shall be so kept as to show clearly from time to time the general 
status of the Endowment Rank, both as to membership and finances. He 
shall issue and attest all warrants drawn on the depository, and attest, 
under seal of the board, all other official documents signed by the pres- 
ident, prepare quarterly the statistical and financial exhibits for the reports 
of the Board of Control, keep an accurate record of the reports. and pro- 
ceedings of the board, and perform ali other duties required of him under 
these general laws, rules and regulations, or as may be directed by the 
Board of Control or the president thereof. For his services he shall receive 
such compensation as the Board of Control may from time to time direct. 


Section 3. The medical examiner-in-chief shall examine all applica- 
tions for membership in the Endowment Rank, and report his action 
thereon to the Board of Control, stating whether the applicants are accept- 
able risks or not, and register the same in an official register, noting the 
action taken, and if not deemed acceptable, state the cause. He shall 
deliver all applications passed upon to the secretary of the Board of Con- 
trol for final action of the board. He shall pass upon the sufficiency of all 
- proofs of death, and endorse his action in each case on the papers exam- 
-ined. If the proof is not deemed sufficient, or is otherwise irregular, he 
shall make report thereof to the’ Board of Control. He shall record in an 
official register, to be kept for that purpose, all proofs of death passed 
- upon,-noting accurately the cause of death and all information necessary 
to a proper exhibit of mortality experience of the rank. AI] applications 
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for appointment of local or section medical examiners shall be referred to 
him for investigation as to character of the applicants, their qualifications 
and fitness to perform the duties applied for, and report the result to the 
Board of Control. He shall submit quarterly to the Board of Control, at 
its regular meetings, a report showing the transactions of his office, together 
with such information and recommendations as may be deemed necessary. 
For his services he shall receive fifty cents for each application acted upon, 
to be paid by the Board of Control. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the bank or banks designated as 
the depository of the Endowment Rank to receive from the secretary of 
the Board of Control all moneys, credit the same to the account of the 
rank, and pay all warrants drawn on said depository for the purpose of 
liquidating liabilities of the Endowment Rank, if there be a sufficient 
amount of money in the depository to the credit of the rank; said war- 
rants to be signed by the president of the Board of Control, attested by 
the secretary of the board. Said depository shall make quarterly reports 
to the Board of Control, showing the condition of the Endowment Rank 
funds, and shall at any time, when asked so to do by the Board of Control 
or the Supreme Chancellor, Knights of Pythias, give such information as 
may be requested relating to the funds of the Endowment Rank in its 
possession. The board shall, if deemed necessary, require from the bank 
or banks designated as the depository of the Endowment Rank funds a 
good and sufficient bond to amply protect the funds against loss. 


ARTICLE Il, 
Formation of Sections and Forms of Application. 


Section 1. Local branches of the Endowment, Rank shall be termed 
sections, and shall exist by virtue of warrants of authority issued by the 
Board of Control as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. Petitions for sections of the Endowment Rank must be 
made in the form provided by the Board of Control, in substance as follows:

Said petition shall contain the signatures of not less than five Knights 
of Pythias in good standing, not over fifty years of age, and shall be for- 
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warded to the Board of Control, accompanied by the individual applica- 
tions of the petitioners, a membership fee of one dollar for each $1000 
endowment applied for, the first monthly payment and dues of each appli- 
cant; the payment to be based upon age at nearest birthday to date of 
application and in accordance with the rates hereinafter provided. 


Srection 3. Each applicant, after entering his name upon the petition, 
must make a regular application upon a form provided for by the Board of 
Control, and be examined in accordance with the prescribed ‘‘rules for 
medical examiners,” by a physician selected by the Board of Control of 
the Endowment Rank, who shall prepare ana sign the certificate attached 
to the application; said application shall contain the following declaration 
and agreement, which shall form the basis of the contract, and to which 
each applicant shall subscribe:

declared that the foregoing answers and statements, whether written in my 
own hand or not, together with the answers and statements made, or to 
be made, to the medical examiner in the continuance of this application, 
are warranted to be full, complete and true, and shall, together with all 
the agreements hereinafter made, form the basis of any certificate of mem- 
bership issued hereon. It is agreed by myself and binding upon all 
parties who may hereafter become interested, that if any statement in this 
application, or to the medical examiner, or in any certificate of health that 
may be hereafter given, or in the proofs of Joss or death, by which any 
certificate of membership issued hereon matures, is untrue, or if there 
shall be any failure or neglect to pay any assessments, monthly payments 
or dues as prescribed by the laws of the rank or order, by severing in any 
manner whatever my membership or connection with the order or the 
Endowment Rank, said certiticate shall be null and void, and all right, 
title and interest in and to the same, as well as the rights of my heirs and 
beneficiaries to the benefits and privileges accruing to members in good 
standing of this rank, shall be forfeited; andI hereby, for myself, my 
heirs, assigns, representatives and beneficiaries, expressly waive any and 
all provisions of law, now or hereafter in force, prohibiting or excusing any

Sxcrion 5. Sections of the Endowment Rank shall not be organized 
unless the applications of at least five petitioners have been approved by 
the medical examiner-in-chief and accepted by the Board of Control. In 
the organization of new sections the officers (president, vice president and 
secretary) must be elected and their names noted on the petition before 
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the same is forwarded to the Board of Control. When the required 
number of applicants for organization are accepted, the Board of Control 
will issue the warrant of authority and forward it, together with the certifi- 
cates of membership, books, seal and all necessary supplies to the secre- 
tary, whereupon the section is duly organized. 

Section 6. Each section of the Endowment Rank shall have an ficial 
seal of uniform design, and numbered to correspond with the number of 
the section; which seal shall be furnished by the Board of Control, and 
shall be affixed to all official documents. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership, Fees and Form of Certificate. 


Section 1. An applicant for admission to membership in the Endow- 
ment Rank must bea Knight of Pythias in good standing, not over fifty 
years of age, make application on the form provided by the Board of 
Control of the Endowment Rank, in accordance with the “‘rules and 
instructions for medical examiners”’ on said application, pay a membership 
fee of one dollar for each $1000 endowment applied for, and be accepted 
by the Board of Control before he shall be entitled to membership and 
the benefits accruing therefrom. 

Section 2. All applications for membership must be sent to the Board 
of Control direct, accompanied by the required membership fee, first 
monthly payment and installment of annual dues, as hereinafter provided. 
If the applicant be not accepted, all moneys paid by him will be returned 
by the Board of Control. Membership in the Endowment Rank shall 
begin with the date of acceptance of the application by the Board of Con- 
trol, and the rating shall be determined from the applicant’s age at nearest 
birthday to the date of application. The first monthly payment and 
monthly installment of annual dues shall be charged and paid for by the 
member for the month in which the application is accepted by the Board 
of Control. 

Section 3. The Board of Control of the Endowment Rank shall, through 
its president and secretary, issue to all members of the rank who are enti- 
tled thereto a certificate of membership, stipulating the amount of endow- 
ment applied for, and bearing date of issue to correspond with date of final 
acceptance of the application. Said certificate shall contain the following 
conditions and provisions:

ARTICLE IV. 
Endowment Funds, Monthly Payments, Dues, Classification of Risks, Forfeiture 
of Certificates, etc. 

Section 1. The funds of the Endowment Rank shall be placed to the 
credit of the endowment fund, which shall be derived from monthly pay- 
ments, dues, assessments, membership fees, certificate fees, clearance card 
fees and from all other sources of revenue. 

Section 2. Said fund shall be used for the purpose of paying the legit- 
imate death lability, and the expense of administration, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Supreme Statutes and general laws, rules and 
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regulations for the government of the Endowment Rank, and any part of 
said funds not required to meet current liabilities may be invested by the 
Board of Control, as provided for in section 5, article iii, of the Endowment 
Rank constitution. 

Section 3. Special assessments, when made by the Board of Control, 
shall be governed by the same laws, rules and regulations as are set forth 
forthe payment and collection of the regular monthly payments, except 
that said special assessments shall be issued on the fifteenth day of the 
month, and shall be due and payable by the members to the secretary of 
the section within thirty days thereafter, who shall collect at once and 
forward the same to the Board of Control. 


‘Section 4. Each applicant for membership in the Endowment Rank 
shall, upon completion of his application for transmission to the Board of 
Control, pay to the secretary of the section, in accordance with his age, 
occupation and the amount of endowment applied for, a monthly payment 
as provided in the annexed table, and in section 5 of this article, and if 
accepted, such member shall continue to pay the same amount each month 
thereafter as long as he remains a member of the Endowment Rank, except 
as is provided for in section 6 of this article, or unless otherwise provided 
for by enactment of the Supreme Lodge or Board of Control of the 
Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias.

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In addition to the amounts named in the foregoing table, each member 
of the Endowment Rank, heretofore or hereafter admitted, shall annually 
pay as dues the sum of sixty cents for each $1000 of endowment held by 
him, in monthly installments of five cents per $1000, in the manner pro- 
vided in section 4 of this article. 


Srction 5. There shall be three grades of risks, known as extra hazard- 
ous, hazardous and ordinary. 


Extra hazardous grade shall comprise: 


Bartenders. 

Boatmen, at sea in row or sailing boats. 

Brakemen on freight trains. 

Conductors on freight trains. 

Cotton press or gin operators and cotton warehouse employees. 

Car inspectors and car repairers. 

Divers. 

Explosives— persons employed in the manufacture of, or regularly 
engaged in handling same. 

Fishermen—those going to sea in row and sailing boats. 

Glass-blowers of every description. 

Life-saving crews. 

Linemen, handling telegraph, telephone, electric light and street car 
wires. 

Liquor dealers— retail. 

Match-makers. 

Miners and employees in mines working underground, 

Millers— flour. 

Performers—circus and trapeze. 

Sailing vessels —employees thereon. 

Saloon-keepers. 

Sawyers—gang, buzz, band and circular, 

Seal hunters. 

Switchmen, except towermen. 

Applicants for membership engaged in any of the above occupations 
shall be limited to an endowment of $1000, and a monthly payment of forty 
cents in addition to the amounts required by the table of rates will be 
charged. 


The hazardous grade shall comprise: 


Brakemen on passenger trains. 

Conductors on passenger trains. 

Color makers. 

Constables. 

Employees on railroad or elevated passenger trains. 
Electric light trimmers. 

Firemen—city fire department. 

Grinders and polishers. 
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Jailers. 

Locomotive engineers and firemen. 

Lighthouse keepers, not on shore. 

Miners, not working under ground, 

Metal polishers. 

Motormen on electric cars. 

Marshals and their deputies, if vested with police power. 
Oil and gas drillers and oil and gas pumpers. 

Pilots. 

Policemen. 

Prison guards. 

Quarrymen. 

Saw filers. 

Steamers —employees thereon. 

Sheriffs and their deputies, except if employed in office only. 
Stene cutters. 

Watchmen, vested with police power. 

Waiters, in places where liquors are sold. 

White lead factory employees. 

Woodworkers, operating lathe, planer, molding and other machines. 
Yardmasters. 


Applicants for membership engaged in hazardous occupations shall be 
limited to an endowment of $2000, and a monthly payment of twenty-five 
cents for each $1000 in addition to the amount required by the table of 
rates will be charged. 

The Board of Control shall have the power to include occupations not 
hereinbefore named within the extra hazardous or hazardous grades, and 
to require payment of the proper monthly payments and dues aforesaid, 
both as to new applicants and as to members who shall change their occu- 
pations as hereinafter provided. Also to exclude from membership those 
engaged in extremely hazardous occupations, and to cancel or reduce to the 
‘minimum amount the certificate of any member who may engage in such 
extremely hazardous occupation. 

The ordinary grade shall comprise those engaged in other occupations 
than hereinbefore specified, and the monthly payments therefor shall be as 
set forth in the foregoing table. 


Section 6. Change of occupation.—lfi any member heretofore admitted 
into the Endowment Rank shall, after the first day of March, 1894, or if any 
member hereafter admitted shall, after the date of his application, change 
his occupation from that of one grade to one for which a higher rate is 
payable, as hereinbefore specified, he shall, within thirty days from time 
ot making such change, give written notice to the secretary of the Board of 
Control, through the secretary of the section, stating such change and the 
new occupation engaged in, and thereupon the monthly payments of such 
member shall be increased accordingly; and in like manner, upon notice 
as aforesaid, the monthly payments shall be decreased where any such 
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member paying the higher rates hereinbefore specified shall change to an 
occupation of a grade for which a lower payment is required; provided, the 
Board of Control shall be satisfied that the health of such member has not 
become impaired by reason of such previous occupation. Such increase or 
decrease of monthly payments herein provided for shall begin with the 
month next following such change of occupation; provided, however, that 
where any member admitted to the Endowment Rank on or after the first 
day of March, 1894, shall change his occupation to that of one in either the 
extra hazardous or hazardous grades, his endowment shall be reduced so 
as not to exceed the Jimit provided for such grade, and his monthly pay- 
ments shall be adjusted accordingly. 

Forfeiture.— If any such member shall fail to give such notice of a 
change of occupation to a grade for which the higher rate is required, as 
hereinbefore provided, within thirty days after such change, such failure 
shall forthwith cause a forfeiture of the certificate held by such member, 
and his membership and all rights in the Endowment Rank shall cease; 
provided, however, that if the death of any such member so changing his 
occupation to a grade of higher risk shall occur within thirty days after 
such change and before notice shall have been given as aforesaid, the 
liability of the Endowment Rank shall, in case the death of such member 
results from or is caused by the increased risk of such change of occupa- 
tion, in no event exceed the limit of endowment provided for the grade 
embracing such new occupation; and if the death is not so caused, the 
Board of Control shall deduct from the endowment any sums that may be 
due on account of the increased monthly payments applicable to such 
change of occupation. All statements in any application or notice, relating 
to the occupation of an applicant or member, shall be deemed warranties 
and material to the risk, and if untrue, shall cause a forfeiture of all rights 
of such person in the endowment. 


Section 7. Monthly payments and dues of members holding certifi- 
cates of endowment shall be due and payable to the secretary of the section 
without notice, on the first day of each and every month; and a failure to 
make such payment on or before the tenth day of each month shall cause, 
from and after such date, a forfeiture of the certificate of endowment and 
all right, title and interest such member or his beneficiaries may have in 
and to the same, and membership shall cease absolutely. In case of such 
forfeiture, membership may be regained by making application in the form 
prescribed for new applicants, the payment of required membership fee, 
and surrender of the forfeited certificate. If approved by the medical 
examiner-in-chief and accepted by the Board of Control, a new certificate 
shall be issued, and the rating shall thereafter be at age e nearest een 
to the date of the last application. 


Section 8. When a member shall have forfeited his membership by 
reason of non-payment of the regular monthly payments, assessments or 
dues, and if within thirty days from the last day of the month in which 
such forfeiture occurred it shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of 
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the Board of Control that the forfeiture was without fault on the part of 
said member, the board shall have the power to cancel the same, and may 
reidmit him at his former rating, upon satisfactory evidence of good health, 
to be furnished at his own expense; provided, that if the forfeiture for 
non-payment of the regular monthly payments, assessments or dues has 
continued for a period of sixty days after notice thereof has been 
received at the office of the Board of Control, then, upon cancellation of 
same and reidmission, the member shall be rated at his age at the date of 
such redidmission, a special form for above procedure to be furnished by 
the Board of Control. 


_ Section 9. The secretary of a section shall forward to the Board of 
Control the monthly payments and dues collected immediately after the 
tenth day of each and every month. If such payments and dues are not 
received by the Board of Control on or before the last day of the same 
month, the section so failing to pay, and all members thereof, shall stand 
suspended from membership in the Endowment Rank, and their certifi- 
cates and all right, title and interest therein shall be forfeited. Notice of 
such suspension shall be forthwith sent by mail, postage paid, by the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Control to the president and to the secretary of 
such section; provided, that any surviving members of a section, not less 
than three, whose membership have forfeited their endowment and whose 
warrant has been suspended, shall regain all rights it had as a section, and 
each member thereof all his full rights and privileges held previous to such 
suspension and forfeiture, if, within thirty;days from the suspension of 
warrant, said section shall pay to the Board of Control all monthly pay- 
ments, assessments or dues accrued upon said members. 


Section 10. Less than three members of a section, whose warrant has 
been so suspended, may, upon the payment to the Board of Control within 
thirty days from the suspension of the warrant of all accrued monthly 
payments, assessments or dues, regain membership and all rights and 
privileges attached thereto. 


Section 11. When the membership of a section is reduced to less than 
three, the Board of Control of the Endowment Rank, upon the request of 
the members, or any of them, may issue to them clearance cards, signed 
by the president and attested by the secretary of the board, subject to 
the requirements of these general laws, rules and regulations, when the 
holder’s name shall be retained on the books of the Board of Control, to 
whom all monthly payments, assessments and dues shall be paid during 
the life of the card. Said card shall be in substance as follows:

We do hereby grant to said member this clearance card, which entitles 
him to admission into any section of the Endowment Rank within twelve 
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months from the date hereof, and no longer, upon his presenting evidence 
that he is a member of a subordinate lodge of Knights of Pythias in good 
standing, and that he is not indebted for any monthly payments, assess- 
ments, dues or other claims. 


Such card may be deposited at any time within twelve months from 
its date, with the secretary of any section, upon conditions named therein, 
and the name of the holder shall thereupon be entered on the roll of mem- 
bership in said section. But if such card be not so deposited within the 
period above specified, it shall be returned to the Board of Control, and 
upon presenting evidence that he is still a member in good standing of a 
subordinate lodge Knights of Pythias, a new card will be issued. 


Section 12. When a clearance card is deposited in a section, the sec- 
retary of said section shall require the member depositing the card to pro- 
duce evidence of the payment of all indebtedness to the former section or 
to the Board of Control of the Endowment Rank, and immediately for- 
ward to the Board of Control the clearance card, together with a notice of. 
the date the card was deposited, also the date and to whom the last 
monthly payment, assessment or dues was paid. 


Section 13. Secretaries of sections of the Endowment Rank are 
responsible to the members of their sections for all moneys collected from 
them for monthly payments, assessments or dues not paid over to the 
Board of Control within the time and manner prescribed by the general — 
laws, rules and regulations governing the Endowment Rank. Officers of 
sections are the agents of the members, and shall in no wise be considered 
as the agents or representatives of the Board of Control of the Endowment 
Rank or of the Supreme Lodge. 


ARTICLE V. 
Resignations, Suspensions from Lodge, Appeals, etc. 

Section 1. A member may at any time resign his membership in the 
Endowment Rank, by notifying the secretary of his section in writing, 
and surrendering to him his certificate of membership, provided there are 
no charges against him, financial or otherwise. Such resignation shall 
cause a forfeiture of all amounts paid into, and all claims upon, the funds 
of the Endowment Rank. 


Section 2.’ Whenever a member of the Endowment Rank withdraws 
from his lodge, or whenever his membership therein ceases, from any 
cause other than death, he thereby severs his connection with this rank 
and forfeits all his right, title and interest in and to the endowment fund; 
provided, that a member who takes a withdrawal card may retain his 
membership in the section and his interest in the endowment fund for a 
period of twelve months by paying regularly all monthly payments, assess- 
ments or dues. Uponthe deposit of said card with another lodge, he shall 
at once notify the secretary of his section, and shall forward to the Board 
of Control a certificate to that effect from the master of finance of the 
lodge in which said card is deposited, and provided further, that if a lodge 
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becomes defunct, and a member thereof who has obtained a withdrawal 
card from the Grand Lodge or Supreme Lodge, or a member holding a 
withdrawal card, by reason of age or physical disability, is unable to con- 
nect himself with a subordinate lodge, and a certificate to that effect under 
the seal of the lodge is furnished by the member to the Board of Control 
within thirty days after such action was taken by the subordinate lodge, 
he shall not lose his membership in the section nor his interest in the 
endowment fund, so long as he shall regularly pay the monthly pay- 
ments, assessments and dues required by law. 


Section 3. If a member of a section is suspended from his lodge, and 
an appeal is taken from the action of the lodge, such action stands in full 
force until reversed by competent higher authority, and membership in 
the Endowment Rank ceases at the time of such suspension. Should the 
action of the subordinate lodge be reversed by such higher authority 
during the life of the member, such action shall, upon furnishing proper 
evidence thereof to the Board of Control within thirty days, reinstate him 
as a member of the section in good standing, provided he pay all monthly 
assessments or dues accrued during such suspension and up to the date of 
reinstatement. 

ARTICLE VI. 
Beneficiaries, Conditions of Payment, Contract, etc. 

Section 1. Each applicant for membership and each applicant for 
redidmission in the Endowment Rank shall designate in his application 
some person or persons, related to or dependent upon him for support, as 
hereinafter provided, to whom the benefit shall be paid when due; and 
the name or names and the relationship of the person or persons so desig- 
nated shall be inserted in the endowment certificate, except in case when 
the endowment is made payable to ‘‘ wife and children,” the names of the 
children may be omitted, and in the event of such member’s death all 
surviving children of deceased shall be considered legal beneficiaries. The 
interest of any person so designated, or their heirs, shall cease and determine 
in case of his or her death during the lifetime of such member. Upon the 
death of a member of this rank, the benefit, as specified in the certificate 
of membership, shall be paid by the Board of Control by warrant on the 
Endowment Rank depository, signed by the president of the Board of 
. Control and attested by the secretary of the board, to the person or persons 
designated in said certificate as entitled thereto. In case of the death of 
such person or persons after said benefit shall have accrued, the same shall 
be paid to the legal representative of such person or persons. In case 
of the death of the person or persons designated as entitled to such benefit 
before the same shall have accrued, it shall be paid to the widow and child- 
ren of the deceased member; and if there be no widow nor children, nor 
any of them, it shall be paid to the father and mother, sisters and brothers, 
of deceased, share and share alike; provided, that the amount of said benefit 
shall be held sacred, a legacy to and for said legatees, and shall never, 
under any circumstances, be liable for, nor be appropriated to, the payment 
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of any debts against the estate of said deceased member, except in event 
of any such member having remained in good standing in the rank for five 
years, and by reason of misfortune not resulting from any criminal act or 
vicious habit on his part shall be unable to meet further monthly pay- 
ments, assessments or dues, the lodge of which he is a member in good 
standing at the time may make provision to meet all payments, assess- 
ments or dues for and on behalf of such member as they may become due, 
to the secretary of the section, taking a written agreement from the mem- 
ber giving such lodge a lien upon his endowment certificate for the amount 
advanced in keeping such member in good standing in his subordinate 
lodge and in the Endowment Rank. A copy of such agreement duly certified 
by competent authority shall be furnished the Board of Control within 
thirty days after date of execution. If none of the persons herein desig- 
nated as entitled to said benefit be alive when the same shall accrue, then 
and in that case, liability of the Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias, by 
reason of said certificate, shall cease and determine. If the death of any 
member of the Endowment Rank heretofore admitted into the first, second, 
third or fourth classes, or hereafter admitted, shall result from suicide, 
either voluntary or involuntary, whether such member shall be sane or 
insane at the time, or if such death shall be caused or superinduced by 
the use of intoxicating liquors, narcotics or opiates, or in consequence of 
a duel or at the hands of justice, or in violation or attempted violation of 
any criminal law, then the amount to be paid upon such member’s certifi- 
cate shall be a sum only in proportion to the whole amount as the matured 
life expectancy is to the entire expectancy at date of admission to the 
Endowment Rank, the expectation of life based upon the American expe- 
rience table of mortality in force at the time of such death to govern. 
Active service in the army or navy in time of war shall forfeit the certifi- 
cate and all claims thereunder of any member of the Endowment Rank 
heretofore or hereafter admitted. No action at law or in equity shall be 
brought or maintained on any cause or claim arising out of any member- 
ship in the Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias, or on any certificate of 
membership heretofore issued in the first, second, third or fourth classes, 
or hereafter issued, unless good and sufficient proof of death is furnished 
the Board of Control of the Endowment Rank within one year from date 
of death of the member, nor shall such action at law be maintained unless 
suit is commenced within two years from the date of the death of the: 
member. 


Section 2. The beneficiary or beneficiaries, on receipt of the warrant 
or warrants on the Endowment Rank depository for the payment of the 
endowment, shall receipt upon the back of the certificate of tiie deceased 
member for the payment of said endowment, which shall be attested by 
the secretary of the section or, in his absence, by an officer duly authorized 
to take acknowledgments, and such certificate shall thereupon be surren- 
dered and forwarded to the Board of Control. 
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ARTICLE VII. 


Increase and Decrease of Endowment, Change of Beneficiaries and Lost 
Certificates. 


Section 1. Members holding less than the maximum amount of 
endowment may, if under fifty years of age, apply for an increase of same, 
not to exceed the amount limited by their occupation, by making applica- 
tion to the section in which membership is held, on a special blank pro- 
vided for that purpose by the Board of Control. Such application shall be 
governed in all respects the same as that of a new applicant, and shall be 
forwarded to the Board of Control, with original membership certificate 
attached, the required fee of one dollar for each additional $1000 endowment 
applied for, the first monthly payment and dues. If accepted by the Board 
of Control, a new certificate for the full amount of endowment will be 
issued. Such increase of endowment shall require a monthly payment in 
accordance with the age of the applicant at the time the application for 
increase was made, which shall be added to the monthly payment required 
under the original certificate. 


Section 2. Members holding an endowment of $2000 or over may 
decrease the same to the minimum of $1000, by making application to the 
section in which membership is held on a form provided by the Board of 
Control, and the secretary shall forward said application, with the original 
membership certificate attached, to the Board of Control, who shall issue a 
new certificate for the amount of endowment desired. The deduction in 
the monthly payment and dues shall be made for the month succeeding 
the one in which the application for decrease is perfected. 


Section 3. Any member desiring to change his beneficiary or benefi- 
ciaries shall make application on a form provided by the Board of Control; 
the secretary of the section shall attest the same, and forward such appli- 
cation with the certificate originally issued, or then in force, and a fee of 
fifty cents, to said Board of Control, who shall, if the change be in 
accordance with law, as specified in article vi, section 1, of these general 
laws, issue a new certificate, containing the name or names of the sub- 
stituted beneficiary or beneficiaries. Such change may be made at any 
time and as often as desired, consent of existing beneficiaries not being 
required. 


Section 4. In case a member desiring to change his beneficiary shall 
be unable to surrender the original certificate, or the certificate then in 
force by reason of the act or refusal of the beneficiary named therein or 
from any other cause, the Board of Control may issue a new certificate 
upon proof of the facts by affidavit of the member and the execution by 
him of such instruments of release or indemnity as shall be deemed 
necessary. 


Section 5. A member whose certificate has been lost or destroyed by 
fire or other cause shall be entitled to a duplicate, by making an affidavit 
stating fully the facts connected therewith. Such affidavit shall embrace 
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a full release of all his right, title and interest in and to the certificate lost 
or destroyed, and request that a duplicate be issued in its stead, which 
shall be forwarded by the secretary of the section, with a fee of fifty cents, 
to the Board of Control, who shall, if the facts set forth in the affidavit 
justify it, issue a duplicate certificate. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
Clearance Cards. 


Section 1. Any member of this rank desiring to transfer his member- 
ship to another section, shall be entitled to receive a clearance card by 
paying all monthly payments, assessments, dues and other charges 
appearing against him on the books of the section, the blank clearance 
card to be furnished by the Board of Control to sections, for twenty-five 
cents, and must be countersigned by the president and secretary of the 
section, certifying to the good standing of the holder in the Endowment 
Rank. Said card shall be in substance as follows:

He has paid all monthly payments, dues, assessments and other claims 
against him to this date, and is under no charge whatever. At his request 
this clearance card is granted, which entitles him to admission into any 
section of the Endowment Rank within twelve months from the date hereof, 
and no longer, upon his presenting evidence that he is a member of a sub- 
ordinate lodge, Knights of Pythias, in good standing, and that he is not 
indebted for any dues, assessments or monthly payments to the section 
granting the card. 


Suction 2. Members holding clearance cards must continue to pay to 
the secretary of the section granting the card all monthly payments, assess- 
ments or dues, until such card is deposited in another section, which must 
be done within twelve months from date of issue. 


Section 3. The secretary of the section granting a clearance card shall 
continue to collect from the member all monthly payments, assessments or 
dues, until he receives notice that the card is deposited, when he shall at 
once notify the Board of Control, giving the number of the section in which 
it has been deposited, and stating the last monthly payment paid to him. 


Section 4. When a clearance card is presented to a section for deposit, 
it must be accompanied with evidence that the holder is in good standing 
in a subordinate lodge and in the Endowment Rank, and when a member 
is thus admitted to a section, due notice thereof shall be sent to the secre. 
tary of the section granting such card, and the clearance card, with notice of 
the date of deposit, also the date and to whom the last monthly payment 
was paid, shall be forwarded to the Board of Control. If at the end of 
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twelve months such card has not been deposited in some other section, 
membership shall continue in the section granting the card, and the 
clearance card becomes null and void. 


ARTICLE IX. 
Name, Meetings, Quorum, Supplies, ete. 


SecTion 1. Each section shall be known as Section No. of the 


Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias. 


Secrion 2. Meetings for the transaction of official section business shall 
be held at such time and place as may be fixed by the by-laws. A meeting 
shall also be held in December of each year for the election of a president, 
vice president and secretary, who shall constitute the officers of a section, 
to serve for the ensuing year. The medical examiner shall be a competent 
and reputable practising physician, appointed by the Board of Control, who 
may or may not be a member of the order. Applicants for appointment of 
medical examiner shall make application to the Board of Control ona blank 
form provided for that purpose, giving as reference the names and addresses 
of two or more reputable physicians. If approved, the applicant will be 
duly commissioned as medical examiner, the commission to remain in force 
until revoked by the board; provided, that in towns or cities where more 
than one section exists, the Board of Control may select one or more physi- 
cians who shall thereafter perform the duties of medical examiner for all 
the sections located in such towns or cities. 





Srctron 3. Special meetings of the sections, when necessary, may be 
held upon the call of the president, or at the request of two members of the 
section. 

Section 4. Three members shall constitute a quorum. In the absence 
of both president and vice president, any member may be called to preside. 


Section 5. The supplies for the use of a new section, consisting of the 
seal and necessary books, blanks, etc., together with all subsequent supplies 
required by sections, and the preliminary blanks for organization, are 
furnished by the Board of Control, upon application, free of charge. 

Srcrion 6. Blank receipt forms for monthly payments, assessments or 


dues will be furnished to secretaries of sections, upon application, by the 
Board of Control. 


ARTICLE X. 
Duties Required of a Section and its Officers. 


Section 1. The president shall preside at all meetings of the section. 
He shall see that the laws of the Endowment Rank are complied with by 
the officers and members of the section. 

Srection 2. The vice president shall discharge all the duties of the pres- 
ident in case of his absence or disability, and perform any specific duties 
required of him by the laws of the Endowment Rank. 
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Srection 3. The secretary shall receive all applications for membership 
made out in proper form, and forward them, accompanied by the member- 
ship fee, first monthly payment and dues, to the Board of Control. If 
notified of the rejection of an applicant, he shall promptly return to him 
all moneys paid. He shall keep a faithful reeord of the business of the 
_ section transacted in the meeting or by the authorized officers during 
recess, also a financial account with each member of the section, and in 
January of each year he shall furnish to the master of finance of the lodge 
or lodges to which the members of the section belong, a list of the names 
of such members, and request said officer to promptly inform him when- 
ever a member on said list becomes in arrears to the lodge for an amount 
equal to one year’s dues, or withdraws his membership by card, or is sus- 
pended therefrom for any cause; and on the first regular lodge meeting in 
January of each year to note the financial standing of the members so 
reported, and return to him said list with such notations. He shall keep a 
record of the postoffice address of each member, and any change thereof 
of which he has notice. He shall use the books, blanks and forms fur- 
nished by the Board of Control, and perform all other duties required of 
him by the general laws, rules and regulations of the Endowment Rank. 
Before entering on the discharge of his duties, the section shall require 
him to enter into and acknowledge a bond of the prescribed form, for the 
faithful discharge of his duty as secretary, in such penalty as the section 
may determine, payable, in case of default, to the president of the section, 
with sureties by him deemed sufficient. 


Section 4. In case of death, resignation or removal of any officer, the 
section shall immediately fill the vacancy by an election, such officer to 
serve during the unexpired term. 


~ Section 5. The medical examiner shall examine applicants for mem- 
bership in the Endowment Rank, in accordance with the prescribed form 
and instructions given on the application blank, and, whenever deemed 
necessary, make special report to the Board of Control, for reference to the 
medical examiner-in-chief, on any examination made. His fee shall bea 
sum not to exceed two dollars for each examination, to be paid by the 
Board of Control. He shall forward to the Board of Control all applica- 
tions in which the risk is declined by him, and make full report thereon, 
whenever required so to do by the Board of Control or medical examiner- 
in-chief, 


ARTICLE XI. 
Proof of Death. 


Section 1. The proof of death shall in all cases be furnished by the 
beneficiary or beneficiaries on blank torms to be obtained of the Board of 
Control, and shall contain affidavits of the attending physician or physi- 
cians, the undertaker who officiated, the master of finance ag to standing 
of deceased in the subordinate lodge at time of death, and from such other 
person or persons as may be required; affidavits to be made before an 
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officer authorized to take affidavits, and such authority must be certified 
to by the clerk of a court of record, or other competent authority, under 
seal. 


Section 2. Any necessary legal papers required to complete the proofs 
must also be furnished by the beneficiary or beneficiaries. 


ARTICLE XII. 
Members in Arrears for Lodge Dues. 


Section 1. When a member of the Endowment Rank becomes in 
arrears to his lodge for an amount equal to one year’s dues, he shall forfeit 
his membership in the section and said rank, and render void his endow- 
ment certificate. In case of such forfeiture he may again become a mem- 
ber of the Endowment Rank by making application in the form prescribed 
for new applicants, which must be accompanied by the forfeited certificate, 
the membership fee, first monthly payment and dues. Such application 
shall be governed in all respects the same as provided for in section 4, 
article iv, of these laws. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
Section By-laws, 


Section 1. Each section is authorized to make by-laws for its own 
government, not inconsistent with these laws, rules and regulations, and 
may provide for a revenue to cover necessary expenses, including a 
reasonable compensation for the services of the secretary, such revenue to 
be created by requiring of the membership the payment of a fixed sum as 
section dues. Neglect or refusal to pay such dues as provided for in said 
by-laws will subject the delinquent member to forfeiture of his member- 
ship in thesection and rank, and render void his certificate of membership; 
provided, however, that no section shall pass a law requiring that section 
dues be paid by its members in advance. In case of such forfeiture, he may 
again become a member of the Endowment Rank by making application 
in the manner prescribed for new applicants, which must be accompanied 
by the forfeited certificate, the membership fee, first monthly payment 
and dues. Such application shall be subject to all the laws governing 
admission of new applicants. Two copies of such by-laws shall be for- 
warded to the Board of Control for their action, and shall not become 
operative until approved by the president of said board. 


ARTICLE XIY. 
Laws, etc., Governing Old Classes, 


Section 1. All the laws, forms and business details heretofore enacted 
by the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias for the government of the former 
first, second and third classes of the Endowment Rank shall be in full 
force and effect so long as membership in any one or all these classes exists. 
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ARTICLE XV. 
Amendments. 


Rules and regulations may be altered or amended at any regular session 
of the Board of Control of the Endowment Rank Knights of Pythias, by a 
majority vote of the members of said board.

Be it enacted by the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, That 
section 401, chapter i, title viii, Supreme Statutes, be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows, to wit: 


401. The Supreme Chancellor or any Grand Chancellor may, in his 
discretion, invest a person presenting a properly executed order therefor, 
together with the required official receipt, with the semi-annual password, 
and in such case he shall immediately take up and destroy the order, as 
provided in the preceding section. 


Section 2. Be it further enacted, That this statute shall take effect from 
and after its passage.

-That the chastening hand of the supreme ruler of the universe has 
been laid heavily upon us, in the removal from our midst of many of our 
brethren whose hands have been busy in laying wide and deep the ever- 
lasting foundations of Pythianism, whose great hearts have throbbed with 
loving pulsations of affection for the order that is so dear to us all, and 
whose brains have been busied with plans for its advancement; that we 
deeply and sincerely mourn their loss, that while for them the wheels of 
time have at last stood still, and the gentle zephyrs of heaven are swaying 
the flowers that bloom above their graves, we deem it fitting that we 
should mark a tablet to their memory, and inscribe thereon a brief record 
of their virtues and good deeds, and extend to their more immediate 
friends our profound sympathy. To that end we recommend that the 
following records be printed in the journal: 


SUPREME REPRESENTATIVE TARBELL. 


_ Luther L. Tarbell, Supreme Representative, was born at Groton, Mass., 
February 29, 1824; died at Marlborough, Mass., July 10, 1896. Not ae: 
Massachusetts, but the entire Supreme pean tbe his denis met with an 
almost irreparable loss. Those who knew him best loved hint most. His 
great heart, beating as it did in keenest sympathy for his fellow-man, his 
bright wit that never wounded, his rugged honesty of heart and purpose, 
his social qualities, make his place almost impossible to fill. He was a 


most remarkable man and loyal Pythian.

TEXAS DEAD. 


Past Grand Chancellor John T. Walker was a member of Trinity 
Lodge, No. 7, of Gainesville, Texas, and first held the office of Grand 
Prelate in 1884, was elected Grand Vice Chancellor in 1885, and served 
from April, 1886, to April, 1887, as Grand Chancellor. Brother Walker was 
for years prominent in Pythian work, and has left his impress upon the 
legislation and welfare of the orderin Texas. He died at Lookout Mountain, 
Tennessee, February 23, 1896, as he had lived, with his heart filled with 
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love for his fellow-man, and for the great order to which he had given so 
much of his time, his devotion and his means. 


Past Grand Chancellor R. P. Aunspaugh served his Grand Lodge as 
Grand Chancellor in 1878-9, and as Supreme Representative from 1879 to 
1881. During that period he was a faithful, energetic worker for the welfare 
of the order. He died at Dallas, Texas, February 23, 1896.

PAST GRAND CHANCELLOR NATHANIEL G. CUMMINGS. 


Nathaniel G. Cummings was born at Cumberland, Maine, June 3, 
1820, and died at Portland, July 4, 1894. He was initiated in Munjoy 
Lodge, No. 6, of Portland, May 4, 1874, from which he withdrew May 25, 
1874, to assist in forming Pine Tree Lodge, No. 11, where he retained his 
membership until his decease. He was admitted to the Grand Lodge, 
February 4, 1875. At that session, Supreme Chancellor 8. 8. Davis being 
present, Past Grand Chancellor Joseph W. Milliken offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted: ‘“‘ Resolved, That we now proceed to the 
election of two Past Grand Chancellors.’ The record does not show any. 
reason or explanation for this action, but it was stated upon the floor of 
the Grand Lodge that the full number of Past Grand Chancellors to which 
the Grand Lodge was entitled had never been elected. Under this resolu- 
tion Brother Cummings was elected. 
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FROM THE JOURNAL OF THE GRAND LODGE OF NEW 
JERSEY. 


Since our last session we have been called upon to perform the last 
sad rites over all that was mortal of Past Grand Chancellor George H. 
Kidder. Brother Kidder, since his admission, had always been a 
regular attendant at the sessions of the Grand Lodge. His heart was in 
the work. His services to the order were valuable, and are remembered 
by us with gratitude. In every position that he held, he worked for the 
honor and advancement of the order which he loved so well. His life was 
one of intense activity, and his integrity was undoubted; he was one who, 
through his own honest, earnest endeavors, carved his way to the high 
honors he had attained. The sympathy of this Grand Lodge is due and is 
most heartily tendered to the family of Brother Kidder, and as a tribute to 
his memory we recommend that a page in the journal be devoted to this 
memorial tribute to Past Grand Chancellor George H. Kidder. 


Since our last session we have been called upon to perform the sad 
rites over all that was mortal of Past Grand Chancellor Arnold B. Race. 
Brother Race became a member of the Grand Lodge in 1880, and having 
been a charter member of his lodge, and one of its most active workers, 
consequently he was sent as a representative to this grand body for two 
years. He was appointed Grand Outer Guard in 1883, from which position 
he rose step by step to be Grand Chancellor, which he filled with credit to 
himself and honor to the order. In all positions that he held he worked 
for the advancement of the order, by his zeal and his undoubted Christian 
integrity, which by his careful living was beyond question. 


Resolved, That the sympathy of this Grand Lodge is due and is most 
sincerely tendered to the family of Brother Race, and we mourn with them 
in their loss and affliction. 


Your committee would recommend that a page in the journal be 
devoted to the memory of our late brother, Past Grand Chancellor Arnold 
B. Race. 


We bear witness once more to the fact that death is no respecter of 
persons, that another of our leading spirits, Past Grand Chancellor Charles 
P. Vanneman, has been called from the stage of action here to answer to 
the roll call of the Grand Lodge above. Brother Vanneman was a member 
of Hudson Lodge, No. 87, Jersey City; was appointed District Deputy, 
which duties he faithfully fulfilled. He was then elected Grand Vice 
Chancellor, and the year following, Grand Chancellor, performing the 
duties pertaining to the high office to which he was chosen in a com- 
mendable manner. 


Resolved, That this Grand Lodge extend its sincere sympathy to his 
family in their sad bereavement, and that a page in the journal of proceed- 
ings be devoted to his memory. 
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VIRGINIA. 


The hand of the grim tyrant, death, has fallen heavily on this grand 
domain during the past Pythian period, and has claimed for its victims two 
of our most prominent brothers. 


Robert Friend Hutcheson, the Grand Chancellor of our domain, died 
August 3, 1895. After but six short months of occupancy of this exalted 
position, he wrapped the drapery of his couch about him and laid down to 
pleasant dreams. Brother Hutcheson exemplified in his life the beautiful 
teachings of our order, and by his recognition of and devotion to its cause 
and principles he gradually, by faithful service, attained the highest posi- 
tion within the gift of his Grand Lodge, only to lay down his gavel at the 
dread summons, ere he had fairly seized it in the discharge of hisduty. He . 
was, indeed, a true knight, devoted to his family and friends, fulfilling 
with faithfulness every trust reposed in him, and in his death Virginia 
loses one of her most zealous and devoted knights. 


Thomas H. Virnelson died March 6, 1895, aged fifty-two years. The 
sound of the gavel bringing to close the twenty-seventh session of the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia had scarce ceased to reverberate throughout our 
grand domain, ere the silent reaper, with a relentless hand, seized one of 
our brightest jewels. A picture of perfect health, he was in attendance 
upon the Grand Lodge session held in the city of Staunton, and he carried 
with him to that session the same bright and cheerful disposition that had 
ever characterized his life, and which always added so much to the pleas- 
antry of our Grand Lodge sessions. The recollection of his presence at 
that session will be our last pleasant memory of one whose life was devoted 
to the cause of Pythianism. Past Grand Chancellor Virnelson was devoted 
to his subordinate lodge, and while he had occupied the highest position 
within the gift of his grand domain, and had attained prominence in every 
branch of the order, his zeal in the work of his lodge ceased only with his 
death, and it was in this field that his influence was most felt. To his 
unflagging devotion to our cause in every branch of the order is largely 
due its continued prosperity in Virginia, and the name of Past Grand 
Chancellor Thomas H. Virnelson will live with us as long as the order 
exists, and it will go down into the history of Virginia Pythianism as one 
of its brightest, truest and most devoted friends. 


PAST GRAND CHANCELLOR CHARLES K. ROGERS. 


Past Grand Chancellor Charles K. Rogers was born in the city of 
Charleston, South Carolina, in 1839. He was a charter member of Darling- 
ton Lodge, No. 7, which was instituted in May, 1881, and was elected its 
first chancellor commander. At the institution of the Grand Lodge, in 
1886, he was elected a Past Grand Chancellor. He was elected Supreme 
Representative for the short term, and was a member of the Supreme 
Lodge which met in the city of Toronto, Canada. He died at his residence 
in Darlington, South Carolina, on February 13, 1896. 
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PAST GRAND CHANCELLOR W. R. ARNOLD. 


Past Grand Chancellor W. R. Arnold was born at Le Claire, Scott 
county, Iowa, April 15, 1859. He was initiated as a charter member of 
Trishocotyn Lodge, November 17, 1885, and at the time of his death was a 
member of Trishocotyn. He died in New York city, September 5, 1894. 


PAST GRAND CHANCELLOR JOHN Y. DIXON. 


Past Grand Chancellor John Young Dixon of Atlanta, Ga., was born 
at Newtownards, Ireland, August 12, 1848. When a boy of sixteen, with 
approval of his parents, in January of 1865, he came from Ireland to 
Philadelphia, Pa., and was employed in a wholesale linen house. Leaving 
that employment in 1870, he came to Savannah, Ga., and engaged in the 
dry goods business. On April 10, 1873, he was married to Miss Mary 
Wilson, his first cousin, a most beautiful young lady of Philadelphia, who 
attracted great attention in her Savannah home. On September 8, 1873, 
Brother Dixon was initiated into the mysteries of Pythian knighthood by 
Forest City Lodge, No. 1, the mother lodge of Georgia. On July 29, 1874, 
he was rewarded for his faithful attendance upon and his earnest devotion 
to his lodge by being elected vice chancellor, to which position he was 
reélected December 28 of same year. His continued zeal for the welfare of 
the order resulted in his election as chancellor commander from July 1, 
1875, to the end of that year, and in his subsequent reélection to the same 
position from the end of that term until November 5 of the same year, 
when he moyed to Atlanta and subsequently connected himself with 
Atlanta Lodge, No. 20, a large part of which lodge’s fame is due to the 
devotion of Brother Dixon. 

Entering the Grand Lodge of Georgia, he received the honors of a 
past chancellor on July 31, 1877, and was elected Grand Vice Chancellor at 
the same session. He served as Grand Chancellor from May 5, 1883, to 
May 20, 1884. His report as Grand Chancellor shows that, from the time 
of his administration, the order made marked advance, he having issued 
dispensations for the institution of seven lodges—a large number when 
the condition of the order at that time in this state is considered. In view 
of subsequent legislation by our Supreme Lodge, it is not improper to 
place on record a paragraph taken from his excellent report as Grand 
Chancellor, which will illustrate his regard for the welfare of the order and 
his anticipation of events that, twelve years later, came to pass. Speaking 
of Georgia, he says: 


“A great wave of reform in public sentiment has swept over the state 
in the past few years, which is specially noticeable in the smaller towns. 
The people have opened their eyes to the great evil of intemperance, and 
out of one hundred and thirty-seven counties in the state, no less than 
ninety have driven ‘king alcohol’ from their borders, with all the 
thousand demoralizing influences and practices that follow in its wake. 
It is only reasonable to suppose that a people in this condition—shaking 
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from them a slavery worse than death—should gladly welcome in their 
midst an order founded on such high principles and teaching such enno- 
bling lessons as ours. It is but natural that where drunkenness, riot and 
bloodshed have been banished, friendship, charity and benevolence should 
enter and reign supreme.” 


Coming to Atlanta, he became agent for the Singer sewing machine 
company, representing that company in the north half of Georgia. He 
held this position until the spring of 1892. Shortly after leaving the 
employ of that company, he received a letter of commendation from its 
president (such letters being rarely written by this company) expressing 
the company’s regret that Brother Dixon was leaving its employ. The 
president offered him the choice of half a dozen similar positions in other 
parts of the United States, at advanced compensation, which were declined. 
The president thereupon wrote him a further letter, regretting Brother 
Dixon’s intention to separate from the company finally, and stating, with- 
out solicitation, the number of years Brother Dixon had represented that 
company, that he had represented it in a most successful and satisfactory 
manner, and that, in the words of the president, he ‘‘had handled hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars”’ of the company’s money and had accounted 
for every penny that had ever come through his hands. Such a record 
speaks louder than words. 

Brother Dixon was one of the most active and earnest Pythians in 
Georgia, being almost continuously a representative from his lodge to the 
Grand Lodge. In the Grand Lodge he served on the committee of appeals 
from 1878 to 1879; on committee on the state of the order, 1880, 1881, 1882 
and 1883; on committee on law; 1885; committee on correspondence, 1886; 
chairman finance committee, 1887; chairman committee on law, 1888; on 
constitutional committee, 1890, as well as on finance committee; and on 
committee of appeals, 1892 to 1893. 

Brother Dixon was unceasingly working for the good of others, some- 
times for members of the order, sometimes for the members of his church, 
and often for those needing charity with no claim on him; to all of whom 
he gave something that was more priceless than money, which was an 
unflagging energy and devoted to the cause he was espousing. Indeed, words 
utterly fail to describe his many virtues. One illustration may be made: 
When yellow fever was epidemic in Savannah, in 1876, he was chairman 
of the Pythian relief board; as such, he gave up all private business and 
was constantly on, the go, night and day, dispensing charity to his afflicted 
brethren and others. He visited them at all hours, entirely unmindful of 
the dangers of the dread scourge which surrounded him on all sides, as 
well as his wife and cherished family. He said that only those who 
‘‘feared’’ contracted the scourge; whether right in this or not, none of his 
family took the fever. 

In the early spring of 1894, Brother Dixon seemed to be afHlicted with 
an attack of dyspepsia. Examination disclosed the fact that he was suffer- 
ing from cancer of the stomach. He and his wife immediately went to 
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Johns Hopkins Hospital to receive the best treatment. On April 10, 1894, 
he wrote to a dear friend in Atlanta in part as follows: 


‘“‘This is the twenty-first anniversary of my wedding day. It has been 
to me and my wife a day of many reminiscences of the past and full of 
sadness. The doctors here, four in number, have given my case most 
careful and exhaustive study, and after repeated examinations and con- 
sultations, have announced their decision to us today. It was what I 
expected, and was fully prepared for; that there is nothing to be done for 
me but to make the end as easy as possible. My wife accepts the verdict 
and bears up wonderfully well. I need not tell you about myself; you 
know my philosophy, and that I had discounted this finality before coming 
here. I wish I had brighter news for you, old fellow, and for that host of 
kind friends whom I address through you. But it is the will of God— 
blessed be his name for evermore!”’ He died in Atlanta, May 16, 1894. 


He who received this letter, a brother in Pythianism only, was with 
him until the day before he died. As Brother Dixon came nearer and 
nearer to the grave, although fully possessed of all his faculties, his faith 
grew stronger; his courage and serene bravery in throes of agony were 
simply magnificent. He left a wife and two lovely children, abundantly 
provided for only because of the host of Pythian friends of their beloved 
father. No truer man to every obligation of life of any character what- 
soever, ever lived; no braver knight ever died so calmly facing such an 
agonizing death. Long will his memory be fresh in the hearts of the 
knights of Georgia, and the example of his noble life will be handed down 
to many of our children’s children. 

His last request was to be laid to sleep at his first home in Georgra. 
On_a lovely Sabbath afternoon, May 20, 1894, he was laid to rest in beautiful 
Laurel Grove cemetery, of Savannah, with all the ceremonies of the order. 
The knights of Savannah attended that occasion almost toa man. A large 
concourse of Savannah citizens were there, together with the representa- 
tives of the Grand Lodge of Georgia and of the Atlanta lodges; and in that 
vast concourse of loving friends, there were few indeed who did not drop 
a tear as the ritual of our order was read and our brother laid away to rest.

SHAW MEMORIAL. 


Supreme Representative Fethers offered the tollowing resolu- 
tion, which was adopted: 


Document 129. 


Resolved, That we most heartily endorse the action of the grand domain 
of Wisconsin in its effort to provide a suitable memorial of our late Past 
Supreme Chancellor, George B. Shaw, to be erected in the city of Eau 
Claire, and that we bespeak the cordial codperation of all Pythians 
throughout the world. 


PAST CHANCELLORS EMERITUS. 


The Supreme Representatives of Texas presented the following 
memorial, which was referred to the committee on judiciary: 


Bocument 130. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 

At its convention in April, 1896, the Grand Lodge of the grand domain 
of Texas adopted the following preamble and resolution: 

Wuerseas, In the grand domain of Texas, by reason of our peculiar 
law. a large number of knights were serving and did serve in respective 
subordinate offices with the understanding that such service would be 
rewarded with the honors of past chancellor, and that many of these posi- 
tions were held waiving the compensation usually paid therefor, but which 
was prohibited by the Supreme Statutes adopted but a short time before 
its accomplishment under our law, all of which has worked a great hard- 
ship, if not wrong, upon said knights; be it 

Resolved, That our Supreme Representatives be instructed to bring 
this matter before the supreme authority and request the Supreme Lodge 
to pass a law authorizing this grand domain to confer the past chancellor’s 
rank unon all those who, under our law, would have acquired such rank 
on December 31, 1894. 

We therefore request that this matter be referred to the committee on 
judiciary, that it may submit such legislation as will secure the desired 
result.

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THE SUICIDE CLAUSE, 


The Supreme Representatives of Utah offered the following 
proposed amendment cf the general laws of the Endowment Rank, 
which was referred to the committee on Endowment Rank: 


Document 131. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 

At the request of the Grand Lodge of Utah, the following proposition 
is introduced: 

Be it resolved by the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias, That the applica- 
tion for insurance in the Endowment Rank, as now provided by the Board 
of Control, be amended by striking out subdivision 11 of said application 
’ and inserting the following in lieu thereof: 

It is agreed that if death shall result by self-destruction, whether sane 
or insane, voluntary or involuntary, or if death is caused or superinduced 
by the use of intoxicating liquors, or by the use of narcotics or opiates, 
within a period of five years from the date of such application, then the 
certificate issued upon this application shall be null and void, and all 
claims on account of such membership shall be forfeited. 

It is agreed that if death shall result in consequence of a duel, or by 
the hands of justice, or in violation of or attempt to violate any criminal 
law, then the certificate issued upon this application shall be null and void, 
and all claims on account of such membership shall be forfeited. 

It is agreed that after a continuous membership of twenty years. 
in the Endowment Rank, any certificate issued shall he incontestable for 
any cause excepting false and fraudulent representations.

Rule 13 was adopted. 

Rule 14 being under consideration, the following substitute, 
offered by Supreme Representative Bolton, was adopted: 

All propositions for changes in or amendments of the Supreme Consti- 
tution or for enactment into statutes shall be properly entitled and formu- 
lated. All documents offered for reference to any committee, or which 
shall require entry in full upon the record, except reports of committees, 
shall be submitted in duplicate, and must be on paper not less in size than 
a page of letter paper. All such documents must be addressed ‘‘To the 
Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias,” and signed by the member or mem- 
bers offering them, and must not embrace more than one subject.

THE STATE OF THE ORDER. 


The committee on the state of the order submitted the 
appended report, which was ordered to be printed and to lie 
over under the rule: 


Document 153. 


To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias : 
Your committee on the state of the order beg to report as follows: 


1. Your committee feel a just pride in the record of Supreme Chan- 
cellor Richie for the excellent work performed by him during his adminis- 
tration, and while we feel that he accomplished great good to the order 
universal, yet we fully appreciate that, had he not been afflicted with ill 
health, many of the grand domains that did not receive the inspiration 
from his official presence granted to others would have benefited by his 
presence and ‘influence. Visitations from the Supreme Chancellor are 
always greatly desired, and redound much to the advantage and welfare of 
the order wherever such visits are made. 


2. In the matter of the Rathbone Monument, your committee recom- 
mend the continuation of a special committee to complete the same. 


3. The action of the Supreme Chancellor in paying Brother W. A. 
Radcliffe, his private secretary, his salary during the time of his adminis- 
tration, and supplying the necessary help to transact the business expected 
from that gentleman from his own law office, is one that appeals to the: 
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heart of every loyal knight, and we commend the Pythian spirit that 
prompted the generous consideration of an afflicted brother, as shown by 
the Supreme Chancellor’s action. 


4. In the matter of the relation of dues to benefits, your committee 
realize the importance of the method whereby the balance will always be 
on the side of the dues, but are at as much loss as is the Supreme Chan- 
cellor in advising a plan whereby this desired end may be accomplished. 


5. ‘The history of the order” in the various grand domains has, for 
some years, been a theme treated upon by Supreme Chancellors, and 
recommendations made for the compilation of all documentary matters 
that would furnish a complete history of the various grand domains. The 
matter has been, however, allowed to drift along without formal action by 
the Supreme Lodge, and it seems to your committee that the time has 
arrived when this body should express itself. As Supreme Chancellor 
Richie well says, “‘if a complete history of the order is to be written, it 
must be done soon, while some of the ‘Old Guard’ are still alive.”” Your 
committee beg to recommend that the Supreme Chancellor-elect be 
requested by this convention to communicate to the Grand Chancellor of 
each grand domain the importance and desirability of the compilation of 
such history under his jurisdiction, and urge that the matter be brought 
to the attention of the Grand Lodge at the session following the adjourn- 
ment of this convention. The subject is one which demands prompt 
attention, and your committee is of opinion that, when the matter is offi- 
cially brought to the notice of the official head of the various grand do- 
mains, the earnest desire of this supreme body will be readily acquiesced in. 


6. The subject of district meetings is of great importance to every 
grand domain, and should receive the greatest consideration from the 
members of this convention. We fully endorse every suggestion presented 
by the Supreme Chancellor, believing that the future greatness of our order 
can only be achieved through the instrumentality of the district meeting. 
We take the liberty, therefore, to recommend that each grand domain, 
where feasible, formulate laws providing for the subdivision of its territory 
into districts, for the purpose of carrying out the suggestions of the Supreme 
Chancellor. We would further recommend that district meetings be held 
only in connection with regular or special meetings of subordinate lodges, 
so that the secret work can be exemplified and protected. 

7. Your committee quite agree with the Supreme Chancellor in appre- 
hending that, for the immediate present, there exists little necessity for 
any active measures looking to the propagation of our order beyond the 
territory already occupied. And we join him also in the sentiment that, 
until such territory is more fully possessed than at present, it furnishes 
abundant field for the prosecution of Pythian labors, for the exertion of all 
our energy in disseminating a knowledge of our principles, and for the 
upbuilding and expansion of the order. 

8. We note with pleasure the satisfaction expressed by the Supreme | 
Chancellor with the results of the new system of the judicial department 
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of our Supreme government as affecting his own official duties, and we 
join him in confidently trusting that the benefits anticipated from that 
system at the time of its institution will be more and more realized as its 
machinery becomes more perfect in its operations throughout the Supreme 
domain, and those operations become better understood by the order at 
large. 

9. Your committee especially commend the action of the Supreme 
Chancellor on the question discussed under title “IX ”’ of his report, and 
are pleased to note the dignified position he assumed when refusing to 
discuss a question so positively forbidden discussion in our lodges. We 
impose no obligations on any member that in any manner conflict with 
his religious or political freedom, and we positively prohibit the discussion 
of either of these subjects in any lodge of the order. Therefore, we heartily 
endorse the expression of the Supreme Chancellor in saying that “the 
Catholic question is one to be dealt with by the individual conscience of 
each member of the order.” 


10. Your committee are of opinion that such a system of ballotting for 
candidates for admission to membership should be devised as will produce 
absolute uniformity of method throughout the Supreme domain; and for 
the purpose of accomplishing that end beg to recommend that a statute, 
declaring the manner of ballotting and defining minutely as to the method 
by which the ballot shall be taken, be prepared by the judiciary committee 
and presented to the Supreme Lodge for its adoption at the present conven- 
tion. 

11. Relating to the proprietorship of castle halls, the subject meets the 
hearty approval of your committee, and inasmuch as recent legislation 
prohibits the removal of rituals from the lodge room, the necessity, there- 
fore, becomes more imperative for providing comfortable and attractive 
quarters, not only for the regular meetings of the lodge, but as well for the 
convenience of members desiring to memorize the work or to meet in 
social intercourse for the advancement of the order. Your committee, 
therefore, commend the recommendation of the Supreme Chancellor to all 
subordinate lodges, in the confident hope that this advice will be adopted 
and acted upon, in so far, at least, as the financial strength of the indi- 
vidual lodges will permit. 

12. Your committee recognize the advice relating to new members as 
sound in principle and worthy of being adopted in practice, not only in 
admission to membership in existing lodges, but particularly applicable to 
the formation of new lodges, which should have on the charter list only 
men of blameless lives and characters of high moral worth. The selection 
of such material is simply in harmony with the declaration of principles 
adopted by our order, and is in conformity with the legislation adopted at 
the Washington convention of this body, which has resulted in placing 
our order on the very pinnacle of public estimation. 


13. The explanation given as to the master of the work is timely and 
much needed, and will be of value in clearing away the many misconcep- 
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tions existing as to who is eligible for the office, and will also prove a useful 
guide in making a wise selection for the office. 


14. The question of indiscriminate relief, treated on by the Supreme 
Chancellor, meets with the approval of your committee, and it is strongly 
recommended that subordinate lodges take action in the direction indicated 
in his report, so as to defeat the efforts of unworthy knights, if any there 
be, in their efforts to make a living out of the benevolence of our order. 


15. There is no agency so potent for the dissemination of information 
as is the press. Its power for good or for evil is everywhere recognized. 
It is an agency that no good and true man need fear, but one that every 
bad man may weil stand in awe of. Its influence is felt in every branch of 
life, and in no sphere more distinctly than in the social and fraternal 
departments of society. The Pythian press, be it said to the credit of the 
earnest men who are engaged as publishers, is doing much good for the order, 
and provides a channel of helpfulness to our membership that can not be 
secured in any other way. The kind encomiums passed upon the “ Pythian 
press” by the Supreme Chancellor can only come from a true heart, and 
from one whose words may be taken as an earnest of his inner conscience. 
Your committee, therefore, indorse all that he says on the subject of the 
press, and urge upon the membership everywhere to lend substantial aid, 
to the end that its influence may be increased and its power for good mul- 
tiplied. | 


16. There is perhaps no question of more decided importance to the 
success of subordinate lodges than is the question of how best to collect 
dues. Your committee heartily concur in the expressed sentiment of the 
Supreme Chancellor that the collecting of dues is a “‘ business proposition,” 
and being a feature of lodge work which requires personal attention and 
persistent effort, a compensation should certainly be made for the work 
required. We should, therefore, reeommend that a percentage be allowed 
the master of finance on all dues collected, that there may be an incentive 
for activity, and we believe if this policy is adopted by subordinate lodges 
generally, that the decrease in membership on account of suspension for 
non-payment of dues so noticeable in the past two years and more will be 
largely stopped. 


17. Your committee beg to recommend that the action of the Supreme 
Chancellor in tilling vacancies in the committees on finance and credentials 


be approved. 


18. We extend to the Supreme Chancellor, and to the order in general, 
our hearty congratulations on the part of the Supreme domain as indicated 
in our chief officer’s comprehensive report. The increase in membership, 
when the great financial depression of the past two years is considered, has 
been remarkable, and attests not only an appreciation on the part of the 
public of the principles upon which our order is founded, but equally so 
upon the excellence of its government. We are profoundly pleased to 
note, and it is a matter for grateful consideration on the part of the Supreme 
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domain, that while the expense of our Supreme government was necessa- 
rily increased by the new system of the judiciary, the balance of money 
on hand in March, 1896, shows a material increase in favor of the Supreme 
exchequer. )

PYTHIAN UNIVERSITY. 


The special committee on the Pythian University submitted 
the appended report, which was ordered to be printed and to lie 
over under the rule: 
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Document 159. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias : 

Your committee, to whom was referred that part of the Supreme Chan- 
cellor’s report relative to the Pythian University, submit the following: 

1. At the time the Supreme Lodge, by resolution, contemplated accept- 
ing the properties of the proposed Pythian University, it was with the 
understanding that the real estate and other properties amounted in value 
to at least $45,000, and with the additional provision that the title should 
not pass to and be vested in the Supreme Lodge until an equal amount in 
cash had been subscribed or donated to the said university, said donations 
or subscriptions to be obtained within sixteen months from the date of the 
above resolutions. 

2. Two years have elapsed, and we find that no funds have been donated 
or secured from any source, hence the provision under which title was to 
pass is inoperative and ineffective. 

3. We find that the board of regents have not assumed any authority, 
nor taken any steps toward the discharge of their supposed duties, and 
that all matters connected with said university are practically in the same 
condition they were prior to the contemplated transfer of title to the 
Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias; in fact, the title has not passed either 
to the Supreme Lodge or to the board of regents, and no responsibility has 
been accepted or assumed by them. 

4, From the best information obtainable at this time, your committee 
believes that it would require a fund of at least a half million dollars to 
complete and properly equip the buildings and other appointments con- 
templated by the projectors of this undertaking—a fund that would 
necessarily have to be raised by an assessment upon the membership, an 
action that at this time is deemed unwise. In view of the circumstances 
and conditions above set forth, we recommend that the Supreme Lodge do 
not accept or assume any responsibility in the premises, and that the whole 
subject matter of the Pythian University, so far as the Supreme Lodge is 
concerned, be allowed to remain in the hands of its original projectors. 

In presenting this report, in justice to Supreme Representatives 
Griffin and Wise of Tennessee, we wish to state that they appeared before 
the committee and made an earnest appeal in behalf of the university.

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UNIFORM RANK RULES AND REGULATIONS, 


The committee on judiciary submitted the appended report, 
which was ordered to be printed and to lie over under the rule. 
The proposition referred to in the report was read a first and 
second time by title and passed, under a suspension of the rules: 


Document 193. 
To the Supreme Lodge Knights of Pythias: 


Your committee on judiciary, to whom was referred that portion of 
the Supreme Chancellor’s report relative to the Uniform Rank, found on 
page 7085, annual report of the Supreme Lodge officers, commencing with 
the words, ‘‘The last convention,’ and ending on page 7087 with the words, 
“‘success,’’ found on the twenty-third line on said page, also document 32, 
relating to the rules and regulations of the Uniform Rank, beg leave to 
submit the following report. 


Your committee have given the subject under consideration that care- 
ful and candid consideration which its importance demanded, and as a 
result of our investigation, we are unanimous in the opinion that section 
364, Supreme Statutes, giving the power to legislate to the Supreme Coun- 
cilof the Uniform Rank, is unconstitutional, coming directly in conflict 
with article vii, section 1, Supreme Constitution, said section providing 
that the legislative powers of the Supreme government shall be vested in 
the Supreme Lodge. Said section 364 of the Supreme Statutes also comes 
in conflict with article vii, section 10, of the Supreme Constitution, which 
provides, among other things, that the power is reserved to the Supreme 
Lodge to enact laws for its own government, and to prescribe rules of pro- 
cedure for the conduct of its business. It will be borne in mind that 
under article iil, section 2, paragraph 2, that the military branch, to be 
known as the Uniform Rank, is made by said section and paragraph a 
part,of the structure of the order. This being true, it will be readily 
understood that the Supreme Lodge is the only power under our system 
of Pythian government that can legislate for the Uniform Rank. The 
Supreme Lodge had no power or right to confer by statute the power to 
legislate to a council of the Uniform Rank. An eminent law writer upon 
constitutional law, in writing upon this subject, says that ‘‘ one of the settled 
maxims in constitutional law is that the power conferred upon the legislature 
to make laws can not be delegated by that department to any other body or 
authority; when the sovereign power of the state has located the authority, 
there it must remain, and by that constitutional agency alone the laws 
must be made until the constitution itself is changed; the power to whose 
judgment, wisdom and patriotism this high prerogative has been entrusted 
can not relieve itself of the responsibility by choosing other agencies upon 
which the power shall be devolved, nor can it substitute the judgment, 
wisdom and patriotism of any other body for those to which alone the 
people have seen fit to confide this sovereign trust.’”” The same rule of 
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construction of a state constitution is peculiarly applicable to our own 
constitution, when we remember that we have followed as near as may 
be the system of government of the United States. The Supreme Lodge 
as a legislative body neither must nor can transfer the power of making 
laws to anybody else, or place it anywhere but where the constitutional 
makers have. The principles announced in this report are so axiomatic to 
the legal mind that further argument is unnecessary to maintain the prop- 
osition. In order that all statutes pertaining to the Uniform Rank may be 
harmonized so as not to conflict with the Supreme Constitution, we beg 
leave to submit the following proposition.

TITLE VI—MILITARY BRANCH. 
CHAPTER I.

360. The military branch of the Knights of Pythias shall be organized 
into the following formations, to be composed of infantry or cavalry:

. Infantry regiments. 

. Cavalry troops (divisions). 

Cavalry squadrons. 

Cavalry regiments.

The Pythian Army, composed of all brigades, regiments and sepa- 
rate companies of the Uniform Rank, to be commanded by a 
Major General. 

. The powers of the military branch shall be vested in a Supreme 
Assembly, to be formed in the manner and with the authority as 
hereinafter provided.

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CHAPTER II. 
Relating to the Officers of the Uniform Rank, their Rank and Title. 


361. The official rank and title of the officers of the Uniform Rank 
shall be: 
1. The Supreme Chancellor, as Commander in Chief,

branch of the Knights of Pythias. 
3. Brigadier General, commanding the brigade of a grand domain. 
. Colonel, commanding a regiment.

A Quartermaster General. 
A Commissary General. 
A Surgeon General. 
Peach with the rank of Brigadier General.

Provided that if, in the judgment of the Commander in Chief and the 
Major General, the interests of the Uniform Rank require more than one 
Aide-de-Camp in any domain, such additional Aides-de-Camp may be 
appointed.

An Assistant Surgeon.

Each with the rank of Captain. 

The regimental staff officers shall be appointed by the commanding 
officer of the regiment, and, upon the approval of the Brigadier General, 
shall be commissioned by the Major General; provided that officers of the 
medical staff must be physicians in good standing in their profession and 
graduates of a medical college of recognized standing; provided, further, 
that the appointment of Surgeons must be approved by the Assistant Sur- 
geon General of the brigade, and that of Assistant Surgeons by the Surgeon 
of the regiment and the Assistant Surgeon General of the brigade. 

13. Battalion Staff: 

An Adjutant. 

A Quartermaster. 

A Commissary of Subsistence. 
An Assistant Surgeon. 

Kach with the rank of First Lieutenant. 

The battalion staff officers shall be appointed by the regimental com- 
mander, upon the recommendation of the battalion commander; and, upon 
the approval of the Brigadier General, they shall be commissioned by the 
Major General; provided, that the same rules that apply to the appoint- 
ment of the medical staff of a regiment shall apply to that of a battalion. 

14. The Company Officers: 

A Captain. 
A First Lieutenant. 
A Second Lieutenant. 
A Recorder, with the rank of Sergeant. 
A Treasurer, with the rank of Sergeant. 
All to be elected by the company. 
A Guard, with rank of First Sergeant. 
‘A Sentinel, with rank of Second Sergeant. : 

Both to be appointed by the Captain, and may be removed by him for 

cause, or for the benefit of the drill or discipline of the company. 
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The insignia of rank for all officers shall be that of the United States 
army, of like branch of service, position and rank, except that the colors 
shall be those established for the Uniform Rank, to which shall also be 
added the emblems of the Uniform Rank. 

Any sir knight who is a regular practising physician, in good standing 
in his profession, or shall be a graduate of a medical college, and in good 
standing in his lodge and company, shall be eligible to appointment 
and commission as Assistant Surgeon of a regiment, provided he shall 
have the recommendation of the Colonel of his regiment, favorably 
endorsed by the Surgeon of his regiment and the Assistant Surgeon Gen- 
eral of his brigade, and, upon such recommendation and endorsement, the 
Major General shall issue the commission in the usual form. 


15. Non-Commissioned Staff: 


To be appointed by the Regimental Commander— 
A Sergeant Major of the Regiment. 
A Quartermaster Sergeant of the Regiment. 
A Commissary Sergeant of the Regiment. 
A Color Sergeant of the Regiment. 
A Hospital Steward, upon the recommendation of the Regimental 
Surgeon. 


To be appointed by the Battalion Commander— 
A Sergeant Major of Battalion. 
A Quartermaster Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Commissary Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Color Sergeant of Battalion. 
A Hospital Steward, upon the recommendation of the Battalion 
Assistant Surgeon. 
All non-commissioned staff officers must procure a non-commissioned 
officer’s warrant, and also the chevrons to indicate their rank and position, 
the warrant and chevrons to be procured from the Major General. 


362. The election or appointment and commission and term of office 
of Brigade Commanders and the staff of Brigade Commanders, and of 
regimental, field and staff officers, shall be for the period of four years 
from the date of election or appointment; provided that the commissions 
of all staff officers shall terminate with the termination of the commission 
of the officer on whose staff such staff officers were commissioned; but all 
staff officers shall be eligible for reippointment. 


CHAPTER III, 


Relating to the Supreme Assembly of the Uniform Rank, its Formation, Powers 
and Duties. 


363. A Supreme Assembly of the Uniform Rank is hereby declared and 
created, which shall meet in each intervening year between the conven- 
tions of the Supreme Lodge, at such time and place as the Supreme 
Assembly may designate at each meeting; andin case the Supreme Assembly 


29 
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‘shall fail to designate a place of meeting, the Supreme Chancellor and 
‘ the Major General shall call said Supreme Assembly to meet at such time 
and place as they may elect. 

364. The Supreme Assembly of the Uniform Rank shall consist of the 
Supreme Chancellor, the Major General, the Adjutant General of the Uni- 
form Rank and the Brigadier General of each brigade of the Uniform 
Rank, and all Past Major Generals of the Uniform Rank. The Major Gen- 
eral shall be the presiding officer of the Supreme Assembly. 


365. Any Supreme Lodge officer, or any Supreme Representative, and 
any officer or member of the Uniform Rank in good standing, shall have 
the right of admission to the méetings of the Supreme Assembly, but not 
the right to speak upon any question except by the unanimous consent of 
the Supreme Assembly, nor shall they have the right to vote on any ques- 
tion. 

366. The Supreme Assembly shall have the power to enact rules and 
regulations for the government of the Supreme Assembly and the Uniform 
Rank, in all matters relating to said rank, provided that such rules and 
regulations shall not be in contravention of the Supreme Constitution and 
Statutes. It shall be the duty of said Supreme Assembly to formulate and 
recommend such legislation to the Supreme Lodge as the interests of the 
Uniform Rank may from time to time require. 


367. The Supreme Assembly shall have final jurisdiction in all mat- 
ters of appeal in the Uniform Rank; but no appeal shall be heard by 
the Supreme Assembly unless such appeal shall come through the regular 
channels, to wit: through company, battalion, regimental, brigade and 
general headquarters, and endorsed by the Major General and presented 
to the Supreme Assembly; provided that, in the domains where there 
is neither regimental nor brigade organizations, appeals shall be for- 
warded from company headquarters to the Major General, and by him 
endorsed and presented to the Supreme Assembly. All appeals: must be 
taken and forwarded by the appellant within thirty days after the alleged 
grievance or cause for appeal occurred. 

368. The Supreme Assembly shall provide a revenue for its mainte- 
nance and the maintenance of the Uniform Rank, and shall have full control 
of all supplies necessary for the establishment, use and management of the 
Uniform Rank, shall contract for the printing and manufacture of all sup- 
plies therefor, except the drill regulations and ritual of the rank, which 
shall be printed and promulgated by and under the authority of theSupreme 
Lodge, but the Supreme Lodge shall furnish the drill regulations and ritual 
of the rank to the Supreme Assembly at actual cost; and the Supreme 
Assembly shall regulate the sale of all supplies of and for the military 
branch. The Supreme Assembly shall have authority to levy such dues 
and assessments upon companies of the Uniform Rank from time to time as 
may be required for the maintenance and proper management of the rank, 
and under such regulations as the Supreme Assembly may adopt. The 
Supreme Assembly shall also have authority to print, publish and sell the 
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statutes of the Supreme Lodge relating to the military branch of the Knights 
of Pythias, in connection with the rules and regulations adopted by the 
Supreme Assembly. 


369. The Adjutant General, in addition to his military duties, shall be 
the recorder, financial and disbursing officer of the Supreme Assembly, 
under such regulations as it may adopt. He shall give a bond to the 
Supreme Assembly in such sum as the Supreme Assembly may designate. 
He shall receive all moneys of the Supreme Assembly, and make such 
report thereto as it may by law designate. Heshall be custodian of and 
be held responsible for all supplies of the Uniform Rank. His books and 
accounts shall at all times be open to the inspection of the Supreme Chan- 
cellor, the Major General or any officers or committee designated by the 
Supreme Assembly or by the Supreme Lodge. He shall receive such com- 
pensation for his services as the Supreme Assembly may from time to 
time determine. 


370. The Supreme Assembly shall by rules and regulations designate 
and define by distinct specifications all uniforms and emblems to be used 
and worn by the officers and sir knights of the military branch of the 
Knights of Pythias; and it shall be unlawful for any other than the uni- 
forms so prescribed to be worn by such officers and sir knights; and the use 
of said uniforms, or any portion thereof, by members of the order of 
Knights of Pythias, other than members of the Uniform Rank, is hereby 
declared unlawful and is strictly prohibited. 2 

371. The rate of mileage and per diem of the members of the Supreme 
Assembl, for attendance upon meetings of the Assembly, shall be such as 
the Supreme Assembly may from time to time designate; but the Supreme 
Lodge shall not in any manner be responsible for any of the financial obli- 
gations of the Uniform Rank or the Supreme Assembly thereof. 


372. In the recess between the meetings of the Supreme Assembly, 
the Supreme Chancellor and the Major General are authorized to fix the 
amount of and approve the bonds that may be required by law from any 
officer of the Supreme Assembly. 


CHAPTER IY. 
Relating to the Qualifications, Powers and Duties of the Major General. 


373. The Major General must be a Past Grand Chancellor in good 
standing in his Grand and subordinate lodges, and a member in good 
standing in acompany of the Uniform Rank. He shall be the presiding 
officer of the Supreme Assembly. He shall be nominated by the Supreme 
Chancellor to the Supreme Lodge, and, upon the ratification of said nomi- 
nation by election by the Supreme Lodge, he shall be commissioned by the 
Supreme Chancellor for a term of two years, and shall retain his said office 
until his successor shall be nominated and commissioned. He shall receive 
such compensation for his services as the Supreme Assembly may from 
time to time determine. 173 


7462 SUPREME LODGE [Sept. 2, 


374. The Major General of the military branch of the order, known as 
the Uniform Rank, in addition to the powers and duties designated in the 
rules and regulations enacted, or that may hereafter be enacted, by the 
Supreme Assembly of said military branch, shall have the powers and 
duties designated in this statute: 


a. The Major General shall have command of and exercise a watchful 
supervision over all bodies of the military branch of the order, and see 
that the supreme law relating thereto is duly and promptly observed and 
obeyed, and that the work of such branch is everywhere uniform. To this 
end, he may visit and preside over all bodies of the military branch of the 
order, and give such instructions or directions as, under the supreme law, 
the prosperity of such branch may require. 

b. He shall appoint the members of his individual staff, and, when 
present at any assembly of the military branch, shall take command. He 
shall examine all rules and regulations enacted by any organization of the 
military branch, which rules and regulations, upon being approved by the 
Supreme Chancellor and the Major General, shall become the rules and 
regulations governing such organization; provided that such approval shall 
not be a bar to proceedings before the Supreme Tribunal in which the 
constitutionality of such rules and regulations may be called in question. 


c. He shall keep a register of all warrants issued and all companies 
instituted, with the location, number and date of institution of each, and 
shall provide himself, at the expense of the Supreme Assembly, with such 
books, stationery, postage, supplies and quarters as may be nea for 
the proper discharge of his duties. 

d. He shall prepare and furnish the forms for all blanks required hy 
the military branch of the order. 

e. The Major General shall decide all tactical questions, and all ques- 
tions connected with the general government and management of the mili- 
tary branch of the order, subject, however, to the right of appeal to the 
Supreme Assembly. 

f. He shall review and approve or disapprove all court martial proceed- 
ings in which the penalty is suspension or dishonorable discharge, subject, 
however, to the right of appeal therefrom to the Supreme Assembly. 


g.- He shall receive all requisitions for supplies from brigades, regiments 
or companies, and if approved by him, shall cause such supplies to be for- 
warded for the use of said organization; but in no case shall such requisi- 
tion for supplies be approved, nor the supplies furnished, unless the money 
in payment therefor accompany such requisition. 


h. The Major General shall, upon the order of the Supreme Chancellor, 
promulgate the countersign of the military branch to all companies of such 
branch. He shall, at each biennial convention of the Supreme Lodge, 
present a full report of the transactions of his office and of the general 
condition of the military branch of the order during the preceding biennial - 
term. 
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375. The Major General and the Adjutant General shall submit their 
books and accounts for inspection or audit by the Supreme Chancellor, or 
such committee as he or the Supreme Lodge may at any time designate, 
or the Supreme Assembly committee on finance, whenever so required 
by them or by the Supreme Assembly. 


376. In case of the death, resignation or removal of the Major General, 
the Supreme Chancellor shall have authority to fill the vacancy, and the one 
so appointed shall be a Past Grand Chancellor and a member of the 
Uniform Rank. Such appointee shall discharge the duties of the Major 
General until a Major General shall be elected as provided by the Supreme 
Constitution. 


CHAPTER V. 
Relating to Companies of the Uniform Rank not within the Domain of a Brigade. 


377. Every regiment and company of the Uniform Rank Knights of 
Pythias, not within a domain having a brigade organization, shall be under 
the immediate control of the Supreme Assembly and the direct command 
of the Major General. While under control of the Supreme Assembly, 
every company of the Uniform Rank shall pay such dues to the Supreme 
Assembly as the Supreme Assembly may fix, provided that such dues 
shall not exceed the amount fixed for companies belonging to brigade 
organizations.. Said dues shall become due and payable on the 19th day 
of February of each year, and shall be forwarded within thirty days there- 
after to the Major General, together with the annual reports of such com- 
panies. 

378. It shall be the duty of each company not attached to a brigade 
to make out and forward to the Major General, on blanks to be furnished 
by the Supreme Assembly therefor, an annual report for each Pythian year. 
Said report shall contain a statement of the membership of the company 
on the 19th day of February preceding the date of said report, in which 
shall be given a statement of the additions thereto and losses therefrom 
during the year, a statement of the financial condition of the company, 
showing its receipts and expenditures during the year, and a roster of the 
officers of the company for the ensuing term; provided that, when regi- 
mental formation is had in any domain where there is no brigade, all 
reports shall be forwarded through regimental headquarters. 


379. Regiments and companies of the Uniform Rank not attached to 
a brigade shall be subject to and be governed by the rules and regulations 
enacted by the Supreme Assembly, from time to time, for the general gov- 
ernment and management of the Uniform Rank Knights of Pythias. 


380. Companies of the Uniform Rank, whether as separate companies, 
or as separate regiments not attached to a brigade, shall have the right of 
appeal or petition to the Supreme Assembly; provided that all appeals or 
petitions and communications of whatever kind, addressed to the Supreme
